Wednesday,  July  12th,  1854.  ] 
The  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Tentiessee,  assembled 
in  St.  John's  Church,  Knoxville,  on  Wednesday,  the  twelfth 
day  of  July,  A.  D.  1854,  being  the  place  iafid  time  appointed 
by  the  last  Convention. 

After  Morning  Prayer,  tlie  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  being  ab- 
sent, the  Rev.  Charles  Toin'es  wals  called  to  the  chair. 

A  list  of  the  clergy  belonging  to  the  Diocese  and  entitled 
to  seats,  famished  by  the  Bishop,  was  read,  of  whom  the 
following  weVe  present: —

The  Chairman  then  declared  the  Convention  duly  organ- 
ized. 

The  ballot  was  next  taken  f^r  President,  and  the  Rev. 
Charles  Tomes  was  unanimously  elected. 

Application  being  made  for  the  admission  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Chattanooga,  into  union  with  the  Convention,  it  was 
reterred,  w^ith  the  accompanying  papers,  to  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Humes  and  Judg(i  Reese.  In  behalf  of  the  Committee, 
Judge  Reese  made  the  following  Report: 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  Articles  of 
Association  adopted  by  St.  Paul's  Church,  Chattanooga,  ap- 
plying for  admission  into  union  with  this  Convention,  find 
them  according  to  Canon,  and  present  the  following  resolu- 
tion, viz: — Resolved,  That  St.  Paul's  Church,  Chattanooga, 
be  and  hereby  is  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention.

Knoxville,  July  \2th,  1854.  Tuomas  Humes. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  the  resolution  presented  by  the 
Committee  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  to  examine  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates, 
reported  Messrs.  Jas.  A.  W^hitesides  and  Jno.  C.  Birch,  as 
duly  elected  Delegates  from  St.  Paul's  Church,  Chattanooga. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for  Treasurer, 
Adlai  O.  Harris  was  declared  elected. 
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H.  A.  M.  White  was  appointed  Treasurer  pro  tern. 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved^  That  the  Rules  of  Order  «f 
the  last  Convention  be  adopted  for  the  government  of  this. 
(Appendix  A,) 

On  motion^  it  was  Resolved,  That  Gletgymen  belonging 
to  the  Diocese  not  entitled  to  seats,  Clergymen  belonging  to 
other  Dioceses,  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  be  invited 
to  take  seats  in  this  Convention. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  were,  on  motion 
of  Rev.  Mr.  Sandels,  adopted: 

Whereas^  Canon  V.  requires  that  every  minister  of  the 
Diocese  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  every  Convention,  a  report  of  his  official  acts  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  the  state  of  his  Parish,  and  inasmuch  as 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is  now  absent;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  such  reports  be  presented  to  the  President 
of  this  Convention,  be  referred  to  a  Committee  on  the  State 
of  tJie  Church,  and  be  appended  as  usual  to  the  Journal. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned,  to  meet  at  8  o'clock  to- 
morrow morning. 

Thursday,  July  13th,  8  o'clock,  A.M. 

The  Convention  as!=embled  in  St.  John's  Church,  the  Pres- 
ident in  the  chiiir;  the  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  of 
yesterday's  proceedings  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  D.  C.  Page,  D.  D.,  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

Messrs.  W.  11.  Hardin,  W.  J.  Polk,  M.  D.,  and  John  Baird, 
of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia;  C.  T.  Quintard,  M.  D.,  and 
Jas.  J.  Alston,  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Randolph;  Dr.  J.  J. 
Neely,  T.  C.  Coates,  and  D.  I.  Wells,  of  St.  James'  Church, 
Bolivar;  Saml.  L.  Taylor  and  A.  D.  Hunt,  M.  D.,  of  Trinity 
Church,  Tipton  County,  were  added  to  the  list  of  Delegates, 
Dr.  Quintard  and  Mr.  Wells  answered  to  their  names  and 
took  their  seats.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Humes, 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
be  directed  to  Canon  XII.  of  the  Diocese,  requiring  that  a 
collection  be  made  in  every  Church  on  Christmas  day,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen,  in 
order  to  a  more  general  compliance  with  its  terms. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  Convention  take  a  recess 
till  4  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  that  after  the  reading  of  the  Bishop's 
Address,  it  be  the  order  of  the  day,  to  go  into  the  election 
of  the  Standing  Committee  and  Delegates  to  the  General 
Convention. 

Thursday,  4  o'clock,  P.  M. 
The  Convention  re-assembled. 
The  Bishop's  Address  was  then  read  by  the  President. 
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ADDRESS. 


BasTHRcir  or  the  CLERot  and  Laity:  — 

My  last  report,  in  compliance  with  the  Canon  of  the  Geii' 
eral  Convention,  was  made  to  you  on  the  19th  day  of  May,  and 
embraced  an  account  of  my  official  acts  to  that  time.  I  proceed 
now  to  lay  before  you  a  detail  of  such  services  as  I  have,  since 
that  period*  been  enabled  to  perform. 

Saturday,  May  21,  1853.  At  evening,  after  prayers  and  ser^ 
mon  in  St.  James'  Church,  Bolivar,  I  confirmed  three  persons. 

Sunday  22.  Morning  prayer  having  been  said  in  the  same 
Church,  I  preached  and  admitted  the  Rev.  Charles  F,  Collins« 
Deacon*  to  the  order  of  Priesthood.  Services  were  held  and  ser' 
monswere  preached  in  the  afternoon  and  at  night  by  clergymen, 
who  attended  the  Convention.  This  body  had  closed  its  session 
the  day  before. 

Tuesday  24.  Having  reached  La  Grange  the  day  before  this, 
prayers  were  said  by  Rev.  Mr.  Fagg,  in  Immanuel  Church,  in  the 
morning  and  at  night,  on  which  occasions  I  preached. 

Wednesday  25.  The  like  services  were  performed  in  the  same 
Church,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Fagg  and  myself,  in  the  morning  and  at 
night. 

Friday  27.  At  Sommerville,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wheelock  read 
prayers  in  the  Methodist  Church  at  night,  and  I  preached  to  a 
large  Congregation. 

Saturday  28.  In  the  forenoon,  prayers  having  been  readby 
Mr.  Wheelock,  I  preached  in  the  same  place,  as  did  Mr.  Wheelock 
at  night  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr  Fagg. 

Sunday  29.  Our  services  to  day  were  held  in  Odd-Fellows' 
Hall,  in  consequence  of  our  having  here  no  house  of  worship. 
I  preached  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  to  large  and  attentive 
^^^ -^tionf*.  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wh«^i»lock.   Inthemorn- 
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ing  I  also  baptizerl  two  children,  Peter  B.  Moaby   and  Catharine 
A.  Cannon. 

Tuesday  31.  To-day  1  confirmed  one  person  in  private  at 
Memphis.  From  this  time  up  to  June  26,  I  preached  every  Sun- 
day morning  and  afternoon  in  0.  F.  Hall  at  Memphis,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Stout  generally  assisting  me  in  the  prayers. 

Sunday  June  19.  At  night  in  Calvary  Church,  Memphis,  I  de- 
livered an  address  on  Confirmation  and  administered  that  rite  to 
Jive  persons. 

Sunday  July  3.  After  morning  and  evening  prayers  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Fagg,  I  preached  in  Immanuel  Church,  La  Grange.  In  the 
morning  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Saturday  9.  In  St.  Mark's  Church,  Williamsport,  I  preached 
in  the  morning,  after  prayers  offered  by  Rev.  Mr.  Collins. 

Sunday  10.  Baptized  a  sick  servant  in  private,  and  afterwards 
read  morning  prayers.  Baptized  Bn  Man  I  Lucius  JJ^PoIk,  and 
preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Ashwood.  In  the  afternoon  in 
St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Good, 
I  preached  and  then  confirmed  three  per'-ons. 

Sunday  17.  Preached  in  the  morning  in  Christ  Church,  and 
in  the  afternoon  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  at  Nashville, 
after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes.  At  night  in  Christ  Church  I 
confirmed  three  persons  and  delivered  an  address. 

Tuesday  19.  Accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Pise,  of  Sycamore 
Mills,  I  arrived  at  Clarksville  late  in  the  afternoon,  and  at  night 
after  prayers  by  Rov.  Mr.  P.,  I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person. 

Sunday  24.  In  Christ  Church,  Nashville  I  preached  morning 
and  at  night,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes.  In  the  afternoon 
at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  1  confirmed ^t^e  persons  and 
delivered  an  address.  The  following  day,  in  company  with  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Tomes,  I  left  Nashville  for  Chattanooga,  which  place  we 
reached  early  next  day.  This  is  a  Missionary  Station,  the  field  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Sandel's  labors.  By  the  liberal  act  of  Col.  White- 
sides,  a  citizen  of  the  place,  a  small  frame buildinghas  been  erect- 
ed and  serves  our  Congregation  as  a  place  of  worship. 

July  31.  In  this  place  on  San  lay  morning  after  prayers  by 
Rev.  Messrs.  Sandels  and  Tomes,  I  preached,  and  administered 
the  Lord's  Supper  to  about  ten  persons.  In  the  afternoon  I  read 
prayers  and  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes  preached. 
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Although  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Church  at  Chattanooga 
arc  few,  yet  is  there  abundant  material  for"  their  increase;  and  no 
doubt  with  God*8  blessing  on  faithful  labors  their  numbrr  will  be 
greatly  enlarged.  All  things  considered,  I  regard  it  as  the  most 
important  Missionary  Station  in  the  Diocese. 

The  two  following  days  were  spent  by  me  at  Athens,  inhere  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Haisted  had  been  laboring  as  a  Missionary  for  some 
months  past.  The  weather  was  so  inclement  during  my  stay  that 
we  found  it  impossible  to  meet  more  than  once  for  worship. 

August,  2.  In  the  afternoon  prayers  were  read  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Haisted  and  I  preached  to  a  small  Congregation.  A  zealous  and 
pious  laymen  has  offered  a  lot  for  the  building  of  a  Church  at  this 
place,  but  the  interest  in  behalf  our  communion  is  so  small  that 
there  is  no  reasonable  prospect  that  if  such  an  enterprise  were 
undertaken,  it  would  reach  a  successful  completion. 

Wednesday  4.  Arrived  at  Loudon,  the  scene  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Gay's  labors  as  a  Missionary.  At  night  he  read  prayers  in  a  room 
procured  for  that  purpose,  and  I  preached.  Mr.  G.  has  labored 
very  diligently  at  this  place,  which  is  one  of  growing  importance, 
and  his  efforts  in  the  erection  of  a  Church  edifice  and  a  parsonage 
seem  likely  to  be  crowned  with  success. 

Sunday  Y.  Having  reached  Knorville  the  day  previous  wehad 
services  in  St.  John's  Church,  both  morning  and  afternoon,  in  which 
both  Messrs.  Humes  and  Haisted  participated.  I  preached  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion  in  the  forenoon,  and  in  the  after- 
noon confirmed  nine  persons  and  delivered  an  address. 

Montlay  8.  I  commissioned  Mr.  Robert  Shepherd,  as  a  lay 
reader  at  Chilhowee. 

Saturday  13.  Having  arrived  at  Greenville  on  the  12th,  I  read 
pravers  and  preached  in  St.  James*  Church  this  afternoon  at  4 
P.M. 

Sunday  14.  Read  morning  prayers,  baptized  an  adult,  and 
preached.  In  the  afternoon,  I  again  read  prayers,  preached,  and 
confirmed  one  person.  Having  occasion  to  stop  a  couple  of  days  at 
Greenville  for  the  stage,  I  took  the  opportunity  to  see  most  of  the 
Congregation,  and  before  I  left  had  the  satisfaction  of  finding 
that  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Church  would  enter  at  once 
into  arrangements  to  pay  off  a  small  debt  that  was  still  due  on 
the  building  of  the  Church.     This  object,  I  am  very  glad  to  report, 
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has  been  nearly  accomplished,  and  I  am  not  now  withont  strong 
hopes  of  securing  for  them  the    services  of  a  Pastor. 

I  left  Greenville  on  the  17th,  to  attend  the  Court  of  Bishopa 
summoned  to  meet  at  Camden,  New  Jersey,  to  try  a  presentment 
made  of  the  Bishop  of  that  diocese.  On  my  way  I  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  have  my  trunk  stolen  from  the  stage  near  Wythe  C. 
H.,  Va.  While  waiting  at  this  place,  I  was  called  on  to  baptize 
a  sick  child,  and  afterwards,  upon  its  death  to  bury  it.  I  also  read 
prayers  and  preached  on  two  occasions.  Having  reached  Rich* 
mond  by  Sunday,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  after  prayers  by 
Bishop  Polk,  who  had  here  joined  me.  From  the  1st  to  the  15th, 
Sept.  inclusive,  I  was  engaged  in  the  business  of  the  Court  of 
Bishops  at  Camden.  The  proceedings  of  that  tribunal,  and  the 
result  of  its  deliberations  having  been  published  to  the  world,  I 
deem  it  unnecessary  to  detain  you  by  any  remarks  about  its  bust' 
ness  or  the  conclusion  at  which  it  arrived.  During  the  session  of 
the  Court  I  preached  on  every  Sunday  that  intervened,  in  some 
one  of  the  Churches  in  Philadelphia.  Also  on  Sunday  the  18ib, 
I  preached  at  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany  in  the  morning,  at  St. 
Mark's  Church  in  the  afternoon,  and  at  Emmanuel  Church  at 
night.  I  take  occasion  here  to  mention  that  previous  to  the  meeting 
of  the  General  Convention,  and  during  the  Session  of  that  body, 
which  met  in  New  York  on  tbe  6th  October,  I  availed  myself  of 
an  invitation  from  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Conn.,  and  several  of 
his  Clergy,  to  visit  some  of  the  Churches  of  that  Diocese,  with  a 
view  to  collect  funds  to  aid  our  Diocesan  Missions.  I  was  very 
kindly  received  by  their  Congregations,  who  generously  contrib- 
uted several  hundred  dollars  to  our  aid.  The  sums  so  raised,  to- 
gether with  some  other  contributions  have  been  paid  into  the 
.hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  their  disposition 
as  far  as  any  has  been  made,  will  be  reported  to  you  at  a  future 
day.  Upon  these  visits  I  preached  twice  at  Waterbury,  once  at 
Norwich  at  an  ordination,  twice  at  Bridgeport,  and  twice  at 
New  Haven.  I  also  preached  once  at  Elizabethtown,  N.  Jersey, 
.and  once  at  Brooklyn,  New  York.  The  General  Convention  was 
.in  session  from  the  6th  to  the  36th  day  of  October  inclusive.  Sel^ 
dom  had  this  body,  if  it  had  ever,  met  under  circumstances  so  well 
calculated  to  excite  the  apptehensions  of  the  members  and  friends 
of  the  Churchy  as  to  the  probable  result  of  its  deliberations  upon 
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the  peaee  and  well-bemg  of  our  Communion.  However  jnstlyi 
these  fears  may  have  been  entertained  from  the  grave  and  serious 
subjects  which  formed  matters  for  its  consideration,  they  were  hap- 
pily dissipated  by  the  kind  and  fraternal  spirit  which  pervaded  bo ttk 
branches  of  our  ecclesiastical  legislature. 

k  is  not  my  purpose,  for  it  is  unnecessary,  to  enter  into  a  de« 
tail  of  the  measures  proposed  and  adopted  by  this  chief  council 
of  our  Church.  Its  journal  has  been  published  and  this  will  fur*»' 
nish  ample  information  in  regard  to  its  proceedings. 

I  must  not  omit  however  to  call  up  to  your  notice,  one  of  its  acts, 
the  most  painful  in  its  performance,  as  well  as  the  most  important 
in  its  bearings,  of  all  which  such  a  body  is  ever  required  to  execute. 
I  allude  to  the  solemn  deposition  of  one  of  its  members  from  the 
high  and  responsible  office  of  a  Bishop.  This  act  was  performed 
by  the  House  of  Bishops,  in  the  presence  of  the  House  of  Clerical 
tind  Lay  Deputies,  on  Friday  the  .14th  day  of  October,  by  pro-, 
nouncing  the  sentence  of  deposition  from  the  Sacred  Ministry,  up- 
on the  Rt.  Rev.  Levi  Sllliman  Ives,  D.  D.,  late  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  N.  Carolina.  I  have  seldom,  if  ever,  witnessed  a  scene 
more  solemn  and  painfully  impressive,  and  devoutly  pray,  I  may. 
never  behold  its  repetition.  The  proceeding  was  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  a  Canon  framed  to  meet  all  such  cases  and 
which  was  sanctioned  by  both  houses. 

Among  the  most  interesting  events  of  the  session  was  the  elec- 
tion of  Bishops  for  California  and  Oregon.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Kipp 
was  chosen  for  the  former,  an!  the  Rev.  Dr.  T.  F.  Scott,  for  the 
latter  field  of  labor.  These  brethren  have  been  consecrated  and 
for  some  months  have  been  engaged  in  their  interesting  mission. 

A  memorial  from  several  clergymen  of  high  character  for  learn- 
ing and  piety,  was  presented  to  the  Houdeof  Bishops,  praying  that 
measures  might  be  devised,  if  practicable,  to  render  our  ecclesias- 
tical system  more  efficient  in  its  influence  upon  our  population, 
and  to  adapt  it  more  to  the  actual  wants  and  circumstances  of  a 
nominally  christian  country.  Whether  such  a  scheme  can  be  ac- 
complished is  a  question  of  grave  and  serious  import.  That  the 
objects  of  the  memorialists  are  desirable  none  can  doubt.  Gnat 
difficulties  lie  in  the  way  of  their  attainment.  No  reflecting  per- 
son can  think  otherwise  than  that  a  greater  union  or  agreement 
Jtmongthe  various  Protestant  denominations  in  doctrine,  discipline, 
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and  worship,  than  is  now  apparent  among  them,  is  greatlf  desired. 
**The  signs  of  the  times'*,  in  this  respect  can  scarcely  be  overlooked 
or  mistaken.  Throughout  the  Protestant  world  the  minds  of  men. 
•re  restless  and  disquieted,  and  anxiously  enquiring  for  some 
hroad  and  comprehensive  grounds  of  agreement  which  may  form  a 
basis  of  union  among  them.  Hence  the  promotion  of  Evangeli- 
cal alliances,  and  societies,  from  whose  constitutions  are  excluded 
all  things  that  are  peculiar,  and  the  adoption  of  whatever  is  com- 
mon to  all,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  objects,  in  which  all  Chris- 
tians feel  a  common  interest, — such  as  the  distribution  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures — the  dissemination  of  tracts — the  publication  and  scat- 
tering broadcast  through  this  and  other  countries  of  S.  School 
Books,  and  other  works  designed  particularly  for  the  young  or  ig- 
norant. A  commission  was  appointed  to  take  into  consideration 
the  objects  set  forth  in  the  memorial,  during  the  recess  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  and  to  report  at  its  next  meeting.  That  commis- 
sion has  begun  its  labors  and  it  is  attention  to  the  duty  devolving 
on  me  as  chairman  of  that  Commission,  that  detains  me  now  from 
your  meeting.  At  this  time  it  would  be  premature  to  anticipate  the 
action  of  the  Commission,  by  pronouncing  upon  the  practicabili- 
ty or  impracticability  of  its  aims,  or  offering  conjectures  as  to  the 
successor  failure  of  its  labors.  Already  some  have  asserted  that 
the  object  of  the  memorialists  is  to  make  of  the  Church,  a  great 
absorbing  machine  to  draw  into  its  embrace  the  restless  and  dis- 
contented among  all  surrounding  sects.  I  do  not  believe  that  any 
such  aim  was  in  view  by  the  signers  of  the  memorial,  as  I  am  cer- 
tain that  no  such  object  will  be  attempted  by  those  charged  with  the 
duty  of  "Its  consideration.  If  we  can  devise  any  method  to  make  a 
better  use  of  our  own  gifts,  to  bring  our  ministry  more  into  contact 
with  the  people  and  render  our  worship  more  acceptable  to,  and 
available  by,  the  masses,  we  shall  by  recommending  such  method 
to  the  sober  attention  and  candid  consideration  of  our  General 
Convention,  have  discharged  our  duty  and  not  labored  in  vain.  It 
is  a  fact  equally  interesting  and  significant  that  a  similar  movement 
has  taken  place  in  the  Church  of  England,  and  that  some  of  the 
most  active  and  influential  of  her  clergy  and  laity  have  become 
warmly  interested  in  it. 

I  reached  home  on   my  return  from  the  General  Convention  the 
11th  of  November,  and  from  that  time  till  the  10th  of  the  foUuw- 
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iag  month  was  employed  nearly  every  Sunday  in  reading  prayera 
and  preaching  to  the  Missionary  Congregation  at  Memphis. 

Dec.  lOih.  After  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Steel,  I  preached  in 
Trinity  Church,  Tipton  County,  and  the  next  day,  with  the  ritea 
prescribed,  consecrated  the  same  Church  to  the  worship  of  God, 
according  to  the  order  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  A 
very  large  congregation  was  in  attendance,  and  after  prayera  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Rogers,  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Steel,  1  preached  and  ad« 
ministered  the  Holy  Communion. 

During  the  months  of  December  and  January,  my  time  on  Sun- 
days, was  devoted  chiefly  to  the  Missionary  Congregation  at  Mem- 
phis, preaching  in  the  forenoon  to  the  white  people,  and  to  the 
negroes  in  the  afternoon,  and  officiating  occasionally  in  Calvary 
Church. 

Having  been  called  very  suddenly  to  visit  a  sick  daughter  at 
Nashville  the  first  week  in  February,  I  availed  myself  of  the 
opportunity  which  ray  going  to  that  part  of  the  diocese  brought, 
to  visit  the  Congregations  in  Middle  Tennessee. 

Feb.  6th,  1864.  Sunday.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes  read  morning 
prayers  and  baptized  a  child,  after  which  I  preached,  in  Christ 
Church,  Nashville.  In  the  afternoon,  after  prayers,  I  preached 
in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity.  This  Church  which  has  been 
built  through  the  indefatigable  exertions  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes, 
ia  a  striking  instance  or  monument  of  what  the  industry  and  per- 
severance of  one  man  can  effect.  The  building  is  of  rough  atone, 
the  walls  in  the  interior  plastered,  the  roof  open  wood-work,  and 
the  floors,  seats,  Chancel,  and  all  other  parts  of  the  building, 
except  the  walls,  of  cedar  timber.  The  arrangements  of  the  Chan* 
eel  and  Vestry -room  are  very  convenient,  and  when  the  whole 
shall  be  completed  with  the  tower,  it  will  present  the  most  ap- 
propriate ai}d  best  arranged  Church  edifice  in  the  Diocese,  if  not 
in  the  Western  Country. 

Sunday,  12th.  In  St.  Mark's  Church,  Williamsport,  after 
prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Collins,  1  preached. 

Sunday,  19th.  I  read  prayers  and  preaqhed  in  the  morning  and 
afternoon  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  and  confirmed  one 
person.  I  have  been  much  gratified  to  learn  that  the  Vestry  of 
this  Church  have  succeeded  in  securing  the  valuable  services  of 
the  Rev.  D.  Pise  for  their  congregation.     With  God's  blessing  on 
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his  labors,  I  have  strong  hopes  that  the  parish  will  recover  in  du^ 
time  from  the  blighting  influences  which  have  so  long  marred  its 
prosperity.  The  Female  Institute  also  at  this  place,  under  the 
wise  and  diligent  management  of  Mr.  Hardin,  aided  by  an  effici- 
ent corps  of  teachers,  it  is  hoped  and  believed  is  recovering  grad- 
ually and  surely  from  the  misfortuo^s  of  former  years.  It  how- 
ever needs,  as  it  deserves,  the  encouragement  and  countenance 
o(  the  members  and  friends  of  tbeChnrch  in  the  diocese,  and  will, 
I  trust,  receive  their  liberal  support.  Administered  as  its  educa- 
tional affairs  now  are,  I  do  not  doubt  that  it  will  prove  a  valua- 
ble and  efficient  instrument  in  promoting  the  cause  of  sound 
education  and  true  religion  and  piety  among  us. 

Monday  20th.  I  arrived  at  Franklin,  where  I  was  happy  to 
meet  the  Rev.  M.  S.  Royce,  who  has  taken  charge  of  St.  PauPs 
Church,  and  has  entered  upon  his  ministerial  labors  with  the  de- 
termination, and  with  the  help  of  God,  to  raise  this  parish  from 
the  state  of  depression  under  which  it  has  so  long  languished  from  the 
want  of  regular  and  efficient  pastoral  oversight.  May  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest  own  and  bless  his  work. 

Tuesday  21st.  At  8  P.  M.,  Mr.  Royce  read  prayers  and  I 
preached. 

Wednesday  22d.  Mr.  Royce  read  evening  prayers,  after  which 
I  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons  and  delivered  an  address. 

Sunday  26th.  In  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  prayers  were  said 
by  Rev.  Messrs.  Pise  and  Tomes  in  the  forenoon,  after  which  I 
preached  and  confirmed  a  very  interesting  class  of  ttoelve  young 
females,  and  delivered  an  address.  In  the  evening  Rev.  Mr. 
Tomes  read  prayers  and  I  again  preached.  I  also  officiated  in 
this  Church  by  preaching  on  Ash -Wednesday. 

Tuesday,  March  2d.  I  arrived  at  Clarksville  this  morning, 
and  remained  here  a  week  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ridley,  who  took 
charge  of  this  parish  in  November  last:  engaged  every  day  in  the 
services  of  the  Sanctuary,  and  in  conversation  in  private  With 
persons  interested  on  the  subject  of  religion.  The  fruits  of  this 
visitation  have  been,  so  far  as  we  may  bis  allowed  to  fdrm  and 
express  an  opinion,  among  the  most  gratifying  of  my  Episcopate, 
now  extending  through  a  period  of  more  than  twenty-years.  I 
give  here  a  condensed  detail  of  the  services  in  which  we  were  em- 
ployed.    In  the  evening  of  the  day  of  my  arrival,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
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Ridley  read  prayers  and  I  preached.  The  congregation  was  large, 
considering  the  inclemency  of  the  weather.. 

Friday  3d.  At  11  A.  M.  Rev.  Mr.  Ridley  read  prayers  and  I 
preached.  The  same  services  were  performed  at  night,  when  the 
Rector  also  baptised  siz  adults. 

Saturday  4th.  After  morning  prayer  by  the  Rector  I  preached. 
At  night,  prayers  by  the  Rector,  when  I  preached,  confirmed 
tweniy-ttoo  persons,  and  delivered  an  address. 

Sunday  5th.  I  met  the  Sunday  School  at  an  early  hour  in  the 
Church,  and  catechized  the  children.  At  11  A.M.,  after  prayers 
by  the  Rector,  I  confirmed  three  persons,  preached,  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  with  the  customary 
service  performed,  the  Rector  baptized  an  adult  and  several  chil- 
dren, making  in  a^  since  the  beginning  of  the  visitation,  fourteen 
children  and  eleven  adults.  At  night,  prayers  by  the  Rector,  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  one  person,  who  had  not  been  able  to  be 
present  in  the  morning. 

Monday  6.  Heavy,  and  incessant  rains  prevented  our  assem- 
bling in  Church  for  worship  until  night,  when  the  Rector  said 
prayers  and  baptized  an  adult,  after  which  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed furo  persons. 

Tuesday  7.  The  rain  once  more  interrupted  our  service  till  4 
P.  M.,  when  after  prayers,  the  Rector  baptized  three  adults,  and  I 
addressed  them  and  the  Congregation  upon  the  duties,  privileges, 
and  obligations  of  the  baptismal  covenant.  At  night,  after  the 
usual  prayers,  I  preached  to  a  large  Congregation. 

Wednesday  8.  The  inclemency  of  the  weather  prevented  our 
having  public  worship  tjU  night,  when,  after  prayers,  by  the  Rec- 
tor, I  preached  and  confirmed  six  persons.  The  interest  awaken- 
ed among  the  people  on  the  subject  of  religion,  during  this  visita- 
tion, was  certainly  remarkable,  and  to  all  of  us  unexpected. 
There  were  no  extraordinary  efi'orts  on  the  part  of  the  Ministry, 
or  others,  to  produce  excitement.  No  means  were  employed  but 
the  regular  services  of  the  Church,  except  conversation  in  private, 
to  remove  doubts  and  impart  instruction.  A  calm,  serious,  and 
deeply  interested  feeling  seemed  to  have  been  inspired  in  the  minds 
of  the  people,  accompanied  by  an  earnest  desire  to  know  what 
they  "must  do  to  be  saved/'  We  trust  we  are  not  presumptuous 
In  hoping  that  **it  was  the  Lord's  doiDg/'  and  in  saying  that  "it 
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was  marvellous  in  ourejes.**  A  very  earnfest  desire  was  expressed 
that  I  should  remain  longer,  and  that  our  services  should  be  contiH' 
ued  through  another  week,  but  I  was  almost  exhausted  by  the  labors 
of  thepreceeding  eight  days,'  although  relieved  much  by  the  ef- 
ficient aid  of  my  Rev.  brother,  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  and  en- 
gagements in  other  parts  of  the  Diocese,  obliged  me  to  leave 
Clarksvillethe  next  day.  Before  dismissing  from  our  thoughts 
the  topic  we  have  just  had  presented  in  the  account  of  thisvisita^ 
tion,  I  wish  earnestly  to  exhort  my  brethren  in  the  Ministry  to 
make  opportunities,  if  possible,  to  meet  together  in  their  respective 
Parishes,  for  the  purpose  of  continued  religious  services  for  a  few 
days  at  a  time,  for  the  benefit  of  those  committed  to  their  charge. 
I  am  satisfied  that  these  gatherings  together,  with  the  use  of  the 
ordinary  service  of  the  Prayer  book  and  sermons  and  exhortations, 
with  such  private  monitions  and  instructions  as  occasions  may 
suggest,  will,  with  God's  blessing,  which  we  are  authorized  to  ask 
and  expect  on  such  efforts,  be  attended  with  great  and  lasting 
benefit.  In  short  what  we  most  need,  I  think,  fs  more  of  the  spirit 
of  prayer  among  us— of  earnest  labor  to  save  souls — of  reliance 
upon  God's  promised  graces  and  help-^of  a  realizing  sense  of  our 
obligations  voluntarily  assumed  at  our  ordination,  to  *<lay  aside 
the  study  of  the  world  and  the  flesh,  to  apply  ourselves  wholly  to 
the  work  of  our  Ministry  and  to  draw  all  our  cares  and  studies  that 
way."  I  am  aware  that  the  widely  scattered  state  of  our  Congre- 
gations may  present  a  great  obstacle  to  the  frequent  meeting  of 
the  Clergy,  and  that  it  will  be  scarcely  possible  to  form  and  ex- 
ecute any  regular  plan  of  stated  convocations.  Still,  if  there  be 
a  willing  mind  to  attempt  something  of  this  sort,  where  Parishes 
are  not  very  widely,  remote  from  each  other,  I  think  and  hope  that 
good  will  result. 

Sunday,  March  12.  I  read  prayers  and  preached  in  St.  Paul's 
'Church,  Randolph.  The  afternoon  was  spent  in  visiting  a  sick 
person.  I  am  sorry  to  report  of  this  old  and  interesting  Parish, 
containing  many  warm  and  zealous  members  of  the  Church,  that 
it  has  been  now  a  long  time  without  any  regular  pastoral  care. 
The  Church  here  is  too  feeble  to  provide  for  the  support  of  a  Min- 
ister, without  aid  from  other  sources  than  the  contributions  of  the 
members,  and  none  other  than  these  seem  at  present  available. 

Sunday  19.    In  Calvary  Church,  Memphis,  after  evening  pray- 
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crs  V  tl*®  R^V"  0'«  P«^ge#  I  confirmed/ottr  peiaons  and  delivered 
«n  address. 

April  15.  Easter  even,  in  the  same  Church,  after  prayers  by 
the  Rector  at  night,  I  preached  and  confirmed  eight  persons. 

Omitting  all  account  of  the  ministerial  services  performed  by 
me  for  the  Missionary  Congregation  at  Memphis,  during  the  months 
of  March  and  April,  I. proceed  to  make  report  of  the  Spring  visit- 
ation of  the  Parishes  in  the  Western  District. 

Sunday  30.  At  11  A.  M.ibe  Rev.  Mr.  Fagg  read  prayers  in 
the  Methodist  Meeting  House,  and  I  preached  to  a  large  Congre- 
gation. Being  very  un'well  in  the  afternoon,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fagg 
kindly  supplied  my  place,  and  preached  after  prayers  in  the  same 
place. 

Tuesday,  May  2.  At  Bolivar«  visited  a  member  of  our  com- 
munion in  deep  affliction,  and  at  11  A.  M.  read  prayers  and 
preached  in  St.  James'  Church.  The  inclemency  of  the  weather 
prevented  our  meeting  in  the  afternoon  and  at  night. 

Wednesday  3.  Read  prayers  and  baptized  two  children  in  the 
forenoon,  and  preached.     At  night  after  prayers,  I  again  preached. 

Thursday  4.  In  the  forenoon  said  prayers,  baptized  an  adult, 
and  preached.     Rain  prevented  any  further  services  for  the  day. 

Saturday  6.  In  St.  Luke's  Church,  Jackson,  after  morning 
prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Colton,  of  Mississippi,  I  preached.  At  night 
Dr.  Colton  preached*  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Stout. 

Sunday  7.  After  service  by  Rev.Dra.  Colton  and  McCullough, 
in  the  forenoon,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. In  the  afternoon  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Steel,  I 
preached  to  a  large  congregation,  confirmed  «ta;  persons  and  de- 
livered an  address.  Two  of  those  confirmed  belonged  to  St.  James' 
Church,   Bolivar. 

Monday  8.  Services  were  held  again  in  St.  Luke's  Church  in 
the  forenoon  and  at  night;  on  loth  of  which  occasions  Dr.  Colton 
read  prayers  and  I  preached. 

Tuesday  9.  Prayers  in  the  forenoon  by  Dr.  Colton,  the  baptism 
of  an  adult  and  sermon  by  myself.  At  night,  prayers  having  been 
offered  by  Dr.  Colton,  I  preached  and  confirmed  seven  persons. 
The  feeble  state  of  Dr.  McCuUough's  health  forbade  his  taking  the 
usual  part  of  the  Rector  in  these  services.

Thursday  11.  At  Brownsville,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hogefs  read  pray- 
ers at  night  in  the  Court  House,  after  which  I  preached. 

Friday  12.  Preached  again  forenoon  and  at  night  after  prayers 
by  Mr.  R.  in  the  same  place. 

Sunday  14.  At  Ripley,  in  Lauderdale  County,  a  Missionary 
Station,  visited  by  Rev.  Mr.  Rogers,  after  prayers  by  him  in  the 
morning  in  the  Court  House,  I  preached  to  a  large  Congregation 
and  confirmed  one  person. 

Thursday  18.  At  the  venerable  Mrs.  Lee*s,  in  Durhamville,  on 
this  morning,  I  united  a  couple  in  Holy  Matrimony  according  to 
the  rites  of  the  Church,  and  leaving  soon  after  arrived  at  Coving- 
ton in  time  to  hold  service  at  night.  A  large  Congregation  assem- 
bled in  the  Church,  to  whom  after  prayers  1  preached. 

Friday  19.  Leaving  Covington  after  breakfast,  I  rode  to  Mr. 
J.  J.  Alston's,  whose  family  1  was  pained  to  find,  were  afflicted 
wilh  Cholera.  Two  of  his  servants  had  died  and  some  nine  or 
ten  others  were  suffering  with  the  disease.  While  staying  here 
I  met  with  a  respectable  mechanic,  whose  education  and  early  as- 
sociations led  him  to  desire  baptism  by  immersion.  Accordingly 
with  several  persons  I  accompanied  him  to  a  place  in  the  neigh- 
borhood where  there  was  water,  and  baptized  him  on  Saturday 
May  20th,  using  the  whole  of  the  baptismal  office. 

Sunday  21.  In  the  morning,  atRavenscroft  Chapel,!  read  morn- 
ing prayers,  baptized  one  child  and  fotr  adults,  and  preached.  In 
the  aHernoon  I  again  read  prayers,  preached  and  confirmed  eight 
persons,  of  whom  six  were  negroes. 

Monday  22.  Baptized  a  child  at  Randolph,  and  the  same  day 
taking  a  steamer  arrived  at  home  by  night. 

The  foregoing  includes  all  the  official  services  I  have,  performed 
in  the  Diocese  since  the  adjournment  of  our  last  Convention. 
The  sum  of  the  confirmations  will  be  found  to  be  one  more  than 
double  of  those  last  year — 119. 

The  clerical  changes  I  have  to  notice  are  the  following: — The 
Rev.  Mr.  Halsted  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Mississip- 
pi— The  Rev.  Louis  Janscn  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of 
Kentucky — The  Rev.  J,  A.  Wheelock  to  the  jurisdiction  of  Bish- 
op Freeman — The  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Good  has  been  deposed  from  the 
Ministry  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  5th  of  the  General 
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Convention  of  1850 — The  Rev.  J.  J.  Ridley,  M.  D.  has  been  re- 
ceivjBd  into  the  Diocese  upon  letters  dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  and  has  taken  the  Rectorship  of  Trinity  Church, 
ClarksvIUe — The  Rev.  M.  S.  Royce  has  been  received  ojn  letters 
dimissory  from  the  Dippese  of  Vermont  and  haa  been  elected 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Franklin.— The  Rev.  J.  W.  Mc- 
Cullough,  D.  D.  has  been  elected  Profes/ior  in  the  University  of. 
Nashville  and  has  lesigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Jackson — The  I^ey.  David  Pise  it  is  understood,  has  taken  charge 
of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Colum))ia — The  Rev.  John  A.  Harrison  baa 
been  chosen  rector  of  St,  John's  Church,  Ashwood,  and  has  ac- 
cepted the  same;  he  has  not  yet  presented  his  letters  dimissory — 
The  Rev,  W.  Stoqt,  though,  canoaically  connected  with  the  Dio- 
cese, is  understood  to  b^  resident  in  Mississippi.  Among  the  most 
gratifying  evidences  of  God's  favor  to  the  Diocese,  is  the  increase 
of  the  number  of  Candidates  for  Orders,  which  haa  taken  place 
within  a  few  months  past.  Of  those  confirmed  at  Clarksville  last 
Spring,  two  have  offered  themselves  and  been  received  as  Candi- 
dates, while  others  are  seriously  considering  with  themselves  wheth- 
er they  ought  not  in  duty  to  devote  themselves  to  the  Sacred  Min- 
istry of  God's  Holy  Church.  The  names  of  Candidates  for  Holy 
Orders  as  the  list  now  stands,  are  as  follows: — L.  Jones,  R.  Shep- 
herd, CKarles  T.  Quintai4,  M.D.,  Robert  Shropshire,  W.  C.  Gray, 
J.T.Ashley,  and  John  Moore,  who  is  a  candidate  for  the  Deacon- 
ate  according  to  provisions  of  the  6th  Cenon  of  1853. 

I  left  home  on  the  27th  May  to  meet  the  Commission  to  which 
I  have  already  referred,  and  which  I  supposed  would  assemble  in 
the  city  of  New  York  on  the  6th  day  of  June.  On  my  arrival 
here  on  the  night  of  the  5th  of  that  month,  I  learned  that  the 
meeting  was  appointed  for  the  29th.  Having  been  at  the  trouble 
and  expense  of  coming  so  far,  I  concluded,  upon  the  urgent  repre- 
sentations of  many  here,  to  postpone  my  return  lo  Tennessee  till 
the  Commission  had  met,  and  had  at  least  one  sesaion  for  delibera- 
tion and  for  maturing  plans  of  operation  for  the  future.  This  has 
kept  me  from  betug  with  you  at  this  time,  as  I  had  expected  to  be 
in  East  Tennessee,  by  the  second  week  in  June.  But  I  am  sure 
that  in  the  presence  of  my  Rt.  Rev.  Brother,  Bishop  Elliott,  who 
has  kindly  consented  to  take  my  place  among 'you,  that  my  ab- 
sence will  not  be  felt.     Indeed,  brethren.  I  feel  happy  and  con- 
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gratulate  you,  that  you  will  have  one  to  presfde  over  your  delib- 
erations, 80  able  to  guide  and  counsel  you  wisely,  and  who  wilt 
do  it  in  the  spirit  of  that  charity  which  is  the  bond  of  perfectness. 
••Receive  him,  therefore,  in  the  Lord  with  all  gladness,"  and 
••count  him  worthy  of  double  honor,*'  not  only  for  my  sake,  whose- 
lack  of  service  he  supplies,  but  much  more  for  his  own  sake  and 
the  sake  of  that  fellowship  which  makes  us  all  on«  in  Christ 
Jesus.  I  have  requested  him-  to  perform  any  offices  whatever  that 
may  be  required  in  my  Diocese  at  the  hands  of  the  Episcopate* 
and  I  hereby  invest  him  with  full  authority  to  that  end. 

There  are  several  subjects  of  interest  which  I  had  wished  and 
intended  to  bring  to  your  considerations,  but  fear  to  delay  this  com- 
munication lest  it  may  not  reach  you  in  time.  The  want  of  papers 
and  documents  also,  not  very  accessible  at  this  moment,  renders  it 
expedient  that  I  should  not  remark  upon  them. 

Last  week  I  attended  the  examination  of  the  students  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  this  place,  and  on  Thursday  delivered  the 
charge  or  address  to  the  graduating  class.  I  have  also  been  pres* 
ent  at  several  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  yesterday  at 
Trinity  Church,  assisted  the  Rt.  Rev.  Prov.  Bishop  of  this  Dio- 
cese in  the  services  at  the  ordination  of  eighteen  young  men  to  th& 
Diaconate,  and  of  three  Deacons  to  the  Priesthood. 

It  is  my  purpose,  God  wilfing,  to  be  with  you  in  a  few  weeksi 
perhaps  days,  and  to  spend  much  more  time  than  heretofore  at 
each  Parish.  In  the  meantime  I  commend  you  in  all  your  delib- 
erations to  the  grace  of  Him,  "by  whose  holy  inspiration  we  think 
those  things  that  are  good,  and  by  whose  merciful  guiding  we  per- 
form the  same,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.**

Resolved,  That  the  Clergy  in  this  Diocese  be  and  are  here- 
by earnestly  solicited,  in  such  way  as  may  seem  to  them  the 
most  effectual,  to  bring  the  subject  of  the  position  and  claims 
of  the  Gen.  P.  E.  S.  S.  Union  and  Church  Book  Society,  be- 
fore the  members  of  their  several  Parishes. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clergy  be  and  are  hereby  requested  to 
make  collections  annually,  or  otherwise  obtain  funds  in  aid 
of  said  Union  and  Society. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  and  is  hereby  instructed 
to  forward  to  the  Gen.  P.  E.  S.  S.  Union  and  Church  Book 
Society  a  copy  of  the  above  resolutions. 
The  President  resumed  the  chair. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That,  as  there  are  in  the  Report  of 
the  Treasurer,  items,  which  in  the  (pinion  of  this  Conven- 
tion, ought  not  to  be  included  in  his  Report,  the  Secretary 
be  directed  to  send  back  said  Report,  Mrith  instructions  to 
correct  the  same.

4.  Every  member  speaking  in  debate  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  with* 
out  advancing,  shall  respectfully  address  the  President,  confining  his  ob- 
servations strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate  without 
permission  from  the  President. 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  not  again  be  brought  be- 
fore the  House,  unless  on  a  motion  for  reconsideration  made  by  one  of 
the  majority. 

7.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House,  unless  it  be 
seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing,  when  required. 

8.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken  immediate- 
ly and  without  debate.

REPORT  Of  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OP  THE  CHURCH, 

In  the  absence  of  several  of  the  Parochial  Reports,  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church  find  themselves  unable  to  report  accurate  and 
full  statistics  of  the  Church,  during  the  year  last  past.  Upon  the  whole) 
however,  we  have  reasons,  as  your  Committee  believe*  for  renewed  hope 
and  encouraorement;  not  the  least  is  the  zeal  and  devotion  manifested  by 
the  Clergy  and  by  many  of  the  Laity.  Many  seem  to  be  taking  heart  after 
long  years  of  discouragement,  and  in  some  places  new  and  unlocked  for 
auxiliaries  seem  to  come  to  our  aid.  Immigration,  too,  is  at  length  set- 
ting in  towards  our  fair  State,  and  though  we  do  not  get  our  due  share 
of  the  new  comers,  still  we  are  deceiving  some  valuable  accessions  to 
the  ranks  of  the  Laity.  In  a  word,,  the  large  number  of  Candidates  for 
Orders,  the  fact  that  the  number  of  Confrmations  has  been  doubled,  and 
that  there  is  an  increase  in  our  list  of  Communicants,  the  augmented  lib- 
erality of  our  people,  and  the  |^reat  promise  of  the  field  in  the  Eastern 
part  of  the  Diocese  in  espeeiali  all  afford  us  ample  groond  of  encourage* 
ment,  and  supply  the  most  powerful  motivee  to  increased  eflbrtst  and 
knore  fervent  prayer.

REV.  J.  L.  GAY, 

Missionary  at  Loudon^  Athe'M^  Ducktown,  Cleveland,  Charles- 

ton^  and  parts  adjacent,  respectfully  reports: 

Thai  he  resigned  the  charge  of  the  raissionarf  station  at  the  Moulh  </ 
TeCteoon  the  first  of  October  ]4st,  but  not  until  he  saw  the  church  thera 
nearly  completed.  It  is  or  ought  to  be  ready  for  consecration.  It  is  a 
mort  beaatifol  edifice  of  brick,  with  marble  dressings,  stained  glass,  oak 
ceiling  and  furniture.  Itscoet  was  not  far  from  $4,000,  and  was  provi- 
ded for  by  one  family,  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  late  John 
McGhee,  Esq.  Service  was  held  at  various  houses  in  the  neighborhood, 
IS  often  as  opportonity  ofiered,  until  the  missionary  removed  thence.  The 
hope  of  a  parish  being  organized  there  is  much  diminished  by  the  re* 
moral  thence  of  the  chief  sapporters  and  friends  of  the  church.  A  house 
of  prayer,  however,  is  there  ready  to  receive  them  whenever  they  return, 
or  any  others  who  come  to  it;  and  it  must  yet  prove  a  blessing  to  the  beauti- 
ful hot  isolated  region  in  which  it  stands.  Biptisms  of  six  infants  and  two 
adults,  one  marriage  and  two  funerals,  are  the  official  acts  during  his  time 
of  service  there. 

At  Loudon  the  church  is  so  fhr  advanced  that  it  has  been  used  for  wor* 
ship  since  Easter.  When  plastered  it  will  be  ready  for  consecration.— 
Appropriate  and  substantia]  furniture  is  provided  fornave  and  chancel.— 
Since  the  mission  became  so  much  extended  he  has  officiated  here  only 
about  one  fourth  of  his  time,  and  has  administered  the  communion  but 
once,  ehjefly  beeaoso  he  had  no  decent  place  in  which  to  celebrate  it.— 
Through  6od*s  mercy  and  much  assistance  from  abroad,  we  are  on  the  eve 
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of  the  full  enjoyment  of  our  beautiful  houve  of  worship.  With  the 
church  also,  he  desires  to  make  g^rateful  mention  of  a  parsonage  and 
coDvenient  grounds,  which,  though  in  a  rude  and  unfinished  condition,  are 
y«t  affording  shelter  to  the  missionary  and  his  family.  Of  commonicaDts 
he  can  report  only  five  here  now,  though  twelve  have  been  enrolled  on  his 
list  since  the  mission  commenced.  Seven  funerals  have  been  attended. 
Of  the  value  of  the  land  and  money  secured  and  invested  here  for  the 
church,  it  is  difficult  to  speak  wilh  certainty,  but  he  believes  that  it  may 
safely  be  put  down  at  somewhat  more  than  (4,000. 

At  Athens  he  began  to  officiate  last  fall,  and  has  held  fourteen  services 
there;  at  first  to  less  than  a  dozen  pf  persons;  latterly  to  good  and  atten- 
tive eongregations,  varying  between  thirty  and  ninety  persons.  Though 
this  station  is  spoken  of  as  almost  hopeless  for  the  church,  yet,  in  the 
opinion  of  many,  there  is  a  better  prospect  for  establishing  the  church 
there  now,  than  at  any  time  during  the  last  ten  years.  A  lot  worth  $200 
has  been  offered,  and  quite  a  growing  desire  to  build  has  been  expressed. 
The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  once  to  ten  persons,  of  whom 
only  three  or  four  could  be  claimed  as  belonging  to  our  own  fl  ick. 

At  Ducktown,  in  Polk  county,  better  known  as  the  **Copper  Mines,** 
there  is  much  to  inspire  hope  and  encouragement  for  the  church.  Servi- 
ces have  been  held  there  nine  times,  and  four  children  have  been  baptized. ' 
An  eligible  lot  and  ground  for  a  parsonage  and  burial-ground,  wortli  at 
least  $800,  have  been  given,  and  preparation  is  making  to  build,  and  for 
which,  it  is  understood,  the  money  is  in  hand  or  appropriated  by  several  of 
the  companies.  A  plain  but  neat  structure  that  can  be  put  up  immadiate- 
ly,  and  that  will  soonest  supply  the  crying  want  for  a  house  of  prayer,  ia 
ill  that  will  be  aimed  at  now.  It  will  be  calculated  to  hold  about  SQO 
persons,  and  to  cost  about  $1:^. 

fiesides  the  above  he  has  baptised  an  infant  and  officiated  four  time* 
althe  Tellico  Iron- Works;  assisted  at  the  laying  of  a  corner  stone  atChil- 
bowee  in  Blount  county;  officiated  on  four  Sundays  atMontvaie  Springe 
in  the  same  county,  and  seven  times  on  four  Sundays  at  Cleveland  and 
Charleston  in  Bradley  county.  At  both  these  latter  points,  lots,  woitb  at 
least  $500,  are  offered  whenerer  we  are  desirous  and  ready  to  build  upon 
dMm. 

The  above  services  have  been  scattered  over  a  wide  extent  of  country, 
forty  miles  wide  by  ninety  long — a  field  so  large  and  so  vast,  that  notiiing 
like  justice  has  been  done  to  the  work  in  any  part  of  it.  Indeed,  were  it 
not  that  new  and  unoccupied  ground  is  being  secured  for  the  church,  and 
and  something  doing  in  the  way  of  church-building,  the  missionary  here 
would  feel  that  he  is  really  doing  very  little.  As  last  year,  so  now,  he  ha* 
to  lament  that  so  much  of  hie  time  baa  been   spent  in  the  collection  of 
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neaoi  and  materials  for«  and  in  the  oversight  and  saperintendence  of  the 
Voildin^  of  outward  temples,  that  his  ministrations  within  their,  holy 
eoorts  have  been  much  interfered  with.  As  long,  however,  as  there  is  any 
more  work  of  this  sort  to  be  done,  and  no  one  else  seems  to  be  at  hand  able 
aod  ready  to  do  it,  he  is  certainly  willing  to  continue  at  what,  for  the  pres- 
eot»  aeems  to  be  his  vocation,  and  by  God's  grace  and  assistance  will  do 
ttebestthathecan. 


REV.  DAVID  PISE,

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CONSTITUTION 
or  THE 

PROTESTANT   EPISCOPAL   CHURCH 

OF  TENiNESSBE. 

The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Charch  in  the  Slate 
of  Tennessee,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  cause  of  fteligion  ftnd 
Piety*  establishing  order,  and  securing  to  themselves  and  posterity  the 
advantages  of  the  ministry  and  ordinances  of  the  church*  do  ordain  and 
establish  this  Constitution. 

Article  1.  The  Diocese  shall  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name 
of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

Art.  2.  The  Constitution  <ilt  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chvreh  in  th<e 
United  States  of  Americsi  is  hereby  acceded  to,  and  adopted*  and  its  ftu* 
thority  fully  recognized  and  acknowledged. 

Art.  3.  A  Convention  of  the  churches  in  this  diocese  shall  be  held  annu- 
ally,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  last  preceding  Convention  may  appoint; 
and  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  resident  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee 
may  call  a  special  Convention,  whenever  he  or  they  may  deem  it  expedi* 
ent,  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  or  they  may  think  suitable. 

Art.  4.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay 
Delegates,  constituting  one  deliberative  body.  All  regularly  ordained 
ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  who  shall 
have  been  canonical ly  resident  in  this  Diocese,  for  the  space  of  at  least 
six  months  proceed ing,  whether  pastors  of  congregations,  or  missions- 
ries,  or  instructors  in  incorporated  institutions,  and  such  as  are  recognised 
by  I  he  Convention,  or  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  shall 
be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention.  All  regularly  ordained  ministers 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  diocese,  in  Priest's  Orders* 
who  on  account  of  old  age  or  impaired  health,  are  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  unable  to  diccbarge  the  duties  of  the  minis* 
try,  shall  also  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention.  Each  congregation 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  sending  three  Lsy  Delegates,  any  one  of  who«n 
may  represent  them  in  Convention. 

Art.  6.  The  clergy  and  lay  delegates  shall,  in  Convention,  deliberate 
in  one  body,  and  shall  vote  as  such,  and  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  clergy 
and  laity  shall  decide  any  question.  But,  when  requested  by  any  twn 
members,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  seperately,  and  the  concurrence  of  a 
m^ority  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  its  decision. 

Art.  6.  The  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  shall  be  ex^fficio  president  of  the 
Convention.  He  may  make  any  motion,  but  shall  not  enter  into  debate; 
and  he  msy  deliver  bis  sentiments  on  any  subject  aAer  it  has  been  die* 
cussed,  and  before  any  vote  tbereftn.  If  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  esse 
of  his  absence*  a  president  fro  tern,  shall  be  appointed  from  the  order  of 
the  clergy. 
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AftT.  ?•  A  Secretary  Bhall  be  elected  annually,  whose  duty  it  phall  be 
to  record  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  to  notify  the  churches  gen' 
erally  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Conveution,  to  pre* 
serve  Journals  and  Records,  to  attest  the  public  proceedings,  to  continue 
in  office  until  a  successor  be  appointed,  and  to  deliver  into  his  hands 
all  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Convention. 

A  Treasurer  shall  also  be  elected  annually,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
receive  and  disburse  the  funds  of  the  Convention  by  the  order  thereof. 
He  ahail  render  an  account  of  his  transactions  to  each  annual  Conven- 


Art.  8.  A  Standing  Committee  of  five  persons,  three  of  the  clerical 
and  two  of  the  lay  order,  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  with  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  body,  and  generally,  to 
perform  all  other  acts  which  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  canons  of 
the  General  Convention,  or  the  Convention  of  this  diocese. 

Abt.  9.  Each  congregation  shall,  on  Easter  Monday,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  may  be  in  each  year,  elect  a  vedtry,  consisting  of  not  less  than 
five*  nor  more  than  eleven  persons,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  to  the 
temporal  concerns  of  the  church.  They  shall  appoint  two  wardens  out 
of  their  own1>ody,  a  SecretaryandTreasurer,  and  appoint  delegates  to 
the  diocesan  convention,  and  exercise  all  other  powers  vested  in  them  by 
the  usages  of  the  church;  continuing  in  office  until  a  new  vestry  is  chosen* 

Abt.  10.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  diocese,  shall  be  by  nomi- 
nation of  a  majority  of  the  clergy  in  the  Convention  assembled;  and  if 
sach  nomination  be  confirmed  bv  a  majority  of  the  laity  in  said  Conven- 
tion, the  person  thus  chosen  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  But  no  elec* 
tion  shall  be  considered  legal,  unless  a  majority  of  all  the  congregations 
shall  be  present  by  their  clerical  and  lay  delegates,  and  take  part  in  the 
same. 

Abt.  11.  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  administration  of  the  sac- 
rament9  and  other  rites  and  ceremonies  of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  by 
the  General  Convention,  shall  be  used  in  the  several  churches  of  this  di- 
ocese. 

Abt.  12.  Any  proposition  for  the  adoration  and  amendment  of  this  con- 
stitution must  be  made  in  writing,  and  assented  to  by  a  mojority  of  the 
members  in  Convention.  It  shall  then  lie  over  for  consideration  until  the 
next  Convention,  and  shall  require  for  its  adoption  the  suffrages  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

CANONS 

0/  the  Proteitant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Tenruisee. 

CANON    I. 

Of  the  admission  of  New  Churches. 

Whenever  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  ten,  shall  associate  to 
form  an  Episcopal  Church,  they  shall  adopt  Articles  of  Association  for 
their  government,  in  which  they  shall  acknowledge  and  accede  to  the 
Constitution,  Canons,  Doctrine,  Discipline  and  Worshipof  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee;  iV  ey  shall 
asBome  a  suitable  name  by  which  their  church  or  parish  shall  be  designa- 
ted, and  shall  appoint  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  eleven  Vestrymen. 
A  certified  copy  of  the  Articles  of  Association,  and  of  the  proceedings  at 
their  adoption  shall  then  be  laid  before  the  Convention  for  approval,  and 
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ftlaoa  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  bis  inability  to  act,  or  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Commttteet 
tbat  notice  was  j^iven  him  or  them,  at  least  three  months  before  the  Con- 
Tention«  of  the  orijranizatLon  having  token  place,  and  of  his  or  their  approv- 
al of  the  same.  Delegates  from  the  church  or  Parish  may  then  take  their 
■eats  in  the  Convention,  and  the  Church  shall  be  considered  as  united  to 
the  Convention,  and  subject  to  its  decisions. 

CANON    II. 

Of  tht  Reception  of  Clergymen  into  this  Diocese. 

No  clergyman  shall  be  admitted  to  the  pastoral  charge  of  any  congre* 
gation  in  this  diocese,  without  producing  to  the  vestry  thereof  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  the 
Standing  Committee,  that  he  has  produced  to  him  or  them  testimonials  of 
his  religious  and  moral  conduct,  as  prescribed  by  the  canons  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention. 

CANON    III. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

Section  1.  The  trial  of  a  clergyman  of  this  diocese,  shall  be,  on  pre- 
sentment made  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing 
Committee*  in  writing,  specifying  the  offences  of  which  the  accused  is 
alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  cir- 
cumstances, signed  by  the  party  making  it;  and  every  presentment  of  a 
clergyman  shall  be,  either  by  the  Convention  of  the  diocese,  by  the  ves- 
try and  church  wardens  of  tho  parish  to  which  such  clergyman  may 
belong,  or  by  one  or  more- presbyters  of  the  church,  entitled  to  seats  in 
Convention. 

Sac.  2.  Whenever  from  public  rumor,  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall 
have  reason  to  believe  that  any  clergyman  is  under  the  imputation  of 
having  been  guilty  of  any  offence  or  misconduct,  for  which  he  is  liable  to 
be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  church  requires  an  investigation,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  three  persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  be  a 
Presbyter,  to  examine  the  case;  a  majority  of  whom  may  make  such  exam- 
ination, and  if  there  is  in  their  opinion  sufficient  ground  for  presentment, 
shall  present  the  clergyman  accordingly. 

Sbg.  3.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the  modes  above  pre- 
■cribed^  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  to  him  shall  not  appear  to  him  to 
be  such  as  constitute  an  offence,  may  dismiss  it:  or  if  it  allege  facts  some 
of  which  do,  and  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  offence,  he  may 
allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amen- 
ded. When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause 
a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused;  and  shall  also  nominat?  six  pres- 
^tersof  this  diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentment,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on 
the  accused,  who  shall  within  thirty  days  afler  suc!i  service,  select  three 
of  them  and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop;  and  if  he  shall 
not  give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  select  three,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selepted  shall  form  a  Board 
fbr  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and 
from  place  to  place,  (bat  always  within  this  diocese.)  as  they  shall  think 
necessary* 
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8bc.  4.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  plaee  of  their  first  meetinr, 
shall  be  served  at  leaist  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused* 
and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the  presentment. 

Ssc.  5.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
PresbyterSi  the  whole  number  of  three  shall  not  ottend,  then  those  who  do 
attend,  being  at  least  two  in  number,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time;  and 
if  after  one  adjooramentormore,  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that 
the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time;  then  shall  the  ac- 
cused, or,  incase  of  his  failure  to  do  so — the  Bishop— appoint  another  to 
complete  the  Board— who  shall  then  proceed  to  the  trial,  and  a  majority 
of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Ssc.  6.  if  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts 
alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  Bishop  to  proceed 
10  pass  sentence;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  before  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Board  for  his  trial,  as  before  mentioned,  he  shall  be  considered 
as  denying  them. 

Sbc.  7.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  doe  notice,  shall 
not  appear    before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  the" 
Boara  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good 
cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  tiH  another  day.  '  .    if    . 

Sec.  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shell  hear  such  evi- 
dence as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively;  snd  at  the  desire  of  either 
party,  may  be  sworn  to  or  affirmed  by  the  witnesses  respectively  before  the 
President  of  the  Court.  If  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  ac^sed  shall  con- 
fess the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentmenr,  the  Board  may 
dispense  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proce(fd  at  once  testate 
their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  oughtj'to  be  pronounc- 
ed. ... 

Sec.  9.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bisl^p,  and  it  being 
made  sati^actorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be 
procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the 
testimony  of  such  witness.  Such  Commisijary  may  be  either  a  clergyman 
or  layman,  and  the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six 
days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more  than  forty 
miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  anradditional  day's  notice  shall  be 
given  for  every  additional  twenty  m if es  of  the  said  distance — and  both 
parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness;  and  the  questions  and  an- 
swers shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be- 
eortified  by  the  Commissary,  and  encloned  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  • 
to  the  Board,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  ex- 
amined before  such  Commissary,  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  by  him. 

Sec.  10.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence,  shall 
declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decisioa 
en  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether 
the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also 
staling  tie  sentence  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  pronounced;  and  a 
copy  of  such  decision  shall  be  without  delay  communicated  to  the  accus^ 
ed;  \nd  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence  shall  he  deliv-^ 
ered  to  the  Bishop,  whoshall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall 
appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  sever-^ 
ity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Board;  and  such  sentence  shall  be 
final.    Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the 
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accoted  and  any  two  or  more  of  the  clergj  to  meet  him  at  each  time  as 
may  in  hia  opinion  be  most  conveniont,  in  'some  church  to  be  designated 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons 
who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  pub- 
licly pionounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied 
that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  anew  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which 
case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before 
whom  shall  be  conducted. as  before  mentioned. 

Sec.  11.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may  be 
served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  there«- 
of.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved  by 
the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a 
party,  or  lefl  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
service  of  such  notice  or  paper,  provided  however,  that  the  service,  if  not 
personal,  shall  be  a  notice  of  at  least  sixty  days. 

Sec.  12.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by  counsel, 
in  case  of  the. exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not  otherwise,  those  who 
present  shall  have  also  the  like  privilege;  which  counsel  shall  in  all  cases 
be  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  13.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  upon  a  presentment  of  a  cler- 
gyman, si:  all  be  preserved  by  the  Standing  Committee,  and  for  that 
purpose  shall,  after  a  final  decision,  be  delivered  to  iheir  Secretary. 

CANON   IV. 
The  Clergy  required  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Convention, 

SscTroN  1.  Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the  clergy  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Convention  is  of  essential  importance  to  the  interests  of  the 
church;  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  on  them. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas  it  is  often  found  necessary  to  travel  a  considerable 
distance,  to  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is  hereby  made 
the  duty  of  the  several  parishes  to  make  provision  for  the  expenses  of  their 
clergy  in  attending  Convention,  either  by  a  collection  in  church  on  Sun- 
day, or  by  some  other  mode. 

CANON  V. 
Ministers  of  Parishes  to  keep  a  Register. 

Section  1.  The  Parish  Register  required  by  Canon  29,  of  the  General 
Convention  of  1832,  shall  specify  the  name  and  the  time  of  the  birth  of 
the  child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors:  the  names 
of  the  adults  baptized  and  the  witnesses:  the  names  of  the  parties  married, 
and  of  two  or  more  special  witnesses  qf  the  same,  and  the  place  where  the 
marriage  was  solemnized:  the  names  of  the  persons  buried,  and  also  the 
time  in  which  each  rite  was  performed.  It  shall  also  contain  the  names 
of  persons  confirmed  and  a  list  of  the  communicants.  These  Registers 
shall  be  kept  by  the  minister  in  a  suitable  book  to  be  provided  by  the  ves- 
try, which  book  shall  be  the  Parish  Register  and  shall  be  preserved  by  the 
vestrr  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  church. 

Sec.  2.  Every  minister  of  this  diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
every  annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop— or  if  there  be 
CO  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention — a^tatement  of  the  number 
baptized  and  confirmed,  since  the  last  annual  Convention,  the  number  of 
those  who  partake  of  the  Lord*s  Supper,  specifying  the  additions  or  re- 
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movak  that  may  have  taken  place;  and  the  number  of  marriage  and  fan* 
erals:  He  shall  also  report  the  number  of  pnpils  and  teachers  connected 
with  Sunday-School  instruction  in  the  parish »  aud  the  amount  of  the 
"Offerings  of  the  Church:"  statingthe  objects  to  which  such  offerings 
are  appropriated,  and  what  has  been  done  in  compliance  with  the  requi- 
sitions of  the  Convention.  The  parochial  report  may  also  present  con- 
cisely any  other  matters  of  fact  which  show  the  state  of  the  parish. 

Sec.  3.  In  every  case  where  a  parish  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  the 
Register  contemplated  in  this  canon,  shall  be  kept  by  some  person  appoin- 
ted by  the  vestry  for  that  purpose. 

CANON  VI. 
Delegates  to  be  chosen  to  represeni^he  diocese  in  General  Con- 

venti^. 
The  Convention  at  each  annual  meeting  shall  choose  delegates  to  at- 
tend the  Greneral  Convention.  And  should  the  delegation  elected  to 
represent  the  diocese  in  General  Convention  be  unable  to  attend,  then  the 
Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  delegate  or  delegates  in  behalf  of  the  diocese. 

CANON    VII. 
Certificates  to  be   required  of  lay  delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Con* 

rention. 

The  appointment  of  lay  delegates  to  the  Convention  of  the  diocese 
fhall  be  certified  in  writin>^  by  the  Rector,  or  Warden,  or  the  Secretary 
of  the  Vestry,  of  the  proper  church.  And  no  person  shall  he  admitted  is 
a  Liay  Delegate  in  this  Convention  who  is  not  entitled  to  vote  for  vestry- 
men in  the  parish  which  he  claims  to  represent. 

CANON    VIII. 
Parochial  Assessments, 

Section  1.  The  vestry  of  e^^ry  parish  in  this  diocese  shall  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention^. at  each  annual  meeting  thereof,  its  asseae- 
ment  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  diocese: — and  also,  to  the  same 
officer,  its  assessment  for  the  support  of  the  EpiscopatOy  one  half  thereof 
on  the  first  ^ay  of  March,  and  the  other  half  on  the  first  day  of  September 
in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  treasurer  shall  at  least  one  month  previously  to  the  meetinc 
of  every  stated  Convention,  call  upon  the  vestry  of  each  parish  to  send 
its  assessment  for  the  contingent  expenses,  including  arrearages,  if  ther« 
be  any,  by  the  hands  of  the  delegates  to  the  Convention.  And  he  shall 
also  draw  upon  the  vestry  of  each  parish,  at  thirty  days  notice,  on  the 
first  of  March,  and  on  the  first  of  September,  in  each  year,  for  one  half 
of  its  assessment  for  the  support  of  the  £pi-iCopate;  and  if  there  be  any 
arrearages  on  first  assessments,  he  shall  forward  at  the  same  time  a  state- 
ment thereof. 

Sec  3.  The  treasurer  shall  regularly  charge  the  said  assessments  on 
his  books  against  each  vestry,  crediting  the  same  with  payments  when 
made;  and  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  the  state  of  hia  ac- 
counts with  each  parish,  which  report  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journals 
of  the  Convention. 
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CANON  IX. 
Directing  the  mode  of  organizing  the  Convention. 
The  Convention  ahall  be  opened  with  prayer,  afler  which  the  Bishop  or 
President  of  the  Convention  shall  proceed  to  organize  in  the  following 
manner.  A  list  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  furnished  by  the  Bishop 
shall  first  be  called.  The  Bishop  or  President,  shall  appoint  a  committee 
of  two  clergymen  to  examine  the  certificates  of  the  lay  delegates  who 
shall  report  thereapon,  the  names  of  such  persons  as  are  entitled  to  seats. 
The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  a  Secretary,  which  being 
done,  the  Bishop  or  President  shall  pronounce  the  Convention  duly  organ- 
ised. The  Convention  sermon  shall  be  preached  by  the  Bishop  or  by 
some  clergyman  appointed  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese, 
in  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the  Convention. 

CANON    X. 
Of  Missions  and  of  Education  for  the  Ministry. 

Section  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  Missionary  in- 
stitution, and  every  part  thereof  pledged,  by  the  Christian  profession,  to 
the  support  of  the  Missionary  work;  and  the  education  of  young  men,  for 
the  ministry,  being  necessary  to  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel,  in  the 
same  work — it  is  solemnly  urged  upon  every  member  of  the  church,  that 
he  consider  his  Christian  profession  as  involving  direct  obligation  to  pro- 
mote those  objects. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  diocese,  to  in- 
struct the  people  of  his  charge,  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is 
recommended  to  every  member  of  the  church,  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  in  store,  for  these  purposes  as  God  has  prospered  him* 
according  to  the  Apostolic  direction.  It  is  recommended  that  there  be  in 
every  parish  in  this  diocese  a  monthly  collection  on  Sunday,  the  avails 
of  which  shall  be  forwarded  quarterly  by  the  wardens  thereof  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  a 
Committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese,  exofiicio,  and  four 
other  members — two  clerical  and  two  lay,  elected  by  ballot,  to  be  called 
the  Minionary  Education  Committee;  to  which  shall  be  committed  the 
appointment  and  regulation  of  beneficiaries,  the  appointing  of  mission- 
aries, and  missionary  stations,  and  making  of  all  appropriations  of  money 
for  either  object;  and  no  money  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  but  by  an 
order  of  the  Committee. 

Sbg.  4.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  designate  to 
which  purpose,  and  also  to  which  branch  of  the  missionary  cause,  if  such 
be  the  designation,  their  contribution  shall  be  applied.  If  no  designa- 
tion bemaoe,  it  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sec  5.  The  Bishop  of  the  diocese  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the 
Committee,  when  he  is  present,  if  absent,  a  chairman  pro  tern,  shall  be 
appointed.    The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

8bc.  6.  The  Committee  shall  roeetannually  at  the  place  and  on  the  first 
day  of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  diocese,  and  at  such  other  times  and 
pluses  as  the  president  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found 
ceovenient  on  their  own  adjournment.  Three  attending  members  shall 
be  a  quorum,  and  every  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Sec.  7.  No  beneficiary  or  missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese;  or  in  case  there  shall  be  no 
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Bishop,  the  Standinir  Committee  of  the  same,  which  consent  shall  be  en- 
tered on  the  minutes. 

Sec.  8.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Secretary  of 
the  same  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year,  then  ter- 
minated, which  with  the  Trea3urer'8  report  of  the  receipts  and  expend- 
itures shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention. 

Sec.  9.  Vacancies  in  the  Committee,  occurring  during  the  recess  of 
the  Convention,  may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee. 

CANON  XI. 
Of  the  Pension  Fund, 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  having  charge  of 
a  parish  in  this  diocese,  and  of  the  wardens  where  there  is  no  clergymen, 
to  make  a  collection,  annually,  at  Christmas,  for  creating  a  permanent 
fund  in  aid  of  aged  and  infirm  clergymen,  together  with  the  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  deceased  clergymen. 

Sec.  2.  Alimonies  so  collected  shall  be  given  in  charge  to  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  to  be  chosen  by 
the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  Bishop  shall  be,  ex  officio^  President, 
or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee.  This 
Board  shall  exercise  a  sound  discretion  in  the  appropriation  of  pensions, 
and  shall  appoint  one  of  their  own  number  Treasurer,  to  whom  all  con- 
tributions shall  be  forwarded. 

CANON    XU. 
Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention* 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  Secretary  to  ti'anarait  annually 
to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last  house  of  the  clerical  and  lay  Dep- 
uties in  the  General  Convention,  to  the  Conservator  of  ecclesiastical  doc- 
uments appointed  by  the  general  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of 
eveiy  Diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention; 
and  shall  request  the  last  to  send  copies  of  their  respective  Journals  in 
exchange.  He  shall  also  transmit  a  copy  to  each  clergyman  and  each  lay 
deputy  attending  the  Convention,  and  forward  by  mail,  unless  otherwise 
directed,  ten  copies  to  each  church  in  the  diocese. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary 
of  the  Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Secretary  of 
the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  several  sec- 
tions of  this  Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  dio- 
cese. 

CANON    XIII. 
Of   Elections. 
Section.  1.  All  the  officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be  elected  by  bal- 
lot; but  elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  failure,  or  omission  to  elect  officers  by  the  Con- 
vention, the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  in  office  until  others  be 
chosen* 
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CANON  XIV. 
An    Epistopate    Fund. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  diocesOf  to  make 
a  collection  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  on  Easter  of  each  year, 
which  shall  be  forwarded  without  delay,  by  the  Treidurer  of  the  parish, 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  diocese.  The  fund  thus  collected  shall,  for  the 
time  being,  be  safely  invested  for  accumulation.  The  Convention  shall 
appoint  two  trustees  to  act  with  the  Treasurer  in  the  investment  of  this 
fund,  and  of  any  other  funds  which  may  be  given  by  bequest  or  other- 
wise for  this  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  monies  thus  collected  for  this  purpose  shall  be  allowed  to 
accumulate  until  they  shall  reach  the  Bum  of  Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars, 
when  the  interest  thereof  shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  Episco- 
pate. 

CANON   XV. 

Section  1.  No  proposed  alteration  or  addition  to  the  Canons  shall  here- 
after be  considered  by  the  Convention,  unless  at  least  one  day's  previous 
notice  be  given  thereof  in  open  Convention,  nor  unless  by  unanimous 
consent,  until  such  alteration  or  addition  shall  have  been  referred  to  and 
reported  upon  by  a  committee  of  at  least  two  presbyters  and  one  layman. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Canon  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  unanimous  con- 
sent. 

CANON    XVI. 

Whenever  a  clergyman  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  discharge  any  duties 
growing  out  of  an  appointment  under  these  Canons,  without  assigning  to 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  sufficient  and  satisfactory  reasons  for  such 
neglect,  he  shall  be  liable  to  ecclesiastical  proceedings  or  censure. 

CANON    XVII. 

Section  1.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  repealing  clause  in  any  Caooa 
and  the  said  Canon  shall  be  repealed,  such  repeal  shall  not  bo  a  re-enact* 
ment  of  the  Canon  or  Canons  repealed  by  the  said  repealing  clause. 

Sec  2.  The  provisions  of  this  Canon  shall  also  apply  to  Canons  here- 
tofore passed  having  repealing  clauses. 

CANON    XVIII. 
All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed

t.  This  ehnrrh  acknowledges  itself  to  be  a  member  of,  and  to  belong  to  the  Protestant  Bpiaoo- 
pal  Cbvreh  in  the  Stoto  of  Tennessee,  and  the  Protestant  Bpisoopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America.  As  such  it  accedes  to,  recognises,  and  mlopts  the  Constitution,  canons,  doctrine, 
dlMipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and 
asfenowledges  their  authoritj  acoordingl j. 

3l  Aut  member  of  this  church  or  association,  who  shall  disclaim,  or  refuse  conformity  to  the 
sbU  anUiority,  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  this  assodaiion  and  shall  not  be  elected  or  vote  in 
thaelaettoa  of  YestrymentOr  exercise  any  office  or  function  in,  oonoemlng  or  connected  with 
•Iha  said  ehtureh  or  association. 

4.  Tba  rants  and  rerenues  of  this  association  shall  be  from  time  to  time  applied  for  the  main- 
tsnanfla  and  support-  of  the  reetor,  minittorn  and  officers  of  the  said  church,  and  of  the  church, 
chnch-yard,  and  parsonage  liouse,  and  other  houses  which  now  do,  or  may  hereafter  belong  to 
the  aaidasBOdation,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

The  said  association  or  oburch,  or  trustees,  in  whose  name  their  property  shall  be  rested, 
shall  Boi  by  deed  or  by  any  other  means,  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
Wpiseopsi  Church,  in  whose  diocese  this  church  shall,  for  the  time,  canonicallv  be,  under  his 
hand;  or  la  case  of  a  Tacaney  in  the  Bpisropal  office,  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  said 
dioesae,  by  a  msjor  number  thereof,  under  their  hands,  preriouMy  had  and  obtained,  grant, 
aUea,  or  otherwise  dispose  oC  any  land,  messuages,  tenements,  or  hereditaments  in  them  vostod 
for  tha  oaa  and  benefit  of  the  said  church  or  congregation,  nor  charge  nor  incumber  the  same  to 
nay  parson  whomsocTor. 

6w  Tba  Sector  of  this  church  shall  be  elected  by  the  wardens  and  weatiymen  in  open  meeting, 
d«ly  oonvened  for  that  purpose.  The  vestry  of  this  church  shall  oonsist  of  not  less  than  five, 
aor  more  than  eleven  persons,  members  of  the  said  church,  who  shall  oontlnne  in  office  one 
year,  and  until  others  be  chosen;  and  the  election  of  said  vestrymen  shell  be  made,  annuallv. 


r  Monday,  by  a  msjorlty  of  persons,  worshippers  in  the  said  church,  and  not  disqu 
fled  ttoder  the  second  of  these  jirticles,  as  shall  appear  by  the  vestry  books  to  h  tve  paid  two  suc- 
eemlve  years,  immediatol  v  proceeding  the  time  of  the  election,  the  full  rent  of  a  pew  or  seat  in 
the  said  ehttrch,or  contributed  in  any  other  regular  way  towardsthe  support  of  the  church  or 
ministry;  fromded^  that  until  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  Easter  Monday  next  after  the 
opening  the  said  church  edifice  for  regular  womhlp,  any  worshippers  In  the  said  congregation, 
who  almU  Imve  contributed  and  paid  any  sum  to  the  support  ot  the  Rector  or  minister  thereof, 
aad  not  diaqoalifled  as  above,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  of  the  vestrymen.

8.  Theaaid  Vestrymen  shall  have  power  to  elect  two  ehuroh  wardens,  and  such  other  officers 
as  may  bo  required  by  the  canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  In  th«>  United  States  of 
AaMtiBa,  or  by  the  constitution  and  canons  of  the  said  church  in  Tennessee,  or  shall  seem  to 
them  to  ba  necessary — they  shall  excrcl4e  all  other  powers  customarily  belonging  to  their  of- 
iea,  aad  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  rector- hip,  shall  exercis<^  all  the  powers,  by  these  articles 
vested  In  the  rector,  wardens  and  vestrymen:  Provided  ahoajfit  XbaA  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bsid  wardens  and  vestrymen  to  elect  another  rector  to  supply  such  racancy  as  soon  as  conven- 
Isatly  may  be.

ADDRESS. 


Bbxthrbn  of  the  Clbrot  and  Laity: — 

The  record  of  my  official  services  for  the  year  past  not  ioduded  in 
my  report  to  the  last  Convention,  dates  from  the  11th  of  last  August. 
On  the  day  previous  I  arrived  at  Greenville,  and  found  there  the  Bev. 
Wm.  M.  Steel  in  charge  of  St  James'  Parish,  to  the  pastoral  care  of  which 
he  had  been  invited  by  the  vestry. 

August  11,  1854.  Prayers  were  read  at  night  by  Rev.  Mr.  Steel  in 
St  James'  Church,  at  his  request  I  baptized  an  infant  and  preached. 

Saturday  12.  Prayer  by  Mr.  S.  at  9  A  M.  and  at  night,  on  both  of 
which  occasions  I  preached. 

Sunday  13.  The  same  services  were  repeated  at  1 1  A.  M.  and  at  5  P. 
M.  The  weather  was  oppressively  warm,  but  the  attendance  of  the  people 
good.  The  reports  which  I  have  received  from  this  Parish  under  the 
ministrations  of  the  Bev.  Mr.  Steel  within  the  last  few  months,  are  very 
enoonraging.  Here,  however,  as  elsewhere  generally  through  the  diocese, 
it  will  require  persevering  and  faithful  labors  to  gain  ottentioa  among  the 
people  to  the  paramount  claims  of  religion — to  remove  deep-rooted  and 
long  cherished  prejudices  against  the  Church,  and  to  bring  our  hearers  in- 
to acquaintance  with  the  true  character  of  our  doctrine,  government  and 
worship. 

On  Tuesday  the  15th,  left  Greenville  for  Knoxville,  and  instead  of 
reaching  there  the  following  day,  I  was  on  the  road  two  days  and  nights. 
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in  conaeque&deof  acddenteto  the  stage.  I  arrived  onlbundi^  fli  Enoz- 
yille,  but  wom  down  by  fiitigae  and  want  of  sleep.  The  atmosphere  wa» 
ayid(8Bdy  in  an  unhealthy  condition  and  seTeral  deaths  among  the  dtisens, 
and  case^i  of  violent  attaclos  of  aicknesai  gave  premonition  of  that  tenible 
pestilence  which,  in  the  form  of  cholera,  within  a  few  days  afier  viaitod 
the  city. 

Sunday  the  20th.  After  morning  prayer  and  the  baptism  of  an  adult 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Humes  in  St  John's  Ohurcli,  I  preached  to  a  large  con- 
gregation. In  the  afternoon,  prayers  by  the  Rector,  after  which  I  preach- 
ed and  confirmed  ySve  persons. 

Monday  21.  I  proceeded  by  stage  to  Loudon,  arriving  by  6  o'dook 
P.  M.  This  town  having  just  suffered  the  ravages  of  the  cholera,  the  citi- 
zens had  not  generally  returned.  Mr.  Gay  was  himself  still  debilitated 
from  the  effects  of  a  severe  attack,  and  the  weather  continued  in  a  most 
unwholesome  state.  Reports  came  in  daily  from  Knoxville,  Madisonville- 
and  other  places,  of  the  appearance  and  fiEitality  of  the  disease,  and  fear 
seemed  to  possess  all  minds.  It  was  thought  most  prudent  under  these 
circumstances  not  to  attempt  to  assemble  the  people  for  worship,  but  to 
see  such  as  we  could  al  their  homes.  In  this  way  Mr.  Gay  and  myself 
paid  a  few  visits  about  the  town.  In  the  meanwhile  the  accounts  from 
Knoxville  assumed*  so  alarming  a  character  that  we  felt  great  apprehen*- 
sion  for  the  safety  of  our  Bro.  Humes  and  his  charge,  and  Mr.  Gay  wrote 
proffering  his  aid  if  needed.  In  a  few  days  more  &vorable  reports  reach- 
ed us  and  Mr.  H.  replied,  stating  that  he  was  well  and  trusted  to  be  able 
to  meet  the  emergency  without  our  assistance.  Faithfully  and  fearieealy, 
through  divine  grace,  our  Ministers  in  this  diocese  have  heretofore  encoun- 
tered these  perils  of  their  calling.  May  God  graciously  strengthen  us  all 
to  follow  their  example  and  so  to  do  our  duty  to  Him  and  to  his  people. 

Saturday  20.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Gay,  read  prayers  in  the  new  Church, 
now  understood  to  be  ready  for  consecration,  and  baptized  a  child. 

Sunday  27.  A  respectable  congregation  assembled  in  the  Ohuroh  by 
10  A.  M.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Gray  prefeced  the  service  by  some  remarls, 
showing  how  the  P.  Book  was  to  be  used,  and  exhorting  the  people  to 
join  in  worship.  He  then  read  morning  prayer  and  I,  the  ante-communion. 
After  this  I  addressed  the  people  at  considerable  length  on  the  claims  of 
the  Church,  endeavoring  to  remove  prejudices  and  to  correct  misr^»e- 
sentations  of  our  doctrine  and  worship.  I  then  confirmed  hco  persons. — 
In  the  afternoon  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gay  again  read  prayers  and  I  addressed 
a  small  congregation  explaining  in  the  simplest  manner  I  could  the  plan 
of  8alva,tion  ai^d  enforcing  the  duty  of  confessing  Christ  before  men. 
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Mcndqr  28.  In  ixmpmj  with  Rev.  Mr.  Gtsf  kft  in  tbe  ca»  for  Oal- 
houn  and  Charleston,  two  villages  aitnated  oppoeile  to  each  other— -one  on 
the  north  and  the  other  on  the  south  side  of  Hiwassee  river.  Arrange- 
ments weve  made  to  haveservioe  at  ni|g^  a  large  number  asMmbled  at 
the  i^aee  and  time  appointed,  filling  the  room  and  many  going  away  for 
want  of  accommodation.  An  explanation  of  the  service  was  given,  and 
its  vaiiouB  porti<»is  pointed  out,  aathey  fdlowed  successively  in  the  order 
of  worship.  Mr.  Gby  then  read  evening  prayer  which  I  IcAowed  with 
an  extemp(»nneoa8  address  upon  the  obligations  of  a  religions  profession, 
the  duty  of  worship  and  the  manner  of  its  acceptable  per^Mrmanoe.  Una 
was  the  coone  pursoed  through  the  whole  extent  of  Hr.  Gay's  nnssion, 
and  I  think  with  manifest  increase  of  interest  and  attention  on  the  pait  of 
the  people.  They  perceive  that  our  MinisterB  are  not  necessarily 
obliged  to  use  written  discourses,  and  that  if  rel%ions  worBhip  is  presented 
to  their  use  in  fixed  and  precise  forms,  there  are  good  and  substantial. rea- 
sons founded  ott  high  authority  as  well  as  expediency  to  c(Mnmend  the 
practioe.  Nothing  however  can  be  more  apparent  to  an  observant  mind, 
than  that  some  simplificatbn  of  our  woobip  is  neceesay,  to  adapt  it  to 
the  condition  of  the  understanding  and  sociid  habits  of  the  people.  Argu- 
ment would  be  thrown  away  upon  the  man  who  cannot  perceive  this,  6om 
even  slight  observation  upon  the  rehgious  knowledge,  customs  and  wor- 
ship of  the  great  mass  of  our  population. 

Tuesday  20.  At  10  A«  M.  a  ccNosiderable  congregation  assembled  at 
the  Male  Academy  in  the  vicinity  of  the  town.  Mr.  Gay  explained  the 
service  and  met  some  popular  objectiens  to  our  customs  and  usages,  and 
then  read  morning  prayer,  having  previously  distributed  P.  Books  to  all 
disposed  to  use  thena.  I  then  addressed  the  people  afiar  my  usual  manr 
ner,  and  dismissed  them.  Many  had  come  from  a  considerable  distance 
in  the  country  to  attend  this  meeting,  and  the  interest  which  appears  to 
have  been  awakened  in  our  cause  in  the  community,  is  very  gratifying  and 
encouraging.  A  conuderable  number  of  penons  expressed  an  earnest 
desire  to  erect  a  house  of  worship  for  our  use,  and  a  willingness  to  contrir 
buta  according  to  their  ability  for  that  end. 

In  the  afternoon  we  left' in  the  cars  for  Biceville  in  the  neighborhood  of 
MeasrSb  Parkiason  and  Bellows,  whose  ^unities  as  members  and  friends  of 
our  Ghurdi,  we  proposed  to  visit  Upon  our  arrival  we  discovered  that  no 
conveyance  for  us  at  the  depot  had  come.  After  watting  some  time  Mr. 
Bellows  arrived  brining  two  horses  and  a  mule  for  our  accommodation. 
Mounted  on  these  we  set  off  under  a  burning  sun  and  after  one  or  two 
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honrs  ride  reached  our  destination.     At  night  Mr.  Gay  read  prayers  and 
preached  in  a  ne^hboring  sohooUhonae. 

Wednesday  80.  We  set  off  after  breakfast  and  walked  to  another 
school-house  in  the  vicinity  where  an  appointment  had  been  made  for 
worship.  By  10  A.  M.  it  waafiUed  with  a  congregation  gathered  from 
the  surrounding  country.  I  commented  largely  upon  the  excellency  of 
the  service  and  its  adaptation  to  the  wants  of  a  worship^Hng  assembly,  and 
exposing  the  weakness  of  the  misrepresentations  and  objections  made 
against  it  Mr.  Gay  having  distributed  P.  Books,  then  read  prayers  in 
which  many  joined  with  apparent  and  earnest  devotion.  After  this,  I  se> 
lected  a  part  of  the  2d  chapter  of  the  Acts  as  tiie  foundation  of  my  remarks, 
and  continued  my  exposition  and  exhortations  until  I  was  nearly  worn 
down  by  the  exercise  of  speaking  and  the  extreme  heat  of  the  weather. 
I  trust  that  we  were  all  ^  the  spirit,''  on  that  day;  for  I  do  not  remember 
ever  to  have  been  present  in  an  assembly  which  appeafed  to  be  mare 
deeply  interested  or  more  seriously  impressed  with  the  impcnrtance  of 
'^eternal  things."  My  hope  is  strong  that  we  shall  yet  reap  some  precious 
fruit  ftK>m  that  day's  work,  by  the  blessing  of  God. 

In  the  afternoon  returning  to  the  depot  we  took  the  ev^ng  train  of 
cars  and  arrived  at  Athens  before  sundown. 

Thursday  31.  At  night  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gay  read  prayers  and  preached 
in  the  Meth.  Church. 

Friday,  Sept  1.     A  small  congregation  met  in  the  Meth.  Church,  at  11 
A.  M.      The  Rev.  Mr.  Gay  read  morning  prayer  and  I  expounded  Jere- 
miah XXXIl  6-18,  endeavoring  to  show  the  true  character  of /atf  A. 

Saturday,  Sept.  2.  Divine  service  was  celebrated  at  11  A.  M.  in  the 
same  place  by  Mr.  Gay,  and  I  preached  to  a  respectable  congregation. 
At  the  proper  time  in  the  course  of  the  service,  two  persons  presented 
themselves  for  Baptism,  which  office  was  proceeded  with  to  the  prayer  of 
consecration.  It  was  understood  that  immersion  was  preferred  by  the 
candidates,  and  as  there  was  no  provision  made  for  Baptism  in  that  mode 
in  the  Church  where  we  were  then  assembled,  the  remainder  of  the  office 
was  postponed  until  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  At  that  hour  in  the  pres- 
ence of  a  considerable  number  of  persons  gatiiered  togetiier  on  the  banks 
of  the  Estanallee  river,  I  baptissed  Miss  Sarah  Humphreys  by  affiision, 
and  Miss  Catharine  Douglass  Keith,  by  immersion,  and  received  them 
both  into  the  congregation  of  Christ's  flockl  Miss  K.  is  a  descendant  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Keith,  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England  in  Va„  under 
the  colonial  government 

Sunday  3.    In  consequence  of  the  oppressive  heat  of  the  season  we 
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detennined  ta  day  to  make  a  division  of  our  oidioary  Bervices.  At  8  A. 
M.  Mr.  G&j  lead  the  moming  prayer  and  I  then  addreeaed  the  oon^ppe* 
gallon  on  the  nature  and  authority  of  confirmation  and  the  views  of  the 
Chnrch  in  its  administration.  Three  penons  then  came  forward  to  renew 
their  haptiamal  vows,  and  ratified  them  by  receiving  Confirroalion, 
After  the  congregation  had  been  disnuased  and  a  sufficient  intex^ 
val  of  time  had  elapsed  for  refteshment,  the  peo|^e  again  assembled, 
Mr.  6.  read  the  Litany  and  the  ante-oom.,  I  preached  and  then  adminis- 
tered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  About  fifteen  persons  united 
with  us  in  its  celebration. 

Monday  4.    In  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  Gay,  I  left  Athens  by  the 
moming  train  of  cars  and  arrived  before  12  o'clock  at  Cleveland  where 
an  appointment  had  been  made  for  our  services  at  night.    A  huge  con- 
gregation assembled  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  night,  and  after  pray- 
ers by  Mr.  Gay,  I  preached.    Althou^  earnestly  pressed  to  continue  our 
services  at  this  place,  our  engagements  in  the  mining  district  did  not  al- 
low of  our  doing  so,  and  the  next  day  we  left  for  Ducktown  in  the  moun- 
tains, having  before  us  the  prospect  of  an  exceedingly  uncomfortable 
journey.    The  road  was  rough  leading  a  great  part  of  the  way  close  along 
the  banks  of  the  Ocoee,  which  is  here  hemmed  in  by  high  hills  and  lofty 
and  cragged  mountains,  affording  barely  room  in  numberless  places  for  a 
pass-way  between  them  and  the  river.     The  first  day's  travel  brought  us 
to  a  Mr.  Parks  who  received  and  entertained  us  hospitably.    The  night 
gathered  in  a  large  number  of  travellers  and  laborers  to  his  house,  which 
afforded  us  an  opportunity  that  we  did  not  lose,  of  having  worship  and 
speaking  of  the  great  salvation  which  it  is  our  business  to  publish.    The 
next  day  we  arrived  at  the  copper-mines,  and  were  kindly  provided  for  at 
the  house  of  Mr.  Congdon,  a  gentleman  extensively  engaged  in  mining 
operations.    Much  to  our  regret,  he  was  absent  on  business  in  New  York. 
His  lady,  who  is  a  pious  communicant  of  the  church,  and  takes  a  deep 
interest  in  its  welfare,  by  her  attentions  to  our  accommodation,  made  us 
fed  at  home  and  rendered  our  stay  pleasant    There  are  (ffobably  between 
one  and  two  thousand  persons  employed  as  operatives  in  this  mining  dis- 
trict, embracing  an  area  of  some  six  miles  square.    The  opportunities  for 
their  religious  instruction  are  very  few  and  indifferent    At  work  all  day, 
and  many  of  them  part  of  the  night  in  the  mines,  and  in  preparing  and 
sending  off  the  ore,  it  is  scarcely  to  be  expected  that  they  will  meet  for 
worship  on  other  days  than  Sundays.    And  then  all  the  inconvenience  of 
having  no  church  edifice  or  common  place  of  assembling  together,  k  fek 
to  be  a  sad  hindrance. 
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A  fcir  pioportion  of  tlieae  people  came  from  Gomwaliy  in  Englandl, 
harmg  mhoo  knowledge  of  and  attachment  to  the  church.  Under  pre- 
flentciicnmstances,  it  is  to  be  ^arod  that  they  will  genenllj,  soon  lose  aU 
aenae  of  the  proper  obligations  of  religion  and  throw  off  its  influence  en- 
tirely. In  the  meantime  th^  children  will  grow  np  uninstracted  in  the 
knowledge  of  their  duly  to  God  and  man — untrained  in  the  ways  of  holi- 
neiB  and  unprepared  for  the  conflicts  of  monJ  probation.  I  know  of  no 
pkce  where  the  constant  and  regular  serncea  of  a  clergyman  are  more 
needed  and  a  house  of  wonhip  more  obviously  demanded.  Some  move* 
menta  towards  the  accomplishment  of  these  ends  have  been  made,  but  the 
backwardness  and  lukewannness  of  the  chief  proprietors,  most  of  whom 
leside  at  a  distance,  operate  as  great  discouragements^  not  to  say  a  direct 
hindrance  to  the  adoption  of  any  measures  of  relict  lifr.  €hiy  visits  them 
occasionally  and  holds  service  and  preaches:  but  the  exigencies  of  the 
case  call  for  stated  and  weekly  labors  in  order  to  ef&ct  any  permanent 
good.  A  church  and  minister,  a  school-house  and  teacher,  are  indispen- 
sable requisites  to  make  a  successful  beginning  in  the  important  work 
here  necessary,  if  it  is  ever  to  be  accomplished.  Appointments  were 
made  by  Mr.  Gay  and  myself,  on  Thursday  and  Saturday  nights  for  wor- 
ship at  private  houses  in  different  locations.  A  few  persons  only  met,  for 
whom  we  read  prayers  and  preached. 

Sunday,  10.  A  congregation  met  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Congdon^  ao- 
cording  to  previous  notice,  at  10  A  M.  Mr.  Gay  read  prayers  and  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion;  five  persons  partook 
with  us.  At  6  P.  M.  I  read  prayers  and  Mr.  G^y  preached.  The  attend- 
ance Uirough  Uie  day  was  good. 

Monday,  11.  We  set  off  on  our  return  to  Cleveland,  and  arrived  the 
next  day.  Mr.  Gay  was  quite  unwell  and  took  the  evening  train  of  cars 
to  return  to  his  family.  We  both  found  traveling  in  the  warm  sun  yery 
debilitating,  and  fiill  as  much  as  we  could  stand. 

Wednesday,  13.  I  arrived  at  Chattanooga,  the  Missionary  Station  of 
the  Rev.  John  Sandels.  In  the  afternoon  we  took  horses  and  rode  some 
four  miles,  to  the  Chattanooga  or  Lookout  mountain,  a  high  table  land, 
where  many  persons  have  established  summer  residences  for  the  benefit  of 
the  pure  and  bracing  air.  An  appointment  had  been  made  here  for  sei^ 
▼ice,  and  Ute  in  the  afternoon  Mr.  Sandels  read  prayers  and  I  preached  to 
a  small  number.  The  next  day  was  spent  in  visiting  different  families  on 
the  mountain,  conversing  with  people  on  the  subject  of  religion  and  the 
Church. 

Friday  16.    Returned   to  Chattanooga  and  at  night  after  prayers  by 
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Mr.  Sandeb  in  our  tempofaiy  place  of  wonhip»  Ipreached  The  foUofwing 
day  was  devoted  to  visiting  various  fiimilies  of  the  congregati<Hi.  In  the 
evening  I  was  gratified  bj  the  coming  of  Hr.  Qs^,  restored  in  health. 

SiindAj  17.  The  weather  being  still  very  warm  we  again  resolved  oa 
a  division  of  the  services.  At  8  A.  M.  morning  prayer  was  read  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Oay.  At  11  A.  M.  the  eongregation  filled  the  house.  Rev.  Mr. 
Gay  said  the  litany.  The  ante-conmianion  was  read  by  Mr.  Sandela. 
I  fweaohed  and  administered  the  Lord's  supper.  At  4  P.  M.  Mr.  Ghty 
again  read  prayers  when  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  peisons.  At  night 
Mr.  Gay  preached  after  prayers  by  Mr.  Sandels.  I  do  not  know  any 
Missionary  Station  in  the  diocese  possessing  more  abundant  and  better 
mateiiak  for  the  use  of  the  Spiritual  husbandman  than  this.  Sdll 
the  increase  to  our  fold  is  very  small.  A  commodious  Church  is  much 
needed. 

Monday  16.  Left  Chattanooga  by  R.  Road  and  reached  Nashville  at 
night.  Wednesday,  20  Prayers  were  read  by  Rev.  Dr.  McCullough,  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Tomes  in  Christ  Chureh  at  night,  and  I  preached.  The  like 
servicee  were  performed  in  the  same  phce  on  Friday  evening. 

Sunday  24.  Prayers  were  read  by  Rev.  Dr.  McCullough  in  Christ 
Church,  in  ^  forenoon,  assbted  by  die  Rev.  Messn.  Tomes  and  Royce^ 
and  I  preached.  The  holy  communion  was  also  administered,  the  olefgy 
present  assisting.  In  the  afternoon  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Royce 
and  Tomes,  I  preached  and  confirmed  ten  persons.  Tuesday  and  part  of 
Wednesday  of  this  week  were  spent  in  eTamining  Mr.  Robert  Shepherd, 
candidate  for  deacon's  orders,  llie  examination  having  been  sadsfiKslorily 
SDstained,  Wednesday  the  28th  was  appointed  for  his  ordination.  Morning 
prayer  was  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Royce,  the  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev* 
Dr.  McOuUoug^i — the  candidate  was  presented  by  Rev.  Mr.  Tomea, 
whereupon  according  to  the  form  prescribed  and  in  use,  I  admitted  Robert 
Shepherd  to  the  holy  order  of  deacons.  I  then  administered  the  Lord's 
Sapper,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Rector  of  the  parish. 

Mr.  Shepherd  is  officiating  at  Chilhowee  in  E.  Tenn.,  and  hopes  there 
to  collect  a  congregaticm  and  build  a  Church. 

FViday,  29.  In  St  Peter's  (%uroh  Columbia,  at  night  Rev.  Mr.  Pise 
read  prayers,  and  I  preached.  The  like  services  were  peifonned  the 
following  evening. 

Sunday,  October  1st  The  Rev.  Mr.  Pise  read  morning  prayer,  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Cbmmunion.  In  the  afternoon  a 
large  oongregation  was  present  Mr.  P.  read  prayers  and  I  preached.  On 
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Tuesday,  in  company  with  Bev.  Mr.  Pise,  proceeded  to  Ae  noghboiliood 
of  Williamsport, 

Wednesday,  4th.  At  11  A.  M.,  after  prayers  in  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Williamsport,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Pise,  I  preached.  The  congregation  was  small. 
In  the  afternoon,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harrison,  of  Ashwood,  joined  ns,  and  at 
night  read  prayers  in  St  Mark's  Church;  I  baptized  five  adults  at  the 
request  of  Rev.  Mr.  Collins,  the  Rector,  who  stood  as  witness  for  them. 
I  then  preached  and  confirmed  seven  persons  and  delivered  an  addrass. 
The  congregation  was  large  and  attentive.  This  parish  is  evidently  in 
an  improving  condition,  and  will,  I  trust,  increase  in  piety  and  zeal  with 
the  growth  of  its  numbers. 

Thursday,  5.  Having  again  assembled  at  Church,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harri* 
son  assisted  Mr.  Pise  in  the  morning  prayer,  and  I  again  preached.  The 
next  day  went  to  the  neighborhood  of  St.  John's  Church,  Ashwood,  but 
was  too  unable  for  any  service  in  public  until  Sunday  8.  At  1 1  A.  M.  Mr* 
Harrison  read  morning  prayer  in  St.  John's  Church,  aftier  which  I  preach- 
ed, confirmed  two  persons  and  administered  the  holy  communion. 

Monday  9.  Prayers  in  St  Peter's,  Columbia  at  night  by  Mr.  Pise,  Ber> 
mon  by  myselt 

Tuesday  10.  Pleached  morning  and  at  night  in  the  same  Chnroh, 
after  prayers  by  Mr.  Pise. 

Wednesday  11.  Morning  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Pise,  and  sermon  by 
myselt  At  night  Mr.  Pise  having  read  prayers,  I  again  preached,  con* 
firmed  nine  persons  and  addressed  them.  This  class  consisted  wholly  of 
young  females,  and  all  of  them  with  one  exception,  I  believe,  pupils  of  the 
Female  Institute,  now  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Hardin,  and  lady.  It  is  a 
pleasing  evidence  of  the  good  training  which  these  lambs  of  the  flook  re- 
ceive in  this  cherished  Institution,  and  fumishes  strong  ground  for  hope 
that  it  will  yet  recover,  by  Gk>d's  blessing,  from  the  terrible  disasten  of 
past  years.  The  congregations  which  attended  our  services  during  this 
visitation  were  much  larger  than  usual.  Still  the  absence  of  numy  fiimil- 
iar  feces,  and  the  habiliments  of  mourning,  apparent  through  our  assem- 
blies, gave  melancholy  proof  of  the  ravages  of  death  and  spake  a  lesson  of 
solemn  warning  to  the  living  to  be  ready  for  that  summons  which  none 
can  evade  or  disobey. 

Thursday  12.  Proceeded  to  Franklin,  and  at  night  after  prayen  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Royce,  the  Rector,  in  St  Paul's  Church,  I  preached  to  a  respec- 
table congregation.  The  next  day  visited  several  femilies  of  the  congre^ 
gation,  and  at  night  preadied  after  prayers  by  Mr.  Royce.    The  like  ser- 
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Tues  were  perfonned  the  Ibllowiiig  eveniiig  with  the  addition  of  an  adnlt 
baptism  by  the  Rector. 

SoDday  15.  In  the  forenoon  prayers  were  offered  by  Rev.  Mr.  Royoe 
m  St  PmiI's  Church,  after  whidi  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Commtmion.  In  the  afternoon  I  was  called  to  administer  the  rite  of  Con- 
fimuttion  in  private  to  a  venerable  pair — ^a  man  and  his  wife — whose  earth- 
\j  pilgrimage  seems  drawing  visibly  to  its  close.  They  had  been  Metho- 
(fists  of  reputable  character  and  standing  for  many  years:  The  gentleman 
himself  distingnished  as  an  earnest  preacher,  and  his  wife  as  teacher  of 
girls.  They  were  confirmed  together,  in  the  presence  of  a  small  company 
deeply  impressed  by  the  solemnity  of  the  service,  while  those  more  direct- 
Ij  (xxicemed  in  the  reception  of  the  rite  itself  seemed  to  rejoice  in  the 
opportunity  ofthos  renewing  their  confesBion  of  Christ,  and  to  realise  that 
they  liad  fonnd  a  home  of  rest  and  peace,  in  the  Church.  At  night  after 
jny^Bby  the  Rector  in  St  Paul's  Church,  I  preached  to  a  large  congre- 
gation and  confirmed  five  persons.  I  devoutly  thank  God  for  the  grace 
which  a{^)ea»  to  have  accompanied  the  preaching  of  his  word,  and  to 
have  awakened  a  religious  interest  in  this  oldest  parish  in  the  diocese;  a 
pnish  which  has  long  been  depressed,  but  which  seems  now  by  God's  bleasi 
iogto  be  reviving  and  strengthening  under  the  prudent  and  fiuthful 
miiufltrations  of  its  present  rector. 

Thanday  19.  Having  reached  Clarksville  on  yesterday,  the  services  of 
risitsdon  were  begun  to  day  in  Trinity  Church,  with  prayers  by  the  Rec- 
tor and  myself  in  the  forenoon  and  at  nighty  on  both  of  which  occasions  the 
fiev.  Mr.  Tomes  of  Nashville  preached. 

Friday  20.  Prayers  by  Rev.  Dr.  Ridley  ipoming  and  nighty  and  ser- 
inon  by  myself 

Saturday  2 1.  Like  services  were  performed  to  day  with  the  addition  of 
confirming  eleven  persons  at  night  The  oongregations  have  steadily  in* 
ocaaed  in  numbers  from  the  comihencement  of  our  services. 

Sunday  22.  Morning  prayer  was  said  by  Dr.  Ridley:  after  which  I 
piesched,  and  aausted  by  die  Rector  administered  the  Lord's  supper  to 
lome  70  or  80  persons.  At  night  after  prayers,  I  addressed  the  congrega- 
tion  and  confirmed  iwo  persons.  Heavy  rain  foil  all  the  afternoon  and  at 
night,  still  the  congregations  were  good. 

Monday  23.  The  greater  part  of  this  day  was  spent  in  the  country 
vith  a  fiimily  deeply  afflicted  by  sudden  bereavement  At  night  prayers 
luring  been  offered  by  Dr.  Ridley,  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons^ 

Tuesday  24.  Baptised  a  person  in  private,  and  at  night  preached,  and 
co&firmed  five  peisons  in  Church  after  prayers  by  the  Rector. 
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Wednesday  25.  Again  went  to  the  oonntry  to  viat  the  afflioted  fiunily 
already  referred  to,  and  while  there  baptized  the  infiint  of  the  esdmable  la- 
dy whose  sudden  departure  from  this  earthly  scene  two  days  ago^  had 
overwhelmed  her  surviving  husband  and  family  with  the  deepest  sorrow. 
At  night  Rev.  Dr.  R.  read  prayers  in  Trinity  Church,  and  I  again  preach- 
ed, which  services  concluded  the  week's  visitation  of  this  parisL 

Friday  21.  Having  returned  to  Nashville  on  yesterday,  I  preached  in 
Christ  Church  at  night  after  prayers  by  Messrs.  Pise  and  Tomes.  The 
like  services  were  performed  the  day  following  in  the  same  place. 

Sunday  29.  Preached  in  Christ  Church  in  the  morning,  and  Church  of 
the  Holy  Trinity  in  the  afternoon.  Prayers  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Tomes 
and  Young  of  La.  At  night  m  Christ  Church;  prayers  by  the  same  breth- 
ren, after  which  I  preached  and  confirmed  six  perwM. 

Sunday,  Nov.  5.  Having  reached  Bolivar  on  the  3d  of  this  month,  I 
fulfilled  themelancholy  duty  to  day  of  preaching  the  fnneral  of  a  lovely  and 
pious  young  woman,  an  exemplary  member  of  our  Church,  and  the  only 
child  of  her  parents  who  yet  survive  her.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Maj. 
K  P.  McNeal  of  Bohvar — had  returned  home  a  few  months  ago  from 
Philadelphia,  where  she  had  been  at  school,  and  was  confirmed  at  Jackson, 
with  five  companions  of  her  own  age  and  sex  the  9th  of  last  May.  Her 
intelligence,  but  above  all  her  serious  and  earnest  piety,  to  say  nothing  of 
her  many  worldly  advantages,  invested  her  with  unusual  interest^  and  led 
to  the  indulgence  of  the  most  flattering  hopes  of  usefulness  to  the  world 
and  in  the  Church  of  Christ.  .  These  fond  expectations  were  doomed  to 
grievous  disappointment  It  pleased  divine  I^vidence  to  show  in  her  an 
example  of  patient  and  unmurmuring  submission,  and  unwavering  &ith« 
during  the  weary  and  protracted  discipline  of  a  six  weeksillneas.  One  anxie- 
ty only  seemed  to  (Mress  her  spirit,  which  found  expression  in  earnest  entrea- 
ties and  exhortations  to  her  beloved  Father  to  meet  her  in  Heaven.  I  trust 
that  this  brief  record  may  not  be  without  its  use  in  warning  the  young  of  our 
communion  to  prepare  for  the  scenes  of  death  and  judgmrat,  and  in  leading 
them  to  devote  their  hearts  with  the  same  humility  and  sincerity  to  the 
blessed  Saviour,  as  did  this  much  loved  and  loving  diildl  At  11  A.  M. 
a  very  large  congregation  assembled  in  St  James'  Church,  and  after  read- 
ing prayers  I  preached.  The  people  seemed  to  be  deeply  moved,  and  I 
hope  were  impreaaed  with  an  abiding  sense  of  the  importance  of  eternal 
things.  At  3  P.  M.  I  again  read  prayers  in  the  same  Church,  baptized  an 
ufant,  and  preached. 

Sunday,  12.  Preached  in  Calvary  Church,  Memphis — after  prayer  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Page  and  Rev.  Mr.  Evans  of  lUinois.  In  the  afternoon  bi4>- 
tized  an  infimt  in  private;  the  parents  residing  in  New  Orleans. 
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Sunday,  19.  Prayers  in  the  morning  by  Dr.  Page  in  Calvary  Church, 
on  which  occasion  I  baptised  an  infieoit,  preached,  and  then  confirmed  six 
penons. 

Wednesday,  22.  United  in  holy  matrimony,  W.  Jil.  Folwell,  Esq.,  and 
N.  Phillips  in  0.  Church.  The  next  ten  days  I  spent  in  Arkansas,  during 
whidb  time  I  preached  on  two  occasions,  and  baptized  one  child. 

From  this  tame  onward,  till  near  Easter,  I  had  charge  of  Cavalry  Ch., 
the  Rey.  Dr.  Page  having  resigned  the  rectonhip  thereof.  During  this 
period  I  performed  the  usual  parochial  duties,  and  united  in  matrimony 
one  couple,  Dr.  J.  C.  Goodwin  and  N.  C.  White,  on  the  16th  Dec.  last 

Sunday,  Jan.  21,  1855.  This  day  I  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons, 
Charles  T.  Quintard,  M.  D.,  in  Calvary  Church,  Memphis.  Morning 
prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Fagg  and  Pise,  the  sermon  was 
preached  by  myseli^  the  candidate  presented  by  Rev.  Mr.  Pise,  the  holy 
communion  administered,  the  clergy  present  assisting. 

Sunday,  Feb.  1.  Read  morning  prayer  and  preached  at  a  school-house 
in  Tipton  county,  at  a  place  called  Mt  Zion,  where  considerable  interest 
has  been  excited  in  behalf  of  the  church  by  the  services  of  Dr.  Quin- 
tard, and  where  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  small  house  of  worship  for  the 
aeoonunodation  of  the  neighborhood. 

Wednesday,  March  21.  In  Immanuel  Church,  La  Grange,  evening 
prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fagg,  when  I  preached,  and  confirmed 
<vo  persons. 

Thursday,  22.  Arrived  to-day  at  Bolivan  Evening  prayer  was  read 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jacocks,  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  and  I  preached. 

Friday,  2S.  Prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  J.,  morning  and  at  night.  I  preach- 
ed on  both  occasions,  and  on  the  latter  confirmed  (me  person.  «  The  next 
day  I  confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private. 

Sunday,  25.  Li  St.  Luke's  Church,  Jackson,  prayers  were  read  in  the 
morning,  afternoon  and  at  night,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Jacocks,  assisted  by  Dr. 
Quintard,  on  each  <^  which  occasions  I  preached. 

Monday,  26.  At  night  in  the  same  church,  after  prayers,  I  baptized  an 
adult,  preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

Wednesday,  28,  At  Brownsville,  morning  prayer  was  read  by  Dr. 
Qointard,  and  I  preached.     Performed  the  like  service  at  night 

Thursday,  29.  After  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wheelock,  I  preached  in 
the  morning  and  at  night,  and  on  the  latter  occasion  confirmed  two 
persons. 

Saturday,  31.  Having  passed  into  Trinity  Parish,  Tipton  county,  1 
oon&med  a  mok  person  privately,  at  Mr.  G.  A.  Taylor's. 
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Sunday,  April  1.  Prayera  were  zead  by  Bev.  Mr.  Wheelock  in  Tnoity 
Church,  assi&ted  by  Dr.  Quintard.    I  preached  and  confirmed  nx  persons. 

Tuesday,  3.  At  night,  in  Ravenscroft  chapel,  Poplar  Springs,  after 
« prayer  by  Dr.  Quintard,  I  preached  and  confirmed  ^ve  persons. 

Sunday,  16.  At  Sommerville,  Fayette  county,  read  morning  pray^ 
and  preached.  Very  considerable  interest  has  been  manifesied  by  the  in- 
habitants of  this  beautiful  and  flourishing  town — ^now  also  the  seat  of 
several  very  prosperous  schools — ^for  the  establishment  of  an  Episcopal 
congregation.  Nearly  two  thousand  dollais  have  been  subscribed,  I  uo- 
deistand,  for  the  erection  of  a  house  of  worship,  and  nothing  is  waatbg^ 
it  would  seem,  but  the  services  of  an  efficient  and  fidthfiil  minister  to  col- 
lect the  friends  of  the  church  together  every  Sunday  for  worship,  in  order 
to  secure  the  accomplishment  of  this  very  desirably  object.  A  tempora- 
ry arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  Bev.  Mr.  Jacocksy  of  Bolivar,  to 
preach  there  once  a  month. 

Wednesday,  18.  I  solemnized  the  rites  of  matrimony  near  Memphis, 
between  Mr.  A.  J.  Hays  and  Miss.  K  M.  Walker. 

Tuesday,  24.  Performed  the  like  office  at  Hamilton  place,  Maury  co., 
uniting  in  holy  matrimony,  Mr.  Ap.  0.  Jones  and  Miss  S.  B.  Polk. 

Sunday,  29.  In  St  John^s  Church,  Ashwood,  morning  prayer  was 
read  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Harrison,  after  which  I  preached  and  confirmed 
one  person. 

The  clerical  changes  to  be  noted  in  the  diocese  since  the  last  Conveik« 
tion,  are  the  following.  The  Bev.  J.  G.  Jacocks^  received  on  letters  dia- 
missory  from  the  Bishop  of  N.  C,  has  been  chosen  Bector  of  St  Jamea* 
CIl,  Bplivar,  and  entered  on  the  duties  of  his  diarge  about  lasl  Christmas. 
The  Bev.  Jno.  A.  Harrison  received  on  letters  dismissory  from  the  Bishop 
of  Missouri,  has  had  charge  of  St  John's  Church,  Ashwood,  for  the  last 
year.  He  has  resigned  the  pastoral  charge  of  St  John's  for  that  of  St. 
Luke's,  Jackson,  to  which  he  expects  to  remove  in  a  few  weeks. 

The  Bev.  Jno.  A.  Wheelock  has  returned  to  the  Diocese  with  letters^ 
otf  transfer  from  Bishop  Freenum,,and  been  received,  and  elected  Bector 
of  Trinity  ch.,  Tipton. 

The  Bev.  J.  W.  Bogers  has  resigned  Son  church,  Brownsville,,  and  re- 
moved to  Holly  Springs  Mis&,  without  taking  letters  dimissory.  In  like 
manner,  the  Bev.  Dr.  McCullough  has  resigned  the  Church  of  the  H0I7 
Trinity,  Nashville,  and  removed  to  Wilmington,  Delaware. 

The  Bev.  Wm.  M.  Steel  has  been  called  to,  and  accepted  the  charge  of 
3t  James'  Parish,  Greenville.  The  Bev.  Dr.  Page,  who  resigned  the 
charge  of  Calvary  Church,  has  been  re-elected  to  the  same,  and  resumed 
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hb  pastoral  duties  last  Easter.  The  Rev.  Wm.  C.  Stout  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi.  The  Rev.  Charles  T.  Quintard,  M. 
D.,  since  his  ordination  in  Januaiy,  has  been  laboring  very  diligently 
and  efficiently  at  Ravenscroft  chapel,  Randolph,  and  the  vicinity. 

The  following  i&  the  list  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders;  Lacy  Jones,  at 
the  Theo.  Seminary  of  Va.;  Robt  Shropshire,  about  proceeding  to  Nash- 
otah,  Wisconsin;  W.  C.  Gray,  studying  with  Rev.  Dr.  Ridley,  at  Clarks- 
ville;  John  Moore,  under  the  supervision  of  Rev.  Charles  Tomes,  Nashville; 
John  H,  Rowling,  xmder  that  of  Rev.  Mr.  Humes,  Knoxville;  Wm.  Mow- 
bray, under  direction  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sandek,  Chattanooga.  The  three 
last  named  are  candidates  only  for  the  Diaconate.  Mr.  John  T.  Ashley 
having  left  the  Diocese  without  my  permission  or  approbation,  has  been 
stricken  from  the  list  of  candidates.  There  are  some  two  or  three  appli- 
cations from  persons  to  be  received  as  candidates,  but  their  testimonials 
have  not  yet  been  furnished  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Two  of  the  above  named  candidates,  L.  Jones  and  R.  Shropshire,  are 
Bided  in  the  prosecution  of  their  theological  studies  at  Alexandria  and! 
Nashotah,  by  funds  furnished  by  the  Female  Education  and  Missionary 
19ociety  of  Calvary  Ch.,  Memphis. 

This  association  is  yet  small,  and  has  been  in  existence  but  a  short  time; 
yet  the  zeal  and  energy  with  which  they  have  prosecuted  their  truly 
laudable  objects,  as  evidenced  by  the  contribution  of  |200,  to  assist  in 
the  education  of  candidates  for  orders,  and  |25  to  a  mission  in  the  diocese^ 
«ie  worthy  of  high  commendation.  I  trost  that  their  example  will  be  imi- 
tated in  other  parishes.  Should  it  be  so,  there  cannot  be  a  doubt  that 
ample  means  would  be  supplied  to  educate  all  our  candidates  for  orders, 
Bnd  our  Missionary  operations  be  greatiy  strengthened  and  enlarged.  AH 
this,  with  the  additional  consciousness  of  doing  good,  might  be  accom- 
plished with  very  littie  self-denial  by  hundreds  in  our  communion,  and 
without  the  sacrifice  of  any  personal  or  social  comfort.  And  even  if  it 
demanded  sacrifice,  what  christian  would  refuse  it  when  he  reads:  **To  do 
good  and  distribute,  forget  not^  for  with  such  sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased." 

I  must  again  call  the  attention  of  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy,  and 
through  them  the  notice  of  the  Laity,  to  the  &ct  that  the  Diocese  of 
Tennessee  is  still  reported  as  among  the  lowest  in  amount  on  the  list  of 
contributors  to  the  Missionary  funds  of  the  Church,  fi>r  the  extension  of 
the  Gospel  at  home  or  abroad  Every  parish  in  the  diocese,  with  the  ex- 
-eeption  of  St  John^s  Church,  Ashwood,  has  been  aided  by  appropriations 
myeazs  past  from  the  Dom.  Com.  of  Missions.  Severed  of  them  have 
beea  liberally  sustained,  and  yet  year  after  year  has  rolled  away,  and 
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scarcely  anj  acknowledgment  has  been  made  by  any  of  our  congregations 
for  the  debt  of  gratitude  which  such  cherishing  care  and  sympathy  de- 
manded. I  had  hoped  that  the  repeated  statement  o(  this  &ct  would 
rouse  attention  to  the  call  of  duty  in  this  work.  But  hitherto  it  seems  to 
have  attracted  little  or  no  notice  among  ourselves. 

I  wish  also  to  call  attention  to  the  claims  of  the  Bishop  White  Prayer 
Book  Society  upon  the  members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  for  assis- 
tance in  the  prosecution  of  its  work.  This  institution  is  nearly  co-eval 
with  my  <sonsecration,  in  January,  1834,  and  the  idea  of  its  establishment 
was  first  suggested  by  statements  made  at  a  meeting  then  held,  in  St. 
James'  Church,  Philadelphia,  for  the  pui-pose  of  aiding  the  church  in  the 
west  The  credit  of  this  suggestion  is  due  to  the  pious  and  lamented  Dr. 
G.  T.  Bedell,  whose  movement  was  warmly  seconded  by  Dr.  De  Lanoey, 
now  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York. 

Since  the  formation  of  the  Society,  this  diocese  has  received 
iromit^  in  the  shape  of  donations,  2,510  copies  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer.  From  sales  and  donations  in  return,  tho/Society  has  received 
from  us  l29i|);  that  is,  the  Prayer  Book  has  cost  us  one  cent  and  one 
mill  per  copy.  It  seems  to  me,  that  in  almost  all  other  cases,  such  a  state* 
ment  as  this  would  be  all  that  was  needed  to  stimulate  a  reflecting  people, 
to  wipe  away  the  reproach  implied  in  it.  But  it  may  be  well  for  us,  per- 
haps, to  consider  this  matter  under  another  aspect  We  complain,  and 
justly,  it  may  be,  of  the  apathy  and  irreligion  of  men  around  us,  and  the 
want  of  zeal  among  ourselves.  May  not  much  of  it  be  owing  to  the  fact, 
that  we  have  been  so  liberally  dealt  with  by  our  church  institutions  out  of 
the  diocese,  and  thus  have  learned  to  rely  on  others  rather  than  on  our- 
selves. We  care  little  for  that  which  costs  us  little.  May  not  this  be 
the  reason  why  so  feeble  responses  are  made  by  us  to  the  calls  of  the 
Missionary,  Prayer  Book,  S.  School  and  Tract  Societies  of  the  church, 
and  that,  therefore,  the  Great  Head  of  the  church  withholds  his  blessing 
from  us,  and  permits  us  to  be  afflicted  with  spiritual  leanness?  It  be- 
comes us  all,  to  lay  these  things  seriously  to  heart,  and  to  remember  that 
^  whom  much  is  given,  of  the  same  much  will  be  required.'* 

I  feel  constrained  to  invoke  the  serious  and  earnest  attention  of  this 
convention  to  another  matter,  involving  as  I  conceive  very  deeply  the 
interests  of  the  diocese.  I  refer  to  the  condition  of  the  Columbia  Female 
Institute.  This  institution  it  is  well  known,  was  established  with  the  dis- 
tinct understanding  that  it  was  to  be  under  the  management  of  members 
and  friends  of  the  Prot  Ep.  Church,  and  that  its  religious  character  was  to 
be  in  keeping  with  the  teachings  of  the  Prayer  BooL    The  public  have 
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had  no  other  view  of  the  subject  It  has  sl^&js  been  regarded  and  spo- 
ken of  as  a  Seminary  onder  the  auspices  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  In 
Januaiy  1847,  a  lease  of  the  property  was  made  by  the  Trustees  to  the 
Rector  upon  certain  conditions,  among  which  was  the  assumption  by  him 
of  the  debt  then  remaining  due,  to  some  of  the  Banks  from  the  Institution. 
The  misfortane  which  befell  the  Institute  in  1852,  led  to  the  cancelling 
of  the  articles  of  lease  between  the  Trustees  and  the  former  Rector,  and 
obliged  the  Board  to  resume  a  part  of  the  debt  still  remaining  unpaid. 
It  was  not  to  be  expected  that  the  school  would  speedily  recover  from  the 
effects  of  the  terrible  disaster  which  had  befallen  it  It  requires  patience, 
long  persererance,  and  diligent  labor  to  do  away  the  influence  of  an  injury 
so  peculiar  as  the  one  referred  to,  and  which  fortunately  is  of  rare  occur- 
rence. The  school  was  reoiganized  in  Sept  1852,  and  under  every  disad- 
vantage foreseen,  and  some  adverse  circumstances  certainly  not  anticipa- 
ted, it  has  accomplished,  fully  as  much  as  could  be  reasonably  expected. 
Sdll  its  patronage  does  not  yield  a  revenue  sufficient  to  meet  its  indebted- 
ness of  #2000  or  thereabouts:  and  it  is  to  devise  some  means  by  which 
this  sum  can  be  raised  and  paid,  that  the  wisdom  and  counsels  of  this 
convention  is  most  respectfully  asked. 

This  coune  has  been  adopted  not  without  earnest  efforts  and  urgent  ap- 
plications, on  my  part,  in  other  quarters,  to  meet  the  emergency. 

Some  years  ago  the  Board  of  Trustees  entered  into  a  written  stipulation 
with  me  to  pUce  the  property  of  the  Institute  as  fiir  as  they  could  do  so 
by  law,  under  the  control  of  the  Convention  of  the  Church,  upon  the  con- 
dition that  the  debt  should  be  paid.  I  entertain  no  doubt  that  the  Board 
will  readily  cany  out  that  stipulation  on  the  terms  named.  A  large  sum 
of  money  amounting  to  10  or  12  thousand  dollare  has  been  collected  be- 
yond the  limits  of  the  diocese,  for  the  relief  of  this  Institution.  It  was  giv- 
en upon  the  presumption  that  it  was  a  Church  School,  and  hence  the 
pro^fMty  ought  fiurly  and  justly,  to  that  extent  at  least,  be  under  the  con- 
tnl  of  the  Church  by  its  Convention.  Scarcely  any  contribution  to  its 
funds  has  been  made  in  this  diocese,  beyond  the  bounds  of  Mauiy  county. 
I  am  very  desirous  to  see  it  made  what  it  was  intended  originally  to  be 
a  school  lor  the  religious  training  as  well  as  the  intellectual  improvement 
of  the  young.  This  I  feel  every  confidence,  can  be  done.  It  requires 
but  the  co-operation  of  the  friends  and  members  of  the  Church  in  the 
diocese,  to  secure  it  all  the  patronage  that  is  desirable,  while  the  payment 
of  the  debt  that  now  embarrasses  it,  and  threatens  its  transfer  by  a  public 
sale,  to  other  hands,  cannot  surely  be  beyond  our  ability.    Let  it  not  be 
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foigotten  that  it  is  the  only  seminary  of  learning  in  operation,  havii^  any 
connection  with  the  Church  in  this  diocese,  and  that  a  very  large  portion  of 
the  funds  to  secure  its  establishment,  was  contributed  by  members  of  our 
communion  abroad.  This  circumstance  alone  would  seem  to  make  it  our 
duty  to  secure  the  property  for  the  objects  first  contemplated,  and  we 
could  bcarcely  with  credit  to  ourselves,  allow  it  to  pass  into  the  possession 
of  those  alien  to  the  Church. 

There  are  some  subjects  of  general  interest^  upon  which  it  was  my 
purpose  to  offer  some  remarks,  but  the  time  already  taken  up  with  this  re^ 
port  hardly  allows  of  its  extension. 

Within  the  last  year  the  diocese  of  New  York  as  well  as  the  Church 
at  large,  has  been  called  to  mourn  over  the  sudden  death  of  the  RL  Rev- 
Br.  Wainwright  He  was  a  Bishop  greatly  respected  for  his  talents  useful- 
ly employed  in  the  cause  of  religion,  much  venerated  for  his  piety,  and 
enlightened  zeal  for  the  Church,  and  as  much  beloved  for  his  great  urban- 
ity. He  died  on  the  21st  of  last  Sept.  His  brief  Episcopate  was  distin- 
guished by  abundant  labors,  and  blessed  of  God  by  large  additions  to  the 
Ministry  and  communion  of  the  Church.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  the 
Rt  Rev,  Dr.  H.  Potter,  who  was  consecrated  in  November  last 

The  number  of  our  Bishops  has  been  increased  by  the  election  and  con- 
secration of  the  Rt  Rev.  H.  W.  Lee,  as  Bishop  of  Iowa,  and  of  the  Rt, 
Rev.  Thos.  M.  Clark,  as  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island. 

The  subject  oi  the  colonization  of  the  free  bhick  people  oi  this  country, 
on  the  Western  Coast  of  Africa,  is  every  day  assuming  importance  to  the 
philanthropist  and  the  statesman.  It  loses  none  of  its  interest  to  ourselves^ 
from  considering  that  we  have  a  Bishop  there,  actively  engaged  in  'Si- 
ting in  order  the  things  that  are  wanting"  for  the  increase  of  virtue  and 
religion,  in  establishing  schools  and  sending  missionaries  to  the  barbar 
reus  and  savage  tribes  that  border  on  the  colonies.  A  recent  circular 
from  the  Secretary  and  General  Agent  of  the  A.  C.  Society,  states  th«A<ita 
fiinds  are  greatly  deficient^  and  inadequate  to  meet  the  demand  made 
upon  its  treasury  for  the  transportation  of  those  desirous  of  emigrating  to 
Africa.  In  view  of  this  fSact  and  of  the  Hvely  interest  we  ought  to  feel  in 
this  enterprise  of  colonization,  both  as  christians  and  patriots.  I  respect>- 
fuUy  recommend  that  our  congregations  be  called  together  on  the  4thJulyy 
the  anniversary  of  our  National  Independence,  that  the  clergy  preach  on 
the  occasion  and  a  collection  be  made  in  aid  of  African  colonization,  or  of 
the  missions  of  our  Church  under  the  direction  of  the  Rt  Rev.  Bishop 
Payne. 
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Pnjmg  Almighty  God  to  grant  to  jou  '^e  spirit  of  wisdom  and  un- 
deistanding''  in  your  deliberations.

The  Parochial  Reports  were  then  read,  and  on  motion,  re* 
ferred  with  the  Bishop's  Address  to  the  Rev.  Meseni.  Tomes, 
Ridley  and  W.  H.  Hardin,  as  a  Committee  on  the  state  of  the 
Church. 

On  motion,  Resolved^  To  refer  so  mach  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  as  relates  to  the  Columbia  Female  Institute  to  a 
committee  of  two. 

Whereupon,  the  chair  appointed  Rev.  Mr.  Pise  and  Francis 
B.  Fogg,  Esq.,  on  that  committee. 

On  motion.  Resolved^  That  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  which  relates  to  the  Female  Education  and  Mission- 
ary Society  of  Calvary  Church,  Memphis,  be  referred  to  a 
committee.

dollars,  when  the  interest  of  the  same,  or  income  therefrom, 
shall  be  applied  to  the  annual  support  of  the  Episcopate."

In  order  to  secure  the  punctual  payment  of  these 
assessments,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  each 
Parish— or  in  case  tiie  Parish  be  destitute  of  a  Minister,  the 
Senior  Warden — to  make  provision  by  collections  or  other* 
wise,  at  least  one  week  previous  to  the  time  each  quarterly 
payment  falls  due,  for  meeting  the  drafts  or  calls  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 
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See.  4.    As  sec.  3  now  is."

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^WhereaSy  by  resolution  of  this  Board,  adopted  on  the  14th 
September,  1844,  it  was  Resolved ^  That  so  so^n  as  the  debt 
now  dne  and  owing  by  the  Board  is  paid  and  discharged,  as 
tar  as  the  Board  is  concerned,  ike  property  should  be  consid* 
'  ered  as  belonging  to,  and  under  the  control  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  in  the  State  of  Tennessee:  And  tohereas^ 
there  is  atill  a  debt  due  and  owing  by  the  Trustees  of  the  In- 
stitate,  on  behalf  of  the  Institute,  and  contributions  are  asked 
for  the  payment  of  the  unpaid  debt.  On  motion,  it  is 
Resolved^  That  so  far  as  any  future  contributions  are  made 
towards  the  satisfaction  of  said  debt,  and  whenever  said  debt 
is  paid,  the  Board  of  Trustees  do  consider,  and  will  consider 
the  said  resolution  heretofore  as  adopted,  as  binding  upon 
them." 

This  resolution  secures  the  property  to  the  use  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  for  the  purpose  of  Fe- 
male  Education,  as  provided  in  the  original  charter  and  laws 
of  the  Institute,  as  soon  as  the  now  existing  debt  is  paid.  It 
IB  therefore  important  that  energetic  measures  should  be 
adopted  to  secure  the  desired  advantages.  Your  committee 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resohed^  That  the  Right  Reverend  Bishop  of  this  Diocese 
be  requested  and  authorised  to  appoint  the  Rev.  Mr.  Quintard 
to  solicit  contributions  for  the  benefit  of  the  Columbia  Female 
Institute,  and  particularly  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  debts 
now  due,  and  that  the  money  collected,  after  deducting  the 
coropensation  and  eirpenses  to  be  allowed,  may  from  time  to 
time  be  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  said  debts. 

Resolved  J  That  if  it  is  deemed  necessary  and  expedient,  the 
Bishop  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  an  additional  agent, 
or  agents,  for  the  above  purposes.  DAVID  PISE.

That  in  view  of  the  great  deficiency  of  Clergymen  to  meet  the  argent  calls  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Church;  and  in  yiew,  likewise,  of  the  slow  increase  in  the 
number  of  candidates  for  Orders,  it  would  be  yery  desirable  to  have  the  attention  of 
the  whole  body  of  our  communicants  constantly  drawn  to  the  sad  fact,  that  the  labor- 
/^  ers  are  not  sufficient  to  gather  the  harvest.  It  would  seem  that  when  attention  was 
once  directed  to.  the  magnitude  of  the  want,  a  corresponding  interest  would  be  felt 
in  devising  means  to  meet  that  want  And  for  the  double  purpose  of  awakening 
greater  personal  interest  in  the  matter  of  procuring  an  adeqiiate  supply  of  Clergy- 
men, and  of  raising  funds  for  tiie  promotion  of  so  good  a  work,  it  would  appear  to 
your  committee,  that  such  associations  as  the  one  referred  to  by  the  Bishop  in  his 
address,  would  greatly  tend  toward  the  promotion  of  the  olgect,  and  they  would  re- 
commend that  efforts  should  be  made  for  the  establishment  of  similar  associations  in

The  Committee  to  whom  the  subject  has  been  referred,  report  Uie  following  statasli- 
cal  account  of  the  present  state  of  the  Church,  so  fitf  as  correct  infotmation  may  be 
gathered  from  the  Bishop's  Address  and  the  Parochial  reports: 

The  number  of  organized  Parishes  is 17 

The  number  of  Clergy  canonicaUy  resident  in  the  Diocese  is 20 

Clergy  in  charge  of  parishes  or  missionary  stations 16 

The  number  of  parishes  without  Ministers  is 6 

The  number  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  is 6 

The  present  number  of  communicanto  as  reported 798 

Persons  engaged  in  Sunday  School  teaching 64 

ChOdren  attending  Sunday  Sdiool  instruction S40 

Since  the  last  Convention  there  appear  to  have  been,  148  infant  baptbms. 

40  adult  baptisms. 
98  confirmationB. 
28  marriages. 
67  burials. 
And  oontribuUont  as  church  offerings  to  the  amount  of     $3144  60. 
By  comparing  the  above  statement  with  similar  stetements  made  at  previous  Con- 
ventions, the  Committee  can  find  but  little  cause  of  gratulation.    As  far  back  as  the 
year  1889,  there  were  fburteen  organised  parishes  in  this  Diocese.    The  number 
since  then  organized  has  been  but  four;  while  one  has  been  disbanded.    There  has 
eonseqvently  been  an  actual  Increase  of  only  three  parishes  in  the  Diocese  during  a 
period  6f  sixteen  years. 
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At  tilie  ConTention  of  1849,  there  were  twenty  clergymen  connected  with  the 
Bioeeae,  and  now,  bU  years  later,  the  number  is  the  same. 

In  1853,  the  number  of  communicants  reported,  was  761.    There  has  been, 
therefore,  an  increase  of  only  forty-two  in  two  years. 

From  accounts  which  the  committee  has  received  from  other  sources,  besides  the 
Address  of  the  Bishop,  of  the  large  number  of  people  who  attended  with  interest 
he  hborious  and  self-denymg  elForts  which  he  has  made  during  the  past  year,  to 
spread  abroad  through  this  J>ioce8e  the  truths  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ;  and  as  those 
tratfas  are  embodied  in  the  order,  discipline  and  services  of  the  church,  the  com- 
mittee cannot  attribute  the  present  depressed  state  of  the  church,  as  exhibited,  in 
comparing  her  present  with  her  former  condition,  to  any  cause  which  may  not  be 
obiriated  and  overcome  by  proper  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  clergy  and  laity— what 
those  efforts  should  be,  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  this  committee  even  to  sug- 
gest Their  duty  is  occomplished  by  bringing  before  this  Convention  the  bare 
naked  fkcts  which  exhibit  the  true  state  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  The  com- 
mittee, however,  beg  leave  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of 
this  Convention,  and  through  them,  upon  the  minds  of  the  whole  Church  in  this 
Dioeese,  the  unpromishig  state  in  which  the  Church  is,  the  importance  of  seriously 
eoosldering  the  same,  and  then:  duty  to  devote  themselves  more  fiiithfully  to  the 
KfTioe  of  their  Lord  and  Master,  so  that  men  may  see  their  good  works,  and  glorify 
tiieir  Father  in  Heaven;  so  that  their  lives  may  add  force  to  their  words,  when  they 
say  to  others  **Come  thou  with  us  and  we  will  do  thee  good,  for  the  Lord  hath

Tlie  Commtttee  ^>pohited  to  take  into  consideration  what  measures  can  be  adopted* 
to  promote  the  extension  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  respectfully  report 

ThU  it  becomes  their  duty,  first  to  enquire  faito  the  causes  of  the  present  drcum- 
aeribed  condition  of  the  Church  hi  Tennessee,  that  they  may  be  the  better  able  to 
•oggMt  the  remedy. 

The  first  cause  which  your  committee  would  mention,  why  the  Church,  after  the 
kboffioiiB  effortsof  the  present  Bishop  of  the  diocese,  for  twenty  years  of  hard  service, 
is  so  Uttle  extended  among  a  population  now  amounting  to  nearly  one  miUlion  and  a 
haU;  is  the  little  security  for  temporal  support  to  clergymen  hi  accepting  the  charge 
of  old  estaUisbed  parishes  even. 

There  is  scarcely  an  histance  where  the  Rector  of  a  parish  has  not  been  compelled 
to  teach  ioit  five  days  in  the  week  in  order  to  secure  the  means  of  support  for  himself 
and  fiunily,  so  that  he  oould  preach  the  Gospel  on  Sundays  almost  without  charge  to- 
the  people— and  this,  not  merely  hi  the  organisation  of  the  Parish,  but  long  after  the 
time  when  he  mi^t reasonably  hope  tobe  released  from  so  toOsome  a  task—and  thi* 
is  trae  of  Bishop,  Priest  fnd  Deacon. 

Oniof  the  ItParisheshi  the  diooese,  only  6  give  a  sahry  which  exempte  thew 
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Ministers  from  teaching  or  other  means  of  support — 6  derive  aid  from  the  Diooeaon 
or  Domestic  Board  of  Missions. 

Now,  your  committee  ask,  can  men  so  occupied  with  other  duties  than  those 
which  their  ordination  vows  Impose,  find  time  to  do  Missionary  work  beyond  tha 
vlimits  of  their  respective  cures?    It  is  manifestiy  impossible. 

Tour  committee  are  sure  that  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese  are  not  indolent  men, 

desiring  snug  parishes  and  easy  duty.    They  are,  as  a  body,  hard-working  men — 

-not  afraid  of  the  plough-handle— but  are  ready  and  willing  to  labor  to  the  extent  of 

their  ability,  for  the  extension  of  the  Church,  and  by  it,  as  God's  hkstramentali^,  fiw 

the  salvation  of  men,  through  the  blood  of  the  Redeemer. 

All  they  ask  is  a  bare  support;  that  they  may  devote  themselves,  body,  sool  and 
spirit,  to  this  labor  of  love — and  this  they  have  a  right  to  demand  at  the  hands  of 
those  for  whose  best  interests  they  spend  their  strength. 

Your  committee  r^'oice  that  the  attention  of  the  Laity  is  at  length  aroused  to  the 
true  state  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese — ^to  the  importrnce  and  necessity  of  doing 
something  at  once  and  vigorously,  for  her  extension,  if  not  for  her  preservation  here. 
They  regard  it  as  one  step  in  the  right  direction;  and  eamesUy  invoke  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Laity  with  the  clergy,  in  that  work  to  which  they  are  pledged  by  the  modt 
solemn  vows. 

Another  cause  why  the  Church  Is  still  so  cucumscribed,  is  the  universal  substita- 
tion  of  the  Parochial  for  the  Itinerant  system. 

A  new  country  is  Missionary  ground.  The  Parochial  system  is  not  adapted  to 
Missionary  labor.    The  natural  order  of  things,  here  as  elsewhere,  has  been  inverted. 
The  Parochial  system  has  been  attempted  first,  until,  by  a  mortifying  fiulure  we 
have  been  driven  to  see  the  error,  when  ahnoet  too  late  to  remedy  the  evil 

The  truth  is,  the  Church  is  aggressive — she  must  begin  her  work  upon  indirldTialn 
she  is  first  to  gather  in.    This  the  work  of  an  Itinerancy.    She  is  then  to  keep  and 
train.    This  is  her  work  as  seen  in  her  parochial  system.    But  the  material  moat 
first  be  gathered,  before  it  can  be  wrought  into  shape.. 

Now  who  is  to  perform  this  elementary  work?  Who  but  the  christian  Minister, 
sent  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  and  carrying  the  Church  in  hhnself,  for 
the  time  bemg,  into  the  wildemessl 

But  how  can  he  go  upon  this  aggressive  worit  on  shi  and  error  and  pr^'udice,  nn- 
less  he  be  sustained  by  the  Church  at  home? 

Who  is  to  hold  up  the  hands  and  sustain  the  sinking  head  of  the  toSBng  wanderer, 
but  the  Church  at  home? 

There  are  many,  surrounded  with  the  comforts  of  domestic  life,  sustained  and 
supported  by  the  sympathies  of  a  devoted  flock,  who  would  wflBngly  fbrsgo  all  ibeae 
advantages,  and  go  fortii  to  do  Uiis  first  work  of  tiie  Church,  if  she,  as  God's  al- 
moner,  will  only  give  them  bread  to  eat  and  raiment  to  wear.  The  question  is  then, 
will  she  do  it? 

Anotiier  cause  of  tiie  evfl  lamented,  is,  in  tiie  opinion  of  your  committee,  tiie  want 
of  infonnation  as  to  what  the  Churoh  reafiy  is. 

One  remedy  for  this  is,  the  extensive  cireulation  of  books  and  tracts  setting  forth 
what  religion  is,  as  taught  by  tiie  Church,  which  will  serve  to  enlighten  ignorance 
and  disarm  prejudice.  ^ 
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But  wbdnoe  are  to  be  derired  the  funds  for  ihe  purchue  and  circilation  of  rach 
means  of  knowledge?    Manifestly  from  the  Laity. 

Every  parish  clergyman  could  carculate  to  great  advantage  tracts  and  books  to 
the  amount  often  or  twenty  dollars  worth,  annually  in  his  own  neighborhood,  and 
would  do  it,  if  he  could  ndse  these  sums  for  that  olject^ 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  establishment  of  Depositories,  for  the 
sale  of  Church  Books  and  Tracts,  at  Memphis,  Nashville  and  Knoxville,  provided  the 
necessary  means  be  furnished  by  the  Laity. 

Tour  committee  could  also  show  further,  did  Ume  allow,  that  the  evil  lameBted 
originates  not  so  much  in  the  want  of  adaptation  of  the  Oiurch  to  the  masses,  as 
In  the  want  of  coH>peration  of  the  Laity  with  the  clergy,  in  the  work  of  Church  ex- 
tendon. 

And  with  a  view  to  awakening  the  Church  to  a  sense  of  her  capability  and  duty 
as  a  Missionary  Society,  to  extend  the  knowledge  of  her  claims,  and  her  ways,  and 
to  enlarge  her  boundaries  within  the  state,  your  committee  would  recommend  the 
meeting  of  the  clergy  in  convocation  at  the  four  stated  seasons  of  ordination. 

These  are^  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  some  of  the  causes,  and  tke  reme- 
dies of  that  condition  of  things  implied  in  the  Resolution,  on  which  they  have  been 

appointed  to  act

CANON  V. 

Sio.  2.  fiyery  Minister  of  this  Diocese  shall^  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  erery 
annual  (Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bi^op,  to  the 
t^resident  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  baptized  and  confirmed 
since  the  last  annual  Convention,  the  number  of  those  who  partake  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  specifying  the  additions  or  removals  that  may  have  taken  place;  and  the 
number  of  marriages  and  funerals:  he  shall  also  report  the  number  of  pupils  and 
teachers  connected  with  Sunday-school  instruction  in  the  parish,  and  the  amount  of 
the  'Ofiferings  of  the  Church;**  stating  the  objects  to  which  such  offerings  are  appro- 
priated, and  what  has  been  done  in  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  the  Conven- 
tion. (He  shall  also  report  the  name  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Vestry  or  congrega- 
tion with  which  he  may  be  connected  as  Bector  or  as  officiatbg  Minister.) 

The  parochial  report  may  also  present  concisely  any  other  matters  of  fiict  which 
show  the  state  of  the  parish. 

CANON  Xia.'^Parwihial  AueimenU. 

Sko.  1.  At  each  annual  Convention,  assessments  shall  be  laid  upon  the  oeYeral 
Parishes  to  provide  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  for  the  ensuing  year;  and  to 
meet  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

Sic.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diooese  to  collect  by  draft 
upon  the  Treasurer  of  each  Parish,  or  otherwise,  the  amount  of  its  assessment  in 
four  quarterly  instalments,  viz:  on  the  1st  of  August,  1st  of  November,  1st  of  Feb- 
ruary, and  1st  of  May. 

Sko.  8.  In  order  to  secure  the  punctual  payment  of  these  assessments,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  each  Parish— or  in  case  the  Parish  be  destitute  of  a 
Minister,  the  Senior  Warden — ^to  make  provision  by  collections  or  otherwise,  at 
least  one  week  previous  to  the  time  each  quarteriy  payment  falls  due,  for  meeting 
the  drafts  or  calls  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sko.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  regularly  charge  the  said  assessments  on  his  books 
against  each  vestry,  crediting  the  same  with  payments  when  made;  and  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Convention  the  state  of  his  accounts  with  each  parish,  which  report 
shall  be  entered  on  the  Journals  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XI.— 0/  th$  Pemhn  Fund. 

Sio.  1.  It  shaU  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  having  charge  of  a  parish  in  this 
Diocese,  and  of  the  Wardens  where  there  is  no  Clergymen,  to  make  a  collection, 
axmually,  at  Christmas,  (or  in  some  other  mode,  annually  to  obtain  contributions,) 
ibr  creating  a  permanent  fimd  in  aid  of  aged  and  infirm  dergymen,  togetlMr  with 
the  widows  and  orphans  «f  deceased  Clergymen. 
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CANOK  XIV. 

*lt  than  be  the  duty  of  every  PariBh  in  this  Diocese  to  make  a  collection  on 
Easte^day  of  each  year,  or  in  some  other  way  annually  to  contribute  towards  erect- 
ing a  permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

The  Convention  shall  appoint  three  Laymen  to  act  as  trustees  of  the  Episcopate 
fond,  to  whose  bands  the  fimd  thus  ooUected,  shall  be  entrusted,  with  any  other  mo* 
niee  or  property  which  may  be  given  by  bequest  or  otherwise,  for  this  purpose. 

The  trustees  of  this  fund  shall  safely  invest  the  same  for  accumulation  until  it 
shaO  reach  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  when  the  interest  of  the  same,  or 
income  therefrom,  shall  be  applied  to  the  annual  tmpport  of  the  Episcopate.**

The  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  assembled  in 
Trinity  Church,  Clarksville,  on  Wednesday,  the  21sl  day  of 
May,  A.  D.  1856,  according  to  appointment. 

After  Morning  Prayer  and  the  Administration  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  the  Rt.  Rev.  James  H.  Ote%  D.  D.,  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  and  ex  officio  Presidenl  of  the  Convention, 
caused  to  be  read  a  list  of  clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese 
and  entitled  to  seats;  of  whom  were  present:

The  President  then  declared  the  Convention  duly  organized. 
On  motion,  the  Oanon  requiring  elections  to  be  made  by 
ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev.  David  Pise  was  elect- 
ed Secretary. 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved^  That  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
last  Convention  be  adopted  for  the  government  of  the  present 
Convention,  as  follows,  viz: — 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introdaced  with  a  form  of  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  business  of  the  House, 
unless  he  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  Every  member  speaking  in  debate  shall  rise  fiom  his  seat,  and  with- 
out advancing,  shall  respectfully  address  the  President,  confining  bis  ob- 
servations  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  ahall  apeak  more  than  twice  in  the  samedebaie  withooft 
permission  from  the  President. 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  not  again  be  brought  be- 
fore the  House,  unless  on  a  motion  for  reconsideration  made  by  one  of  the 
majority. 
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7.  No  motion  sball  be  considered  as  before  tbe  Hou<<e,  unless  it  be 
seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing,  wben  required. 

8.  The  qneBtion  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shnll  be  taken  immedi- 
ately and  without  debate. 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved^  That  Clergymen  belonging  to 
this  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention,  Cler- 
gymen belonging  to  other  Dioceses,  and  Candidates  for  Holy 
Orders  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned,  to  meet  at  9  o'clock  to- 
morrow morning. 

Thursday,  May  22d,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 
The  Convention  assembled  in  Trinity  Church,  the  Bishop 
in  the  chair.    After  prayers  by  the  President,  the  rolPwas 
called,  and  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  Session  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Fagg  and  Tomes,  and  Mr.  A.  0.  Harris 
appeared  and  took  their  seats.  Certificates  of  Lay-delegates 
from  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  and  Trinity  Church,  Clarks- 
ville,  were  laid  on  the  Secretary's  table,  and  referred  to  the 
comnodtt^e,  who  reported  the  following  as  duly  elected:

On  the  list  being  called,  James  Diggons  and  H.  M.  R.  Fogg 
answered  to  their  namts  and  took  their  seats. 

On  motion,  the  ballot  being  dispensed  with,  A.  0.  Harri)< 
was  re-elected  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 
The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address. 
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ADDRESS. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergt  and  Laitt: — 

The  following  statement  will  furnish  an  account  of  the  official  ser- 
viceR  which  I  have  performed  during  the  current  Conventional  year,  and 
which  the  Canon  requires  me  to  lay  before  you. 

Sunday,  May  6,  1855. — Prayers  were  read  and  sermons  wete  preached 
at  three  different  times  to-day  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  and  tufo 
persons  were  cofidrmed. 

Tuesday,  May  8. — Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  at  night. 

Wednesday,  May  9. — After  prayers  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Tomes  and  Fagg 
in  the  same  Church,  I  preached  at  night,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 
The  same  night,  I  left  Nashville  for  Philadelphia  to  meet  thn  Commission 
of  Bishops  on  the  Memorial  of  Rev.  Dr.  Muhlenburg  and  others,  and  ar- 
rived at  my  place  of  destination  on  the  19ih  of  May,  in  the  evening.  On 
the  way  I  preached  for  the  Congregation  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Peters- 
burg, Va. 

The  Commission  of  Bishops  met  on  Monday  the  Slst  of  Maj  and 
continued  in  Session  till  Thursday  the  24th. 

During  my  stay  in  Philadelphia  I  preached  in  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
and  in  St.  Peter's. 

On  my  way  from  Philadelphia  I  had  the  pleasure  of  being  present  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Maryland  Convention  in  Baltimore,  and  of  receiving 
a  hearty  welcome  from  the  Bishop  and  his  Cleigy  and  people.  Among 
them,  I  was  rejoiced  to  meet  many  beloved  friends,  some  of  them  former 
fellow  laborers  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  my  spirit  was  refreshed 
by  their  cordial  greetings  and  generous  hdlpitality.  I  passed  Sunday, 
June  3d,  in  Baltimore,  and  preached  four  times,  asbisled  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Holy  Communion,  and  baptized  an  infant. 

Purstticg  my  way  towards  Tennessee,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Lynchburg,  in  the  morning  and  evening  of  June  10th;  at  the  Allegheny 
Springs,  June  17th;  and  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  the  2Srd  and  t4th  of 
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June,  I  preached  four  times  at  Salem  in  Va.,  administered  the  Holy  Gom- 
muuion  and  baptized  an  infant. 

Tuesday,  Jane  26. — I  preached  at  Abingdon,  Ya.,  after  prayers  by 
Ber.  Mr.  Lee. 

Friday,  Jane  29. — Having  reached  Greenville,  Tenn.,  (he  field  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Steel's  labors,  who  read  prayers^at  night,  I  preached  to  a  very  re* 
spectable  Congregation.  I  remained  at  this  place  till  July  1 0th,  availing 
myself  of  every  opportunity  to  preach,  and  by  private  monitions  and  ex- 
hortations endeavored  to  awaken  in  the  ppople  a  proper  concern  for  the 
salvation  of  their  souls.  I  fear  that  much  labor  was  bestowed  here,  aa 
at  other  places,  to  very  little  purpose. 

Sunday,  July  1. — Rev.  Mr.  Steel  read  morning  prayer,  and  I  preached 
and  administerei  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  after  prayers 
by  Mr.  Steel,  I  preached  to  the  negroes. 

Monday,  2. — After  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Steel  at  night,  I  preached,  and 
'  confirmed  two  persons. 

Wednesday,  4. — I  delivered  an  address  to  a  large  body  of  the  citizens 
and  to  the  pupils  and  teachers  of  some  of  the  public  schools,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Female  Education. 

Thursday,  5. — At  night,  Mr.  Steel  read  prayers,  and  I  preached. 

Sunday,  8. — At  9  A.  M.,  catechized  the  children;  at  11  A.  M.,  after 
prayers  by  Mr.  Steel,  I  preached.  The  Congregation  was  large  and  at- 
tentive. At  3^  P.  M.,  Mr.  Steel  read  prayers  and  baptized  a  child,  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Lee  from  Abingdon,  Va.,  preached  to  the  negroes.  At 
night,  after  prayers  by  Mr.  Stvel,  I  again  preached,  and  confimed  thr&e 
persons. 

Wednesday,  1 1. — Reached  Knoxville  by  stage.  Thursday  and  Friday 
I  was  occupied  in  examining  John  H.  Rowling,  Candidate  for  Deacon's 
Orders,  and  the  Rev.  Rot>eri  Shepherd  for  the  Priesthood. 

Saturday,  J  4. — Prayers  were  read  in  St.  John's  Church  by  Rev.  Messrs. 
Humes  and  Steel,  and  I  preached  to  a  small  Congregation. 

Sunday,  15. — The  Rev.  Mr.  Humei,  Rector  of  the  Parish,  having  beem 
taken  suddenly  ill,  was  unable  to  officiate.  The  morning  prayer  was  read 
by  Rev.  Messrs.  Steel  and  Gay  of  Loudon,  and  I  preached.  The  Ordi- 
nation service  was  then  proceeded  with,  Mr.  Steel  presenting  the  Candi- 
daiaa»  and  I  admitted  Mr.  J.  H.  Rowling  to  Deacon's  Orders,  aceording 
to  the  provisions  of  Canon  111,  1853;  and  the  Rev.  Robert  Shepherd  to 
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the  Priesthood.    The  CommuDion  was  administered  as  usaal,  of  which  a 
goodly  Dumber  parcook.  ' 

In  the  afternoon  prayers  were  read  by  Eev.  Messrs.  Steel  and  Shep- 
herd, when  I  preached  and-contirmed  Jive  persons. 

Wednesday,  July  18. — This  morping  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  Raw- 
ling,  left  Knoxville,  and  after  a  rid'<f  of  some  five  or  six  miles,  stopped  at 
Mr.  Helm's,  near  a  place  called  Cedar  Grove,  where  an  appcintment  had 
been  made  for  me  to  preach.  A  small  congregation  met  together  in  a 
school-house,  of  whom  only  one  or  two  had  ever  been  present  at  the  Service 
of  our  Church.  To  preach  a  written  discourse  toauch  a  Congregation  would, 
in  my  judgment,  have  been  waste-labor.  I  therefore  addressed  them, 
first  of  all,  upon  the  obligation,  duty  and  privilege  of  prayer,  and  explained, 
in  as  simple  a  manner  as  I  could,  the  forms  which  we  used  in  worship.  The 
Rev.  Messrs.  Rowling  and  Shepherd  then  read  prayers,  and  I  discoursed 
to  the  people  upon  the  interest  they  had  in  the  Salvation  wrought  for  man 
by  Christ  Jesus  our  Saviour.  What  effect  this  manner  of  proceeding  , 
bad  upon  the  minds  of  those  present,  I  have  had  no  means  of  ascertain- 
ing. Our  hearers  were  serious  and  attentive,  aad  I  had  the  satisfaction 
of  leaving  them,  with  the  conviction  resting  on  my  owa  mind,  that  tbey 
comprehended  what  was  spoken  to  them,  and  have  good  hope  that  the 
seed  then  sown  will  produce  fruit  "after  many  days,"  unto  life  everlast- 
ing, through  the  grace  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

Thursday,  July  19. — Arrived  at  Louisville,  a  small  town  on  the  Tennes- 
see river;  and  here  the  same  order  of  worship  and  of  preaching  the  word 
was  observed  as  at  Cedar  Grove  on  yesterday.  After  a  preliminary  and 
explanatory  address  by  myself,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shepherd  read  prayers,  and 
I  preached.  A  very  gratifying  interest  was  manifested  by  many  present 
in  the  earnest  desire  expressed  by  them,  to  have  the  word  spoken  to 
them  again,  and  in  the  readiness  exhibited  by  some,  to  contribute  of  their 
worldly  substance  a  portion,  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  a  place  of  worship. 
This  object  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shepherd  has  been  prosecuting  with  earnestness 
and  zeal  for  some  months  past,  by  soliciting  contributions,  and  I  trust 
that  his  report  will  encourage  us  to  hope  that  his  *'labor  has  not  been  in 
vain." 

Leaving  Loaisville  after  dinner,  we  proceeded  to  Maryville.  An  ap- 
pointment bad  been  made  for  me  at  that  place,  long  and  well  known  as 
the  seat  of  a  Presbyterian  College  and  Theological  Seminary.  Proceed- 
ing to  the  C.  H.,  we  found  a  large  upper  room  filled  with  people.    We 
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endeavored  to  distribute  some  Prayer  Books  amoDg  tbe  congregation  for 
present  use.  None  seemed  disposed  to  take  them.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Shep- 
herd read  prayers;  no  responses  were  heard  save  from  our  own  company 
of  two  or  three  persons,  who  had  come  with  us.  We  called  upon  the  con- 
gregation to  unite  with  us  in  praise  by  singing  a  Psalm.  Again  we  were 
disappointed;  only  a  tongue  here  and  there,  in  the  large  assembly,  was 
loosed  to  "  pra*se  Him,  to  whom  all  praise  is  due."  The  people  had 
evidently  been  drawn  together  by  curiosity  to  witness  something  novel  or 
to  hear  preaching.  They  had  not  come  to  worship.  And  this,  alas  !  is 
the  prevailing  characteristic  of  our  population  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  land.  On  this  occasion,  we  preached  with  all  the  earnest- 
ness we  could  command,  from  feeling  the  weight  of  responsibility  resting 
on  us  as  ministers  of  Christ,  and  from  a  realizing  sense  of  the  value  oC 
the  sottls  before  us.  But  we  felt  all  the  while,  also,  that  we  were  as  "  the 
voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness,"  to  whom  no  heed  or  attention 
would  be  given. 

Friday,  20. — Arriving  at  Montvsle  Springs,  a  delightful  summer  re- 
sort, about  9  A.  M.,  wo  learned  that  our  coming  had  been  anticipated  by  aa 
appointment  for  preaching.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Shepherd  read  prayers  in  the 
dining  ball  of  a  largo  hotel,  and  I  preached  to  a  respectable  and  attentive 
congregation.  A  considerable  number  joined  in  the  responsive  parts  of 
tbe  service. 

Saturday,  21. — The  whole  of  this  day  has  been  occupied  in  traveling 
from  Montvale  to  Chilhowee,  the  residence  of  Mr.  James,  father-in-law  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Shepherd.  I  arrived  about  sun-down,  worn  down  by  fatigue 
and  anxiety.  The  jourcey  had  been  rendered  doubly  unpleasant  by  the 
roughness  of  the  roads,  by  mistaking  the  way,  and  by  the  interruption  of 
thunder  storms,  forcing  us  to  seek  shelter  wherever  we  could  find  it. 

Sunday,  22. — There  being  no  house  of  worship  near  at  hand,  which 
we  could  occupy,  our  services  to  day  were  held  in  a  large  upper  room  of 
the  factory  belonging  to  Mr.  James.  At  an  early  hour  of  the  day,  peo- 
ple began  to  assemble  from  all  the  surrounding  country.  The  lowlands 
bordering  on  the  Tennessee,  as  it  meanders  through  this  picturesque  re- 
gion, and  the  coves  of  the  mountains  poured  forth  their  contributions  of 
men,  women  and  children,  who  came  on  foot,  on  horseback,  and  by  wag- 
ons, until  the  gathered  multitude  could,  with  difficulty,  be  accommodated 
tn  the  place  prepared  for  their  reception.  It  seemed  scarcely  credible  that 
so  large  a  number  of  people  could  be  drawn  together  for  worship  in  a 
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ootintry  so  recently  divested  of  nature's  rude  attire.  Whether  drawn  hj 
cariosity  or  by  some  better  motive,  they  came  in  crowds,  and  through  a 
space  of  five  or  six  hours,  duriog  which  our  services  lasted,  they  were 
serious,  attentive  and  decorous  in  their  deportment.  Our  work  was  be- 
gun by  an  address  explanatory  of  our  worship  by  prescript  forms,  fol* 
lowed  by  the  morning  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shepherd,  the  receiving  of 
his  child  into  the  Church,  and  a  sermon  by  myself.  In  the  afternoon 
prayers  wereread^by  Mr.  8.,  and  I  again  preached.  Thus  closed  the  first 
visitation  I  ever  made  to  this  remote  and  secluded  neighborhood;  and 
although  none  were  gathered  into  the  Church  by  a  public  profession  of 
(he  faith  of  Christ  and  administration  of  the  Sacraments,  yet  may  we  trust 
from  the  apparent  seriousness  and  interest  manifested  by  our  hearers, 
that  by  God's  blessing,  fruit  may  spriog  up  from  these  labors,  and  our 
hearts  be  made  glad  by  the  comfortable  assurance  that  we  have  "not 
run  nor  labored  in  vain.'' 

Monday,  23.~Left  Chilhowee  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  Shepherd  for 
the  Mouth  of  Tellico,  the  residence  of  Col.  Niles.  After  getting  tho- 
roughly drenched  by  the  rain  on  the  way,  we  arrived  a  little  while  before 
suuodown.  Here  we  remained  until  Friday.  It  was  our  expectation  to 
have  held  service  at  the  Church  erected  here,  under  the  superintendence 
of  Rev.  Mr.  Gay;  but  several  causes  prevented.  Notice  had  not  been  cir- 
culated through  the  neighborhood  that  any  services  were  contemplated, 
and  the  Church  was  in  an  unfinished  state.  In  addition  to  these  things 
operating  as  hinderances  to  our  holding  service,  we.  may  remark  that  it 
rained  every  day  while  we  stayed  at  the  Mouth  of  Tellico.  Col.  Niles 
and  his  wife  express  a  very  earnest  desire  to  have  the  benefit  of  a  Cler* 
gyman's  services  for  themselves,  children  and  dependants,  and  to  that 
end  are  willing  to  pledge  a  liberal  amount  for  his  support.  To  an  un- 
fluarried  zealous  Clergyman,  it  appears  to  me,  that  the  situation  offers  many 
and  great  attractions;  but  as  yet  I  have  found  no  one  willing  to  assume  the 
responsibility  of  such  a  charge.  In  the  meanwhile  all  the  interests  of  the 
Ohureh  are  suffering  for  the  want  of  an  active  and  efficient  Clergyman, 
and  without  such  assistance  must  soon  be  involved  in  hopeless  ruin. 
Buoh  has  been  the  sad  fate  of  many  neighborhoods  in  this  Diocese,  since 
I  entered  it  nearly  thirty-one  years  ago. 

Saturday,  28. — The  Rev.  Mr.  Shepherd  read  morning  prayer  in  Graee 
Church,  Loudon,  and  I  preached.  The  same  duty  was  discharged  by 
tae  at  night,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Gay. 
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Snndfiy,  29. — This  was  the  day  fixed  upon  by  previous  appointmenti 
snd  notice  given  thereof,  for  the  consecration  of  Grace  Chnrch«  Loudon. 
Of  the  Clergy,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Humes  of  Kaoxville,  Shepherd  of    Chil- 
bowee,  and  Gay  of  Loudon,  were  present;  and  early  in  the  morning  a 
large  congregation  assembled,   filling  the  house  to  its  utmost  capacity, 
wbile  nearly  as  many  stood  around  the  doors  and  under  the  shade  of  the 
trees  surrounding  the  Church.      The  neighboring  towns  of  PhUadelphia, 
Sweet- waterand  Athens,  sent  in  their  quotas  of  living  freight -^by  the 
Rail-road,  so  that  the  congregation  was  great.     Morning  prayer  was  read 
by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Humes  and  Shepherd,  after  the  usual  forma  of  con- 
secrating the  Edifice  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God  according  to  the  or- 
der of  the  Prot.  Ep.  Church.     The  deed  of  endowment  and  letter  of  con* 
aeeration  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gay,  and  the  sermon  was  preached 
by  myself.     Thus  has  another  building  been  set  aside  for  the  sacred  pur- 
poses of  divine  worship  in  our  midst,  for  the  reading  of  God's  Holy  Word, 
and  for  all  other  holy  ofllces  of  religion,  and  a  work  happily  consummat- 
ed, for  which  our  worthy  Missionary  has  labored  diligently  through  long 
years  of  self-denial,  unremitting  toil  and  faithful  prayer.     I  am  sure  that 
I  do  but  give  expression  to  the  feelings  of  your  hearts  in  saying,  "We  wish 
bibi  good  luck  in  the  name  of  the  Lord."     In  the  afternoon,  after  prayers 
by  Rev.  Mr.  Shepherd  and  sermon  by  Rev.  Mr.  Humes,  I  confirmed 
three  persons. 

Tuesday,  31. — Leaving  Loudon  with  Rev.  Mr.  Gay  in  the  morning,  I 
arrived  at  Athens  to  breakfast.  At  11  A.  M.  read  prayers  and  preached 
in  the  Methodist  Church.  Rev.  Mr.  Gay  performed  the  like  services  at 
night  in  the  same  place. 

Wednesday,  August  l.-^At  11  A.  M.,  I  again  preached,  after  prayers 
by  Mr.  Gay.  The  balance  of  this  day  and  the  following,  were  spent  in 
the  country.  They  were  the  days  set  apart  by  public  authority  for  the 
the  election  of  Governor  and  other  officers,  pending  which,  the  people 
were  tOD  much  excited  to  attend  to  the  concerns  of  religion,  and  there- 
fore we  attempted  no  public  services. 

Friday,  3. — Prayers  were  read  by  Mr.  Gay,  and  I  preached  to  a  small 
congregation. 

Saturday,  4. — The  same  services  performed  to-day :  weather  exceed- 
ingly warm. 

Sunday,  5. — At  10^  A.  M.,  Rev.  Mr.  Gay  read  prayers,  and  baptised 
an  adult  in  the  Baptist  Church,  after  which  I  preached.  In  the  after- 
noon I  again  preached  after  prayers,  and  confirmed  one  person.

Monday,  6. — Left  Athens  this  moroingr  for  Chattanooga,  at  which 
place  I  arrived,  very  unwell,  between  4  and  5  P.  M. 

Tuesd-ciy.  7. — Although  suffer'ng  very  much  all  day  from  sickoess^ 
and  the  effect  of  medicine,  I  felt  very  unwilling  to  fail  in  the  appointments 
made  for  preaching.  So  at  night,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Sandels  ia 
the  Prep  byte  ran  Church,  I  preached  to  a  small  congregation.  The  ia« 
clemency  Aft  h-e  weather  prevented  a  large  attendance. 

Wednesday,  8. — The  constant  and  copious  rain  hindered 'our  going  to 
Church  till  night,  when  Mr.  S.  read  prayers  and  I  preached.  Performed 
like  service  the  next  day. 

Friday,  10. — At  night  the  attendance  was  so  thin,  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  that  I  dismissed  the  few  present  with  a  hymn  and  prayers. 

Sunday,  12. — At  10  A.  M.,  Rev.  Mr.  S.  read  prayers  in  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church,  I  preached  and  administered  the  H(»ly  Communion.  At  5 
P.  M.  in  the  same  Church,  I  preached  after  prayers  by  Mr.  S.,  and  con- 
firmed six  persons.  At  7^  P.  M.  unitod  a  couple  in  Matrimony,  and  ai 
night  baptized  two  children. 

Sunday,  19. — At  10^  A.  M.  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes  read  prayers  in  Christ 
Churdi,  Nashville,  assisted  by  Rev.  H.  T.  Lee,  and  I  preached.  At 
night  Mr.  L.  read  prayers  and  I  preached. 

Sunday,  2G. — Read  prayers  and  preached  morning  and  afternoon  in  the 
same  Church. 

Saturday,  Sept.,  1. — Read  prayers  in  Christ  Church  and  baptized  an 
adult  and  a  child. 

Sunday,  2. — Read  morning  prayer,  pteached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion  in  the  same  Church.  In  the  afternoon  read  prayers, 
baptized  an  infant,  preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

Thursday,  8. — In  St.  Paul's  Church,  Franklin,  read  evening  prayer 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pise  preached. 

Friday,  7. — Preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church  at  night,  prayers  by  Messrs. 
Pise  and  Royce. 

Saturday,  8. — The  Rev.  Mr.  Royce  read  morning  prayer,  I  baptized  an 
infant  and  preached.     At  night  I  again  preached,  Mr.  R.  reading  prayers. 

Sunday,  9. — Morning  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr..  Royce;  I  preached  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion.  At  night  Mr.  R.  having  read  prayers, 
I  preached  and  confirmed  three  persofis. 

This  congregation  appears  to  be  steadily  improving  tknder  the  faithful 
and  persevering  labors  of  Rev.  Mr.  Rnyce,  who  has  hitherto  pursued  his 
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work  here  in  the  midst  of  manifoU)  discouragements.  Witbtn  a  few  days 
after  the  conclusion  of  the  ahove  recited  services,  the  minister's  heart  was 
griev^cd  and  the  parish  sustained  a  severe  loss,  by  the  sudden  decease  of 
Mrs.  Mary^Handy.  She  had  been  married  but  a  few  months,  was  almost 
idolized  by  her  husband,  and  being  the  only  daughter  of  a  widowed  mo- 
ther, was  looked  to,  as  the  chief  support  and  comfort  of  her  remaining 
years.  It  seemed  good  to  an  all-wise  Providence  to  remove  her  unexpect- 
edly, and  in  the  midst  of  a  thousand  attractions  to  render  life  desirable. — 
But  she  left  them  all  without  a  murmur,  exhorted  those  nearest  and  dear- 
est to  her  to  be  faithful  in  the  use  of  their  holy  privileges,  and  in  the  con- 
fidence of  a  blessed  immortality  yielded  up  her  spirit  to  Him  who  had 
redeemed  it,  without  a  sigh  or  word  of  regret  for  the  world  she  left  behind. 
''Blessed  are  the  dead,  who  die  iu  the  Lord!" 

Thursday,  13.— <At  Ash  wood  baptized  in  private  a  sick  child. 

Saturday,  15. — At  11  A.M.  in  St.  John's  Church,  Ashwood,  read 
morning  prayer  and  preached.  Tbis  Parish  has  been  without  a  Rector 
since  the  resignation  of  Rev,  Mr.  Harrison  in  June  last.  It  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  the  Vestry  will  take  measures  to  supply  his  place,  at  the  ear- 
liest day  practicable. 

Sunday,  16.— At  St.  Mark's  Church,  Williamsport,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Col- 
lins read  morning  prayer  and  I  preached.  The  like  services  were  per- 
formed at  night  in  the  same  Church. 

Monday,  17. — The  Rev.  Mr.  Collins  read  morning  prayer  and  baptiz- 
ed two  children;  after  which  I  preached.  At  night  after  prayers  by  Mr. 
Collini  and  the  baptism  of  two  adults,  I  preached  and  confirmed  four 
persons. 

Tuesday,  18. — I  again  preached  after  morning  prayer  by  Mr.  Collins, 
and  so  concluded  the  visitation  of  this  Parish.  The  congregations  at  all 
these  services  were  respectable  in  numbers,  and  on  Sunday  large.  To  his 
parochia]  duties  Mr.  Collins  adds  the  labors  of  a  school,  and  though 
bis  Parish  be  an  obscure  and  humble  one,  I  doubt  not  that  in  the  affec- 
tion of  his  flock  he  finds  a  gratifying  reward  for  his  toils  and  efforts  to 
promote  their  spiritual  welfare,  and  that  the  record  of  his  fidelity  is  made 
on  high. 

Wednesday,  19. — In  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pise 
read  prayers  at  night  and  I  preached. 

Friday,  21. — Preached  morning  and  at  night  after  prayers  by  the  Rec- 
tor, the  Rev.  Mr.  Pise;  and  also  at  the  same  hours  on  the  day  following. 
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Sundaj,  23. — Preached  to  large  congregatioas  in  ihe  forenooo  md  ftt 
night  after  prayers  bjr  the  Rector.  This  Parish  seems  to  be  regainini^ 
some  streDgth,  after  its  many  misfortunes,  under  the  faithful  exeriioiis 
and  discreet  deportment  of  its  present  Rector. 

It  is  also  a  circumstance  of  high  gratification  to  report,  that  the  Co- 
lumbia Female  Institute  is  gradually  regaining  the  public  confidence 
which  had  been  so  terribly  shaken  by  the  disasters  of  1852,  and  that  its 
patroaage  is  increasing.  But  it  is  still  more  gratifying  to  know  that 
the  work  of  education  in  this  school  is  now  being  conducted  in  a  way  to 
prepare  the  pupils  more  thoroughly  in  heart  and  mind  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  life  and  the  responsibilities  of  our  entire  be- 
ing, than  at  any  former  period  of  its  history.  It  is  again  commended  to 
the  confidence  and  support,  not  only  of  the  Members  of  the  Church,  but 
of  all  those  who  are  seeking  for  their  daughters  a  careful  and  thorough 
education. 

Wednesday,  26. — Having  reached  Clarksville  by  the  River  o*i  yester- 
day, I  preached  in  Trinity  Church  at  night,  after  prayers  by  the  Rev.  J.  J. 
Ridley. 

Thursday,  27. — Attended  prayers  in  Trinity  Church,  after  which  the 
Rector  baptized  an  adult  by  immersion.  At  night  he  read  prayers  and  I 
preached.     The  congregation  was  very  large. 

Friday,  28, — Attended  prayers  in  Church  at  sun-rise  as  on  yesterday 
and  every  day  during  the  visitation,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  an  op- 
portunity for  enquiry  and  instruction  on  the  subject  of  religion.  At 
10^  A.  M.  after  prayers  I  preached.  At  night  the  Rector  read  prayers 
and  baptized  four  persons,  after  which  I  preached. 

Saturday,  29. — In  the  forenoon  prayers  by  the  Rector,  sermon  by 
myself.  At  night  prayers  were  read  by  the  Rector;  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed thirteen  persons  and  delivered  an  address. 

Sunday,  30. — Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rector  at  sun-rise: — at 
10^  A.  M.  he  read  the  Litany,  and  I  the  ante- Communion,  and  preached. 
The  Lord's  Supper  was  also  administered  to  a  large  number.  At  3  P. 
M.  I  baptized  an  adult  and  infant,  and  at  night  after  prayers  by  the  Rec- 
tor, I  closed  the  visitation  by  a  sermon  to  the  young. 

Sunday,  Oct.,  7. — In  St.  Paul's  Church,  Randolph,  morning  prayer 
was  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Harrison  assisted  by  Dr.  Quintard,  minister  of  the 
Parish,  after  which  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
At  3^  P.  M.  the  Rev.  Dr.  Quintard  read  prayer?,  Mr.  Harrison  preached, 
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•ad  X  ooafirned  tins  jMrtont.    At  night  io  Bafenaetoft  OhaptL  after 
prmjers  by  Dr.  Q.  and  sermon  by  Mr.  Harrison,  I  confirmed  ihrm  per- 


Monday,  8.— Rode  to  Randolph,  and  after  morning  prayer  by  Dr.  Q. 
•od  the  baptism  of  an  adalt»  I  preached.  At  3^  P.  M.  the  like  serricea 
wen  performed  by  us. 

Tnesday,  9.— The  Ber.  Messrs.  Fag^nd  Wheelook  haying  joined  us, 
ihey  read  morning  prayers  in  St  Panra  Church,  I  baptiaed  two  adults 
and  an  infant,  and  preached.  In  the  afternoon  prayera  were  read  by  tha 
amme  brethren,  when  I  baptised  an  adult  and  eonfirmed  Jtp0  persona. 

"Wednesday,  10.^- At  1 1  A.  M.  prayers  were  again  read  by  Ber.  Messrs^ 
Fftgg  and  Wheelock,  when  I  preached.  The  eoncloding  senricea  of  the 
eonTocation  were  performed  by  the  brethren  already  named.  I  was  my- 
■•If  too  unwell  to  take  any  further  part  in  them. 

Friday,  12. — In  company  with  Rev.  Dr.  Quintard,  1  reached  Memphis^ 
and  was  sorry  to  learn  that  a  fatal  sickness  was  eztensiyely  preTalent. 
Among  the  TicUma  to  its  ravages  was  the  wife  of  our  beloved  Brother 
(he  Rev.  Dr.  Page,  who,  in  the  midst  of  domestic  affliction,  did  what  ha 
could  to  relieve  the  pubKc  distress  by  attention  to  the  sick  and  dying, 
and  by  discharging  the  last  offices  of  humanity  to  the  dead.  8neh  ser* 
▼ieea  have  endeared  him  to  his  already  devoted  flock,  and  will  never  be 
forgotten  by  them  and  a  grateful  community.  It  was  my  purpose  on  my 
Arrival  at  Memphis  to  remain  there,  and  share  with  him  these  necessary 
•nd  pious  labors.  But  the  state  of  my  oWn  health,  in  the  opinion  of  my 
medical  friends,  forbade  my  remaining;  and  leaving  to  Dr.  Quintard,  the 
performance  of  the  sad  duties  which  were  about  to  devolve  upon  me,  and 
whkh  he  readily  undertook,  I  left  the  city  the  fallowing  morning,  and 
rejoined  my  family  at  La  Grange.  1  returned  to  the  city  of  Memphis  on 
the  29th  of  October.  During  the  interval  of  my  absence,  I  preached 
once  in  Immanuel  Church,  La  Grange,  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, and  read  prayers  and  preached  twice  in  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Miss. 

Sunday,  Nov.  4.— In  Calvary  Church,  Memphis,  after  prayers  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Page  in  the  morning,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.    In  the  afternoon  baptized  a  child  in  private. 

From  this  time  onward  1  have  generally  officiated  every  Sunday  morn- 
ing by  preaching  in  Cavalry  Church,  except  when  occasionally  called

tway  npon  official  Saty  to  some  of  the  neighboring  eongregationt,  as  in 
the  following  instances: 

Sanday,  11, — At  Covington  in  the  morning  baptized  two  children  in 
private,  and  at  11  o'clock  preached  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Dr.  Qaintard. 
The  congregation  was  very  large.  At  night  Rev.  Mr.  Wheelock  read 
prayers,  when  I  again  preachei^p  an  equally  nnmerous  congregation. 

Monday,  12. — Preached  in  tbf  forenoon  and  at  night  after  prayers  by 
Bev.  Mr.  Wheelock.    On  this  last  occasion  I  eonfirmed  three  persons. 

Tuesday,  13. — Dr.  Quintard  read  morning  prayers  and  preached;  at 
night  prayers  by  Dr.  Quintard,  and  sermon  by  myself. 

A  very  gratifying  interest  upon  the  subject  of  salvation  seems  to  have 
been  awakened  in  the  minds  of  many  persons  in  and  about  Covington  and 
Randolph.  We  believe  it  to  be  referrable  chiefly  to  the  blessing  of  God 
upon  the  faithful  and  laborious  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Quintard  during 
the  past  year.  In  the  discharge  of  his  duties  he  appears  to  have  been 
''instant  in  season  and  out  of  season,"  has  visited  from  house  to  house, 
and  we  trust  has  been  instrumental,  through  the  help  of  divine  grace,  in 
awakening  many  souls  from  the  lethargy  of  spiritual  indifference,  to  a 
serious  sense  of  their  responsibilities  in  having  access  to  the  means  of 
salvation — to  the  help  and  hope  of  the  Gospel. 

Friday,  16. — Went  to  Trinity  Church,  Tipton  County,  in  the  morning. 
The  weather  was  lowering  and  threatened  rain;  a  few  persons  only  were 
present,  to  whom  I  preached  after  reading  momiug  prayer. 

Saturday,  17. — Read  morning  prayer  and  Dr.  Q,  preached.  After  a 
recess  of  one  or  two  hours,  the  congregation  having  partaken  of  refresh- 
ments which  they  had  brought  with  them  and  spread  in  the  grove  ad- 
joining the  Church,  again  assembled  for  prayers  read  by  Dr.  Q.  and  I 
preached. 

Sunday,  18. — After  morning  prayer  by  Dr.  Q.  in  Trinity  Church,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  three  persons.  After  recess  and  refreshments  as 
on  yesterday,  Dr:  Q.  read  prayers  and  I  preached  to  the  negroes,  of 
vrhom  a  large  number  were  in  attendance,  orderly  and  devout  m  their  de- 
portment. 

Monday,  19. — Left  the  neighborhood  of  Trinity  Church,  and  arrived  in 
the  afternoon  at  Somerville.  We  have  in  this  beautiful  and  flourishing 
town  and  its  neighborhood  several  members  and  communicants  of  .the 
Church,  and  materials  from  which  might  be  gathered  a  very  respectable 
congregation.    The  communicants  are  females,  and  of  course  can  make 
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DO  direct  efforts  towards  the  organization  of  a  congregation,  although  ear- 
nestly desirous  of  enjoying  the  privileges  of  the  Church.  I  have  urged 
our  friends  among  the  gentlemen  of  the  place,  but  heretofore  without  ef- 
fect, to  rent  a  room  for  holding  serrice,  with  a  view  to  procuring  the  aid 
of  a  missionary.  If  a  building  or  room  could  be  secured  for  this  purpose, 
not  only  could  we  supply  stated  services  at  Somerville,  but  there  is  little 
doubt  that  we  could  in  a  year's  time  organize  a  congregation  highly  re- 
speotable  for  numbers  and  intelligence.  But  until  this  is  done,  such  at- 
tention and  labors  as  we  are  enabled  occasionally  to  bestow  on  the  place, 
can  add  but  very  little  to  the  strength  of  our  cause.  At  night  I  read 
prayers  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Dr.  Q.  preached. 

Tuesday,  Nov.  20th. — Baptized  in  private  an  infant.  Having  learned 
that  a  negro  man  was  to  be  executed  in  the  town  to-day,  for  the  crime  of 
murder,  I  went  to  the  prison  to  converse  with  him.  I  found  him  to  be 
an  intelligent  man,  humble,  docile  and  penitent.  I  examined  touching 
his  contrition  for  his  past  ungodly  life,  and  especially  the  crime  for  which 
he  was  in  a  few  hours  to  die.  He  professed  to  be  truly  and  deeply  peni- 
tent, and  as  far  as  I  could  judge,  I  think  he  was  sincerely  so.  I  then  in- 
structed him  that  if  he  really  believed,  with  all  his  heart,  that  Christ  Je- 
sus died  for  sinners,  and  if  he  would  put  his  only  and  whole  trust  in 
Ood's  mercy  through  Jesus  as  Redeemer  and  Intercessor,  he  might  yet 
find  pardon  and  acceptance.  With  every  appearance  of  unfeigned  sincer- 
ity and  earnest  devotion  in  prayer,  he  appeared  to  do  this.  I  then  learn- 
ed from  him  for  the  first  time,  that  he  had  not  been  baptized,  and  was 
desirous  of  being  so.  I  then,  in  the  presence  of  several  gentlemen  who 
had  come  in,  and  among  them  the  Jailor,  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  and 
his  assistants,  the  hour  of  execution  having  drawn  nigh,  examined  him» 
and  called  upon  them  to  witness  his  declarations  respecting  his  repentance 
and  faith — his  charily  in  giving  and  asking  forgiveness  for  all  offences. 
His  answers  in  all  things  being  satisfactory,  I  baptized  him,  and  com- 
mending  him  once  more  to  God's  great  mercy  jn  Christ,  I  left  him  to  meet 
the  terrible  crisis  to  which  unrestrained  passion  and  guilt  had  brought 
him.  I  have  been  the  more  particular  in  this  detail,  because  the  instance 
in  its  circumstances  is  rare,  in  which  we  as  ministers  are  thus  called  on  to 
act,  and  it  presents  exigencies  for  which  no  provision  is  made  in  the  ordi- 
nary offices  of  the  Church.  Perhaps  no  provision  could  be  made  to  meet 
every  case,  and  hence  we  are  left  to  the  adoption  of  such  course  as  chari. 
ty  and  discretion  may  suggest.    And  for  this  very  reason  and  because  my 
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proceeding  in  this  eaee  smy  nppear  to  hare  been  irregalar  and  imaiithor* 
iied,  I  hare  felt  tlie  more  desiroaa  to  make  an  ezplicit  statement  of  all  th« 
faota.  Haring  returned  from  the  prison,  I  preached  in  the  Presbyteriaa 
Ohuroh,  after  prayers  by  Dr.  Q. 

Friday,  m. — In  SL  James  Ohvrch,  Bolirar,  I  preached  in  the  morning 
and  at  night,  after  prayers  by  Her.  Mr.  Jacocks. 

Saturday  Deo.  1.— Performed  the  like  serricea  to^ay,  with  the  addition 
of  the  baptism  of  an  adnlt  in  the  morning,  at  the  reqnest  of  the  Rector. 

Saturday,  9. — In  die  forenoon,  after  prayers  by  Rer.  Mr.  f,,  I  preaeh* 
ed  the  ftineral  of  the  late  Wm.  Ferguson,  who  was  lost  on  the  BnUetw 
last  spring.  At  3  P.  M.  I  preached  the  funeral  of  T.  C.  Coates,  a  mem- 
ber  of  our  Communion,  who  died  yesterday.  At  night  after  prayers  by 
Mr.  J.  and  sermon  by  myself,  I  confirmed  four  persons.  On  this  ooea- 
aion  a  ooUeodon  was  made  for  Domestio  Miiaions,  amoonting  to  •30.70* 
During  diis  Ttsit  to  Bolivar  I  was  sorry  to  learn  that  the  pastoral  relation 
between  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jacocks  and  the  congregation  of  St.  James'  Ohureh 
had  been  dissolved.  The  place  of  Rector  has  not  yet  been  filled  by  the 
election  and  acceptance  of  a  successor. 

Tnesday,  9. — Confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private,  and  at  morning  pray <» 
era  in  Oalrary  Church,  baptized  three  mfisnts. 

Sunday,  Jan.  6,  1856.— -In  Calvary  Church,  after  morning  prayers  by 
Ber.  Mr.  Wardwell,  I  preached  and  admitted  the  Rer.  Charles  T.  Quin<« 
urd,  M.  D.  Deacon,  to  the  order  of  Priesthood.  The  Candidate  was 
presented  by  Ber.  Mr.  Fagg  who  also  assisted  in  the  adminislratioB  of  tha 
Holy  Communion. 

Tuesday,  March  S5.— Baptised  in  Calrary  ChttrDh,>fterereBiDgpray6ra 
by  Rev.  Mr.  W.,  one  adult  and  four  children. 

Sunday,  30th. — After  prayers  by  Mr.  W.  I  preached  in  the  forenoon 
and  confirmed  deven  persons  in  Calrary  Church. 

Sunday,  April  13.— In  Trinity  Church,  Tipton  County,  the  Rer.  Mr. 
Wheelock  read  prayers  in  the  morning,  I  preached  and  confirmed  ikr4§ 
persons.  In  the  afternoon  I  read  prayers  and  preached  to  the  negroes. 
A  large  number  of  thesf  people  were  present,  and  it  was  gratifying  ta  ob^* 
serre  the  earnestness  and  der  out  attention  with  which  they  engaged  in  wor« 
ship  and  listened  to  the  preaching  of  the  word.  Mr.  Wheelock  deroten 
about  one  half  of  his  time  to  instructing  the  negroes,  and  from  the  mani* 
festations  of  interest  with  which  they  join  in  the  serrice»  as  well  as  froA 
the  number  of  those  who  hare  come  forward  and  professed  their  faith  in 
Christy  we  augur  the  most  farorable  results. 
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Tbanday,  17. — The  Rev.  Mr.  Harrisoa  read  moroing  prayers,  in  St. 
Janet'  Chareh,  BoUvar,  and  I  preached. 

Friday,  18.-— At  11  A.  M.  prayers  by  the  Re?.  Mr.  Fagg,  I  baptized 
four  children*  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

8anday,  20. — Three  services  were  held  io*day  in  St.  Luke's  Charch, 
Jackson.  In  the  morning,  prayers  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Fagg  and  Harrison — 
I  preached,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Clergy  present  administered  the 
Holy  Oommnnion.  At  3  P.  M.  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  H.  and  sermon  by 
myeelf.  At  night  pruyers  by  Rev.  Mr.  F.,  sermon  by  myself,  and  Con* 
firmation  of  ihirUtn  persons. 

This  parish  appears  to  be  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition. 

The  members  of  the  Chnrch  live  in  peace  and  love,  they  "strive  togeth- 
er with  one  mind  for  the  Gospel,"  and  by  their  regular  attendance  at 
Church  and  devotion  in  the  Sanctuary,  show  that  they  highly  value  the 
privileges  and  the  comforts  of  their  religion.  Neither  have  the]^  been  un- 
mittdfal  of  the  comforts  of  him  who  ''ministers  to  them  in  spiritual  things." 
With  a  forecast  of  prudence  and  liberality  which  is  worthy  of  high  com- 
mendation, they  have  provided  for  their  Rector  a  comfortable  dwelling 
with  suitable  grounds  attached,  and  thus  quieted  all  anxious  thoughts  in 
his  breast  respecting  the  maintenance  of  his  family.  I  would  most  urgent- 
ly recommend  to  each  parish  and  congregation  in  the  Diocese  to  do  the 
same  thing,  as  the  most  certain  and  ready  means  of  eecuring  the  servket 
of  the  ministry,  and  as  the  best  mode  to  provide  for  its  competent  support. 
When  a  clergyman  knows  that  there  is  a  dwelling  to  shelter  him  and  his 
family,  he  has  the  less  hesitation  in  accepting  a  call  to  the  charge  of  a  con- 
gregation, knowing  that  his  own  industry  will  soon  gather  around  him  the 
comforts  of  a  home  and  its  associate  feelings.  In  the  present  condition  of 
the  country  and  of  most  of  our  parishes,  thia  is  an  object  which  might  be 
very  easily  accomplished.  A  few  acres  of  ground  and  the  contribution  of 
a  few  hundred  dollars,  in  materials  or  in  labor  for  the  erection  of  plain  and 
comfortable  dwellings,  is  all  that  is  neoessary  for  the  purpose :  a  purpose 
which,  when  accomplished,  tends  mightily  to  strengthen  the  bonds  of  the 
pastoral  relation,  and  prevent  frequent  removals  of  the  elergy. 

Monday,  21.— At  Browns  Wile  read  prayers  at  night  in  Zion  Church 
and  preached  to  a  small  congregation.  The  notice  of  my  coming,  trans* 
mitted  by  mail,  had  not  been  received*  and  consequently  a  few  only  at^ 
tended.  The  Church  is  not  yet  finished.  Measures  are  now  on  foot  t9 
complete  the  work,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  suoceseful,  and  a  i 
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be  invited  to  the  charge  of  the  Parish,  The  extension  of  the  Railroad 
to  Brownsville  will  probably  enhance  very  greatly  the  value  of  its  prop* 
erty,  will  speedily  develop  the  resources  of  the  surrounding  country,  and 
render  the  occupancy  of  the  Church  here  a  matter  of  great  impor- 
tance to  us. 

The  day  following  I  proceeded  to  Eyiau,  the  residence  of  Dr.  01dham» 
which  I  reached  in  the  midst  of  a  heavy  fall  of  rain. 

Wednesday,  23.— In  company  with  Dr.  Oldham  and  his  wife  went  to 
Durbamville»  the  residence  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  J.  Lee.  This  venerable 
lady  the  daughter  of  a  Clergyman  of  Va.,  under  the  colonial  government^ 
and  aftt^rwards  when  the  State  had  become  independent,  died  last  year, 
and  I  was  desirous  of  showing  some  respect  to  her  memory  and  many 
virtues,  by  preaching  a  funeral  sermon  in  reference  to  her  death,  in  the 
midst  of  her  grand  children,  her  dependents  and  her  neighbors.  Owing 
to  the  irregularity  of  the  mails  the  noti  ce  of  my  intention  failed  to  reach 
her  family  and  friends  in  time.  Having  learned  that  it  was  her  express- 
ed wish  not  Co  have  any  funeral  sermon  in  reference  to  her,  but  to  have 
the  Burial  Service  only,  I  preached  to  a  small  congregation  assembled  at 
the  Church  near  the  village,  without  reference  to  the  deceased^  and  af- 
terwards proceeding  to  her  grave  read  that  portion  of  the  Burial  Servico 
appointed  to  be  reed  at  the  interment  of  the  body,  and  so  fulfilled,  as  near- 
ly as  I  could,  her  expressed  wishes.  She  was  a  woman  of  remarkable 
strength  of  mind,  of  extensive  and  varied  information,  of  great  energy 
and  decision  of  character,  combined  with  a  most  delicate  sense  of  propri- 
ety, urbanity  of  manners  and  dignity  of  deportment.  She  was  not  at  all 
pretentious  in  her  piety,  but  many  are  the  poor  and  the  once  suffering 
and  helpless,  who  can  testify  that  like  one  of  the  "holy  women  of  old" 
of  whom  we  read,  "this  woman  was  full  of  good  works  and  alma-deeda 
which  she  did." 

Thursday,  24. — Brought  on  my  way  by  Dr.  Oldham  I  came  to  Ripley. 
Here  I  read  prayers  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  baptized  an  infanti 
preached  and  confirmed  om  person.  This  place  presents  a  very  encour- 
aging field  for  the  labors  of  an  Episcopal  Clergyman,  if  one  of  zeal  and 
piety  could  be  found  to  occupy  it.  The  same  day  came  to  Covington,  17 
miles  distant,  and  at  night  read  prayers  and  preached.  Here  I  was  pain- 
ed to  hear  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Hugh  Rose,  a  highly  respected  physician, 
and  for  many  years  known  as  one  of  the  oldest  members  and  firmest  sup- 
porters of  the  Church  at  Randolph.    On  Saturday  the  26th  I  called  on  hi< 
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deeply  afflicted  family  and  endeavored  to  comfort  them  by  considerationa 
drawn  from  the  promises  and  graciona  declarations  of  Holy  Scripture. 

IHiesday,  27. — Read  prayers  and  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Gburch»  Ran- 
dolph. 

Sanday,  May  18. — Preached  morning  and  afternoon  in  Trinity  Church, 
Olarksville,  prayers  by  the  Rector. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  past  Conventioaal  year  I  hare  held 
Confirmation  on  twenty- four  different  occasions  and  confirmed  100  per- 
sons. This  is  a  small  number  of  additions  to  the  Church  considering  the 
great  amount  of  labor  bestowed  for  a  whole  year  to  taring  them  about.-^- 
The  Diocese  embraces  largely  over  a  million  of  people,  and  to  say  nothing 
of  the  labors  of  the  parochial  clergy,  the  most  efficient  agency  in  adding 
to  the  Church,  I  have  myself  given  far  more  time  and  labor  to  each  par- 
ish  or  congregation  within  the  last  ten  months  than  during  any  preced- 
ing year  of  my  Episcopate.  Still  our  united  efforts  have  gathered  into 
our  visible  fold  only  one  hundred  persons,  a  less  number  than  ia  fre- 
quently found  renewing  their  baptismal  vows  in  a  single  congregation  io 
some  of  our  large  cities  at  the  annual  visitation  of  the  Bishop.  The  les- 
son or  conclusion  which  I  learn  from  this  is  not  that  our  ministrations 
have  been  less  faithful,  earnest  and  constant  than  those  of  others,  but 
that  we  have  an  exceedingly  difficult  and  unpropitious  field  to  cultivate.; 
I  have  known  for  many  years  that  an  amount  of  prejudice,  ignorance  and 
prepossession  prevailed  in  this  Diocese  respecting  our  Communion,  un- 
equalled as  far  as  my  observation  and  information  go,  in  any  other  State- 
in  the  Union.  I  am  not  singular  in  this  opinion.  Many  who  have  labor- 
ed amongst  us  and  are  now  laboring  as  ministers  in  other  Dioceses  have 
given  expression  to  the  same  sentiment.  That  our  efforts  daring  last  year 
have  been  productive  of  so  little  fruit  is  doubtless  attributable,  in  some- 
measure,  toother  causes,  and  among  these  in  part  to  the  prosperous  con- 
dition  of  the  Laity  in  ail  secular  pursuits.  Strange  and  even  paradoxical 
as  it  may  appear,  it  ia  a  truth  established  by  all  history  ai^d  proren  by 
all  experience,  that  a  very  prosperous  worldly  condition  and  high  attain- 
ments in  the  divine  life  very  rarely  consist  together.  Nothing  ia  more 
obvious  to  a  thoughtful  and  observant  Clergyman  than  this;  and  yet  no- 
thing less  considered  by  a  mind  blinded  by  worldly  success.  The  fact 
as  stated  if  received  as  true,  imposes  on  us  of  the  Clergy  the  greater 
weight  of  responsibility  to  expose  to  our  fellow  men  this  lurking  danger, 
and  warn  them  plainly  and  faithfully  of  the  great  peril  in  which   they 
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Stand.  That  is  a  solema  warning  which  we' all,  in  these  tim^s,  may  Ujt 
seriously  to  heart,  which  the  Apostle  gives  in  the  words.  "They  that  will 
be  rich  fall  into  temptation  and  a  snare,  and  into  many  foolish  and  hurt- 
ful lusts  which  drown  men  in  destruction  and  perdition.  For  the  love  of 
money  is  the  root  of  all  evil,  which  while  some  coveted  after,  they  h^ve 
erred  from  the  faith,  and  pierced  themselves  through  with  many  sor- 
rows." 

The  changes  among  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  daring  the  year  past 
which  I  have  to  report  are  the  following: 

The  Rev.  James  ^.  Jacocks  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Jamea' 
Church,  Bolivar,  and  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 
The  Rev.  David  C.  Page,  D.  D.,  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Cal- 
vary Church,  Memphis,  and  removed  to  Louisville,  Ky. 

The  Rev.  James  W.  Rogers  has  taken  dimissory  letters  to  the  Bishop 
of  Mississippi,  and  been  received. 

The  Rev.  John  H.  Rowling  has  at  bis  own  request  and  that  of  Bisbop 
DeLancey,  been  transferred  as  Deacon  to  the  Diocese  of  Western  New 
York. 

The  Rev.  T.  F.  Wardwell  has  been  received  into  ibis  Diocese,  upon 
letters  dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of  Alabama,  and  since  last  November 
bas  bad  charge  of  Calvary  Church,  Memphis. 

The  Rev.  W.  D.  Harlow  has  been  received  upon  letters  dimissory  from 
the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  and  has  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trini* 
ty,  at  Nashville. 

Of  the  Candidates  for  Orders  reported  to  the  last  Convention,  Mr.  B« 
Shropshire  after  pursuing  his  studies  at  Nashotah  in  Wiseonsin,  was  ob- 
liged by  ill-health  to  return  home,  and  is  now  understood  to  be  engaged 
in  a  secular  employment  with  the  expectation  of  renewing  his  Theologioal 
Studies  upon  his  restoration  to  better  health. 

W.  C.  Gray  is  studying  yet  with  Rev.  Dr.  Ridley.  John  Moore  under 
the  direction  of  Rev.  Charles  Tomes.  William  Mowbray  under  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Sandels.  Lacy  Jones  has  been  dropped  from  the  list  at  his  own  rs" 
quest. 

I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  repeat  the  urgent  representations  made  so  fre- 
quently in  times  past  to  the  Diocese  through  the  Convention,  upon  tho 
siibjeot  of  Missions  and  the  suppoK  of  the  Clergy.  Inattention  to  these 
■tatters  will  presently  bring  about  results  wbiek  will  make  thsoMelvot 
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fell  in  ft  way  to  do  away  all  necewitj  for  farther  adino&ition  or  ifartf- 
ing.

The  Chair  therefore  appointed  Rev.  Messrs.  Humes  and  Collins,  and 
Mr.  J.  F.  Jett. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes,  in  behalf  of  the  Standing  Committee^ 
made  the  following 

REPORT.    •

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Articles  of  Associft^ 
tion  being  the  order  of  the  day,  was  called  up^  and  hekig 
amended,  was  adopted  as  follows:

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REPORT. 

The  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  AQonal  Oonventioo  to  prepare  a 
Form  of  Articles  of  Association  for  Congregations,  respectfully  report 
the  following  as  the  result  of  their  deliberations,  and  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  the  Resolution  by  which  it  is  preceded. 

Readvedt  That  the  Articles  of  Association  recommended  to  be  adopt- 
ed by  congregations  to  entitle  them  to  union  with  this  Convention,  be  in 
form  as  follows,  or  as  near  as  circumstances  will  allow. 

Articles  of  Association  of Churcli, 

Whereas,  The  following  named  persons,  residents  in and  its 

vicinity  in  Tennessee,  viz:  -^ ,  with  others,  have  associated  together 

for  the  purpose  of  forming  and  establishing  a  Christian  Congregation, 
according  to  the  Doctrine,  Discipline,  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  they  do  hereby  declare 
the  following  to  be  the  articles  and  conditions  of  their  association. 

1.  The  title  'of  this  Congregation  shall  be.  The  Rector,  Wardens, 
and  Vestrymen  of Church. 

2.  This  Congregation  acknowledges  and  accedes  to  the  Constitation, 
Canons,  Doctrine,  Discipline  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Conetitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

3.  The  affairs  of  this  Congregation  shall  be  conducted  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestrymen,  with  the  Rector,  ex  officio^  presiding  at  all  meetings, 
when  present. 

4.  The  Rector  of  this  Congregation  shall  be  elected  by  the  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen,  in  open  meeting,  duly  convened  for  that  purpose. 

5.  All  male  persons  of  Twenty-one  years  of  age,  shall  be  entitled  to 
serve  as  Vestrymen,  and  to  vote  in  the  election  of  the  Vestry,  who  ac- 
knowledge the  authority  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Tennessee,  are  regular  attendants  upon  the  Public  Worship  of 
the  Church,  and  whose  names  are  accordingly  registered  in  a  book  kept 
for  that  purpose  by  the  Vestry. 

6.  This  Congregation,  or  any  trustees  in  whose  name  the  property  of 
the  Congregation  shall  be  vested,  shall  not,  by  deed,  or  by  any  other 
mfans,  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  whose  Diocese  this  Congregation  shall  for  the  time  canonica  1- 
ly  be,  under  his  hand;  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  said  Diocese  by  a  major  number  thereof  under 
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their  bands*  previoasly  had  and  obtained — grant,  alien,  or  otherwise  dis- 
pose of,  any  lands,  messuages,  tenements,  or  hereditaments  in  them 
Tested  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  Congregation,  nor  charge,  nor 
encumber  the  same  to  any  person  whomsoever. 

7.  In  case  of  the  dissolutiou  of  this  Congregation  for  any  cause  what- 
ever, the  lands,  tenements,  and  other  estate,  real  or  personal,  shall  vest 
in  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  whose  Diocese  this 
Congregation  may  at  the  time  be,  and  his  canonical  successors — to  be  by 
him  and  them  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  a  future  Congregation  of 
members  of  the  Protestant  p]piscopal  Church,  which  may  be  formed  in 
the  same  yicinity,  and  upon  the  same  principles  as  this  Congregation. 


Your  Committee  further  beg  leave  to  recommend  for  adoption  the  fol- 
lowing Resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  be,  and  is  hereby  recommended  to  each  existing 
Congregation  in  the  Diocese,  to  adopt  as  a  rule  to  govern  them  in  the 
election  of  Yestrymen,  the  fifth  article  in  the  form  of  Articles  of  Asso- 
ciation herewith  submitted,  towit: 

**  All  male  persons  of  Twenty-one  years  of  age,  shall  be  entitled  to 
serve  as  Vestrymen,  and  to  vote  in  the  election  of  the  Yestry,  who  ac- 
knowledge the  authority  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Tennessee,  are  regular  attendants  upon  the  Public  Worship  of  the 
Church,  and  whose  names  are  accordingly  registered  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose  by  the  Yestry.

The  following  Resolutions  were  then  read,  and  notice  given 
according  to  Canon  XV.  §.1.,  of  a  proposal  to  alter  Canon 
XI,  as  proposed  in  th^  third  of  said  Resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Fund  created  under  Canon  XII,  known  as  the  Pen- 
tion  Fund,  be  and  is  hereby  discontinued;  and  that  the  same  be  merged 
into  the  Qeneral  Fund  instituted  at  the  last  General  Conveniion  for  the 
same  purpose* 

Besolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pension  Fund  be  and  are 
h^rebj  instructed  to  remit  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Fund,  as  soon 
as  practicable  after  the  next  General  Convention,  whatever  monies  they 
may  have  in  trust  for  said  Pension  Fund. 

JUsdved,  That  Canon  XI,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed,  and  that,  instead 
hereof,  the  following  shall  be  adopted: 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  having  charge  of  a  Parish  in 
this  Diocese,  and  of  the  Wardens,  when  there  is  no  Clergyman,  to  make 
A  collection,  annually,  at  Christmas,  or  in  some  other  mode  annually  to 
obtain  contribulioqs,  in  aid  of  the  Fund  instituted  by  the  General  Con- 
vention, for  the  relief  of  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen,  and 
ot  aged,  infirm,  and  disabled  Clergymen. 

Motion  made  to  lay  them  on  the  table  being  lost,  they  were, 
by  order  of  the  Hous6  referred  to  a  Committee,  and  made  the 
Drder  of  the  day  for  to-morrow. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  that  Committee,  Rev.  Messrs.  Har« 
low  and  Fagg  and  Mr.  Harris. 

The  Secretaij  read  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General  Con* 
vention  of  1853,  which  was  ordered  to  be  appended  to  the 
Journal,  together  with  the  proposed  amendments  to  which  it 
prefers.     {Vide  Appendix  A.) 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Hume?  offered  a  Resolution  proposing  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  wherever  the  words  annual  aod  annually  occur  in  the 
CoDstitutioD,  the  words  biennial  and  biennially  shall  be  substituted. 

After  much  discussion  upon  the  Resolution,  the  appointed, 
hour  for  Divine  Service  having  arrived,  the  Convention  took 
a  recess,  to  meet  after  Service. 


Friday,  12  o'clock,  M.

REPORT. 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  accosipauying  statistics,  that  dariogr  the  last 
.  Diocesan  year,  there  has  beea  enough  of  growth  in  the  Church  to  en- 
courage those  who  are  laboring  for  its  advancement,  to  persefere  in  their 
faithful  efforts.  At  the  same  time  the  Committee  would  rejoice  to  be 
able  to  present  in  truth,  a  brighter  picture.  There  can  be  no  question 
of  the  fact,  that  as  suggested  in  the  Address  of  the  Bishop  to  the  Con- 
vention, the  field  of  Ministerial  labor  in  Tennessee  is  to  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  one  of  peculiar  difficulty.  The  results  attained  after 
so  many  years  of  cultivation,  are  not  commensurate  with  the  reasanable 
expectations  of  success  which  might  have  been  indulged  at  the  beginning. 
The  prosperous  state  of  things  in  one  parish,  (that  of  Clarksville,)  shows

how6?er»  that  with  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  upon  diligent  spiritual  lius- 
baftdry,  very  gratifying  consequences  may  ensue  among  us.  And  it  be- 
comes us  with  strengthened  reliance  upon  the  promises  of  our  Heavenly 
Master,  to  seek  to  please  Him  in  newness  of  spirit,  to  promote  His  cause, 
and  to  diffuse  the  saving  knowledge  of  that  grace  and  truth,  which  by 
Him  have  been  brought  to  earth  from  Heaven.  Were  the  services  of  the 
Church  80  arranged  or  altered  as  without  impairing  their  real  fitness  and 
worth,  would  adapt  them  to  our  population,  who  are  almost  universally 
nnused  to  written  forms  of  prayer,  and  to  the  frequent  changes  of  posture 
that  occur  in  the  morning  worship;  were  there  a  larger  employment  of 
"unlearned  ministers*'  from  the  ranks  of  "the  bone  and  sinew"  of  the 
land  with  whom  the  people  would  have  a  hearty  sympathy,  and  the 
itinerant  system  were  more  generally  suppoited  among  us,  there  can  be 
DO  doubt  that  a  very  different  condition  of  things  as  concerns  the  Episco- 
pal Church  in  Tennessee,  would  be  witnessed  at  the  end  of  the  next  ten 
years.  As  it  is,  there  is  a  wide  gulph  between  the  great  multitude  in 
our  State  and  the  Church.  Education  is  increasing,  and  as  it  is  more 
and  more  diffused,  this  distance  is  lessened;  but  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Church  to  hare  the  Gospel  preached  to  the  poor,  and  therefore  not  to 
wait  upon  the  alow  process  of  secular  instruction  in  bringing  greater  num- 
bers within  its  reach;  but  to  "condescend  to  men  of  low  estate,*'  and  suit 
itself  to  the  emergency.  The  road  to  exaltation  is  through  a  true  hu- 
mility. "Except  a  corn  of  wheat  fall  into  the  ground  and  die,  it  abid- 
eth  alone;  but  if  it  die,  it  bringeth  forth  much  fruit."  It  is  written  of 
our  Saviour,  that  "the  common  people  beard  him  gladly,"  and  we  may 
hope  for  His  approval  and  blessing,  in  commending  His  doctrine  to  them 
as  far  as  we  can  with  propriety,  in  such  a  manner  as  will  best  sgree  with 
their  habits  of  mind  and  feeling,  and  lead  them  to  Him  that  they  may 
have  life.

PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

The  following  proposed  AmeDdmenti  were  adopted  hj  both  Houses 
in  General  ConvenlioQ,  and  ordered  to  be  made  known  to  the  aeverai 
Diocesan  Conventions. 

The  changes  frood  the  present  terms  of  the  ConstUation  are  here  printed 
ia  Italio#, 
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t^ftOPOSED  ARTICLE  It  i 

The  Church  in  each  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  o/ 
both  the  olergj  and  the  laity.  Such  representations  shall  consists  of  net 
mere  than /our  clergymen  and /our  laymen — Communicanis  in  this  Churchy 
rmdgnU  in  the  Dioeeee,  and  chosen  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Con- 
vention thereof;  and  in  all  questions  when  required  by  the  clerical  and  lay 
representation  from  any  Diocese,  each  order  shall  have  one  vote;  and  the 
msjority  of  suffrages  bj  Dioceses  shall  be  conclusive  in  each  order,  pro- 
vided such  majority  comprehend  a  majority  of  the  Diooesee  represented 
in  that  order.  The  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  coij- 
Biitttte  a  vote  of  the  Convention.  If  the  Convention  of  any  Diocese  should 
neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  clerical  depuliei*,  or  if  they  should  neglect  of 
decline  to  appoint  lay  deputies,  or  if  any  of  those  of  either  order  appointed 
should  neglect  to  attend  or  be  prevented  by  sickness  or  any  other  aeci* 
dent,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  considered  as  duly  represented  hf 
such  deputy  or  deputies  as  may  attend,  whether  lay  or  clerical.  And 
if,  through  the  neglect  of  the  Convention  of  any  of  the  Churches  which 
shall  have  adopted,  or  may  hereafter  adopt  this  Constitution,  no  depu« 
lies,  cither  lay  or  clerical,  should  attend  at  any  General  Convention,  the 
Church  in  such  Dioceses  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  aoteolsUfob 
Coofention. 

PROPOSED  ARTICLE  V. 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  of  the  United  States,  or  ^nf 
territory  thereof,  not  now  represented,  may,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  ad- 
milted  on  acceding  to  this  Constitution:  and  a  new  Diocese  to  be  formed' 
from  one  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the  foDoidDg 
reatrictions. 

No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limriis  of  any 
other  Diocese,  nor  shall  any  Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or 
more  Dioceses,or  parts  of  Dioceses,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop 
and  Convention  of  each  of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  Gen* 
aral  Convention. 

Vo  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  which  shall  contain  less  than 
jL/teen  $d/-»upporting  pariihee,  or  lee$  thanfi/teenpreshytere  who  have  been 
for  at  least  one  year  canonically  resident  within  the  bounds  of  such  new 
Diocese,  regularly  settled  in  a  parish  or  congregation,  and  qualified  to 
▼oto  for  a  Bishop.    Kor  shall  such  new  Diocese  be  formed  if  thereby  any 
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eziiting  Diocese  shall  bo  so  redaced  as  to  ooQtaia  less  than  thirfy  telf- 
ttij^por/^717  parishes,  or  less  than  twentjf  preshjters  who  have  been  residing 
therein  and  settled  and  qualified  as  above  meaiioaed, provided  that  no  cUy 
9hxdl  form  more  than  one  Dioeeee. 

la  case  oae  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses,  the  Diocesan 
of  the  Diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached,  and 
ahall  thereupon  become  the  Diocesan  th(>reof.  And  the  Assistant  Bishop» 
if  there  be  one  may  elect  the  one,  to  which  he  will  be  attached;  and  if  it 
be  not  the  one  elected  by  the  Bishop,  he  shall  be  the   Diocesan   thereof. 

Wbenevec  the  division  of  the  Diocese  into  two  Dioceses  shall  be  ratified 
by  the  Qeneral  Convention,  each  of  the  two  Dioceses  shall  be  subject  to 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  so  divided,  except  «m  local 
circumstances  may  prevent,  unlii  the  same  may  be  altered  in  either  Dio- 
cese by  the  Convention  thereof.  And  whenever  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed 
out  of  two  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  the  new  Diocese  shall  be  subject  to 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existing  Dioceses,  to 
which  the  greater  number  of  Clergymen  shall  have  belonged  prior  to  the 
erection  of  such  new  Diocese,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  by  the  Con- 
'  ventioa  of  the  new  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  mode  of  trying  Bishops  shall  be  provided  by  the  General  Conven- 
tion. The  Court  appointed  for  the  purpose,  shall  be  composed  of  Bish- 
ops only.  In  every  Diocese,  the  mode  of  trying  Presbyters  and  Deacons 
mny  be  instituted  by  the  Canvention  of  the  Diocese  until  the  General  Con* 
tion  ehall  provide  a  uniform  mode  of  trial.  None  but  a  Bishop  shall  pro- 
nounce sentence  of  admonition,  suspension,  or  degradation  from  the  min- 
istry, on  any  clergyman,  whether  Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Page  was  in  charge  of  this  Parish  until  about  the  first 
of  December,  1866. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  monthly,  and  on  the 
great  Festivals  of  Christmas,  Easter,  Ascension  and  Whitsunday,  also 
in  private  to  the  sick. 

Ample  ground  for  a  Church  and  Parsonage  having  been  offered  to  the 
Church,  in  North  Memphis,  by  R.  D.  Brinkley,  Esq.,  on  condition  that 
a  building  be  placed  thereon,  and  public  worship  celebrated,  at  least  once 
a  month,  the  members  of  the  '*  Ladies  Educational  and  Missionary 
Association"  have  determined  to  accept  the  donation,  and  intend  to 
build  a  small  Missionary  Chapel.  Besides  this,  it  is  said,  that  an  effort 
will  be  made  to  build  a  Church  in  South  Memphis.  There  seems  to  be 
every  inducement  to  make  the  effort;  every  encouragement  to  hope,  un- 
der God's  blessing,  for  v^  prosperous  result. 

Church  Families  are  becoming  estranged  from   the    Church    because 
'  there  is  no  room  for  them  in  the  Church.  Number  of  Pews  72;  number  of 

Families  140.  Pew  rents  in  Calvary  Church  for  ]866-'67,  about  1^3.000. 
Thus  on  account  of  the  increased  demand  for  Pews,  the  rents  are  so  high, 
that  not  only  the  poor,  but  even  persons  of  moderate  means  will  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  Church,  and  compelled  to  seek  a  spiritual  home  else- 
where. 

But  as  the  Pews  rent  for  93000,  and  the  Rector's  salary  is  $1,600,

Parish,  end  to  eneoarage  the  Rector  to  hope»  that  hU  **Ubor  woald  not 
bo  In  fain''  id  the  Lord.

Has  visited  about  one  hundred  families,  and  has  given  away  and  sold 
and  loaned  quite  a  number  of  books  and  several  hundred  pages  of  Tracts. 
The  Communicants  in  his  mission  now  number  between  15  and  20.  Sev-  ^ 
eral  have  moved^  away  bo^  from  Loudon  and  from  the  mines.  He  has 
the  happiness  to  report  further  that  the  Church  edifice  at  Loudon  is  com- 
pleted and  consecrated.  He  regrets  to  say  also  that  he  has  suffered  much 
from  Bronchitis  and  a  severe  cough,  which  for  several  months  dur- 
ing the  last  year,  much  interfered  with  the  discharge  of  his  public  du- 
ties. He  is  grateful  for  the  relief  he  has  lately  derived  from  rest  and 
fiom  active  labor  on  a  farm. 

Rev.  R.  Shepherd,  Missionary  at  Louisville,  respectfully  reports:  that 
since  his  last  re^^ort  he  has  officiated  at  Chilhowee,  Louisville,  and  oth- 
er places  in  East  Tennessee  fifty-two  times,  baptized  four  children,  one 
at  Chilhowf  e,  and  three  at  Louisville. 

Beyond  the  Slate  he  has  officiated  twelve  times  during  his  tour  to  col- 
lect money  for  Church  Building.  He  has  also  to  state  that  articles  of 
Association  have  been  signed  for  a  Church  at  Louisville  and  a  Vestry 
formed;  that  from  two  to  three  thousand  dollars  (including  what  has 
been  promised  by  the  people  of  Louisville,)  has  been  subscribed  in 
the  North  and  South  for  the  erection  of  a  Church  there,  which  he  hopes 
will  be  commenced  this  summer.

On  motion,  the  Boles  of  Order  of  the  last  Oonyention  were 
adopted  to  regulate  the  proceedings  of  the  present  Oonyention, 
as  follows,  yi2 : 

RULES    OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  bnsineas  of  erery  day  shall  be  introduced  with  a  form  of  prayer. 

2.  When  the  Preddent  takes  the  chidr,  no  member  shall  oontiniie 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

•  8.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  business  of  the  House,  un- 
less he  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  Every  member  speaking  in  debate  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  with- 
out advancing,  shall  respectfully  address  the  President,  confining  his  ob- 
servations strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

6.  No  member  shall  qpeak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate  without 
permission  from  the  President 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  not  again  be  brought  be* 
fore  the  House,  unless  on  a  motion  for  reconsideration  made  by  one  of  the 
majority. 
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7.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House,  unless  it  be 
seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing,  when  required. 

8.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken  immedi- 
ately and  without  debate. 

On  motion, 

Besohedj  That  the  Bev.  George  White,  of  Ala.,  and  Joseph 
E.Franklin,  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  be  in- 
vited to  take  seats  in  this  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes,  President  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
read  the  following  Report  of  that  Comtnittee : — 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  reepectftdly  report 
to  the  Convention  as  follows  : — 

On  the  Istday  of  June,  1856,  they  recommended  Joseph  Gray 
as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

On  the  Slst  day  of  March,  1857,  they  gave  canonical  con- 
sent to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  Ingraham  Eip, 
D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop,  as  Diocesan  Bishop  of  California. 

Thej  reconmiended  Joseph  Evans  Franklin  as  a  Candidate  tor 
Holy  Orders. 

John  Shelby,  M.  D.,  tendered  his  resignation  as  member  of 
the  Standing  Oonmdttee. 

On  the  1st  day  of  May,  1857,  they  received  from  the  Vestry 
of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Nashville,  the  written  consent 
of  the  Rt.  Rev.,  the  Bishop,  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Tomes,  Rector 
of  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  and  of  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Harlow, 
Bector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Nashville,  to  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Congregation  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent, 
Nashville.  CHARLES   TOMES, 

Jackson,  May  20,  '57.  Pres,  dk  Sec.  of  Standing  Oom. 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved^  That  8  o'clock  A.  M.  be  the 
hour  of  meeting  for  the  Convention.  .

ADDRESS. 


Brbthbxv  ot  thb  Clbbot  and  LAmr: — 

Iv  accordaifce  with  the  provisioiis  of  §2,  Canon  XII,  of  the  General 
Convention  of  1853, 1  lay  before  yon  the  following  Btatement  of  the  af- 
fidn  of  the  Diocese  dnoe  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

Sunday  May  25th,  1856.  In  Trinity  Church,  Qarksville,  at  night,  loon- 
finned  «»^A<  penons  and  dehyered  an  address. 

From  June  let  to  July  eth,  I  read  prayers  and  preached  once  ereiy  Sun* 
day  in  Calvary  Ohurdi,  Memphis^  adminiBtered  the  B<Aj  Communion 
twice ;  baptized  5  children  and  attended  one  burial. 

From  the  9th  to  the  11th  July  mdusive,  preached  eveiy  night  in  Im- 
manuel  Church,  LaOrange.    On  the  12th  and  18th,  read  prayen  and 
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Gommunion  <9i  Sundaj  in  the  forenoon. 

From  the  20th  July  to  the  I7th  Angnst,  I  officiated  every  Sunday  in 
Calvary  Church  by  reading  prayers  and  preaching.  During  this  period  I 
baptized  an  adult,  and  an  in&nt ;  performed  the  burial  service  four  timesy 
confirmed  four  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  once. 

Sunday  August  24th.  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  in  the 
morning,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  in  the  afternoon,  and  at  night 
again  in  Christ  Church  and  confirmed  tix  persons. 

From  this  time  to  the  2d  of  November,  I  was  absent  from^e  Diocese 
in  attendance  on  the  Commission  of  the  House  of  JMshopfe,  and  on  the 
business  of  the  General  Convention.  During  this  period!  pieadwd  tw«a- 
ty-one  tunes  in  different  places. 

Sunday  Nov.  9  th.  I  preached  nuntung  and  afternoon  in  St  James' 
Church,  Greenville,  catechized  the  children  and  opmfinned  wie  person. 

Nov.  10th.  At  night,  again  preached  in  St  James'  Church>  andeon^ 
firmed  ttoo  persons. 

Nov.  12th.     I  preached  at  night  in  St  John's  Church,  Knoxville. 

Nov.  16th.    I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Nashville. 

From  this  time  onward  to  Jan.  Idth  1867, 1  officiated  in  Calvary  Church, 
Memphis,  every  Sunday  besides  Thanksgiving  day,  and  the  holy  days  of 
the  Church.  In  this  period  I  baptized  one  infiint,  attended  two  burials, 
solemnized  four  marriages,  and  celebrated  the  Lord's  Supper  four  times. 

The  congregation  of  Grace  Church,  Memphis,  which  was  organized 
some  years  ago,  has,  during  the  past  winter,  been  revived,  and  I  officiated 
for  it  twice  during  the  month  of  Februaiy  and  March.  During  the  same 
period,  I  have  baptized  in  Calvary  Church  four  children  and  confirmed 
ttoenty-nine  persons. 

Having  been  urgently  solicited  during  the  past  winter  to  visit  Shelby* 
viUe,  where  there  are  a  few  members  of  the  Church,  I  left  home  for  that 
purpose  on  the  1 7th  March,  intending  likewise  to  visit  the  congregations  in 
Middle  Tennessee.  I  reached  Shelbyville  on  the  afternoon  of  the  19th 
March,  and  was  very  cordially  welcomed  by  the  litde  band  of  Chnroh  mem- 
bers  and  friends  there  resident  With  true  christian  civility,  which  I  take 
pleasure  in  aeknowledgii^,  the  Methodist  Church  was  placed  at  ourdii^K>- 
sal  for  use,  during  the  whole  time  of  our  services.  We  met  together  for 
worship  Friday  and  Saturday  night,  and  Sunday  three  times,  and  on  Men* 
day  night  I^uge  and  respectable  congregations  attended  and  appaieiitly 
with  gieat  intereat    On  Sunday  I  was  aided  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hariow, 
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fiom  S&AenBe,  The  Holy  Oottumiidoii  was  adsdniBtend  to  some  tw^n* 
if  or  mon  peiioiiB»and  two  childien  were  baptiied.  It  had  been  an  ea^ 
iMtter  toofgaoiaa  a ecmgMgation;  bnt  I  deeaaed  the  mearaie  inexpedient 
before  secuing  the  Berrioea  of  a  nuvBtar.  Some  gentlemen,  however^ 
j^edged  themselves  to  the  pajaoent  of  $000  per  annum  for  the  support  of 
acleigyman»and  withsnchagaanmleeltrast  a  suitable  one  may  be  ob- 
tained to  enter  on  this^  to  us,  new  and  interesting  fidd  of  Spiiitaal  Bxth 
bandvy*

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Giiifck,  Memphia,  has  been  re-traiiflfemd  tGCthelHoeeee  of  TXoA  Gaioli- 
11%  he  havingi  io.  oonaeqnenoe  of  finliiig  health,  deoliiied  the  call  made  to 
him.  The  Ber.  Charlea  T.  QoinUtfd,  M.  D^  has  been  elected  Rector  of 
Galvaiy  Church,  imd  has  entered  upon  the  diachaige  of  hie  duties.  Ibe 
Ber.  James  Thomas  Pickett  has  been  transferred  to  this  Diocese  by  letters 
dimiasoiy  from  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  and  has  taken  charge  of 
St  James'  Church,  Bolivar. 

The  Congregation  of  Grace  Ohuroh,  Memphis,  organised  some  yean 
ago,  but  which  has  not  yet  come  into  union  with  the  Convention,  has 
within  afew  weeks^  elected  anew  Vestry,  andcaUedtheBev.  Mr.Sohetky 
of  Louisiville,  to  become  its  Bector.  It  is  understood  that  Mr.  Scbetky 
has  accepted  the  invitation,  and  will  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  his  pasto- 
ral duties  about  the  beginning  of  August 

The  Ladies'  Educational  and  Missionary  Society  at  Memphis,  have  con- 
tinued to  prosecute  the  objects  of  their  Association  with  praiseworthy  en- 
ergy. They  have  recently  secured  by  donation  from  GoL  Bobert  Brink- 
ly  a  lot  suitable  for  the  site  of  a  small  Church,  and  have,  through  the  aa- 
si^tanee  of  s(Mne  friends,  made  a  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  building,  the 
sittingsin  whichare  to  be  free  for  all  who  will  choose,  to  availthemselves  of 
the  opportunity  thus  furnished  for  the  public  worship  of  God.  So  £sr,  this 
enterprise  affords  an  encouraging  example  of  what  the  devotion  of  a  fewi 
apparently  weak  instruments,  may  by  God's  blessing  on  their  peraevenng 
effiwts,  aecoinplish  for  the  promotion  of  Chrises  cause  among  us.  In 
the  midst  of  very  much  to  depress  and  discourage,  when  I  look  at  the 
state  of  the  Chm^h,  and  of  religion  in  this  Diocese,  nothing  has  occur* 
ed,  for  years  past,  that  has  so  filled  me  with  thankfulness  and  hope  for  the 
future,  as  the  inception  and  progress  of  this  work. 

Upon  application  my  consent  has  been  given  to  the  organization  of 
another  Congregation  at  Nashville,  to  be  designated  the  ^Church  ci  the 
Advent"  The  features  which  mark  this  movement  as  worthy  of  serious 
consideration,  are  that  among  the  Articles  of  Association  it  is  agreed  that 
no  persons  but  Communicants  in  the  Church  shall  be  Wardens  or  Vestxy- 
men,  and  none  but  such  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  in  their  election— that 
the  sittings  in  the  Church  to  be  hereafter  erected,  shall  all  be  free,  and 
the  support  of  the  Minister  be  derived  from  the  WeeUy  Offftttory  made  on 
ev^ry  Lord's  day.  The  Wardens  of  this  Congregation  have  notified  me 
of  the  election  of  the  Bev.  Charles  Tomes,  Bector  <^  Christ  Church,  Nash* 
ville,  for  the  last  eight  years,  to  the  chaiige  <^  thb  new  parish,  and  I  have 
been  offioiaUy  advised  of  his  resignation  of  the  former  paikh,  aadhisac- 
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oeptanoe  of  the  paatond  care  of  the  Ghiuoh  of  the  Adv^ani  Bjb  obwgi 
of  Christ  Oiurch  ceases  after  the  fintSonday  in  June.  I  am  much  ^^aft? 
ified  to  learn  that  these  chaoges,  althon^  painful  to  all  the  parties  con- 
cerned, as  involving  the  saciifice  <^  much  perM>nal  feeling,  will  be  effected 
without  disturbing  the  mutaal  confidence  and  christian  affectioa,  whiofa 
have  so  long  and  so  happily  subsiBted  between  them. 

The  Candidates  for  Ordeis  belonging  to  this  Diocese  are,  V^illiam  G. 
Gt8j,  prosecuting  his  studies  at  Ghunbier,  Ohioi  Wm,  Mowbraj,  studying 
under  the  direction  of  the  Bev.  John  Sandeia,  and  Joseph  Gray,  undcOr 
the  Bev.  J.  J.  Ridley.  These  two  Candidates  last  named  expect  to  be 
admitted  to  the  Order  of  Deacons  during  the  comiag  Sanuner,  under  tbs 
provisiotts  of  Canon  Y,  1853,  of  the  Qeneial  Convention.  John  Qierlow 
has  been  received  as  a  Candidate  on  letters  dimissory  from  the  Bishop  ol 
Georgia.  Joseph  £.  Franklin  has  been  admitted  a  Candidate  onTesti* 
monialsfrom  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Diocese. 

John  Moore  and  Robert  Shropshire  admitted  Candidates  April  Ist,  1864» 
having  felled  to  apply  for  examination  according  to  the  provisions  of  Can* 
on  Vil,  of  the  Qeneral  Convention  of  1853,  have  ceased  to  be  Candidtyl^ 

It  is  a  tnily^gratifying  Indication  of  the  continued  and  more  enlaige4 
usefulness  of  our  Church,  and  oi  the  ultimate  success  of  the  plans  wHisk 
she  has  devised  for  the  spread  of  piety  and  godliness  aDU>ng  men,  that  the 
subject  of  Christian  Education  continues  to  excite  so  deep  and  general  an 
interest  among  the  members  of  our  Cooununion.  We  are  not  however  nu* 
merous  and  influential  enough  as  a  denomination^  in  this  part  of  the  world* 
to  impart  the  same  interest  to  the  public  mind,  which  is  felt  among  oup> 
selves.  Its  importance  does  not  seem  to  be  realized  among  others  to  the 
same  degree  as  with  the  members  of  our  Communion.  This,  howevcTi 
only  makes  it  the  more  necessary  that  we  should  wisely  devise  plansi  and 
energetically  pursue  such  measures  as  are  called  fin*,  to  secure  to  the 
younger  members  of  the  Church  the  benefit  of  that  religious  training 
and  culture,  of  which  they  are  now,  for  the  most  part,  unhappily  de« 
prived.  Without  Schools  in  which  provision  is  made  iof  daily  religioiis 
instruction,  parents  have,  in  their  choice  of  Semmaries  for  the  educadoa 
of  their  offiipring,  been  very  naturally  led  to  prefer  those  which  wieie 
cheapest^  and  such  as  enjoyed  the  highest  reputation  for  skill,  in  their 
teachers,  in  developing  the  intellects  of  children.  Such  owukieralioqi 
must  have  influence  in  the  circumstances  in  which  we  have  been  plaoedt 
and  the  incalculable  importance  of  possessing  the  minds  <^  the  young  with 
the  elements  of  religious  truth,  have  thns  been  overlooked.    In  <»e  iroid, 
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ire  may  any,  in  a  vast  majofity  of  the  sehoob  of  the  Gotmtry,  the  sabjeet 
af  valigioii  haa  been  tirtually  ignored,  little  or  no  attention  being  given 
to  it  by  precept  or  in  praetioe.  The  teachere  too,  who  hare  had  die 
diaige  of  our  children  are  men  and  women  nidcnown  to  the  profession  of 
the  Ooipel  except  in  rare  inatanoea.  Teaching  has  been  taken  up  as  an 
occupation  to  accumiriale  money  suflicient  to  enable  those  pursuing  it  to 
engage  in  other  businefla,  and  so  soon  as  this  object  was  attained,  it  haa^ 
aa  a  general  rule,  been  abandoned.  Penererance,  uniformity  and  adapta- 
tion have  not  charadteriaed  any  of  our  educational  plans  or  systems  in  the 
BondL  Bzperienoe  haa  set  ito  seal  of  reprobataon  upon  a  course  so  fraught 
with  mischief  and  nda  to  the  best  interests  of  man  in  the  soda!  state.  It 
Is  saraly  time  that  an  effort  were  made  to  improve  upon  the  past.  Hie 
Idea  that  children  may  well  learn  every  thing  at  school  but  the  solemn 
dataes  which  Ohriatianity  enjoinB,  has  a  direct  practical  tendency  to  make 
them  Infidels,  nay,  AtheiaK  Do  we  not  know  from  our  own  individual  and 
{Mmonal  experience,  that  haMts  are  formed  in  youth  which  give  impress  to 
the  whole  character  of  the  future  man  f  Must  the  lamentable  result  of  a 
fiolwe  to  teach  the  yomig  to  fear  God,  be  witnessed  by  each  succeeding 
genefaition  in  the  q>en  profligacy  and  tameless  impiety  and  daring  crime 
ef  the  adslt  population,  before  we  can  be  roused  to  perceive  the  folly  and 
danger  of  the  system  we  have  been  pursuing!  Surely  we  have  warning 
enovgh  upon  tins^eubject  in  the  general  prevalence  of  irreligion,  and  the 
many  lastaaeea  of  locking  brutafity  to  be  seen  in  the  conduct  of  those 
men,  who  daim  from  their  birth  and  other  acddental  advantages,  to  stand 
npon  an  elenmtion,  from  which  they  can  look  down  upon  the  general  mass 
of  mankiBd.  We  h»ve  had  warning,  solemn,  reiterated  warning,  and  we 
ought  to  take  heed  to  it  It  Is  yet  in  our  power,  as  it  is  unquestionably 
evr  d«ty,  to  protect  oar  children  f^m  the  dangers  of  an  infidel  influence, 
to  be  careftd  to  whom  we  entrust  the  formation  of  their  principles  and 
aluMwtor,  and  to  be  immovably  fixed  in  the  determination  to  give  this 
power  to  no  one  who  does  not  recognize  the  btndmg  obligations  of  Chris- 
tidn  doty,  and  who  doea  not  exhibit  before  the  world  a  Christain  walk  and 
aoavotsalioB. 
It  ia  not  now,  for  tiie  first  time,  that  utterance  has  been  given  to  these 
I  before  the  Oonventions  of  tiiis  diocese.  Time  and  again,  in 
\  to  the  oongregaiti<mB  viaited,  in  Pastoral  Letteis  and  in  Reports 
to  the  OoD^entioDB,  attention  has  been  earnestly  caUed  to  this  subject  by 
your  Kshop  firom^e  very  beginning  of  his  Bpiscopato.  A  concurrence 
of  cboamstances  deemed  fortunate  and  providential,  seems  specially  to 
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invite  to  iU  oonsideration  now^  and  no  timo  has  iq>peared  more  {m>pitioiis 
ihan  tiie  present  for  united  vigorous  exertion.  A  movement  has  been 
made  outside  of  the  Diocese,  in  which  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  whom 
we  all  know  and  honor  for  his  enlarged  and  enlightened  views,  has  taken 
the  lead,  which  looks  to  the  establishment  and  endowment  of  an  Institu- 
tion on  the  most  liberal  scale.  It  is  proposed  to  unite  the  means  and  efforts 
of  the  members  of  our  own  Communion  and  of  others  friendly  to  such  an 
enterprise,  in  the  five  States  bordeiing  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  the  States 
of  North  and  South  Carolina  on  the  Atlantic,  and  the  two  interior  State 
of  Tennessee  and  Arkansas,  to  found  a  University,  which  shaii  furnish  the 
jouth  and  young  men  of  this  vast  and  important  region  with  ample  &cil« 
ities  for  enlarged,  literary  and  professional  education.  There  cannot  be 
conceived  a  sound  reasoui  we  apprehend,  for  compelling  the  rising  genera- 
tion to  go  abroad  in  search  of  these  advantages  when  it  is  in  our  power  to 
supply  them  at  home.  I  shall  not  at  present,  however,  go  into  the  discus- 
sion of  this  and  other  interesting  topics  connected  with  the  prosecution  of 
this  important  undertaking.  The  whole  subject  has  receiv^  a  large  share 
of  public  attention  through  the  press,  and  the  proposal  has>been  met  with 
an  amouf  t  of  expressed  approbation  and  favor  rather  surpassing  than  &li- 
ing  short*  of  the  expectations  of  the  friends  of  the  enterprise. 

The  precise  point  to  which  I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  this  body,  is 
one  demanding  its  action.  In  the  programme  submitted  to  the  public  by 
the  Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  uniting  in  the 'measure,  it  Is  proposed  thai 
**  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishops  of  the  EHo- 
ceses,  ex-officio^  so  uniting,  and  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  from  each 
of  the  said  Dioceses  to  be  elected  by  the  Conventions  of  the  same.'' 

K  this  Convention  concur  in  favoring  the  enterprise,  it  will  be  its  duty 
to  make  this  election,  and  an  additional  reason  for  making  the  election 
now  will  be  seen  in  this,  that  it  is  proposed  to  have  a  meeting  of  all  the 
Bishops  who  have  concurred  in  this  project,  together  with  delegates  elec- 
ted as  above  by  their  respective  Conventions,  some  where  near  Chatta- 
nooga, in  this  State,  on  or  about  the  4th  day  of  July,  to  take  into  consid^ 
oration  measures  for  securing  a  site  for  the  proposed  University,  and  for 
promoting  the  success  of  the  plan  by  such  other  means  as  shall  be  deemed 
expedient  and  necessary. 

Since  we  were  last  assembled  together  in  Convention,  the  Supreme 
Legislative  Council  of  our  Church  has  met,  transacted  business  and  ad- 
journed. Owing  to  causes  with  which  I  am  unacquainted,  the  Journal  of 
ita  proceedings  has  not  yet  been  published,  or  if  published»  no  copies  of 
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it,  80  far  as  I  know,  have  reached  our  part  of  the  countiy.  This  circum* 
stance  would  seem  to  make  it  proper  that  I  should  advert  to  some  of  the 
measures  which  have  heen  matters  of  consideration  in  one  or  Loth  of  the 
Houses  of  the  Greneral  Convention,  and  which  possess  a  general  interest 
in  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the  Church. 

Among  things  of  this  sort  was  the  passage  of  a  Canon  declarin^^  it  to 
be  the  duty  of  every  Bishop  of  this  Church  to  reside  tcithin  his  own 
Diocese.  Another  Canon  was  passed  making  it  obligatory  upon  each 
Bishop  having  charge  of  a  Diocese  to  visit  every  Congregation  of  his 
Diocese  at  least  once  in  three  years, 

A  series  of  resolutions  was  passed  in  the  House  of  Bishops  expressing 
opinions  as  to  the  manner  in  which  certain  Liturgical  Services  and  Offices 
of  our  Prayer  Book  might,  under  existing  rubrics,  be  used  by  Clergymen, 
with  the  advice  of  their  Bishops.  These  resolutions  were  grounded  upon 
the  Report  of  a  Commission  of  Bishops  appointed  in  1853,  to  take  into 
consideration  and  report  on  the  Memorial  of  sundry  Presbyters,  which 
Report  was  made  to  the  House  of  Bishops  at  the  General  Convention  of 
1856.    The  Preamble  and  Resolutions  are  as  follows : 

^Whereas,  the  use  ol  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  as  regulated  by 
custom,  has  special  reference  to  established  Parish  Churches  and  to  a  pop- 
ulation already  incorporated  with  the  Church ;  and  whereas,  our  actual 
work  is,  or  should  be,  among  many  not  yet  connected  with  our  congrega- 
tions, or  where  there  are  no  established  Parishes,  or  where  said  Parishes 
are  yet  in  their  infancy; 

And  Whereas^  There  are  or  may  be  in  different  Dioceses,  peculiar 
emergencies  arising  out  of  the  character  or  condition  of  certain  portions  of 
the  population  which  demand  some  special  services ; 

And  Whereas^  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  should  be  so  used  as  most 
effectually  to  cherish  true  devotion  and  set  forth  the  Gospel  and  works  of 
Christ,  and  contribute  to  the  extension  of  His  kingdom  among  men ; 

And  Whereas^  The  House  of  Bishops  have  heretofore  expressed  opinions 
as  to  usages  which  may  be  allowed  under  existing  Rubrics  and  Canons; 
Therefore,  Resolved^  as  the  opinion  of  ihe  Bishops: 

1.  That  the  Order  of  the  Morning  Prayer,  the  Litany,  and  the  Com- 
munion Service,  being  separate  Offices,  may,  as  in  former  times,  be  used 
separately  under  the  advice  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

2.  That  on  special  occasions,  or  at  extraordinary  services  not  otherwise 
provided  for.  Ministers  may,  at  their  discretion,  use  such  parts  of  the  Book 
of  Comlnon  Prayer,  and  such  lesson  or  lessons  from  Holy  ScripturSi  ss 
sludl,  in  their  judgment^  tend  most  to  edification. 
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3.  That  the  Biahops  of  the  several  Dioeeeee  may  provide  such  roecial 
servieee  as»  in  their  judgment,  shall  he  required  by  the  peculiar  spiritual 
necessities  of  any  class  or  portion  of  the  population  within  said  Diocese ; 
provided)  that  such  services  shall  not  take  the  place  of  the  Services  or 
Offices  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  in  Gong^gations  capable  of 
its  use. 

4.  That  in  view  of  the  desirableness  of  union  amongst  Christians,  and 
as  a  pledge  of  willingness  to  communicate  and  receive  information  tending 
to  that  end,  and  in  order  to  conference,  if  occasion  or  opportunity  should 
occur,  this  House  will  appoint,  by  ballot,  a  Committee  of  five  Bishops,  as 
an  Organ  of  Communication  or  Conference  with  such  Christian  bodies  or 
individuals  as  may  desire  it,  to  be  entitled  the  Commission  on  Church 
Unily. 

5.  That  in  making  the  above  appointment,  it  is  clearly  understobd  that 
the  Commission  is  clothed  with  no  authority  to  mature  plans  of  union 
with  other  Christian  bodies,  or  to  propound  expositionB  of  doctrine  or  dis- 
cipline/' 

Such  are  the  Resolutions  as  passed  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  varying 
ilightly  in  form  from  those  reported  by  the  Commission.  They  were  pre- 
ceded in  the  Report  by  a  statement  in  these  words,  to  which  I  ask  the 
careful  attention  of  this  body. 

''It  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  Commission,  so  for  as  their  present  la- 
bors go,  to  leave  the  Prayer  Book  untouched ;  they  have  also  doubted  how 
fitfthe  oonanderation  of  such  proposed  alterations  (referring  to  alterations, 
emendations  and  additions,  proposed  in  communications  made  to  the 
Commission  by  Ministers  and  Laymen  of  the  Church)  would  fall  within 
the  duty  assigned  to  them ;  and  at  all  events,  they  felt  that  if  any  altera- 
tions of  the  Prayer  Book  were  proposed,  the  House  of  Deputies  would  be 
entitled  to  take  part  in  the  preliminary  discussions  connected  with  them, 
and  that  much  more  time  ought  to  be  devoted  to  the  work  than  they  have 
been  able  to  command.  They  have  concluded,  therefore,  to  commend  this 
lubject  to  the  General  Convention,  to  be  disposed  of  as  in  its  wisdom  it 
may  judge  to  be  most  expedient." 

It  may  seem  scarcely  credible,  yet  it  is  nevertheless  true,  that  with  a 
knowledge  of  all  that  is  here  stated,  the  House  of  Bishops  was  charged  by 
some  persons  with  usurping  powers  of  legislation  not  secured  to  it  by  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  I  •  I  mention  this  fact  in  connec- 
tion with  the  subject  to  which  your  attention  is  directed,  that  I  mav  record 
my  sense  of  its  shameless  injustice,  and  to  repel  from  the  body  of  which  I 
am  a  member,  an  accusation  as  uncharitable  as  it  was  groundless. 
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There  baa  been  no  diapoaitioii  on  the  part  of  the  deig^f  of  duaPiooese 
generallj,  to  take  any  libertiea  whateTer,  with  the  Serviaea  or  Officaa  of 
the  Church.  B^en  in  caaea  where  it  has  been  auppoaed  and  oonimonlj 
conceded  that  a  license  might  be  taken  to  depart  in  aoQie  alight  degree^ 
fi^om  eatabliahed  order  in  placea  where  the  Prayer  Book  waa  little 
known,  and  where  none  were  fiuooiliar  with  its  uae,  thia  liberty  haa  beeo 
Tery  sparii^ly  used.  Trained  aa  we  have  been  to  reverence  and  lore  the 
Prayer  Book,  and  to  reapect  its  authorityf  we  have,  neTerthelesai  fi>a&d  on 
many  occaabns,  a  compliance  with  its  preacriptions  inconvenient^  and  o^ 
casionally  impossible.  With  every  disposition  to  obey  its  Rubrica^  we 
could  net  uae  the  responsive  parts  of  the  Service,  when  there  were  xone 
who  would  make  responses.  Galled  on  as  we  frequently  are  to  offioiatCf 
and  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  numbers  of  respectable  people  on  board  of 
steamboats,  or  to  the  Negroes  on  plantatioua,  where  we  have  neither  theoon* 
venience  of  Church  arrangements  nor  Prayer  Books  to  use,  nor  people 
before  us  fiuniliar  with  their  use,  what  are  we  to  do  ?  Are  we  to  lefioae 
to  bear  testimony  in  behalf  of  our  llaster  and  ^  the  power  of  His  Ooapel 
unto  Salvation  f "  Shall  we  withhold  the  truth  because  it  cannot  be  pre- 
sented in  a  certain  way,  or  in  a  particular  and  set  form,  adapted  to  other 
circumstanoea  and  intended  for  other  occasiona  f  Shall  we  withhold  the 
light  because  our  candle  is  not  set  in  a  golden  candlestick  ?  Doea  the 
Church  require  us  not  to  pray  with  men  because  they  cannot  or  will  not 
pray  with  us  f  Because  we  cannot  use  an  entire  Service, —  Morning  or 
Evening  Prayer, — must  we,  therefore,  dispense  with  worship  altogether  ? 
Those  who  are  opposed  to  the  opinions  expressed  by  the  House  of  Bish- 
ops^ must  answer  these  questions  affirznatively,  or  what  ia  more  likely,  will 
take  the  ground  that  necessity  will  justify  a  departure  from  the  Rubrics  in 
particular  cases,  auch  aa  those  specified  above  and  the  Uke,  and  therefore 
no  opinion  of  the  House  of  Bishops  is  called  for,  and  no  legislation  by  the 
General  Convention  deemed  necessary.  And  thus,  in  the  exercise  of  a 
freedom  derived  from  an  alledged  necessity,  the  Services  and  Offices  of  the 
Prayer  Book  are  cut  up,  divided  and  mutilated  without  mercy  and  with- 
out fear.  The  very  Churches  and  Congregationa  which  are  held  up  a» 
modeb  "  par  excellence,"  for  imitation, — aa  pattema  of  all  that  ia  decent 
and  orderly, — ^aa  examplea  of  true  Churchmanship,  are  the  veiy  ones  which 
set  at  defiance  both  Rubrics  and  Canons,  and  actually  plead  their  custom, 
— their  tradition  to  sanction  an4  justify  their  violations  of  law.  Thus  in 
some  of  the  largest  and  most  influential  Churches  in  the  older  Dioceses, 
the  Baptismal  Office  ia  very  rarely  used  immediately  frfkr  the  Second 
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LeaBon  at  Monung  or  Evening  Prayer.  Hie  Berrioe  is  concluded — the 
Sermon  iea«l  —  the  Congregation  dismisBed,  and  then  the  Parents  or 
Sponson  with  the  ohild  are  called  to  the  Chancel  or  into  the  Vestry  ropm, 
sod  the  Baptism  peiformed  there;  and  this  is  complying  with  the  Rubric 
which  requires  the  Baptism  to  take  place  '^  immediately  after  the  Second 
Lsflson  at  Homing  or  BTcning  Prayer  t " 

This  is  not  all.  An  ootrage  is  committed  upon  the  feefings  in  using  the 
whole  of  the  Burial  Serrice  at  the  Church  —  in  the  body  of  die  Church, 
—sad  refunng  to  go  to  the  grave,  so  palpably  violative  of  the  Rubric, 
10  unjusdfiable  by  any  plea  I  have  ever  heard  for  the  practice,  that  I 
know  not  on  what  grounds  it  is  tolerated  by  the  authorities  of  the  Church 
or  rafiered  by  the  people.  When  the  heart  is  full,  yea,  overflowing  and 
almost  bursting  with  grief —  when  at  the  instant,  that  some  loved  object^ 
of  which  the  bosom  has  been  rifled,  is  laid  in  the  cold  and  silent  grave, 
and  the  mourner  needs  all  the  comfort  and  consolation  which  our  beauti- 
fol  and  most  touching  Burial  Service  is  so  well  designed  to  impart,  to  be 
deprived  of  it  all,  and  see  the  Sexton  come  into  the  Church  with  a  hand- 
ful of  ashes  from  the  flimace,  and  go  through  the  form  —  (rather  mock- 
eiy)  —  of  committing  the  body  to  the  ground,  what  can  justify  a  practice 
so  at  variance  with  law  and  the  dictates  of  common  sense  f  The  only 
jtutification  I  have  ever  heard  pleaded  for  this  confessed  infringement  of  a 
poddve  law  is,  that  to  go  with  every  corpse  buried  in  a  large  parish  to  the 
place  of  interment,  would  take  all  the  time  of  the  Clergyman.  I  have 
been  at  aome  pains  to  examine  into  this  matter  by  a  reference  to  the 
Parochial  Reports  of  some  of  the  largest  parishes  in  the  United  States, 
h  the  Parochial  Report  of  Trinity  CBurch,  New  York,  for  1856,  I  find 
*one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  funerals  attended,''  which  gives  to  its  nine 
Clergymen  not  quite  fifteen  funerals  per  annum  for  each  one  to  attend, 
fc  St.  George's  Church,  only  six  Burials  are  reported.  In  Christ  Church, 
Philadelphia,  nxteen  Burials  reported  in  1852 ;  in  St  Peter's  Church,  for- 
tj-one ;  in  St  Paul's  Church,  thirty.  I  do  not  say  that  the  Ministers  of 
these  Churches,  all  of  which  I  believe  have  Assistants,  do  not  go  to  the 
grave  to  bury  their  Parishioners ;  but  I  say  this,  that  the  number  of 
Burials  in  the  largest  parishes,  is  not  laige  enough  to  sustain  the  plea  put 
io,  that  to  attend  on  such  occasions  would  consume  all  the  time  of  the 
Qlergy.  The  plain  Ijuth  of  the  case  is  this :  If  the  reasonable  reqpests 
of  those  who  ask  for  some  liberty  in  the  use  of  the  Prayer  Book  be  allowed, 
that  allowance  necessarily  cuts  off  all  pretence  for  urging  the  plea  of  ne- 
eesnty  or  tradition  on  the  part  of  those,  who,  loud  in  the  condemnation 
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of  all  legislation  upon  the  subjecty  are  imBcnipaloiis  in  their  practice  of 
taking  what  liberty  the/  please. 

I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  set  forth  with  this  Report  anj  Senrioe  for 
special  oocasions,  or  to  meet  the  peculiar  waata  of  any  particular  daas  or 
portion  of  the  population  to  whose  circumstances  or  intellectual  condition 
our  Prayer  Book  in  its  present  arrangements  is  not  adapted.  Should  auch 
a  necessity  accrue  and  be  made  known  to  me,  I  will,  without  hesitation, 
endeavor  to  meet  the  case  in  the  most  prompt  and  effectual  manner  I  can. 
This  cannot  arise  in  any  regularly  established  parish.  It  is  only  in  new 
places  where  the  Church  and  her  Ritual  are  unknown,  that  there  can  or- 
dinarily occur  the  necessity  or  expediency  of  changing  in  any  degree  that 
beautiful  order  in  which  we  have  hitherto  worshipped  with  so  much  com- 
fort, pleasure  and  profit  to  our  souls.* 

I  beg  leave,  in  conclusion,  to  call  the  attention  of  our  Lay  Brathem 
throughout  the  Diocese  once  more,  and  most  earnestly,  to  the  importance 
of  providing  in  each  Parish  where  Churches  have  been  built,  Parsonages 
for  the  accommodation  oi  Clergymen  and  their  fiunilies.  It  is  a  measure 
which  will  commend  itself  at  once  to  the  &vor  of  every  reflecting  person, 
as  the  most  obvious  and  ready  means  of  relieving  a  congregation  from  an 
annual  tax  in  the  support  of  a  Minister  —  a  support  which  it  b  often  found 
difficult  to  raise  by  contributions  from  the  Parishioners,  and,  also,  the  most 
likely  method  of  securing  and  retaining  the  services  of  a  Pastor. 
Wherever  the  trial  has  been  made,  it  has  proved  highly  successfiil  and 
satisfactory.  It  is  an  object,  also,  of  easy  accomplishment  now,  compared 
with  what  it  probably  will  be  a  few  years  hence,  when  the  price  of  town- 
lots  and  lands  will  be  greatly  increased  from  the  progressive  improvements 
of  the  country. 

Commending  you,  Brethem,  to  the  protection  of  Almighty  God  our 

Heavenly  Father,  and  to  the  guidance  of  His  grace  in  your  present  work, 

and  in  all  your  future  labors  for  the  increase  of  His  kingdom  and  glory  on 

earth,  I  remain  your  faithful  friend  and  affectionate  Pastor.

REPORT. 

The  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop,  having  in  Us  Address  brought  to  the 
Dotioe  of  this  Convention  the  subject  of  a  University  to  be  established  by 
the  united  efforts  of  the  Dioceses  in  the  Soutliem  States,  the  Gleigy  and 
liuty  here  assembled,  desire  to  express  their  convietions  of  the  vast  im- 
portanoe  of  the  enterpnae,  and  to  give  all  the  weight  of  their  influenoefai 
commending  it  to  the  sympathies  and  the  liberaEty  of  the  Diooeoe  whieh 
they  here  repieaent 

The  idea  ckT  a  University  to  be  established  upon  enlargedi  enli^^t^n^ 
Christian  views  of  the  duty  the  Church  owes  to  the  Stffte  whic)^  m- 
cares  her  reU^ous  liberty — of  the  common  wants  of  t)ie  people  of  the 
Southern  States — of  the  obligations  resting  upon  the  present  generation 
to  Uy  an  abiding  foundation  of  an  Institution  which  shall  secure  to  pos- 
terity the  bleasings  of  sound  learning  and  Christian  truth — has  not  beei^ 
of  sudden  growth.  Although  for  its  recent  conception,  the  honor  belongs 
to  the  Rt  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  yet,  for  many  years,  the  guard- 
ians of  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  Southern  States  have  been  alive  to 
the  necessity  of  such  an  Institution,  and  have  been  anxiously  watching  for 
the  ampidona  moment  for  its  establishmept. 

The  general  prosperity  of  the  Country-^^  peculiar  aspects  of  A# 
times^the  increasing  necessity  which  exists  to  provide  for  the  edwigtim 
cf  our  own  ebi|dren  under  our  own  immediate  supervisionr-aU  oomVine 
togiTSfaimp9vtiH)O0  totb^ffubjeotoftheptopoKQ^  Uoirmty  which  <K» 
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be  claimed  for  no  other  measure  bearing  upon  the  intereats  and  welfiueof 
our  Country.  And  these  circumstanceB  so  imperative  as  pointing  to  en- 
larged effort  and  immediate  action,  must  be  regarded  as  indications  of 
Divine  Providence,  that  mno  is  the  time  for  earnestly  and  zealously  un- 
dertaking the  work  proposed,  and  for  manifesting  a  liberality  upon  a  scale 
commensurate  with  its  magnitude  and  its  importance. 

This  Convention,  therefore,  in  behalf  of  our  common  country,  in  behalf 
of  the  interests  of  the  Southern  States,  in  behalf  of  the  Church  of  God,  in 
behalf  of  sound  learning,  in  behalf  of  our  children  and  our  children's 
children,  warmly  commend  the  subject  of  the  proposed  University  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity — ^in  the  earnest  hope  that  it  may  call 
forth  the  prayers  and  the  liberality  of  the  people  of  this  Diocese  to  an  ex- 
tent which,  with  like  co-operation  on  the  part  of  other  Dioceses,  shall  se- 
cure to  the  Southern  States,  a  University,  established  upon  so  broad  and 
firm  a  foundation  and  conducted  upon  a  plan  so  comprehensive  and  liberal 
that  its  influences  may  extend  over  the  whole  of  our  country,  securing  the 
blessings  of  learning  and  of  Christianity,  and  cementing  the  bond  of  Umon 
to  the  remotest  generation. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resohedy  That  this  Convention  elect  one  Olergyman  and  two 
Laymen  as  OommissionerB  from  the  Diocese  to  the  Convention  of 
Bishops  and  others,  to  be  held  near  Chattanooga,  in  Jnly  next, 
on  the  snbject  of  the  proposed  University. 

Under  this  Besolntion  the  following  persons  were  elected: 
Rev.  Dr.  Pise,  Hon.  Francis  B.  Fogg,  and  Mr.  John  Armfield. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved^  That  three  hundred  additional  copies  of  the  Beport 
of  the  Committee  on  the  snbject  of  the  proposed  Southern  Uni- 
versity be  printed  for  distribution  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary. 

The  Committee  on  Church  Extension  made  the  following  Be- 
pott,  which  was  adopted : — 

BEPORT. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  what  measures 
can  be  adopted  to  promote  the  extension  of  the  Chnrch  in  this  Diocese, 
respeetfully  Beport : — 

That  at  a  meeting  of  this  Convention  in  St.  Petei^  Ohnich, 
Columbia,  in  1865,  a  Conunittee  was  appointed  to  report  on  this  subject 
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Hull  Oommittee  ktqmred,  at  some  length,  into  the  cttueea  of  the  preeent 
(arcnoieoribed  oonditioa  of  the  Church  in  TennesBee,  and  xeoommended 
measoies  for  its  relief.  The  reoommendatioDs  of  the  Committee  have 
neyer  been  acted  upon.  One  measure  reconunended  was,  the  estab- 
lishment of  Book  Depositories  in  the  Cities  of  EnoxTille»  Nashville  and 
Memphis,  in  order  that  the  people  may  have  the  opportunity  of  learning 
what  religion  is,  as  taught  by  the  Church.  This  recommendation  is,  by 
the  Committee,  eonsidered  one  of  considerable  importance,  but  from  the 
fact  that  it  has  not  yet  been  acted  upon,  the  Committee,  in  order  to  arrive 
at  some  such  result  as  that  contemplated  by  the  former  Committee,  re- 
spectfully reconmiend  the  organization  of  a  Diocesan  Book  Society,  du- 
ring the  sitting  of  the  present  Convention.

CANON  V. 

8xc.  2.  Srery  Minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  eyery 
annual  Gonrention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  baptized  and  confirmed 
sbce  the  last  annual  Convention,  the  number  of  those  who  partake  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  specifying  the  additions  or  removals  that  may  hare  taken  place ;  and  the 
number  of  marriages  and  funerals:  he  shall  also  report  the  number  of  pupils  and 
teachers  connected  with  Sunday-school  instruction  in  the  pariah,  and  the  amount  of 
the  *K)irerings  of  the  Church;**  stating  the  objects  to  which  such  offerings  are  appro- 
priated, and  what  has  been  done  in  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  the  Conven- 
tion. (He  shall  also  report  the  name  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Vestry  or  congrega- 
tion with  which  he  may  be  connected  as  Rector  or  as  officiating  Minister.) 

The  parochial  report  may  also  present  concisely  any  other  matters  of  fact  which 
show  the  state  of  the  parish. 

CANON  Vll.— Parochial  AttiewmentM. 

Sxo.  1.  At  each  annual  ConvenUon,  assessments  shall  be  laid  upon  the  sereral 
Parishes  to  provide  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to 
meet  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

SiQ.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  collect  by  draft 
upon  the  Treasurer  of  each  Parish,  or  otherwise,  the  amount  of  its  assessment  in 
four  quarterly  instalments,  via:  on  the  1st  of  August,  1st  of  November,  Ist  of  Feb- 
ruary, and  Ist  of  May. 

Sec.  8.  In  order  to  secure  the  punctual  payment  of  these  assessments.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  each  Pariah — or  in  case  the  Parish  be  destitute  of  a 
Minister,  the  Senior  Warden — to  make  provision  by  collections  or  otherwise,  at 
least  one  week  previous  to  the  time  each  quaterly  payment  falls  due,  for  meeting 
the  drafts  or  calls  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sko.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  regularly  charge  the  said  assessments  on  his  books 
against  each  vestry,  creditiog  the  same  with  payments  when  made;  and  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Convention  the  state  of  bis  accounts  with  each  pariah,  which  report 
shall  be  entered  on  the  Journals  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  IX. 

Directing  the  mode  of  organizing  the  Convention, 
The  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  prayer,  after  which  the  Bishop  or  Pesident 
of  the  Convention  shall  proceed  to  organize  in  the  following  manner.  A  list  of  the 
clergy  entitled  to  seats  furnished  by  the  Bishop  shall  first  be  called.  The  Bishop  or 
President,  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  two  clergymen  to  examine  the  certificates  of 
the  lay  delegates  who  shall  report  thereupon  the  names  of  such  persons  as  are  eotitl- 
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ed  to  seati.  The  GooTention  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  a  Secretary,  which  being 
done,  the  Bishop  or  President  shall  pronounce  the  Oonyentlon  duly  orgaiilwd.  The 
CSonTention  sermon  shall  be  preached  by  the  Bishop  or  by  some  clergyman  appointed 
by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  (Morning)  of  the  first  day  of  the 
Convention. 

CANON  XL,'^0/ih€  Pennon  Ftmd. 

Sbo.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  haTing  charge  of  a  parish  in  this 
Diocese,  and  of  the  Wardens  where  there  is  no  Clergymen,  to  malce  a  oolleoilOn, 
annually,  at  Christmas,  (or  in  some  other  mode,  annually  to  obtain  contributions,) 
lor  ereating  a  permanent  fond  in  aid  of  aged  and  infirm  clergymen,  together  with 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  decifted  Clergymen. 

CANON  XIV. 

^*It  shsll  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  In  this  Diocese  to  make  a  collection  on 
£aster-day  of  each  year,  or  in  some  other  way  annually  to  contribute  towards  erect- 
ing a  permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

The  Convention  shall  appoint  three  Laymen  to  act  as  trustees  of  the  episcopate 
fund,  to  whose  hands  the  fund  thus  collected,  shall  be  entrusted,  with  any  other  mo- 
nies or  property  which  may  be  given  by  bequest  or  otherwise,  for  this  purpose. 

The  trustees  of  this  fund  shall  safely  invest  the  same  for  accumulation  until  it 
shall  reach  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  when  the  interest  of  the  same,  or 
mcome  therefrom,  shall  be  applied  to  the  annual  support  of  the  Episcopate.^'

Dbablt  Bbloybd  and  Rbven'd.  Brbthrek  ! 

In  preaeating  children  and  othen  for  the  Rite  of  Oonfirmation, 
thertt  is  great  danger,  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  Candidates  for  the 
prifUeges  of  this  Rite,  as  well  as,  of  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  prepare  the 
properly  for  its  profitable  reception,  of  undervaluing  or  misapprehending 
the  amount  of  Christian  knowledge  and  experience  which  the  Church 
expects  and  requires  as  previously  necessary  to  its  administration.  There 
can  be  but  little  doubt,  that  the  lukewarmness,  not  to  say  careless  lives, 
of  many  who  have  renewed  their  Baptismal  vows,  in  *^he  Laying  on  of 
Hands^**  is  attributable  to  this  lack  of  due  preparation.  Young  people  are 
found  abstaining  from  the  Lord's  Supper  immediately  after  their  Confirma- 
.tion,  as  if  wholly  unconscious  of  any  inconsistency  between  their  profes- 
sion and  practice;  and  older  persons  are  observed  to  be  living  in  such 
habits  of  worldliness,  as  might  lead  one  to  suppose  that  a  renunciation  of 
the  ''world,  the  flesh  and  the  dovil,'^  had  never  entered  into  the  number  of 
their  professed  obligations.  No  wonder  that  this  Rite,  under  such  circum- 
stances, should  be  regarded  by  many  serious  minded  people,  as  of  so  little 
value  that  they  should  speak  of  its  administration  as  bordering  on  a  solemn 
mockery,  and  treat  its' claims  to  consideration  as  of  so  little  worth.  The 
iault  lies  chiefly  in  Parental  neglect  and  Ministerial  un&ithfulness. 

Parents  and  Sponsors  should  remember  that  God  holds  them  responsi- 
ble for  the  religious  well-being  of  the  children  committed  to  their  care,  to 
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the  fullest  extent  of  their  guardianfihip  and  influence  over  them.  If 
bound  by  natural  affection  to  provide  for  their  temporal  welfare,  much 
more  on  the  same  'principle  and  on  the  ground  of  acknowledged 
duty,  are  they  under  obligations  to  teach  them  their  duty  to  God  as  the 
subjects  of  his  moral  government. 

At  Baptism  a  strict  charge  is  given  by  the  Minister  to  those  who  have 
the  care  of  the  child,  that  they  teach  him  ^what  a  solemn  vow^  promise 
and  profession  he  has  there  made  by  them;'"  that  it  is  their  **part  and 
duty  to  see  that  he  learn  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Ten  Ccn^ 
mandments,^  and  then,  it  is  added,  in  order  that  the  whole  round  of  Chris- 
tian duty  may  be  embraced,  ^^all  other  things  which  a  Christian  ought  §o 
know  and  believe  to  his  souVs  health.  Can  any  thing  be  more  complete? 
All  knowledge  and  faith  necessary  for  ih^  soul's  health.  Can  any  direc- 
tioiis  be  more  explicit?  He  shall  be  taught  <the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer 
and  the  Ten  Commandments" — Faidi  to  enlighten,  Grace  to  strengthen, 
and  Obedicnca  the  fruit.  Can  any  reminding  of  one's  duty  be  more  sol- 
emn ?  A  personal  act  bringing  weighty  obligations  on  a  aoul  whose 
eternal  happiness  or  misery  will  depend  on  the  fidelity  with  which  thoee 
obligations  are  met  and  discharged.  Accordingly,  we  find  tJiat  the 
Church  has  manifested  her  sense  of  the  importance  of  all  this,  by  pro- 
viding a  Catechism  for  the  use  of  all  her  Baptised  Children,  so  oompi«- 
hensive  as  to  embrace  all  needful  points  of  faith  and  practice,  ao  simple 
as  to  be  level  to  the  plainest  understandings  and  so  condse  as  to  be  within 
the  reach  of  the  humblest  capacity. 

The  duty  of  a  Parent  or  Sponsor  is  not,  I  conceive,  fully  and  adequately 
discharged  by  teaching  a  child  tlie  Catechism  by  rote  merely.  That  may 
do  for  a  beginning,  when  children  are  making  their  first  attainments  in 
learning.  It  is  by  no  means  all  that  is  requisite  as  a  preparation  for  Confir- 
mation. The  child  must  be  taught  by  precept  and  example  practically 
to.  recognize,  daily  and  ever  more,  thoee  great  central  truths  embodied  in 
the  Creed,  without  which  therecan  be  no  justifying  fiiith,  no  true  repentance 
and  no  godly  life.  How  plain  and  explicit  the  instructions  of  the  Catr 
echism  on  this  subject.  In  answer  to  the  question  "what  dost  thou  chief- 
ly learn  by  these  Articles  of  Belief?"  it  is  replied. 

First,  /  learn  to  believe  in  Ood  the  Father^  who  hath  made  ftu^  nd 
all  the  world. 

Secondly,   In  Ood  the  Son,  who  hath  redeemed  tne,  and  all  mankind. 

Thirdly,  In  Ood  the  Holy  Ohosi,  who  sanctifieth  me^  and  all  the  peo- 
ple of  God.

The  child  who  is  duly  prepared  for  Confirmation,  must  see  in  the  con 
duct  of  those  who  have  the  care  of  his  religious  traming,  these  truths  ex- 
emplified. Little  will  it  avail  to  enrich  his  mind  with  the  store  of  human 
knowledge,  unless  his  heart  be  softened  by  the  dews  of  Divine  Grace.  And 
hen  is  just  the  part  of  duty  in  which  there  is  too  much  reason  to  fear 
that  Parents  and  Sponsors  firequently  and  grossly  &il.  They  may  pray  for 
their  children,  but  they  do  not  pray  mth  them.  Their  particular  wants 
are  not  made  the  subjects  of  q>eeial  prayer.  They  are  not  taken  aside  into 
the  private  Oratory  or  Closet,  and  their  peculiar  needs  inquired  into,  and 
the  voice  of  earnest  supplication  lifted  up  for  them,  in  tlie  affecting  lan- 
guage of  the  aged  Patriarch,  'K3  that  these  my  children  might  live  before 
Thee !  Alas !"  this  moving,  heartfelt  concern,  if  it  exist  at  all,  seldom 
finds  expression  in  strong  crying  and  entreaty  for  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
Chiklren  of  the  Church,  but  in  efforts  to  make  them  rich  in  temporal 
goods  or  distinguished  in  worldly  accomplishments.  Herein  there  is 
painstaking  enough.  The  sea  and  the  dry-land  are  made  tributary  to  tlie 
effort  to  make  our  children  rich.  The  aid  of  ^e  living  and  of  the  dead  is 
invoked  to  nuke  them  learned  and  accomplished  in  their  professions, 
0  when  will  anything  like  the  same  anxiety  and  care  be  manifested  to  make 
them  Christians  1  And  yet  it  would  seem  that  if  any  solicitude  should 
weigh  heavily  and  constantly  upon  the  Parental  heart,  it  ought  to  be 
that  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  our  ofibpring.  By  the  love  which  God  has 
implanted  in  our  bosoms.  He  has  spoken  more  emphatically  to  us  than  if 
He  had  proclaimed  it  by  a  voice  uttered  amidst  the  thunders  of  Sinai. 
We  know  not  what  may  be  the  lot  of  our  children  in  their  pilgrimage 
through  this  world.  We  know  that  they  are  sprung  from  a  corrupt  stocks 
and  that  they  like  ourselves  will  be  sinners.  There  is  a  root  of  evil  in  their 
natures  which,  if  it  be  not  eradicated  by  Divine  Grace,  or  checked  in  its 
growth  by  timely  watchfulness,  will  put  off  shoot  after  shoot  of  wickedness, 
till  the  whole  soil  of  the  heart  is  occupied,  and  the  moral  nature  wholly 
corrupted.  For  Sin  is  never  stationary.  Its  progress  is  always  onward. 
It  is  like  those  trees  of  which  we  read  in  Eastern  climes,  whose  far  reaibh- 
ing  branches  put  down  shoots  which  rise  again  in  stately  trunks,  and  these 
again  multiply  their  stems  till  whole  acres  are  covered,  while  under  the 
gloomy  shade  of  their  rank  foliage  excluding  the  light  and  heat  of  the 
sun,  creep  venomous  reptiles  and  all  loathsome  things.  Such  is  Sin  in  It^ 
occupancy  of  the  human  soul,  ever  striving  to  possess  the  whole  ground,  to 
exclude  the  light  of  tiuth  and  the  influence  of  Heavenly  Grace,  and  intro- 
duce its  own  loathsome  brood  of  "vile  affections  and  lusts.^* 
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Our  children  too  have  come  into  a  world  enunently  calculated  by  its 
pernicious  maxims  and  wicked  examples,  to  nounsh  their  natural  incli* 
nations  to  depravity,  and  to  swell  the  stream  of  corruption  till  it  rise 
to  a  flood,  and  pour  desolation  over  their  whole  moral  and  spiritual  nature. 
The  eye  of  the  profligate,  like  the  vulture,  may  easily  mark  them  out  for 
destruction.  Men  of  malignant  passions  and  desperate  character  may  seek 
companionship  with  them,  and  patronize  every  step  they  take  in  iniquity, 
until  a  career  of  crime  is  terminated  in  a  death  of  infisuny,  and  a  grave 
upon  which  there  drops  no  tear  of  human  commiseration. 

Our  children  will  be  sufferers.  It  is  conceded  to  none  of  the  ofl^pring 
of  Adam  to  enter  the  Skies  without  pain.  Nor  should  we  exclude  horn  our 
minds  the  thought  that  they  may  be  subjected  to  suffering  in  its  extreme 
forms,  and  under  circumstances  the  most  forlorn  and  helpless.  On  the 
Ocean,  amidst  the  raging  of  its  billows  lashed  into  fury  by  the  tempest, 
their  last  cries  for  mercy  may  mingle  with  the  bowlings  of  the  waves.  On 
the  Land,  in  sickly  and  inhospitable  Climes,  where  the  red-eyed  Pestilence 
marks  his  footsteps  by  desolation,  where  no  father  nor  mother  is  near  to 
support  their  drooping  heads  or  wipe  the  cold  death-drops  from  their  pallid 
brows,  it  may  be  their  lot  to  drain  the  cup  of  their  sorrows,  and  close  the 
wearisome  journey  of  life.  In  cold  and  nakedness,  in  hunger  and  thirst, 
in  poverty  and  neglect,  on  the  sun-scorched  desert,  or  in  regions  of 
thick  ribbed  ice,  in  haunts  of  low  and  infamous  brutality,  or  in  the 
dank  and  cheerless  dungeon,  on  the  gallows,  by  the  hand  of  the  assassin 
on  the  battle  field,  or  by  any  one  of  those  ten  thousand  accidents  which 
cut  short  human  existence,  who  of  us  shall  presume  to  say  that  his 
children  may  not  meet  witH  that  ^sudden  death"  from  which  we  pray  to 
be  delivered,  and  which  we  know  may  at  any  moment  arrest  us  any  where 
on  the  broad  face  of  that  World,  in  which  we  are  but  sojourners.  What 
Parent  can  sit  down  by  his  fire-side  at  home  in  the  midst  of  his  childreD, 
little  groups  of  sufferers,  and  not  instinctively  ask  himself  the  question — Is 
there  no  eye  to  pity  these  little  ones  when  my  eye  is  dim  I  Is  there  no  ear 
to  hear  their  groans  when  my  ear  is  deaf?  Is  there  no  hand  that  will  be 
stretched  out  to  defend  and  protect  when  my  hand  shall  be  mouldering 
in  the  grave  ?  Is  there  no  invisible  source  of  comfort  and  of  succor  to  whom 
I  may  commit  these  beloved  objects  when  I  have  left  these  earthly  scenes, 
and  passed  to  those  changeless  abodes  where  a  Other's  care  and  love 
can  avail  them  no  more  ?  Pressed  by  these  painful  considerations — consid- 
erations inseparable  from  the  condition  of  mortality — we  suppose  a  Parent 
will  feel   constrained  to  do  all  in  his  power  not  only  to  shield  his  ofi^iing 
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from  dangexB  that  thieaten  them  in  this  world,  but  that  he  will  invoke  for 
them  that  grace  and  bleesing,  that  lore  and  care  of  onr  Heavenly  Father 
which  will  be  their  beet  protection  here  and  the  soreBt  guarantee  of  their 
safety  hereafter. 

For  I  remark  once  more,  that  our  children  will  go  to  Eternity !  Yeel 
Eternity  with  all  its  dread  reahtiea,  with  all  its  changeless  solemnities,  must 
be  met  by  them,  and  is  among  the  allotments  of  their  future  condition.  Do 
we  think  of  this  often  enough  f  Do  we  think  of  it  with  sufScient  earnest- 
ness ?  With  a  seriousness  answerable  to  the  overwhelming  consequences 
which  follow  upon  its  truth?  Is  the  line  of  being  upon  which  our  children 
are  travelling,  to  run  on,  when  this  great  Globe  shall  be  broken  up  into  frag- 
ments ?  When  the  Heavens  themselves  shall  pass  away  with  a  great  noise 
and  no  place  more  be  found  for  them  ?  When  the  Earth  and  the 
Sea  shall  give  up  their  dead  ?  When  all  the  hosts  of  Heaven,  and  all 
the  legions  of  Hell,  and  the  long  line  of  Adam's  race  shall  stand  up  be- 
fore God,  a  countless  army? — then,  with  what  intense  and  overpowering 
interest  ought  we  to  regard  their  destiny  I  How  ought  every  &culty  of  soul 
and  spirit  to  be  exerted,  that  they  may  be  prepared  for  this  awfiil  scene  I 
How  ought  every  purpose,  pursuit  and  occupation  in  life  be  formed,  con* 
trolled  and  directed  to  the  one  paramount  object  of  being  accepted  in  the 
Day  of  Doom,  and  being  enabled  then  to  lift  up  our  voices  with  joy  and 
say,  "•  Behold  Lord !  Thy  servant  and  the  children  whom  Thou  gavest  meP 

These  considerations  one  might  reasonbly  suppose  would  evermore  be 
uppermost  in  the  mind  of  every  Christian  parent  They  are  equally  prop- 
er to  occupy  the  thoughts  of  the  Christian  Minister.  But  the  Church 
hath  thought  good  to  add  the  authority  of  a  ^cial  law  to  the  obligations 
which  have  been  adverted  to,  making  it  the  duty  of  each  Pastor  carefully 
to  instruct  the  children  of  his  parish.  The  law  is  in  these  words,  viz: 
"The  Minister  of  every  Parish  shall  diligently,  upon  Sundays  and  Holy 
days  or  some  other  convenient  occasions,  openly  in  the  Church,  instruct 
or  examine  so  many  children  of  his  Parish,  sent  unto  him,  as  he  shall 
think  convenient^  in  some  part  of  this  Catechism.'^ 

Here  we  find  that  the  Church  has  ordered  Jiota  this  duty  shall  be  per- 
formed— diligently.  The  word  marks  Her  sense  of  the  importance  of  the 
duty.  It  is  something  that  she  would  not  only  enjoin  as  necessary  to  be 
done,  but  to  be  done  diligently — ^that  is,  with  the  zeal  and  constancy  which 
U)ve  inspires.  And  that  no  excuse  may  be  alledged  for  its  neglect  or 
omission,  on  account  of  the  want  of  time,  she  prescribes  that  it  shall  be 
done  ''on  Sundays  and  Jlclydaye^* — the  very  seasons  appropriated  to  the 
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most  important  of  all  concerns,  the  care  of  the  soul.  And'  tiiat  no  {mss 
of  dnty  or  engagement  in  the  affairs  of  the  Paiiah  may  justify  any  omis- 
sion herein,  it  is  added,  ^  or  on  some  other  convettient  oeeaMumsJ*  Next 
ahe  commands  where  it  shall  be  done,  ''openly  in  the  C%«re& "— -diat  all 
who  choose  may  hear  and  learn  ''the  words  of  Eternal  Dfe."  And  then 
she  directs  the  Minister  as  to  what,  he  shall  instruct  or  examine  the  chil- 
dren—- that  is,  "  in  some  part  of  the  Catechism."  It  is  recorded  of  Lu&er, 
Melancthon,  Granmer  and  many  other  great  men  distinguished  for  their 
services  and  sufferings  in  the  cause  of  Christ,  that  towards  the  close  of 
thdr  lives,  they  gave  up  the  reading  aod  study  of  all  books  and  betook 
themselves  to  the  Bible  and  their  Catechisms.  They  had  become  as  little 
children,  and  as  little  children  they  wished  to  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven. 

That  the  Ifinister  may  be  encouraged  and  strengthened  in  the  perfi>r- 
mance  of  so  great  and  necessary  a  work,  the  law  of  the  Church  proceeds: 

"And  all  Fathers,  Mothers,  Masters  and  Mistresses,  shall  cause  their  Chil- 
dren, Servants  and  Apprentices,  who  have  not  learned  their  Catechism, 
to  come  to  the  Church  at  the  time  appcnnted,  and  obediently  to  hear  and 
be  ordered  by  the  Minister,  until  such  time  as  they  have  learned  all  that 
is  here  appointed  for  them  to  learn." 

The  rule  is  very  comprehensive,  embracing  every  class  in  society  who 
may  be  presumed  to  have  the  control  of  others — ^"Fathers,  Mothers,  Mas- 
ters and  MistresBes,"-— extending  to  all  conditions  in  life  whidi  may  be 
reasonably  suj^Kwed,  from  their  dependence,  to  need  instruction — **•  Chil- 
dren, Servants  and  Apprentices."  It  is  enjoined  upon  the  former  to  cause 
the  latter  to  come  to  the  Church  to  be  instructed.  How  is  this  mjnnction 
of  the  Church  ordinarily  heeded  by  those  who  profins  to  reverence  her 
authority  f  It  is,  I  awfully  fear,  practically  and  habitually  disregarded  by 
the  large  majority  of  those  who  dwell  in  this  nominally^Christian  land. 
There  are  thousands  around  us, "Children,  Servants  and  Apprentices,^ 
wholly  dependent  for  Religions  training,  upon  those  who  "  exercise  rule 
and  authority  over  them,"  that  in  the  great  Day  of  Eternity,  may  lift  up 
the  voice  of  bitter  reproa(^,  mingled  with  lamentation  and  say,  "No  man 
cared  for  our  souls  I"  If  there  be  reason  to  mourn  over  the  prevalence  of 
irreligion  in  the  land,  and  the  decay  of  piety  and  godliness  among  pro- 
fessed Christians,  I  am  bdd  to  say,  that  the  efficient  causes  are  to  be  traced 
to  this  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  Laity,  rather  than  any  unfiuthfol- 
ness  among  the  Clergy.  In  this  part  of  their  office  Ministers  axe  power- 
less withoutthe  co«operation  of  the  people.  But  where  Parents  and  Sponsors

do  disehaige  thia  part  of  their  duty,  the  Minktor  can  be  at  no  loas  as  to 
the  amount  of  instruction  to  be  given  to  those  sent  to  him.  He  is  to  con* 
tinue  his  labors  till  th^  have  learned  the  whole  of  the  CateehUm,  and  then 
thej  are  to  be  brought  to  Confirmation.  For  thus  prooeeds  the  rubric  or 
Law  of  the  Church : — 

'^So  foon  as  ehfldren  are  oome  to  a  compelent  age,  and  can  say  the  Creed,  the 
Lord's  Ptefer,  and  the  Tea  OommaadmeBtfly  and  can  answer  to  the  other  qaestions 
of  this  short  Oatechism,  they  shall  be  brought  to  the  Bishop.'' 

'*  And  whensoerer  the  Bishop  shall  give  knowledge  for  children  to  be  brooght 
unto  him  for  their  Confirmation,  the  Minister  of  every  Pariah  shall  either  bring,  or 
send  in  writing,  with  his  hand  subscribed  thereunto,  the  names  of  all  such  persons 
withhi  his  Parish,  ss  he  shall  think  fit  to  be  presented  to  the  Bishop  to  be  Con- 
finned.'* 

The  whole  of  these  directions  look  to  attainments  in  Christian  know- 
ledge and  character,  which  it  is  greatly  to  be  feared  are  very  injuriously  if 
not  fatally  overlooked  by  many  whose  duty  it  is  to  prepare  and  present 
persons  for  Confirmation.  The  Church  in  all  her  Ofiices  contemplates  the 
highest  proficiency  in  the  divine  fife  as  the  object  aimed  at  by  their  ad- 
ministration, and  a  full  understanding  of  their  nature  and  due  preparation, 
on  the  part  of  those  capable  of  the  same,  in  order  to  their  profitable  re- 
ception.   Thus : — 

**  Baptism  is  a  death  unto  sin  and  a  new  birth  unto  righteousness,''— pre-requi- 
rites  to  which  are,  ^^Repentanee  whereby  we  fi^isake  sin,  and  Faith  whereby  we  sted 
fcstly  believe  the  promises  of  God  nade  to  ns  in  that  Sacrament" 

The  first  Rubric  in  the  Office  of  Adult  Baptism  reads : — 

**  When  any  such  persons  as  are  of  riper  years  are  to  be  Baptized,  timely  notice 
shall  be  given  to  the  Sinister ;  that  so  due  care  nay  be  taken  tor  their  examination,- 
whether  they  be  snffieieDtly  instructed  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  Beligion ; 
and  that  they  oaay  be  exhorted  to  prepare  themselves  with  Prayers  and  Fasting,  for 
the  receiving  this  Holy  Sacramant." 

Here  we  find  that  ^timely  notice  must  be  given  "--due  care  taken  for  ex- 
amination of  the  Candidate  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  Religion — and 
preparation  made  by  prayers  and  fasting  for  so  solemn  an  act.  And  then 
upon  the  administration  of  the  Ordinance  itself  the  witnesses  are  exhorted 
to  remind  the  person  Baptized,  ^  what  a  solemn  vow,  promise  and  profes- 
sion they  have  made,'^ — how  ^^ihey  must  grow  in  grace  and  in  the  know* 
ledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  live  godly,  righteously  and  soberly,  in 
this  present  world."  While  the  Baptized  are  charged  to  remember,  **that 
Baptism  representeth  unto  us  our  profession;  which  is  to  follow  the  exam- 
ple of  our  Saviour  Christ,  and  to  be  made  like  unto  Him;  that  as  He  died 
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and  rose  again  for  us,  bo  should  we  who  are  Baptised,  die  firom  mn  and 
rise  again  unto  righteousness,"  Ac. 

Moie,  and  surely  not  less  than  all  this,  may  be  reasonably  expected  in 
the  way  of  Religious  atUunments,  from  those  who  haying  learned  what 
their  God-fathers  and  Gk>d-mothen  promised  for  them  in  Baptism,  come 
forward  ^  in  their  own  names  and  persons  openly  before  the  Ohurch  to 
Ratify  and  Confirm  the  same."  Mere  may  be  expected  of  them,  because 
from  infancy,  if  Sponsors  and  Ministers  have  been  faithful,  they  have  en- 
joyed the  inestimable  privileges  and  benefits  of  Religious  training — they 
have  almost  from  the  beginning  of  life  been  in  Covenant  with  God — the 
promises  of  God  were  visibly  sealed  to  them  in  Holy  Baptism,  whereby 
they  were  ^made  Members  of  Christ,  Children  of  God,  and  Inheritors  of 
the  Kingdom  of  Heaven'' — ^they  have  been  tau^t  their  duty,  and  been 
the  subjects  of  fervent  and  effectual  prayer.  None  of  which  priceless  ad- 
vantages have  been  enjoyed,  or  at  least  in  a  very  slight  degree,  by  the 
unbaptized.  But  because  it  is  said  in  the  Rubric,  ^  So  soon  as  children 
are  come  to  a  competent  age,  and  can  say  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer, 
and  the  Ten  Commandments,  and  can  answer  to  the  other  questions  of 
the  Short  Catechism,  they  shall  be  brought  to  the  Bishop,*'  to  be  Confirmed 
by  him,  therefore,  many  young  persons  think,  and  alas !  some  Ministers 
think  witLthem,  that  if  they  can  but  repeat  the  whole  of  the  Catechism 
by  memory,  they  are  fit  and  qualified  subjects  for  Confirmation,  and 
that  this  is  all  the  preparation  which  the  Church  demands  of  them  in 
order  to  the  reception  of  that  Rite  which  admits  them  to  the  highest  priv- 
ileges of  a  Christian. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  understand  how  this  mistake  comes  about  and  may 
easily  proceed  to  a  fatal  delusion.  The  language  is  quite  common  among  us 
that  the  Word,  Sacraments,  Rites  and  Institutaons  of  the  Church  are  all 
Means  of  grace,  and  to  be  beneficial  must  be  used;  and  hence  the  urgency 
with  which  they  are  reconmiended  and  pressed  upon  the  attention  and  use 
of  all  men  who  attend  our  places  of  Worship.  It  is  said  that  the  use  of 
these  Means  of  grace  is  in  our  hands,  the  gracious  effect  of  them  depend- 
ent on  God's  blessing ;  that  it  is  our  duty  to  use  them,  and  to  look  to 
Qod  for  their  efficacy  and  sanctifying  influence.  This  is  often  so  broadly 
stated  that  no  reference  whatever  is  made  to  the  qualifications  of  those 
who  resort  to  them,  and  therefore  many  come  to  Baptism,  Confirmation 
and  the  Lord's  Supper  without  at  all  realizing  that  they  are  in  the  exercise 
of  that  Repentance  and  Faith  which  are  the  conditions  of  all  promised 
blessings ;  and  so  they  continue  in  the  use  of  the  Lord's  Supper  without 
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any  oomfirtable  eyidence  to  themselves  that  they  are  growing  in  grace  or 
making  any  sensible  progress  in  the  divine  life.  The  idea  is,  that  the  use 
of  the  Ordinances  of  the  Church,  irrespective  of  qualifications  on  the  part 
of  the  receiver,  will  secure  grace  and  be  attended  with  blessings.  I  can 
conceive  of  few  things  more  ruinous  to  every  reasonable  hope  of  spiritual 
improvement  It  is  a  delusion  of  the  Devil,  and  receives  no  countenance 
whatever  from  any  thing  taught  in  our  Offices  and  Articles  when  fiurly  un- 
derstood. 

In  the  XXV  Article  of  Religion  it  is  said,  ^Sacraments  ordained  of  Christ 
be  not  only  badges  or  tokens  of  Christian  men's  profession,  but  rather  they 
be  certain  sure  witnesses,  and  effectual  signs  of  grace,  and  God's  good  will 
towards  us,  by  the  which  he  doth  work  invisibly  in  us,  and  doth  not  only 
quicken,  but  also  strengthen  and  confirm  our  Faith  in  him.'' 

It  would  seem  that  some  persons  from  this  language  are  led  to  attribute 
to  the  use  of  the  Sacraments  a  virtue  and  efficacy  which  surely  the  Church 
never  intended  to  teach  as  belonging  to  them.  They  were  not  intended 
to  inform  us  of  the  character  and  perfections  of  God,  the  nature  of  Sin,  of 
the  IncamatioD,  the  Atonement,  Faith,  Repentance  and  Holiness.  These 
things  are  to  be  learned  from  the  Word  of  God — that  enlightener  and  in- 
former of  the  human  understanding — that  ^*  lantern  to  our  feet  and  light 
unto  our  paths '.' — that  ^  undefiled  Law  which  converts  the  soul — that  sure 
Testimony  of  the  Lord  that  giveth  wisdom  unto  the  simple."  In  short, 
there  must  be  a  proper  degree  of  acquaintance  with  our  own  spiritual  na- 
ture, a  knowled^  of  our  wants  as  sinners,  and  of  the  plan  of  Salvation 
through  Christ,  the  exercise  of  repentance  and  faiijth,  and  a  fixed  purpose, 
by  the  Divine  assistance,  to  lead  a  godly  life,  before  we  are  duly  prepared 
for  Confirmation  and  the  Lord's  Supper.  This  is  the  lowest  amount  or 
degree  of  preparation  with  which  any  one  ought  to  venture  to  approach 
these  Ordinances;  and  this  we  understand  to  oonstitue  that  worthiness  of 
meetnefis  which  fits  us  to  receive,  and  not  that  worthiness  of  qualifications 
which  may  entitle  us  to  demand,  this  great  and  inestimable  privilege  of 
coming  into  the  Family  of  God,  and  of  being  "  received  as  worthy  par- 
takers at  His  Holy  Table."  Those  who  rely  so  much  upon  the  efficacy  of 
the  Sacraments  as  to  countenance  the  idea  that  their  administration  is 
always  and  necessarily  attended  with  benefits  and  blessiugs,  might  do  well 
to  consider  the  last  clause  of  our  XXV  Article  in  these  words : — "  And  in 
such  only  as  worthily  receive  the  same  they  have  a  wholesome  effector 
operation :  but  they  that  receive  them  unworthily,  purchase  to  themselves 
damnation,  as  saith  St.  Paul." 
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I  am  very  far  from  wishing  to  discourage  any,  with  right  views  of  Beli« 
gion,  from  coming  to  the  Rite  of  Confirmation.  Indeed  the  reluotanoe  and 
timidity  with  which  many  are  brought  to  the  recognition  and  renewal  of 
their  Baptismal  vows,  doubtless  constitute  the  true  reasons  why  Sfinisters 
are  sometimes  found  too  urgent  in  their  persuasions  upon  this  subject,  I 
entreat  you.  Brethren,  to  consider  that  where  persons  are  Confirmed  with 
low  and  inadequate  views  of  their  Religious  obligations,  they  are  seldom 
happy  themselves,  generaUy  occasion  deep  concern  and  disquietude  to  the 
Ministry,  and  sometimes  bring  discredit  upon  their  christian  profession. 
This  is  presenting  the  ill  consequences  of  such  a  course  in  the  least  nnh^ 
vorable  aspect  in  which  it  can  be  viewed.  I  am  firmly  persuaded  that  in 
the  desire  to  present  a  considerable  number  for  this  Rite,  the  Clei^  some- 
times overlook  the  carefnl  preparation  which  is  fairly  demanded  for  it 
There  is  a  strong  temptation  to  do  this.  A  Minister  is  desirous  of  having 
all  the  members  of  his  flock  come  to  the  discharge  of  their  duty.  His 
representations  of  the  danger  of  procrastination  and  neglect  are  frequent 
and  earnest  Many  are  moved  to  enquire  '*  what  they  must  do  to  be  savedf 
and  among  these  the  Pastor  not  unfrequently  finds  it  a  task  as  ungracious 
as  it  is  difficult  to  discriminate  between  those  who  are  actuated  by  sound 
and  enlightened  views  of  the  character  and  extent  of  Christian  obligations, 
and  others,  who,  without  due  examination  and  without  counting  the  cost 
of  what  they  are  about  to  undertake,  are  influenced  in  their  conduct  by 
the  lower  considerations  of  a  desiro  to  please  their  friends  and  gratify  their 
Minister.  * 

It  is  exceedingly  rare,  therefore,  that  any  one  seeeking,  is  refused  the 
Rite  of  Confirmation.  Yet  it  is  certain  that  it  had  been  better  for  some, 
and  for  the  Churoh,  if  they  had  been  refused.  Disguise  it  as  we  may,  it  is 
the  fault  of  the  Minister  that  they  were  not  It  is  impossible  that  the  di- 
rections of  the  Church  in  this  case  can  be  mistaken.  It  is  the  bonnden 
duty  of  each  Parish  Minister  to  know  who  is  prepared  or  fit  for  Confirma- 
tion. Not  only  is  all  that,  which  Candidates  for  the  Laying  on  of  Hands 
are  required  to  know,  declaredin  plain  and  explicit  terms,  as  I  have  already 
stated,  but  it  is,  moreover,  made  the  duty  of  the  Minister  **  either  to  bring 
or  send  in  writing,  with  his  name  subscribed  thereimto,  the  names  of  all 
such  persons  within  his  Parish,  as  he  shall  think  fit  to  be  presented  to  the 
Bishop  to  be  Confirmed."  Why  all  this  particularity  if  it  be  not  to  impr»s 
upon  the  mind  the  importance  of  more  than  ordinary  care  in  this  case  ? 
A  list  is  to  be  made  out  A  list  to  be  made  by  the  Minister.  A  list  with 
his  name  subscribed.    The  Bishop  is  to  take  no  other  evidence  of  fitness* 
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All  mdicateB  the  gieatest  precautioa  on  the  part  of  the  Church,  Every 
thing  shows  that  ahe  espeeta  her  Miniaters  to  be  diligent  and  faithful* 
And  th#9e  words  of  solemn  admonition  and  warnings  given  at  the  time  of 
their  Ordination,  should,  methinks,  be  ringing  in  their  eaxs  on  every  ogc»* 
don  of  Confirmation  with  staittiDg  distinctness.  "And  if  any  member  of 
the  Church  do  take  any  hurt  or  hinderance  by  reason  of  your  negligence, 
je  know  the  greatness  of  the  &ult,  and  also  the  horrible  punishment  that 
will  ensue." 

We  may  add  that  the  OfBce  of  Confirmation  itself  contemplates  the  same 
amount  of  preparation  as  having  been  made,  of  which  we  have  been  speak* 
^9  previous  to  its  administration.  None  axe  allowed  to  be  Confirmed 
**till  they  come  to  years  of  discretion."  What  is  meant  by  this  expres- 
sion we  may  learn  from  that  great  and  good  Bishop  of  our  own  Churchy  the 
distinguished  Dr.  Hobart,  of  New  York.  "By  this  Order,'*  he  says,  "the 
Church  evidently  designs  more  than  that  they  should  be  able  merely  to  say 
the  words  of  the  Catechism.  They  must  have  a  full  knowledge  of  ita 
nuamnff.  And  it  embraces  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  plan  of  Eedemp- 
tioD,  of  Christain  doctrine  and  duty,  andhof  the  privileges  of  ChristiaDs; 
these  must  be  understood  and  realized  before  children  can  be  qualified  for 
receiving  that  Holy  Rite  in  which  they  pledge  themselves  to  the  belief  of 
Christian  doctrine,  and  to  the  practice  of  Christian  duty,  and  in  which  their 
Christian  privileges  are  assured  to  them.  The  age  at  which  this  knowl- 
edge can  be  attained,  doubtless  differs  in  different  persons.  And  the  par^ 
ticular  age  of  admission  to  this  Rite  is  not  authoritatively  determined.  I 
seems  necessai^,  however,  to  have  some  standard  of  age  which  children 
most  attain  before  they  can  receive  this  Rite.  And  the  age  of  Fourteen  is 
generally  recommended  by  the  Bishops  of  the  Church." 

The  demand  is  made  of  each  one  whether  he  acknowledges  himself 
bonnd  to  believe  and  to  do  all  things  undertaken  in  Baptism — ^that  is  not 
only  the  profession  of  a  right  &ith,  but  the  obligation  to  live  a  holy  life. 
Than  this,  no  more  comprehensive  and  searching  confession  of  Christ  can 
be  or  need  be  required  of  any  one.  And  then  follows  the  prayer  for  the 
increase  of  the  manifold  gifb  of  Grace — and  immediately  afterwards  the 
invocation  of  defence  and  imcrease  daily  in  the  Holy  Spirit  What  can 
such  language  signify,  if  it  be  not  a  strengthening,  an  increase,  an  adding 
to  the  work  of  Divine  Orace  already  begun  in  the  soul,  and  thus  carried 
forward  under  the  gracious  influences  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  until  he  who 
is  the  happy  subject  of  such  a  work  arrives  at  the  stature  of  a  perfect  man 
in  Christ  Jesus! 
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I  conceive  it,  therefore,  to  be  the  boimden  duty  of  Ministers  in  present- 
ing persons  for  the  Rite  of  Oonfirmation,  to  satisfy  themselves  in  every  case 
that  there  exists  something  more  than  a  willingness  or  a  desire  to  be  Con- 
firmed. There  must  not  only  be  the  required  amount  of  intellectual  pre* 
paration  in  having  learned  the  Catechism,  but  likewise  a  reduction  of  that 
learning  to  practice.  The  Candidates  shpuld  be  students  of  the  Word  of 
God,  when  they  can  read  and  have  leisure  for  it — ^they  should  be  devotion- 
al in  their  daily  habits — ^they  should  live  constandy  in  the  dicsharge  of  such 
duties  of  charity,  and  such  acts  of  piety  as  will  convince  themselves,  as 
well  as  others,  that  they  are  in  good  earnest  for  the  salvation  of  their  souk 
— ^that  they  feel  the  need  of  Divine  Grace  to  strengthen  their  weak  reso- 
lutions and  feeble  efforts — and  that  they  are  seeking  the  Ordinances  of  the 
Church  to  help  them  to  lead  godly  and  christian  lives.  Such  is  the  amount 
of  preparation  which  is  indispensable,  in  my  judgment,  for  the  worthy  and 
profitable  reception  of  the  Rite  of  Confirmation.  And  I  feel  confident  that 
if  Ministers  generally  would  so  teach  those  committed  to  their  charge, 
there  would  be  fiu*  less  depreciation  of  the  value  and  efficacy  of  the  ordi- 
nance itself^  and  lar  less  reason  to  complain  of  the  careless  and  ungodly 
lives  of  many  who  have  sought  its  privileges.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  a  form 
of  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  ad- 
dress the  chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  business  of  the 
House,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  Every  member  speaking  in  debate  shall  rise  from  his  seat, 
and  without  advancing,  shall  respecti'uUy  address  the  President, 
confining  his  observations  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate  without  permission  from  the  President. 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  not  again  be 
brought  before  the  House,  unless  on  a  motion  for  reconsidera- 
tion made  by  one  of  the  majority. 

7.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House,  unless 
it  be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 
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8.  The  qnestion  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken 
immediately  and  without  debate. 

Application  being  made  for  the  admission  of  the  Church  of 
the  Advent,  Nashville,  and  Grace  Church,  Memphis,  into  union 
with  this  Convention,  Rev.  L.  L.  Smith  and  Messrs.  F.  B. 
Fogg  and  John  Baird  were,  on  motion,  appointed  a  Committee 
on  Admission  of  Churches,  to  which  were  referred  the  aforesaid 
applications,  with  the  accompanying  papers. 

Notice  was  given  by  Rev.  Dr.  Quintard  that  to-morrow  he 
should  introduce  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  Canon  VII.  be  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following  words :  "nor  allowed  to  take  his  seat  until  all 
arrearages  against  said  Parish  are  paid."

Whebeas,  This  Committee  has  been  deprived,  by  the  deatli  of 
the  Rev.  Charles  Tomes,  of  an  eminentiy  important  and 
efficient  officer,  a  wise  and  prudent  counsellor ;  AndwJiereds^ 
in  this  event,  the  Diocese  has  lost  a  prominent,  able,  and 
successftd  Minister ;  the  Parishes  of  Unrist  Church  and  the 
Church  of  the  Advent,  Nashville,  the^r^^,  over  which  he  had 
presided  for  nearly  nine  years,  the/(W^,  to  which  he  had  lately 
been  elected  Rector,  have  lost  an  able  and  instructive  preacher, 
a  &ithfal,  earnest,  laborious  and  self  denying  pastor ;  the 
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Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  lost  a  dutiful  son,  and  the  Clerj^ 
a  brother  greatly  beloved ;  the  family  an  affectionate  hnsban 
and  father,  and  provident  head ;  wherefore, 

Resolved^  That  in  view  of  this  mysterious  providence  we 
stand  in  awe  of  God,  and  bow  in  humble  submission  to  His 
will,  invoking  His  mercy  to  forgive  our  sins,  and  the  aid  of 
HisHoly  Spirit  for  comfort  in  our  sorrows. 

Resolved^  That  in  this  afflicting  bereavement,  we  recognize 
the  need  of  the  awftil  monition  to  greater  zeal  and  more  labo- 
rious efforts  for  the  promotion  of  God's  glory  in  the  edification 
and  extension  of  His  church. 

Resolved^  That  these  resolutions  be  entered  upon  the  Records 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be 
transmitted  to  me  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
to  the  family  of  the  deceased,  and  t©  the  newspapers  of  Nash- 
ville, and  the  Church  Periodicals,  for  publication. 

July  13th,  1867.— Rev.  Wm.  D.  Harlow  was  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes,  and 
the  Rev.  David  Pise,  D.  D  ,  was  elected  President  and  Secretary. 

Joseph  Gray  wa^ecommended  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

Fbbbuaby  10th  1858. — Edward  W.  Gilliam  was  recom- 
mended as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

Febsuaky  18th,  1858. —  George  N.  James  and  George  S.

Episcopate  Fund  to  the  agent,  until  such  time  as  the  rental  of 
1  said  lands  or  the  donations  in  money  collected  by  them  shall 
I  pay  a  sufficient  amount  to  cover  all  expenses  on  them;  and  that 
I  when  the  rental  shall  exceed  the  expenses,  the  Agent  shall  pay 
!  the  overplus  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund. 
I  4.  That  all  moneys  collected  by  the  Agent,  as  contemplated 
!  in  resolution  2,  after  paying  land  taxes  and  other  necessary  ex- 
j  penses,  be  paid  over,  as  received,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Epis- 
copate Fund,  for  such  investment  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

I      Notice  was  giv^en  by  Mr.  James  B.  Craighead  that  he  should 
introduce,  to-morrow,  the  following  resolutions:

George  H.  Hunt  and 
John  Orr  were  appointed  on  that  Committee. 
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Leave  of  the  Convention  being  granted,  the  Secretary  ap- 
pointed Rev.  Richard  Hines  as  his  Assistant. 
On  motion  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating  to 
the  Columbia  Female  Institute  be  refeired  to  a  Committee. 

Whereupon  Rev.  J.  A.  Wheelock,  Rev.  J.  Sandels,  and  Mr. 
James  Oaruthers  were  appointed  on  that  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  the  amendment  of  Canon  VII.,  made  the 
following  Report.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  relating  to  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Tomes,  and 
also  of  the  Right  Rev.  George  W.  Freeman,  D.  D.,  made  the 
following  Report,  which  was  ordered  to  be  entered  on  the  Jour- 
nal of  this  Convention : 

REPORT. 

That  is  a  sad  duty  which  has  devolved  on  your  Committee. 
We  are  to  speak  of  one,  a  brother  belov«i,  whose  presence  has 
for  yeara  added  to  the  joy  that  quickened  us  when  coming  togeth- 
er to  take  sweet  counsel  for  the  cause  of  Christand  His  Church. 
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To  speak  words  of  eulogy,  we  cannot — ^for  his  works,  his  labors, 
his  devotion,  are  his  highest  praise.  Year  after  year  as  we 
have  assembled  in  Convention,  we  have  found  our  departed 
brother,  until  this  year.  From  the  year  of  his  ordination, 
1844,  he  was  never  absent  from  one  meeting  of  this  body  when 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  it ;  and,  on  every  occasion,  with  a  single 
exception,  he  has  been  present  at  the  opening  of  the  Conven- 
tion.   The  Committee  therefore  beg  leave  to  report,  that 

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  His  wise  provi- 
dence, since  the  meeting  of  our  last  Convention,  to  remove 
from  the  companionship  of  our  labors  in  the  Church  Mili- 
tant, to  the  rewards  of  tne  Church  Triumphant,  our  beloved 
brother,  the  Bev.  Charles  Tombs, 

Resolved^  That  while  we  deeply  feel  our  loss,  we  adore  Him 
who  hath  appointed  it. 

Resolved^  That  the  example  of  our  departed  brother,  in  giv- 
ing himself  wholly  to  the  work  of  Christ  and  the  Church,  in 
his  abundant  labors,  in  his  unwavering  devotion  to  duty,  his 
carefulness  and  watchfiilness  for  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  the  faithftdness  with  which  he  per- 
formed all  his  work  as  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  as 
a  Delegate  to  the  General  Convention,  and  as  an  active  and 
prominent  member  of  this  body,  dftnands  from  us  the  highest 
commendation  and  most  loving  emulation. 

Resolved^  That  we  deeply  sympathize  with  the  immediate 
family  and  friends  of  our  deceased  brother,  and  that  the  Secre- 
tary be  instructed  to  forward  to  them  a  copy  of  these  resolutions. 

And  the  Committee  beg  leave  further  to  report  in  reference 
to  the  loss  which  the  Church  has  sustained  in  the  removal  of 
our  Rt.  Eev.  Father,  the  venerable  Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkan- 
sas and  the  Indian  Territory : 

Resolved^  In  humble  submission  to  the  will  of  Divine 
Providence,  that  the  Convention  has  heard  with  deep  regret  of 
the  removal  of  the  Et.  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Freeman,  D.  D.,  by  death, 
from  the  scenes  of  his  earthly  labors. 

Resolved^  That  we  entertain  a  profound  respect  for  the  ster- 
ling integrity  of  his  character  and  tiie  value  of  his  services  to  the 
cause  of  religion  in  the  wide  and  difficult  field  of  his  labors. 

Resolved^  Thsi  we  tender  our  sympathy  and  condolence  to  the 
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family  of  our  Kt.  Eev.  deceased  Father,  and  to  the  oeople  of  his 
late  charge.

Diocese  of  Tennessee  as  a  Corporation,  to  be  held  on  the  same 
trusts  and  for  the  same  purposes  as  provided  in  the  original 
deeds  of  conveyance.  Where  conveyances  have  been  made  to 
the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  as  a  Trustee,  he  may  convey  the  same 
to  this  Corporation,  to  be  held  on  the  same  trusts  and  uses  as  de- 
clared in  the  original  deed,  will,  or  other  instrument.  In  the 
Articles  of  Association  where  it  is  provided  that  the  estate 
shall  be  vested  in  the  Bishop,  the  same  shall  be  vested  in  this 
Corporation  for  the  same  purposes  as  it  was  vested  in  the  Bishop. 
jResolvedy  That  the  Bishop  be  authorized  to  receive  any  Deed 
or  Gift  to  this  Corporation. 

The  Convention  adjourned  to  8  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 

Satubday,  May  29th,  8  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Convention  assembled  according  to  adjournment,  the 
Bishop  in  the  chair.  After  prayers  by  the  President,  the  roll 
was  called,  and  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  were 
read  and  adopted. 

Certificate  of  Lay  Delegates  fi-om  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Som- 
erviUe,  was  presented  and  referred  to  the  proper  Committee, 
who  reported  Thomas  R.  Cocke  and  George  S.  Phillips  as  duly 
elected. 
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Their  names  being  called,  Mr.  Philips  appeared  and  took  his 
Beat. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  was  brought  up,  and  on  being  read, 
was  ordered  on  the  Journal,  (Vide  Appendix  B.) 

The  proposed  amendment  of  Canon  XIV.  came  up,  and  was 
adopted,  to  read  as  follows: — 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Pai'ish  in  this  Diocese  to  make 
a  collection  annually  on  Easter,  or  the  Sunday  next  after  Easter 
on  which  service  may  be  held,  towards  creating  a  permanent 
fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate.  The  Convention  shall 
appoint  three  Laymen  to  act  as  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund, 
to  whose  hands  tlie  fund  thus  collected  shall  be  entrusted,  \nth 
any  other  moneys  or  property  which  may  be  given  by  bequest 
or  otherwise  for  tliis  purpose. 

The  Trustees  of  this  fund  shall  safely  invest  the  same  for 
accumulation  until  it  shall  reach  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars,  when  the  Interest  of  the  same,  or  the  income  therefrom, 
shall  be  applied  to  the  annual  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

The  proposed  amendment  to  Section  1  of  Canon  XI.  was  also 
adopted,  making  it,  as  amended,  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  1. — ^It  shall  be  theduty  of  every  Clergrman  having  charge 
of  a  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  and  of  the  Wardens  where  there 
is  no  Clergyman,  to  make  a  collection  annually  at  Christmas  for 
creating  a  permanent  iimd  in  aid  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen, 
together  with  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Trustees  of  the 
Episcopate  and  the  Pension  Funds. 

On  motion,  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  following  i 
elections  were  made :

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  made  a 
Report,  which  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  appended  to  the 
Journal.     (Appendix  C.) 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  relative  to  the  Columbia  Female  Institute, 
report: 

That  they  are  much  gratified  to  find  that  Institution,  which 
has  been  the  object  of  so  much  solicitude  to  our  beloved  Dio- 
cesan, and  to  the  friends  of  Christian  education  throughout  the 
Diocese,  in  a  very  flourishing  condition,  and  promising,  at  an 
early  day,  to  realize  the  fond  anticipations  of  its  fonnders.  The 
number  of  pupils  is  now  larger  than  at  any  time  since  the 
change  in  its  administration,  and  never  since  it  was  first  opened, 
has  the  Institute  had  a  more  eflBcient  corps  of  Teachers.  These 
with  its  popular  Principal  and  his  excellent  lady,  give  to  your 
Committee  a  guarantee  that  the  Institute  is  now  educating,  and 
will  continue  to  educate  Christian  women,  who  will  be  an 
ornament  and  an  honor  to  society. 

The  buildingsi,  which,  when  the  present  Principal  took  charge 
of  it,  were  in  a  somewhat  dilapidated  condition,  have  been  so 
far  repaired  as  to  secure  the  comfort  of  the  pupils,  but  not  to 
an  extent  to  secure  the  durability  of  the  Institute. 

But  still  the  fact  stares  us  in  the  face  that  this  Institution  does 
not  as  yet  belong  to  the  Church,  nor  can  it,  till  a  paltry  debt  of 
some  six  hundred  dollars  be  paid.  Through  the  exertions  of  an 
agent  appointed  a  few  years  ago,  the  debt  is  reduced  to  this 
amount,  and  it  would  be  truly  a  lamentable  case  if,  for  want  of 
a  little  exertion  to  raise  this  sum,  this  noble  Institution  should 
be  lost  to  the  Church.    In  addition  to  the  amount  necessary  to 

Jay  off  the  debt,  which  is  now  but  six  hundred  dollars,  an  ad- 
itional  expenditure  to  make  the  repairs  complete  and  durable, 
and  to  erect  a  building  sufficient  to  mmish  recitation  rooms  and 
sleeping  apartments  for  an  increased  number  of  pupils,  such  as 
the  growing  interest  of  the  Church  and  the  increasing  popula- 
rity of  the  Institution  require,  is  requisite,  and  your  Committee 
would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Hesolved^  1.  That  we  do  most  earnestly  recommend  this 
Institute  to  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  the  people  of  Ten- 
nessee, and  oi  the  Church  generally. 
Re9oli>ed^  2.  That  an  Agent  or  Agents  be  appointed  by  the 
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Convention  to  solicit  means  to  pay  off  the  present  debt  and  to 
erect  an  additional  building. 
All  of  which  is  respectfally  submitted.

Resolved^  That  the  Principal  of  the  Institute  be  authorized 
to  act  as  Agent  for  the  collection  of  funds,  not  only  for  the 
liquidation  of  the  old  debt  but  also  for  the  erection  of  suitable 
buildings,  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  employ  such  assistants 
as  he  may  think  expedient. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Bishop's  Address 
and  the  Parochial  Reports,  made  a  Report,  which  was  recom- 
mitted.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Humes  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  a  Committee  of  two  Clergymen  and  two 
Laymen  be  appointed,  who,  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
shall  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  an  appeal  to  the 
Churches  of  the  Diocese  in  behalf  of  the  African  Mission,  and, 
if  they  deem  it  advisable,  to  address  a  letter  to  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  upon  the  subject.

Resolved^  That  500  copies  of  the  Journal  be  printed  and 
distributed  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Schetky  offered  the  follow  resolutions,  which 
were  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  this  Convention  be, 
and  are  hereby,  returned  to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of 
Immanuel  Church,  LaGrange,  for  the  liberal  and  convenient 
arrangements  made  for  the  accommodation  of  the  members  of 
this  Convention. 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  cannot  terminate  its  present 
Session  without  expressing  its  grateful  sense  of  the  delightixil 
hospitality  extended  by  the  people  of  LaGrange  to  the  members 
of  this  Convention,  and  that  the  Rector  of  mmanuel  Church 
give  such  publicity  to  this  resolution  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

The  subject  of  establishing  a  Church  paper  in  the  Southwest 
was  brought  before  the  Convention.

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  deem  it  expedient,  and

months  in  the  performance  of  Missionary  duty  at  some  point 
or  points  adjacent  to  his  Parish,  with  the  hope  of  organizing 
new  Parishes,  or  aiding  those  too  feeble  to  support  a  Clergyman. 

Resolved^  That  each  Clergyman  so  performing  Missionary 
duty  make  a  full  report  of  his  Missionaj^  labors  to  the  Bishop. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Fogg,  it  was 

JSesolvedj  That  a  Committee  of  two  Presbyters  and  one  Lay- 
man be  appointed  to  revise  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  and 
report  any  additions  or  alterations  thereof  to  the  next  Conven- 
tion. 

The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  L.  L.  Smith,  Rev.  C.  T.  Qnintard, 
and  Francis  B.  Fogg. 

The  Minutes  of  this  day's  proceedings  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  House  then,  on  motion,  resolved  to  adjourn  after  the 
usual  devotions. 

Whereupon,  after  singing  a  Hymn,  and  the  Benediction  by 
the  Bishop,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

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Brethren  of  the  Clebgt  and  Laity: 

In  laying  before  you  my  Annual  Report,  as  the  Canon 
directs,  of  the  labors  and  official  duties  of  the  past  conventional 
year,  I  feel  not  only  depressed  by  the  small  results  of  those 
labors  in  the  exhibition  of  any  very  visible  improvement  in  the 
field  which  God's  providence  has  called  us  to  cultivate,  but 
oppressed  by  a  sense  of  bereavements,  sorrows  and  afflictions 
which  have  marked  the  interval  since  we  last  met  together.  In 
these  trials  I  feel  assured  that  you  have  deeply  and  sincerely 
sympathized  with  me. 

Our  conventions  have  generally  been  to  us  occasions  of  glad- 
ness; their  pleasure  marred  only  by  observing  the  vacant 
places  which  death  had  made  in  our  ranks.  It  is  this,  con- 
joined with  the  remembrance  of  the  departed,  but  never  to  be 
forgotten,  vividly  brought  to  mind,  especially  in  this  house  and 
on  this  day,  tiiat  lays  on  some  of  us  a  weight  of  sorrow,  lightened 
only  by  the  hope  of  the  eternal  blessedness  of  those  who  have 
preceded  us  to  thdt  better  land,  where  "there  remaineth  a  rest 
for  the  people  of  God. " 

Years  gone,  the  corner  stone  of  this  house  in  which  we  are  now 
assembled,  was  laid  by  me  in  the  presence  of  a  large  concourse 
of  interested  spectators.  Our  gifted  brother  Alston  was  then 
here,  and,  with  words  of  almost  seraphic  fire,  animated  us, 
with  the  gathered  multitude  which  filled  a  wide  space  around 
these  walls,  to  work  diligently  and  hopefully  for  the  honor  of 
our  GK>d  and  the  cause  of  Ohrist  in  our  world.  A  few  years 
rolled  away  and  we  had  to  say  of  him,  "He  is  gone." 

And  the  loved  and  loving  LrrroN  was  here  then,  with  face 
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beaming  with  the  brightness  of  hope  realized  in  laying  the 
foundations  of  a  house  to  be  builded  for  God.  He  saw  the 
cross,  the  symbol  of  our  redemption,  raised  upon  its  spire,  and 
here,  under  its  prestige,  battled  faithfully  against  the  world, 
the  flesh  and  the  devil,  until  withering  disease  laid  its  hand 
upon  him  and  drove  him  far  away  from  this  scene  of  his  labors 
to  seek  for  health  and  strength  ;  to  linger  through  long  months 
of  wasting  sickness  and  pain ;  to  pine  away  and  die.  Of  him, 
we  had  to  take  up  the  words  of  sorrow  also,  and  say  "He  is 
gone !"  And  there  were  others  who  were  of  our  company 
dearly  beloved  and  honored ;  some  of  whom  preceded  those, 
and  others  that  followed  them.  Chilton,  and  the  younger 
Stephens,  and  the  venerable  father  of  the  last  named,  who, 
having  finished  their  course  in  faith,  by  the  will  of  God,  "fell 
asleep  in  Jesus  I"  And  now  we  have  to  speak  of  another  who 
was  faithftd,  true  and  afiectionate,  and  especially  a  lover  of  the 
brethren :  one  whose  daily  food,  we  may  almost  say  it  was,  to 
work  for  "Christ  and  his  Church."  Never  was  he  so  contented, 
never  so  well  pleased,  as  when  engaged  in  preaching  the  gospel, 
in  visiting  the  sick,  relieving  the  poor  and  suflering,  and  re- 
claiming the  erring  and  the  lost.  Among  the  last  intelligible 
words  that  fell  from  hi«  lips  were  these :  "Brethren !  the  gos- 
pel must  and  shall  be  preached  to  the  poor."  "Through  good 
and  through  evil  report,  he  was  bold  in  his  God  to  preach  the 
Gospel  of  Christ,  even  with  much  contention."  For  eight  years 
his  voice  was  heard  daily  at  morning  and  evening  prayer  in 
Christ  Church,  Nashville,  as  a  warning  testimony  to  the  people 
of  his  charge  of  the  value  of  the  soul,  and  admonishing  them 
'**     '  things  above.     Never  was  he  absent, 

kness,  or  other  and  more  imperative 
e  him  countenance  or  sympathy  in  his 
were  moved  by  his  example.  Often 
3ne  voice  was  heard  to  respond  to  his 
and  giving  praise  to  God  in  the  courts 
low  speaks  to  those  for  whom  he  gave 
5  also,  from  the  grave  in  which  he  is  at 
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rest !    May  they  hear  at  last,  and  "give  heed  to  the  things  that 
make  for  their  peace." 

He  departed  this  life  at  his  own  home,  near  Nashville,  on  the 
10th  of  July  last,  surrounded  by  his  weeping  family  and  friends, 
whose  prayers  and  love,  had  it  seemed  good  to  God  to  answer 
them,  would  have  procured  for  him  a  longer  continuance 
amongst  us.  He  fell  asleep  without  a  struggle  or  groan ;  full, 
we  believe,  of  "faith,  hope  and  charity  ;"  cherishing  plans  of 
usefolness,  and  animated  to  the  last  with  the  desire  of  extending 
the  church  of  Ohrist  and  making  known  his  unsearchable  riches 
to  perishing  sinners.  Of  him,  we  can  truly  say,  as  did  David 
of  his  beloved  Jonathan,  whom  he  loved  as  his  own  soul,  'I  am 
distressed  for  thee,  my  brother !  very  pleasant  hast  thou  been 
unto  me.'" 

But  the  mournful  list  is  not  yet  completed  of  those  connected 
with  us  by  the  endearing  ties  of  brotherhood,  and  of  whom  we 
have  to  say  "They  are  gone ! "  Joseph  E.  Fbanklin,  one  of 
our  candidates  for  orders ;  a  young  man  of  much  promise,  very 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  all  christian  and  social  duties,  and 
whose  conscientiousness  manifested  itself  in  a  noteworthy  man- 
ner in  his  last  days  by  attention  to  the  minutest  particulars  of 
duty,  fell  sick  during  the  month  of  February,  and  the  close  of 
March  witnessed  his  departure  to  a  world  of  rest  and  peace. 

There  is  yet  another  of  whom  we  have  here  to  make  mention. 
On  the  29th  April,  at  Little  Eock,  Arkansas,  the  Rt^Kev.  Dr. 
Fbeeman,  Miss.  Bp.,  entered  into  his  rest,  after  a  protracted 
and  painftil  illness.  He  was  a  man  of  sterling  integrity,  un' 
flinching  fidelity  in  the  maintenance  of  truth,  and  bold  to 
rebuke  sin  and  ungodliness.  He  had  a  hard  and  unfruitful 
field  of  labor,  and  the  evening  of  his  days  was  overcast  by  the 
shadows  of  sore  bereavements  in  the  death  of  his  pious  and 
excellent  wife  and  one  of  his  sons. 

Thus,  brethren,  the  year  past  has  fdrnishcd  to  us  frequent 
and  distressing  admonitions  of  our  mortality.  Those  whom  we 
knew  and  loved — ^who  stood  almost  by  our  sides — have  been 
BtrickLTi  down,  and  now  call  to  us  f5rom  their  recently  made 
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graves  to  "be  ready,"  in  the  manifest  fulfilment  of  the  Saviour's 
warning,  "In  such  an  hour  as  ye  think  not,  the  Son  of  Man 
Cometh."  Very  soon  it  will  be  said  of  each  one  of  us,  "He  is 
gone ! "  Happy  for  us,  it  like  our  departed  friends  and  brothers, 
we  shall  "be  found  watching." 

I  proceed  to  detail  the  official  and  other  acts  of  my  ministry. 

Sunday^  May  24, 1857. — I  confirmed  a  person  in  private  at 
Jackson,  Tenn.,  and  at  night  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  in  the  same 
town,  I  confirmed  seven  persons,  after  sermon  by  the  Rev. 
Charles  Tomes. 

Tuesday,  26^/i.— I  left  for  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C,  to  fulfill  an 
appointment  to  preach  the  annual  sermon  before  thegraduatin;^ 
class  of  the  University.  This  duly  was  performed  on  the  night 
of  Junelst,  in  the  chapel  of  the  University,  after  prayers  by  tho 
Rev.  Dr.  Wheat,  in  the  presence  of  the  faculty,  trustees,  stu- 
dents, and  a  very  numerous  promiscuous  assembly.  The  day 
previous,  I  preached  in  the  forenoon  and  at  night  in  the  Episcopal 
Church  at  Chapel  Hill,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr,  Lee,  and 
assisted  him  the  administration  of  the  Eucharist.  I  reached 
Murfreesboro,  on  my  return,  on  the  6th  June,  and  on  Sunday, 
the  7th,  I  preached  three  times  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  to 
large  congregations,  after  such  use  of  the  P.  book  as  I  could 
make  before  a  people  unaccustomed  to  responsive  worship. 

Leaving  Murfreesboro  on  the  8th,  I  arrived  the  same  day  Jit 
McMinnville,  in  the  neighborhood  of  which  plaee  I  spent  two 
days  with  Dr.  W.  S.  Reid  and  family.  These  worthy  and 
excellent  people  have  made  strenuous  efTorts  for  years  past  to 
secure  the  services  of  a  clergyman  of  our  church,  of  which  five 
of  them  are  communicants,  but,  heretofore,  their  exertions  have 
proved  fruitless. 

Wednesday  10th, — I  read  prayers  and  preached  at  night  in 
the  Cumberland  P.  Church  at  McMinnville, 

Sunday,   lUh, — At  Beersheba   Springs,  I  preached  after 

morning  prayer'by  Bishop  Polk,  of  Louisiana,  and  on  the  ICth 

and  17th,  after  like  services,  I  preached  again  in  McMinnville. 

The  whole  of  Monday,  18th,  was  employed  in  exploring  Ben 
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I  Lomond,  a  mountain  in  the  neighborhood  of  McMinnville,  and 
I  one  of  the  sites  proposed  for  our  contemplated  University. 

Sunday  ^\8t. — ^I  read  prayers  and  preached  at  Becrsheba, 
,  and  on 

i  Sunday^  i%th, — I  performed  the  like. services  in  McMinn- 
1  ville. 

i  Tuesday^  ZOth, — I  read  prayers  and  preached^  in  a  school 
[  house  near  Dr.  Reid's.  Through  all  the  vicissitudes  of  fortune 
;  and  trials  growing  out  of  feeble  health,  this  family  have  perse- 
'  vered  in  an  unfaltering  attachment  to  the  Church.  It  is  one, 
I  among  many  other  instances  I  have  known,  well  calculated  to 
excite  the  sympathies  of  the  christian  heart,  but  for  the  relief 
of  which  I  know  no  means  and  possess  no  power.  May  the 
j;  Lord  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest. 
|!  I  left  for  Chattanooga,  and  arrived  there  on  the  2d  July. 
J!  The  next  day  was  employed  in  making  explorations  to  find  a 
j!  suitable  site  for  the  University. 

!'  July  4dh. — On  Lookout  Mountain,  by  appointment,  I  de- 
[l  livered  an  address  to  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  nine 
I  south-western  dioceses  to  consider  the  subject  of  establishing  a 
.  University  in  the  South.  Eight  Bishops  were  present,  and  a 
'  very  large  audience.  After  the  address,  which  was  listened  to 
i  with  gratifying  attention,  the  bishops,  and  clerical  and  lay  com- 
i  missioners  organized  themselves  into  a  body  for  the  transaction 
[j  of  business.    Tlie  journal  of  proceedings,  &c.,  have  been  pub- 

I  lished. 

|i  Sunday^  July  5. — With  the  aid  of  the  Bishops  and  clergy 
ij  assembled,  we  were  enabled  to  have  services  to-day  at  several 
j  places.  Bishops  Green  and  Rutledgc,  attended  by  several 
I:  brethren  of  the  ministry,  officiated  at  Chattanooga  ;  the  former 
'  at  the  Presbyterian  Ohnrch,  the  latter  at  the  Episcopal  Chapel, 
'  where  the  Holy  Communion  was  likewise  administered. 

II  On  Lookout  mountain,  a  commodious  room  in  a  Hotel  was 
j!  used  by  us  for  celebrating  divine  worship.  Morning  prayer  was 
!'  read  by  Rev.  H.  C.  Lay,  of  Ala.,  and  the  Rt.  Rfev.  Bishop 
1  Cobbe  preached.  The  Rev.  Jno.  Sandels  presented  Mr.  Wm. 
i  3 
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Mowbray  for  the  office  of  permanent  Deacon.  After  examina- 
tion before  the  Congregation,  the  Litany  was  read  by  Bishop 
Davis,  of  S.  C,  the  Ante-Communion  service  and  Epistle  by 
Bishop  Polk,  of  La.  I  ordained  the  candidate,  and,  assisted  by 
Bishop  Elliott  of  Ga.,  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
About  fifty  present  partook  of  the  Sacramental  feast.  At  5  P. 
M.  we  were  favored  by  Bishop  Elliott  with  a  sennon,  and  at 
night  with  one  by  Bishop  Polk,  after  the  usual  devotions  by 
Bishop  Davis.  We  felt  that  the  season  was  a  "  time  of  refresh- 
ing from  the  Lord,"  and  that  it  was  good  and  pleasant  to  be 
there,  and  in  the  midst  of  scenes  of  grandeur  and  beauty  sur- 
rounding us,  to  "  worship  Him  who  is  God  over  all  blessed 
forever!" 

Monday^  6th. — ^The  Commissioners  assembled  this  morning, 
and  in  the  course  of  the  day,  having  transacted  all  the  business 
entrusted  to  their  management  in  the  greatest  harmony,  th^ 
adjourned  to  meet  again  at  Montgomery,  Ala.,  on  the  25th  day 
of  November.  Among  the  most  important  measures  adopted 
at  the  meeting  on  Lookout  mountain,  was  the  appointment  of  a 
Committee  on  Locations,  to  collect  information  and  report  to 
the  Board  of  Commissioners,  in  order  to  enable  them  to  select  a 
suitable  site  for  the  proposed  University,  and  also  a  Committee 
to  procure  a  charter  of  incorporation  from  the  Legislature  of 
Tennessee. 

From  the  7th  to  the  10th  July,  I  was  in  attendance  on  our 
lamented  Brother,  the  Rev.  Charles  Tomes.  On  Friday  the 
10th,  he  fint€a*ed,  as  we  trust  into  that  "rest  which  remaineth 
for  the  people  of  God,"  "  into  the  joy  of  that  Lord  whom  he 
strove  ta  serve  faithfully,  with  his  spirit,  in  the  Gospel."  He 
was  committed  to  the  grave  on  Sunday  the  12th,  in  hope  of  a 
joyful  resuiTCCtion ;  the  Rev,  Messrs.  Pise  and  Harlow  officia- 
ting on  the  occasion.  A  very  large  procession  and  the  closing 
of  the  Churches  in  the  city  of  Nashville,  during  the  performance 
of  the  funeral  rites,  evideneed  the  deep  interest  and  respect 
with  which  he  was  regarded  by  the  community. 

Sunday^  19tK — ^I  baptized  two  children  in  Christ  Church, 
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Nashville,  at  morning  prayers,  after  which  Mr.  Joseph  Gray  and 
Mr.  John  Gierlow  were  presented  by  Rev.  Mr.  Harlow  for 
Deacon's  orders.  Due  examination  was  made  of  their  qualifi- 
cations before  the  congregation.  Bishop  Elliott  preached  the 
sermon  ;  the  candidates  were  then  ordained  by  myself,  and  the 
Holy  Communion  administered. 

July  26,  and  Aug^iat  2,  Sundaya, — Preached  in  Christ 
Church,  Nashville,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Harlow. 

Atcffttst  6th. — Left  Nashville  for  Riverside,  in  Tennessee,  to 
consecrate  a  Church,  erected  by  the  request  and  out  of  the 
means  of  the  late  Jno.  McGhee,  Esq.,  and  stopping  on  the  way 
at  Athens,  I  preached  August  6th,  at  nightto  asmaU  congrega- 
tion, after  prayers  by  Rev.  John  Gierlow. 

I  arrived  at  Riverside,  the  residence  of  Mr.  J.  W.  J,  Niles, 
on  Friday  evening,  August  7th.  The  following  day  was  spent 
chiefly  in  preparing  the  necessary  papers  for  consecrating  the 
Church,  which  were  presented  to  the  parties  interested  in  the 
property,  and  were  duly  signed  by  them. 

As  my  proceedings  on  the  occasion  of  consecrating  this 
building  to  the  worship  of  God,  according  to  the  order  of  tlie 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  U.  S.,  have  been  matters  of 
complaint  by  Mr.  Niks,  who  if  injured  in  his  personal  or  other 
rights  had  an  undoubted  right  to  object;  and  as  ray  motives  and 
acts  on  that  occasion  have  been  made  the  subject  of  severe  an- 
imadversion in  the  public  prints,  by  some  persons  at  a  distance, 
whose  chief  object  seems  to  be  to  gain  notoriety  by  thrusting 
themselves  into  matters  which  they  do  not  understand,  and  with 
which  they  have  no  proper  concern,  I  shall  here  state  as  briefly 
as  I  can,  consistently  with  making  the  whole  procedure  on  my 
part  clearly  understood,  the  grounds  on  which  I  acted,  and  the 
objects  aimed  at. 

The  church  now  known  as  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Riverside, 
is  situated  in  a  sparsely  populated  neighborhood.  With  the 
exception  of  three  or  four  families,  there  are  very  few  if  any 
others  in  the  neighborhood  for  ten  miles  round,  Who  hare^ikny 
acquaintance,  much  less  familiarity  with  the  services  of  our 
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Church.  Among  the  people  generally  of  that  section  of  coun- 
try, there  exists  the  usual  amount  of  prejudice  against  our  forms 
of  worship  and  usages — ^prejudice  founded  upon  misconceptions, 
or  fostered  by  interested  misrepresentations,  and  strengthened 
by  associations  with  those  who  are  accustomed  to  other  eccle- 
siastical organizations  and  modes  of  worship. 

CJommon  sense,  guided  by  the  light  of  uniform  experience, 
would  suggest  that  among  such  a  people  our  peculiarities,  what- 
ever they  be,  must  in  order  to  be  acceptable  to  the  ordinary  mind 
and  taste  of  the  masses,  bo  introduced  by  little  and  little.  Grad- 
ually, slowly  and  understandingly  must  this  work  proceed.  If 
in  any  circumstances  reserve  in  religious  teaching  be  admissa- 
ble  and  justifiable,  it  is  precisely  in  a  case  like  this  described. 
The  utmost  we  can  hope  to  attain  after  many  months  if  not 
years  of  persevering  labor,  and  patient  instruction  by  precept, 
exhortation  and  example,  will  be  to  induce  the  people  to  hear 
the  Scriptures  read,  to  join  in  the  simplest  form  of  prayer,  the 
most  intelligible  modes  of  praise,  and  to  hear  the  plainest  and 
most  easily  understood  expositions  of  divine  truth.  As  religious 
knowledge  is  increased,  and  the  growth  of  piety  promoted — in- 
terest created  in  holy  things  and  zeal  inspired,  we  can  then  ad- 
vance to  higher  views  of  heavenly  things,  can  exhibit  the  wor- 
ship of  the  sanctuary  in  the  beauty  of  holiness,  can  call  in  adven- 
titious aids  from  memories  of  the  past  and  from  hopes  o(  the 
future,  and  essay  to  chant  the  notes  which  angels  sing  around 
the  throne. 

But  before  arriving  at  some  considerable  measure  of  Chris- 
tian attainment,  in  knowledge  and  personal  experience  in  the 
ways  of  godliness,  as  indicated  by  these  remarks,  to  attempt  the 
introduction  of  symbolism  in  material  forms  or  figures,  the  mean- 
ing or  intent  of  which  is  not  understood,  or  obviously  apparent, 
instead  of  effecting  the  objects  aimed  at,  will  have  exactly  the 
opposite  tendency,  will  be  perverted  in  its  purposes,  misrepre- 
sented in  its  aims,  or  condemned  without  enquiry.  Instead  of 
conciliating  &vor,  the  results  will  be  in  a  vast  majority  of  in- 
stances suspicion,  dislike  and  avei*sion. 
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I  have  not  been  forward,  in  yeai-s  past,  as  you  will  bear  wit- 
ness, to  notice  things  of  this  kind,  and  to  object  to  arrange- 
ments where  there  has  appeared  to  be,  though  not  very  stix)ngly 
and  distinctly  marked,  yet  an  obvious  leaning  towards  a  system 
known  as  symbolum^  and  which  is  commonly  associated  in  the 
pablic  mind  with  some  of  the  most  palpable  errors  and  gross 
corruptions  in  the  teachings  of  Romanism.  These  innovations 
have  not  been  presented  to  observation  among  us  in  so  open  a 
manner  as  to  attract  the  attention  of  persons  not  familiarized 
with  the  inception  and  progress  of  error.  They  are  insidious 
in  their  approaches,  harmless  in  their  professions,  and  conse- 
quently the  more  dangerous  in  their  admission.  They  become 
apparent  in  their  evil  tendency  and  effects,  especially  to  those 
who  are  bound  by  their  vows  and  professions  to  be  on  the  watch 
for  souls,  and  to  guard  against  error  in  life  and  doctrine. 

To  have  a  cross  on  the  Church,  or  in  the  Church,  in  some 
conspicuous  place  or  position,  where  it  will  attract  attention,  and 
by  the  power  of  association  remind  the  beholder  of  that  love  and 
condescension  which  led  the  Son  of  God  to  endure  the  agonies 
of  its  death  for  our  redemption,  is  an  innocent  if  not  commend- 
able indulgence  of  a  eoiTcct  and  delicate  taste.  But  to  present 
the  cross  to  the  eyes  of  a  worshipping  assembly,  under  various 
forms  and  with  multiform  devices ;  to  have  it  set  up  in  every 
conspicuous  place  on  the  building  and  in  the  building,  and  not 
content  with  that,  but  to  have  it  moveable  and  erected  on  an 
altar  upon  an  altar,  thereby  suggesting  one  of  the  most 
delusive  and  corrupting  forms  of  error,  and  in  known  and  ac- 
knowledged alliance  with  a  doctrine  which  the  Church  utterly 
condemns  and  rejects,  and  for  resistance  to  which  some  of  her 
noblest  martyrs  perished  at  the  stake,  maybe,  for  aught  I  know, 
in  accordance  with  ecclesiastical  taste  and  architectural  beauty  ; 
but  is  in  my  judgment  a  lamentable  proof  of  the  absence  of  an 
instructed  faith,  an  enlightened  conscience  and  a  sound  mind. 

In  several  churches  which  have  been  built  and  consecrated  in 
this  Diocese,  besides  the  one  under  consideration,  the  form  of 
the  communion  table  has  always  struck  me  as  objectionable. 
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because .  suggestive  of  ideas  which  are  altogether  foreign  to  the 
teachings  of  the  Church.  I  have  not  made  objection  to  them 
heretofore  for  many  reasons  unnecessary  now  to  name,  in  the 
hope  earnestly  cherished  that  the  error  would  proceed  no  further, 
and  would  die  out  of  itself;  but  chiefly  I  was  silent  from  a  con- 
viction that  to  take  a  stand  of  open  and  declared  hostility  to 
communion-tables  of  altar-form,  and  to  insist  upon  the  adoption 
of  some  model  or  pattern  that  seemed  to  me  unexceptionable, 
would  give  to  the  whole  subject  a  relative  importance  which  it 
did  not  merit,  and  might  serve  to  provoke  opposition,  rouse  the 
lower  passions  of  our  nature,  and  lead  to  provocatives  of  strifes 
and  divisions. 

Wherever  the  communion-table  assumes  the  form  of  an  altar, 
suggesting  to  the  mind  the  idea  of  sacrifice,  other  than  the  sac- 
rifice of  praise  and  thanksgiving — to  which  acts,  the  term  stMti- 
fice  is  metonymically  applicable — that  form  is  objectionable,  and 
the  more  so  in  proportion  as  its  adjuncts  and  furniture  counte- 
nance the  notion  of  its  use  and  purpose  for  making  a  sacrifice. 
Deep  and  vital  error  is  covered  up  under  the  notion  of  a  sacri- 
fice made  by  the  Priest  in  the  Christian  temple,  or  if  you  please 
at  the  Christian  altar.  In  the  sense  of  offering  any  sacrifice  but 
that  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  he  is  no  priest — no  term  deno- 
ting a  sacrificing  priest  is  applied  to  him  in  the  Xew  Testament. 
He  is  a  minister,  not  a  priest.  lie  makes  with  the  peoj^le  a  me- 
morial of  a  sacrifice.  lie  celebrates  a  feast  commemorative  of 
a  sacrifice.  There  is  but  one  sacrifice  made  for  sin.  It  v. as 
made  by  Christ  alone.  And  all  the  acts  of  all  Christ's  minis- 
ters, from  the  glorious  company  of  the  Apostles  down  to  the 
humblest  servitor  in  his  courts  at  this  day,  cannot  add  one  iota 
to  the  value,  the  merits,  the  eflicacy  and  glory  of  that  one  sacri- 
fice. In  that  He  stands  alone,  unequalled  and  transcendantly 
glorious  and  peculiar.  Hence  the  Church  permits  no  approach 
in  her  services  to  the  notion  or  idea  of  sacrifice,  except  the  sac- 
rifice of  praise  and  tbanksgiviug — the  euohanstlo  sacrifice.  It 
would  rob  Christ  of  his  peculiar  glory  and  merits,  and  therefore 
her  language  is  unmistakeable,  when  she  enjoins  it  upon  the 
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minister  in  the  most  solemn  service  he  is  ever  called  to  perform 
to  say  that  Christ  "  made  by  his  one  oblation  of  himself,  once 
offered,  a  full,  perfect  and  sufficient  sacrifice,  oblatioa  and  satis- 
faction for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world."    Again  in  her  XXXI 
Article  she  sets  forth  in  the  same  strong  and  emphatic  terms 
that  "  the  offering  of  Christ  once  made  is  that  perfect  redemp- 
tion, propitiation  and  satisfaction  for  all  the  sin's  of  the  whole 
world,  both  original  and  actual,  and  there  is  none  other  satis- 
faction for  sin  but  that  alone."     In  the  homilies  she  re-echoes 
the  same  sentiment,  and  tells  us  to  "  beware  lest  of  a  feast,  we 
make  a  sacrifice." 
When,  therefore,  I  approached  the  church  at  Riverside  in  the 
1 1  afternoon  of  Saturday,  the  8th  day  of  last  August,  and  beheld 
11  over  every  gate,  of  the  yard  a  cross — ^three  crosses  on  the  roof, 
.    and  one  in  the  gable  or  belfiy,  and  on  entering  the  church  saw 
j   under  the  chancel  window  an  altar  which  might  properly  be 
I  called  Mgh\  occupying  a  large  space  with  the  three  steps  rising 
I  to  its  base — with  five  crosses  painted  on  its  front — a  moveable 
cross  on  a  super-altar  raised  on  the  principal  altar,  and  a  cross 
in  the  window  above,  and  besides  all  this  two  large  candle- 
,  sticks,  of  turned  wood,  placed  there  not  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
j  light  in  the  house,  but  avowedly  to  enlighten  the  inner-man — 
'  the  mind  and  soul — by  the  mysterious  power  of  symbolism,  I 
I  felt  that  the  time  had  come  forme  to  interpose,  and  to  arrest  by 
I  my  authority,  if  I  had  any,  the  steps  of  error  now  manifestly 
I  onward  to  a'fAlse  and  mischievous  system.     I,  therefore,  orderly, 
I  calmly  and  deliberately,  without  violence  or  harshness  of  word 
or  manner,  directed  the  minister  in  charge  to  take  the  candle- 
i  sticks  and  moveable  cross  into  the  vestry-room.     This  proceed- 
ing gave  offence  to  Mr.  Niles,  and  has  been  made  the  occasion 
I  of  severe  aniraadvefsion  by  some  others  beyond  the  limits  of 
this  Diocese.     On  the  other  hand,  my  course  has  been  com- 
mended in  the  warmest  terms  of  approval  by  bishops,  clerg}'- 
men,  and  laymen  in  very  nearly  all  the  Dioceses  of  our  Union. 
In  explanation  of  my  official  acts,  and  not  in  defence,  for  that  I  did 
not  deem  to  be  required  at  all  under  the  circumstances,  nor  in

any  sense  or  manner  dne  to  the  two  or  three  self-constitnted 
censors  who  represent  no  body  but  themselves,  and  who  seemed

The  canons  of  the  General  Convention  require  me  to  visit  the  ,  i 
cfliurches  within  my  Diocese  at  least  once  in  three  years,  for  the  j} 
purpose  of  examining  the  state  of  the  Church,  etc."    My  ordi-  .1 
nation  vows  oblige  me  ^^  with  all  faithful  diligence  to  banish  and    j 
drive  away  all  erroneous  and  strange  doctrine  contrary  to  God's  ;■ 
word ;  and  both  privately  and  openly  to  call  upon  and  encourage  Ij 
others  to  the  same."     1  know  and  you  know,  Brethren,  that  j 
error  may  be  taught  by  material  symbols  or  figures,  as  certain- 
ly and  as  efiectually  as  by  winged  words  which  are  themselves 
but  symbols  of  thoughts  or  ideas.     Hence  as  there  is  a  canon 
and  an  acknowleilged  vow  obliging  me  to  guard  the  doctrine  of 
the  Church,  as  there  is  no  canon  forbidding  my  action  in  the 
premises — as  it  is  a  sound  principle  that  whenever  a  daty  is 
required  by  law  of  an  executive  officer,  the  law  supposes  him, 
even  when  it  is  silent,  to  be  invested  with  the  necessary  author- 
ity, I  said  I  would  do  the  same  under  like  circumstances, 
"  canon  or  no  canon."    Charged  specially  with  the  duty  ot 
seeing  that  those  over  whom  I  am  placed,  "  teach  no  other  doc- 
trine "  than  that  "  which  this  Church  hath  received,"  I  felt  as 
ranch  in  duty  bound  to  remove  from  the  commimion  table  of  a 
church  I  was  called  on  to  consecrate,  every  instrument  of  error 
or  symbol  that  would  inculcate  strange  doctrine  contrary  to 
1 1  God's  word,  as  I  would  be  to  take  away  from  the  church  "an 
li  altar  to  the  unknown  God,"  or  remove  a  shrine  of  the  Virgin 
;i  Mary,  or  a  statue  of  St.  Paul  or  St.  Peter,  if  placed  within  the 
I  chancel.    If  I  were  opposed  in  such  an  attempt,  I  should  as  in 
:,  the  case  at  Riverside,  dt^cliuc  to  consecrate  the  church.     The 
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papers  prepared  for  the  act  of  consecration  were  returned  to  the 
party  aggrieved  by  my  proceeding,  with  the  information  that  I 
had  declined  to  take  the  building  under  my  spiritual  jurisdiction, 
and  there  1  had  supposed  the  matter  would  end.  Next  day, 
however,  the  request  to  consecrate  was  preferred  under  such  cir- 
cumstances, with  such  assurances  as  led  me  to  'accede  to  the 
wishes  of  the  parties,  and  with  the  assistance  of  Bishop  Polk, 
of  Louisiana,  and  of  the  clergy  present,  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Riverside,  was  consecrated,  and  set  apart  with  the  rites  and 
solemnities  prescribed,  to  the  worship  and  service  of  Almighty 
God,  and  according  to  the  order  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church.  Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Gay,  the 
Litany  by  Mr.  Gierlow,  the  sermon  was  preached  by  Bishop 
Polk.  The  instrument  of  endowment  was  presented  by  Charles 
McGhee  Esq.,  which,  with  the  letter  of  consecration,  was  read 
by  Bishop  Polk.  After  the  sermon,  I  confirmed  three  per- 
sons. In  Uie  afternoon  prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Jno. 
Gierlow,  sermon  by  Mr.  Ingraham,  and  I  confirmed  one  colored 
person. 

From  Aug.  10th  to  September  17th,  I  was  absent  from  the 
Diocese,  on  a  journey  with  my  widowed  daughter,  Mrs.  Tomes, 
to  visit  her  late  husband's  relations  in  New  York.  During  this 
absence  I  preached  six  times  at  as  many  difierent  places,  and 
married  one  couple. 

Sunday  20M. — In  the  congregation  of  Eev.  G.  P.  Schetky, 
worshipping  in  the  hall  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion, after  prayers  and  sermon  by  Rev.  Mr.  S.,  I  confirmed  tUree 
persons. 

I  officiated  at  the  same  place  the  four  following  Sundays  by 
reading  prayers  and  preaching,  and  I  also  baptized  two  children 
and  administered  the  Holy  communion.

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Rectorship  of  Calvary  church,  Memphis,  and  accepted  the  Eec- 
torship  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Nashville.  The  Eev.  W. 
D.  Harlow  has  taken  letters  dismissory  to  the  Bishop  of  Ala. 
The  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Steel  has  resigned  St.  James'  church,  Green- 
ville, and  been  transferred  to  the  diocese  of  Va.  The  Rev. 
Wm.  Mowbray  officiates  as  missionary  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Chattanooga.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Gray  in  the  vicinity  of  Clarke- 
ville.  The  Rev.  John  Gierlow  at  Louisville,  E.  Tenn.  These 
three  are  in  Deacon's  orders  ;  the  two  former  permanently  so. 
The  Rev.  Jas,  Hildebrand  has  been  received  on  letters  of  trans- 
fer, and  has  settled  at  St.  John's  church,  Ashwood.  The  Rev. 
Ch.  Collins  has  resigned  St.  Mark's  church,  Williamsport,  and 
accepted  the  charge  of  Zion  church,  Brownsville.  There  are 
six  candidates  for  orders  belonging  to  the  diocese,  viz,  Wm.  C. 
Gray  pursuing  his  studies  at  Bexley  Hall,  Ohio ;  Geo.  H.  Hunt 
and  G.  Blackie,  M.  D.,  with  Rev.  L.  L.  Smith,  Nashville; 
Geo.  James  with  Rev.  M.  S.  Royce,  at  Franklin  ;  Ed.  W.  Gil- 
liam at  J.  J.  Alston's,  Tipton  county,  and  Wm.  Bowers  at  Mem- 
phis, study  under  my  orders.  Of  these,  Messrs.  Hunt,  Blackie, 
James  and  Gilliam  have  been  licensed  as  lay  readers. 

During  the  late  session  of  the  Legislature  of  Tennessee,  an 
act  of  incorporation  was  passed  by  that  body,  securing  to  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Tennessee  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  granted  to  other  denominations  of  christians.  This 
measure  is  one  of  great  importance  to  us,  as  hitherto  we  have 
been  without  the  safeguards  and  protection  of  the  law  in  the 
use  and  enjoyment  of  the  proprietary  rights  appertaining  to  tlie 
possession  of  grounds  and  buildings. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  wisdom  and  prudent  management  of 
Fr.  B.  Fogg,  Esq.,  a  member  of  this  body,  for  the  attainment 
of  this  necessary  object ;  as  we  are  likewise  to  the  agency  of 
the  same  gentleman  for  procuring  an  act  of  the  Legislature 
granting  chartered  rights  to  the  University  of  the  South.  The 
Act  incorporating  the  church  is  in  these  words.  ♦  ♦  ♦  j 
respectfully  recommend  that  the  same  be  printed  in  an  appen- 
dix to  the  Journal  of  this  convention.

It 
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the  Legislature  is  now  ready  to  be  sabmitted  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  As  President  of  that  Board,  I  have, 
by  public  notice,  called  a  meeting  of  the  same  at  Beersheba 
Springs,  in  Grundy  county,  of  this  State,  on  the  3rd  day  of  July, 
of  this  year.  It  will  be  necessary  that  this  convention  choose 
one  clergyman  and  two  laymen  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  that 
body. 

The  Committee  on  Location  made  their  report  to  the  Board, 
which  met  at  Montgomery,  Ala.,  on  the  25th  of  last  November. 
That  this  convention  and  the  public,  as  far  as  information  ema- 
nating from  this  body  may  avail,  be  enabled  to  appreciate  prop- 
erly the  decision  of  the  Board  on  the  question  of  location,  I  beg 
leave  here  to  state  succinctly  the  grounds  or  reasons  on  which 
that  decision  was  made.  And  this  I  deem  the  more  necessary 
because  the  action  of  the  Board  has  been  assailed  from  quarters 
whence  it  was  hardly  to  be  expected,  and  in  a  way  not  to  be 
justified,  and  very  little  has  been  said  in  defence  of  the  Board 
and  its  proceedings. 

No  sooner  had  the  committee  on  location  begun  its  work  of 
examination  of  the  advantages  of  different  sites,  than  it  was  met 
by  the  offer  of  large  pecuniary  and  other  recommendations,  from 
nearly  all  the  various  localities  which  preferred  claims  to  be  ac- 
cepted. To  all  such  suggestions  and  offers  one  uniform  answer 
was  given,  viz :  The  University  is  not  to  be  put  up  to  the  highest 
bidder  in  the  offer  of  pecuniary  consideration  ;  there  are  three 
primary  and  indispensable  conditions  which  take  precedence  of 
all  other  considerations,  and  to  which  all  others  are  secondary, 
and  these  are :  First,  health,  subsidiary  to  which  are  pure  air 
and  an  ample  supply  of  pure  free-stone  water.  Secondly,  ac- 
cessibility. The  site  must  be  within  reach  of  the  countries 
represented  in  the  Board  in  three  or  four  days*  travel  by  the  or- 
dinary means  of  conveyance. 

Thirdly,  facility  of  obtaining  supplies,  including  besides 

provisions,  materials  for  building,  fuel,  &c.    Wherever  these 

primary  conditions  were  fully  met,  there  was  to  be  the  chosen 

site.    Such  was  the  answer  given  to  all  concerned,  whether  the 

4 
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claimant  to  preference  was  an  inhabitant  of  the  mountain  or 
the  plain. 

In  80  gi'ave  a  matter,  involving  interesta  bo  important, 
the  committee  were  nnwilling  to  rest  the  decision  of  the  Board, 
on  any  recommendation  which  they  might  give.  They  employed 
an  engineer  of  national  reputation  to  form  a  corps  for  topo- 
graphical surveys  and  explorations,  of  the  best  assistants  he 
could  engage.  He  was  furnished  with  a  printed  series  of  ques- 
tions, embracing  all  the  topics  of  interest  entering  into  the  en- 
quiries of  the  Board,  to  which  questions  he  was  asked  to  return 
specific  replies,  founded  on  actuai  observation  and  survey.  He 
was  directed  to  continue  his  explorations  at  each  locality  so 
long  as  those  interested  in  it  desired,  and  were  willing  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  survey. 

The  reports  of  the  corps  of  engineers,  together  with  plots 
showing  the  peculiarities  of  local  position,  the  elevation  above 
the  sea-level,  as  well  as  the  level  of  the  surrounding  country, 
and  all  other  information  gained,  were  laid  before  the  commit- 
tee of  location,  at  Montgomery,  between  the  18th  and  25th  of 
November.  The  committee  then  availed  themselves  of  the  rep- 
resentations of  persons  appearing  in  behalf  of  the  different  sites 
competing  for  preference,  and  heard  their  statements  personally. 
On  all  this  information  the  committee  rested  their  report  to  the 
Board,  without  recommending  any  one  spot  for  the  site  of  the 
University.  After  the  report  of  the  committee  was  laid  before 
the  Board,  accompanied  by  all  the  statements  of  parties  inter- 
ested, the  Board  thought  proper  to  admit  persons  claiming  to 
understand  the  advantages  of  their  respective  localities,  and  to 
hear  from  them  all  that  they  wished  to  urge  in  behalf  of  their 
claims  to  preference.  Never  was  proceeding  more  fair,  open 
and  just  to  all  parties. 

The  Board  proceeded  to  decide  the  question  of  location  by 
ballot ;  the  bishops  for  themselves,  the  clergy  and  laity  uni- 
tedly for  themselves.  Two-thirds  of  the  bishops,  in  concur- 
rence with  two-thirdfl  of  the  clergy  and  laity  were  necessaiy  to 
decide  the  question.    After  17  trials,  the  required  vote  was 
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given  in  favor  of  Sewanee  Mountain,  near  the  line  of  the  N,  & 
C.  Railroad,  and  tlie  decision  of  the  Board  recorded  and  pub- 
lished in  favor  of  Sewanee,  ^'nemine  coniradicente  !  " 

The  attempts  since  made  to  disturb  that  decision  and  to  ques- 
tion its  wisdom,  while  they  manifest  the  interest  of  the  public 
in  the  matter,  prove  very  conclusively  the  wisdom  of  foresight 
and  caution  which  governed  the  committee  of  location  in  col- 
lecting information,  and  of  the  Board  in  reaching  its  conclusion. 
If  the  settlement  of  the  question  upon  such  premises,  after  all 
the  pains-taking  and  care  to  avail  of  all  information  accessible, 
be  not  enough  to  secure  public  confidence  in  the  decision  made, 
then  we  may  despair  of  having  that  confidence  under  any  cir- 
cumstances. For  myself,  I  have  no  fears  whatever  as  to  the 
result.  I  feel  perfectly  confident  that  the  public  voice  will  sus- 
tain the  action  of  the  Board  by  an  acclaim  that  will  put  to  rest, 
and  for  ever,  all  efibrts  to  disturb  the  settlement  of  the  question 
now  made,  no  matter  whether  they  spring  from  honest  convic- 
tions, mortified  pride,  or  disappointed  selfishness. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  commend  you  to  the  guidance  of 
the  blessed  spirit  of  all  grace,  in  all  your  present  and  lulnro 
deliberations  for  the  promotion  of  God's  glory  by  the  extCLeioii 
of  Christ's  church  in  the  world.

APPENDIX. 


A  copy  of  Sec.  10,  of  an  Act  of  Assembly,  passed  March  15th, 
1868,  entitled.  An  act  to  incorporate  Holston  Presbytery,  &c. 

Sbc.  10.  Beit  further  enactedy  That  **the  Convention  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee"  is  hereby  incorpo- 
rated, and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
and  hold  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  by  grant,  donation,  or 
otherwise,  and  said  Corporation  shall  have  the  same  privileges  and 
powers  as  are  conferred  upon  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  by  an  act  of  February  17th,  1854,  chap.  282, 
entitled,  ''An  act  to  incorporate  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Metho- 
dist Protestant  Church,  Tennessee  District. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  act  above  referred  to  of  1854,  c.  282. 

Sbc.  I,  Be  it  enacted,  JtCy  That  the  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Chiurch,  Tennessee  District,  is  hereby  incorporated, 
and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and 
hold  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed. 

Seo.  2.  The  affairs  of  said  Corporation  may  be  managed  by  the 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  Tennessee 
District,  or  any  seven  persons  said  Conference  may  elect,  or  appoint ; 
said  persons  to  be  elected  or  appointed  annually  by  said  Conference,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  President  of  their  body  by  said  seven  persons. 

Sec.  3.  The  property  which  said  Corporation  is  authorized  to  hold, 
shall  be  applied  to  such  religious,  charitable,  literary  or  missionary  pur- 
poses as  said  Annual  Conference  may  designate.  Provided,  said  appli- 
cation of  said  property  or  funds  shall  not  be  in  violation  of  the 
Constitution  or  Laws  of  the  land. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  Corporation  may  hold  property  of  any  kind  in 
trust  for  such  religious,  charitable,  literary  or  missionary  purposes  as 
the  donor  or  testator  may  designate,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion or  law  of  the  land,  and  execute  the  same. 
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Sec.  5.  That  said  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Treas- 
urer of  said  Corporation,  either  of  their  own  bodj  or  any  other 
person,  and  take  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  and  in  such  penalty  as  they  may  deem  just. 

Sec  6.  That  a  majority  of  Directors,  authorized  to  be  elected  or 
appointed  by  said  Conference,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business, 
and  said  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  sell  by  the  usual  mode  of 
conveyance,  any  property  they  may  hold  in  furtherance  of  the  objects 
herein  authorized.

AMENDMENTS  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION  "PROPOSED"     |! 

In  the  Oeneral  Convention  of  1856,  to  he  ^made  known  to  the  several  jl 
Diocesan  Conventions^  before  they  shall  be  finally  agreed  to  or  ratified  [» 
in  the  ensuing  Oeneral  Convention"  ' 

ARTICLE  III.  j! 

Whenever  General  Conventions  are  held,  the  Bishops  of  this  Church 
shall  form  a  separate  House,  with  the  right  to  originate  and  propose  acts 
for  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  and  all  acts  must  pass 
hoth  Houses. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  mode  of  trying  Bishops  shall  be  provided  by  the  General  Con- 
vention. The  Court  appointed  for  that  purpose  shall  be  composed  of 
Bishops  only.  In  every  Diocese  tlie  mode  of  trying  Presbyters  and 
Deacons  may  be  instituted  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  but  the 
General  Convention  may  establish  a  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  revision 
of  the  decision  of  Diocesan  Courts.  None  but  a  Bishop  shall  pronounce 
sentence  of  admonition,  suspension,  or  degradation  from  the  Ministry, 
on  any  Clergyman,  whether  Bishop,  Presbyter^  or  Deacon.  Such  Court 
of  Appeals  not  to  revise  the  determination  of  any  question  of  fact 

PROPOSED  CANON. 

Definitive  action  on  the  following  Canon  (it  having  been  passed  by 
the  House  of  Deputies)  was,  at  the  instance  of  the  House  of  Bishops, 
postponed  to  the  next  Oeneral  Convention. 

CANON. 
Of  Councils  of  Conciliation, 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  difference  shall  ariae  between  any  two 
Bishops  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction,  respecting  their  relative 
rights  and  duties,  or  between  any  such  Bishop  and  the  Convention  of 
his  Diocese,  or  any  Parish  under  his  jurisdiction,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
either  party  to  apply  to  the  senior  Bishop,  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
House  of  Bishops,  who  is  not  interested  in  the  matter,  for  a  Coundl  of 
Conciliation. 

Section  2.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  three  Bishops^  two 
Clerical  and  two  Lay  members  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
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ties,  to  be  selected  by  lot,  to  whom  may  be  added,  as  members,  two 
male  Communicants  of  the  Church  of  any  order,  one  of  whom  may  be 
named  by  each  of  the  parties  to  the  dispute. 

Section  3.  In  order  to  the  selection  of  those  members  who  are  to 
be  drawn  by  lot,  the  Bishop  called  upon  for  the  Council  shall  proceed 
to  draw  by  lot  the  names  of  three  Dioceses,  from  a  vessel  containing 
the  names  of  the  five  Dioceses  having  Bishops  entitled  to  sit  in  the 
House,  whose  residences  are  nearest  to  the  place  where  the  controversy 
arose;  and  the  Bishop  or  Provisional  Bishop  of  those  Dioceses,  or  if  the 
Diocesan  Bishop  of  any  one  of  them  be  disabled  by  age  or  infirmity,  his 
Assistant  Bishop,  shall  be  the  three  Episcopal  members  of  the  Council. 
The  names  of  the  Clerical  Deputies  of  the  last  General  Convention  of 
the  other  two  Dioceses  shall  then  be  placed  in  one  vessel,  and  those  of 
the  Lay  Deputies  in  another,  and  one  of  each  drawn,  who,  with  the 
Bishops  and  the  nominees  of  the  parties,  shall  constitute  the  Council. 

Section  4.  The  Council  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop  who  has  drawn  the  lots,  of  which  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  give  notice  to  all  persons  concerned. 

Section  5.  The  Council,  when  assembled,  shall  endeavor  to  reconcile, 
on  christian  principles,  the  conflicting  views  of  the  parties,  and  may,  if 
they  think  proper,  prepare  a  scheme  according  to  which,  in  their  judg- 
ment, the  questions  in  dispute  ought  to  be  settled,  and  communicate 
such  scheme  in  writing,  under  the  hands  of  those  of  them  who  approve 
of  it,  to  all  persons  interested.

from  them  will  furnish  a  view  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Society, 

and  of  its  indebtedness  to  the  parent  Society  in  New  York :

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The  small  amount  of  sales,  compared  with  the  needs  of  our  Sunday 
Schools,  may  be  attributed  to  the  failure  of  niBjij  of  our  Clergy  to 
receive  the  Constitution  and  Catalogue  of  the  Society,  while,  with  some, 
the  object  and  design  of -the  Society  was  not  suflficiently  known  or 
understood,  viz:  "the  free  distributing  or  selling,  at  reduced  prices, 
such  books  as  are  approved  of  by  your  Committee,"  for  Sunday  School 
and  other  Parochial  purposes. 

The  Committee  would,  therefore,  most  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  present  the  claims  of  the  Society,  together 
with  its  object  and  design,  to  the  attention  of  the  Convention,  and  sohcit 
at  this  time,  and  by  correspondence  with  the  Clergy,  and  the  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Sunday  Schools  especially,  donations  and  subscriptions 
for  carrying  out  successfully  the  design  and  object  of  this  Society.  And 
it  is  also  recommended  that,  for  the  full  acquaintance  of  the  Secretary 
with  the  need  of  the  Depository,  and  through  that  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  in  this  Diocese,  he  be  requested  to  take  the  stock  now  on  hand 
and  future  purchases,  under  his  own  care,  and  send  to  the  Clergy,  and, 
as  far  as  practicable,  to  the  Superintendent  of  each  Sunday  School,  a 
copy  of  the  Constit.ution  and  Catalogue. 

A  helping  hand,  an  interest  manifested  on  the  part  of  our  Clergy,  at 
the  commencement  of  the  enterprise,  will  give  to  the  Church  Book 
Society  of  Tennessee  the  position  it  is  primarily  .designed  to  occupy  as 
an  AID  to  Parents,  Pastors  and  Teachers,  in  supplying  for  the  family 
Circle,  the  Sunday  School,  the  Parish,  or  the  feeble  Missionary  Station, 
such  a  literature  and  such  helps  as  shall  enable  the  faithful  sons  and 
daughters  of  the  Church  to  make  known  more  extensively  her  doctrine, 
discipline,  worship  and  history.  In  the  denominations  around  us  the 
system  of  col  portage  has  been  found  to  possess  many  advantages  for  dis- 
seminating the  peculiar  religious  views  of  those  bodies.  Go  where  we 
will — in  the  smallest  towns  or  ihe  largest  cities — on  the  various  vehi- 
cles of  travel,  or  by  the  wayside — we  shall  meet  with  the  missionary 
vender  of  pubhcations,  which,  if  not  decidedly  antagonistic  to  the  true 
principles  of  the  true  witness  and  keeper  of  Holy  Writ,  are  not  unfre- 
quently  so  mixed  with  error,  "false  doctrine,  and  heresy,"  and  often  so 
deficient  in  the  life  which  the  Church  constantly  exhibits  in  connexion 
with  her  whole  being,  as  to  leave  in  the  minds  of  ignorant  and  unin- 
formed people,  and  especially  of  the  young,  fialse  or  prejudiced  views  of 
religion.     Why  cannot  the  Church  have  the  same  system  of  reaching 
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the  masses  ?  Not  that  it  is  inexpedient  for  her,  but  that  it  is  rendered 
impracticable,  because  her  own  sons  are  forgetting,  if  they  have  even 
yet  learned,  that  they  are  members  of  a  missionary  Church,  the  Divine 
Charter  of  which  is  **Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel." 
That  it  may  be  otherwise,  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  Clergy  to  bring 
about,  by  encouraging  in  their  Sunday  Schools,  and  among  Church  fem- 
ihes,  a  missionary  spirit  The  Church  does  nothing  with  niggard  hand. 
She  has  given  herself^  while  many  of  her  children  withhold  from  her 
the  means  for  making  herself  known,  and  veil  her  beauty  from  those 
who  ignorantly  despise  her.

The  present  Rector  took  charge  of  this  Parish  in  February  of  the  present  year, 
at  which  time  there  were  26  Communicants  as  proven  by  the  Register.  A  number 
of  those  whose  names  were  registered  had  removed,  and  the  Rector  has  been  unable 
to  ascertain  their  present  locality ;  all  of  those  who  could  be  found  have  been  trans* 
ferred  at  their  own  request  to  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  except  two. 

There  have  been  services  and  preaching  every  Sunday  afternoon,  and  daily  morn- 
ing and-  evening  Prayers  during  Leiy.  There  has  been  organized  a  flourishing  Sunday 
school,  the  number  of  pupils  at  present  is  about  30,  that  of  the  teachers  8. 

The  position  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  at  present,  is  virtually  that  of  a 
Chapel  of  Ease  to  the  Church  of  the  Advent.  The  Rector  and  Yestry  are  using  all 
available  means  to  procure  the  seryices  of  a  regular  Minister  or  at  least  of  a  Deacon 
whose  time  shall  be  devoted  exclusively  to  this  Parish,  and  it  is  expected  that  when 
successful  in  this  effort,  at  least  twenty-five  Communicants  with  their  families  will  be 
transferred  from  the  Church  of  the  Advent  to  the  pastoral  care  of  the  new  incumbent 

The  offertory  has  amounted  to  about  |70  00,  all  of  which  has  been  expended  on 
the  Church  and  the  poor.

In  presenting  this  first  report  of  our  young  Pariah,  the  Rector  desires  to  expr^s  a 
grateful  recognition  of  the  many  tokens  of  the  blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  upon  his  labors.  The  room  in  which  our  services  hsve  been  held  for  ten 
months  past,  was  found  too  small  for  the  increase  of  the  Congregation,  and  we  re- 
moved to  another  locality  of  greater  capacity  and  comfort.  In  due  time  we  may 
hope,  as  the  result  of  patient  toil,  devoted  earnestness,  and  unwavering  faith,  among 
all  our  people,  to  erect  an  edifice  to  the  glory  of  God  and  his  worship  and  service. 
The  commercial  embarrassment  of  last  fall  and  winter  had  its  influence  upon  our 
prospectSi  and  obliged  us  to  delay  any  decided  effort  towards  the  erection  of  even  a 
plain  Btnicture.

In  the  unanimity  and  zeal  exhibited  by  all, 
young  and  old,  in  all  our  Church  work,  especially  by  the  ladies  of  the  Parish,  as 
may  be  seen  from  the  report  of  their  enterprises,  there  is  much  to  encourage  the 
Pastor  in  his  work,  and  contribute  towards  our  mutual  strength.  Of  that,  which  is 
more  than  all  devoutly  to  be  aimed  at,  as  illustrating  most  truly ''the  life  of  the 
Church;  the  inner  life  of  Dirine  Grace  in  the  soul,  we  may  trust  that  the  desire  of 
our  people  generally  to  improxe  the  privileges,  and  embrace  the  opportunities  for 
receiving  grace  in  the  ordinances  and  Sacraments  of  the  Church,  will  be  sufficient 
evidence  we  have  not  labored  in  vain.

The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Protestaut  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  State  of  Tennessee,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  cause 
of  Religion  and  Piety,  establishing  order,  and  securing  to  them- 
selves and  posterity  the  advantages  of  the  ministry  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  church,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  constitution. 

Article  i.  The  diocese  shall  be  known  and  distinguished  by 
the  name  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

Art.  2.  The  constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church 
in  the  United  States  of  America  is  hereby  acceded  to  and 
adopted,  and  its  authority  fully  recognized  and  acknowledged. 

Art.  3.  A  convention  of  the  churches  in  this  diocese  shall 
be  held  annually,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  last  preceding 
convention  may  appoint ;  and  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no 
resident  Bishop,  the  standing  committee,  for  any  good  or  urgent 
cause  moving  tliereto,  may  change  the  time  and  place  appointed ; 
and  whensoever  he  or  they  may  deem  it  expedient,  may  call  a 
special  convention  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  or  they  may 
th'nk  suitable. 

Art.  4.  The  convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  ^.lergy  and 
lay  delegates,  constituting  one  deliberative  body.  All  regularly 
ordained  ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  in  this 
State,  who  shall  have  been  canonically  resident  in  this  dioceee, 
for  the  space  of  at  least  six  months  preceding,  whether  pastors 
of  congregations,  or  missionaries,  or  instructors  in  incorporated 
institutions,  and  such  as  are  recognized  by  the  convention,  or 
by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  diocese,  shall  be  entitled 
to  seats  in  the  convention.  All  regularly  ordained  ministers 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  in  this  diocese,  in  Priest's 
Orders,  who,  on  account  of  old  age  or  impaired  health,  are  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  unable  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  ministry,  shall  also  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
convention.  Each  congregation  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
sending  three  lay  delegates,  any  one  of  whom  may  represent 
them  in  convention. 


ii 
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Art.  5.  The  clergy  and  lay  delegates  shall,  in  convention, 
deliberate  in  one  body,  and  shall  vote  as  such,  and  the  votes  of 
a  majority  of  clergy  and  laity  shall  decide  any  question.  But 
when  requested  by  any  two  members,  the  two  orders  shall  vote 
separately,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  separate 
order  shall  be  necessary  to  its  decision. 

Art.  6.  The  bishop,  if  there  be  one,  shall  be  ex  officio  presi- 
dent of  the  convention.  He  may  make  any  motion,  but  shall 
not  enter  into  debate  ;  and  he  may  deliver  his  sentiments  on 
any  subject  after  it  has  been  discussed,  and  before  any  vote 
thereon.  If  there  be  no  bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  a  pres- 
ident j?ro  tern,  shall  be  appointed  from  the  order  of  the  clergy. 

Art.  7.  A  secretary  shall  be  elected  annually,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  record  the  proceedings  of  the  convention,  to  notify 
the  churches  generally  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of 
the  convention,  to  preserve  journals  and  records,  to  attest  the 
public  proceedings,  to  continue  in  office  until  a  successor  be 
appointed,  and  to  deliver  into  his  hands  all  books  and  papers 
belonging  to  the  convention. 

A  treasurer  shall  also  be  elected  annually,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  receive  and  disburse  tlie  funds  of  the  convention  by  the 
order  thereof.  He  shall  render  an  account  of  his  transactions 
to  each  annual  convention. 

Art.  8.  A  standing  committee  of  five  persons,  three  of  the 
clerical  and  two  of  the  lay  order,  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual 
meeting  of  the  convention,  with  power  to  fill  vacancies,  in 
their  body,  and  generally  to  perform  all  other  acts  which  nmy 
be  required  of  them  by  the  canons  of  the  general  convention, 
or  the  convention  of  this  diocese. 

Art.  9.  Each  congregation  shall,  on  Easter  Monday,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  be  in  each  year,  elect  a  vestry,  consist- 
ing of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  eleven  persons,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  to  the  temporal  concerns  of  the  church. 
They  shall  appoint  two  wardens  out  of  their  own  body,  a  sec- 
retary and  treasurer,  and  appoint  delegates  to  the  diocesan  con- 
vention, and  exercise  all  other  powers  vested  in  them  by  the 
usages  of  the  church ;  continuing  in  office  until  a  new  vestry  is 
chosen. 

Art.  10.  The  election  of  a  bishop  of  this  diocese  shall  be  by 
nomination  of  a  majority  of  the  clergy  in  the  convention  assem- 
bled ;  and  if  such  nomination  be  confirmed  by  a  majority  of  the 
laity  in  said  Convention,  the  person  thus  chosen  shall  be  de- 
clared duly  elected.    But  no  election  shall  be  considered  legal, 
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unless  a  majority  of  all  the  congregations  shall  be  present  by 
their  clerical  and  lay  delegates,  and  take  part  in  the  same. 

Aet,  11.  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  administration 
of  the  sacraments  and  other  rites  and  ceremonies  of  th^  church, 
as  set  forth  by  the  general  convention,  shall  be  used  in  the  sev- 
eral churches  of  this  diocese. 

Art.  12.  Any  proposition  for  the  alteration  and  amendment 
of  this  constitution  must  be  made  in  writing,  and  assented  to 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  in  convention.  It  shall  then  lie 
over  for  consideration  imtil  the  next  convention,  and  shall  re- 
quire for  its  adoption  the  suffrages  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 


CANONS 

OF     THi;     PSOTESTANT     EPISCOPAL    OHUBOIT     I»    THE     MOOESB    OF 

TENNESSEE. 


CANON  I. 
Of  the  Admission  of  New  Churches. 

Whenever  any  number  of  pei-sons,  not  less  than  ten,  shall 
associate  to  form  an  Episcopal  church,  they  shall  adapt  Articles 
of  Association  for  their  government,  in  which  they  shall 
acknowledge  and  accede  to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  Doctrine, 
Discipline  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  in 
the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  church  in  the  diocese  of  Tennessee ;  they  shall 
assume  a  suitable  name  by  which  their  church  or  parish  shall 
be  designated,  and  shall  appoint  not  less  than  five,  nor  more 
than  eleven  vestrymen.  A  certified  copy  of  the  Articles  of 
Association,  and  of  the  proceeding  at  their  adoption  shall 
then  be  laid  befcwe  the  Convention  tor  approval,  and  also  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  or  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  a  majority  of  the  standing  com- 
mittc*e,  that  notice  was  given  him  or  them,  at  least  three  months 
before  the  convention,  of  the  organization  having  taken  place, 
and  of  his  or  their  approval  of  the  same.  Delegates  from  the 
church  or  parish  may  then  take  their  seats  in  t^  convention, 
and  the  church  shall  be  considered  as  united  to  the  convention, 
and  subject  to  its  decisions.

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CANON  n. 

Of  the  Reception  of  Clergymen  into  this  Diocese. 

No  clergyman  shall  be  admitted  to  the  pastoral  charge  of  any 
congregation  in  tkis  diocese,  without  producing  to  the  vestry 
thereof  a  certificate  from  the  bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  Episcopate,  from  the  standing  committee,  that  he  has  pro- 
duced to  him  or  them  testimonials  of  his  religions  and  moral 
conduct,  as  prescribed  by  the  canons  of  the  general  convention. 

CANON  m. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

Sbotion  1.  The  trial  of  a  clergyman  of  this  diocese  shall  be, 
on  presentment  made  to  the  bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  bishop,  to 
the  standing  committee,  in  writing,  specifying  the  offences  of 
which  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  cer- 
tainty as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances,  signed  by  the  party 
making  it^  and  every  presentment  of  a  clergyman  shall  be, 
either  by  the  convention  of  the  diocese,  by  the  vestry  and  church 
wardens  of  the  parish  to  which  sucli  clergyman  may  belong,  or 
by  one  or  more  presbyters  of  the  church,  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
convention. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  from  public  rumor,  or  otherwise,  the 
bishop  shall  have  reason  tg  believe  that  any  clergyman  is  under 
the  imputation  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  ofl'unee  or  miscon- 
duct, for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of 
the  church  requires  an  investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  ap- 
point three  persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  be  a  presbyttr, 
to  examine  the  case  ;  a  majority  of  whom  may  make  such  ex- 
amination, and  if  there  is  in  their  opinion  sufficient  ground  for 
presentment,  shall  present  the  clergyman  accordingly. 
.  Sec.  3,  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the  modes 
above  prescribed,  the  bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  to  him  shall 
not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute  an  offence,  may  dis- 
miss it ;  or  if  it  allege  facts,  some  of  which  do,  and  some  of 
which  do  not  constitute  an  offence,  he  may  allow  it  in  part  and 
dismiss  the  residue,  or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  When 
it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  bishop  shall  cause  a 
copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused ;  and  shall  also  nominate 
six  presbyters  of  this  diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  convention 
and  not  being  parties  to  the  presentment,  and  cause  a  list  of 
theft  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall  within  thirty 
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j  days  after  such  service,  select  three  of  them  and  notify  their 
'  names  in  writing  to  the  bishop;  and  if  lie  shall  not  give  such 
I  notification  to  the  bishop  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the  bishop 
j  shall  select  three,  and  the  presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a 
board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  snch  time 
I  and  place  as  the  bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to 
I  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place,  (but  always 
i  within  this  diocese)  as  they  shall  think  necessary. 
!  Sec.  4.  A  ^vritten  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first 
i  meeting  shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting 
t  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the  pre- 
I  sentment. 

!  Sec.  5.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
I  board  of  presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  three  shall  not  attend, 
I  then  those  who  do  attend,  being  at  least  two  in  number,  may 
adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  and  if  after  one  adjournment  or 
!  more,  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that  the  whole  nura- 
I  ber  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time  ;  then  shall  the  ac- 
cused, or,  in  case  of  his  failare  to  do  so,  the  bishop  appoint 
!  another  to  complete  the  board,  who  shall  then  proceed  to  the 
j  trial,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 
I  Sec.  6.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
I  the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
I  bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence  ;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess 
I  them  before  the  appointment  of  a  board  for  his  trial,  as  before 
i  mentioned,  he  shall  be  considered  as  denying  them. 

Sec.  7.  If  a  clergyman  lu'cs^ntecl,  after  having  had  due  no- 
tice, shall  not  appear  before  the  board  of  presbyters  appointed 
for  his  trial,  the  board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were 
I  present,  unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till 
i  another  day. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  board  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  re- 
duced to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively  ;  and 
at  the  desire  of  either  party,  may  be  sworn  to  or  affirmed  by 
the  witnesses  respectively  b^4bre  the  President  of  the  Court.  If 
on  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  tlie  truth  of  the 
charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  boanl  may  dispense 
with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state 
their  opinion  to  the  bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be 
pronounced. 

Sec.  9.  Upon  the  application  of  either  i)arty  to  the  bisljop, 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  ma- 
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terial  witness  cannot  bo  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  bishop  may 
appoint  a  commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  Buch  witness. 
Such  commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  layman,  and  the 
party  so  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served  shall  reside  more 
than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional 
day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles 
of  the  said  distance — and  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine 
the  witness ;  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the 
commissary,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  tlie 
board,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness 
examined  before  such  commissary,  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed 
by  him. 

Sec.  10.  The  board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  present- 
ment, distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not 
guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also "  stating  the 
sentence  which  in  their  opinion  should  bo  pronounced;  and  a 
copy  of  such  decision  shall  be  without  delay  communicated  to 
the  accused  ;  and  the  original  decision  together  with  the  evi- 
dence shall  be  delivered  to  the  bishop,  who  shall  pronounce 
such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper, 
provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed,  in  severity,  the  sentence 
recommended  by  the  board  ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final. 
Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  bishop  shall  summon  the 
accused  and  any  two  or  more  of  the  clergy  to  meet  him  at  such 
time  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church 
to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open 
at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  the 
sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the 
bishop.  But  the  bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  re- 
quires it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a* 
new  board  of  presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  be- 
fore whom  shall  be  conducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Sec.  11.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  canon 
may  be  served  by  asummoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed 
for  the  purpose  by  the  bishop,  and  whose  certificates  of  such 
service  shall  be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any 
other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of'  such 
person.     A  written  notice   or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or 
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left  at  his  luBt  place  of  reeidence,  shall  be  deemed  a  soffi- 
cient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper ;  provided,  however, 
that  tlie  service,  if  not  personal,  shall  be  a  notice  of  at  least 
sixty  days. 

Sec.  12.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing 
by  counsel,  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not 
otherwise,  those  who  present  shall  have  also  the  like  privilege ; 
which  counsel  shall  in  all  cases  be  members  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  church. 

Sec.  13.  The  record  of  all  the  proceedings  upon  a  present- 
ment of  a  clergyman,  shall  be  preserved  by  the  standing 
committee,  and  for  that  purpose  shall,  after  a  final  decision,  be 
delivered  to  their  Secretary. 

CANON  IV. 

The    Clergy    required    to     attend    the    meetings    of    the 

Conventioji, 

Section  1.  Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the  clergy  at 
the  meetings  of  the  convention  is  of  essential  importance  to  the 
interests  of  the  church,  this  duty  is  hereby  enji>incd  on  them. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas  it  is  often  found  necessary  to  travel  a 
considerable  distance  to  tlie  place  ot  meeting  of  the  convention, 
it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  several  parislies  to  make  pro- 
vision for  the  expenses  of  their  clergy  in  attending  convention, 
either  by  a  collection  in  church  on  Sunday,  or  by  some  other 
mode. 

CANON  V. 

Ministers  of  Parishes  to  keep  a  Register. 

Section  1.  The  Parish  Register  required  by  Canon  XXIX,  of 
the  General  Convention  of  1832,  shall  specity  the  name  and  the 
time  of  the  birth  ot  the  child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  pa- 
rents and  sponsors;  the  names  of  the  adults  baptized  and  the  wit- 
nesses; thenames  of  the  parties  married  and  of  two  or  more  special 
witnesses  of  the  same,  and  the  place  where  the  marriage  was 
solemnized  ;  the  names  of  the  persons  buried,  and  also  the  time 
in  whieli  each  rite  was  performed.  It  shall  also  contain  the 
names  of  persons  confirmed,  and  a  list  of  the  communicants. 
The  S3  registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  minister  in  a  suitable  book 
to  be  providal  bv  the  vostrv,  winch  book  «hjill  ])e  the  parish 
register,  and  shall  be  preserved  by  the  vestry  as  a  part  of  the 
records  of  the  church. 
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"l       Sec.  2.  Every  minister  of  this  diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  i 
,1  first  day  of  every  annual  convention,  present  or  send  to  the

The  appointment  of  lay  delegates  to  the  Convention  of  the  i 

diocese  shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  Rector,  or  Warden,  or  I 

the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  of  the  proper  church.     And  no  per-  I 

son  shall  be  admitted  as  a  Lay  Delegate  in  this  Convention  who  j 

i3  not  entitled  to  vote  for  vestrymen  in  the  parish  which  he  '

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CANON  VIII. 
Parochial  Assessments. 

Sec.  1.  At  each  annual  Convention,  assessments  shall  be 
laid  upon  the  several  Parishes  to  provide  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  meet  the  contingent 
expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

Seo.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
to  collect  by  draft  upon  the  Treasurer  of  each  Parish,  or  other- 
wise, the  amount  of  its  assessment  in  four  quarterly  instalments, 
viz:  on  the  1st  of  August,  1st  of  November,  let  of  February, 
and  1st  of  May. 

Sec.  3.  In  order  to  secure  the  punctual  payment  of  these 
assessments,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  each  Parish — 
or  in  case  the  Parish  be  destitute  of  a  Minister,  th3  Senior 
Warden — to  make  provisions  by  collections  or  otherwise,  at  least 
one  week  previous  to  the  time  each  quarterly  ])ayment  falls  due, 
for  meeting^ the  drafts  or  calls  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  regularly  charge  the  said  asse^is- 
ments  on  his  books  against  each  vestry,  crediting  the  same  with 
payments  when  made  ;  and  shall  report  annually  to  tlie  Conven- 
tion the  state  of  liis  accounts  with  each  parish,  which  report 
siiall  be  entered  on  the  Journals  of  the  Convention. 


CANON  IX.

Directing  the  mode  of  organizing  the  Convention,  \ 

The  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  prayer,  after  which  the 
Bishop  or  President  of  the  Convention  shall  i)roceed  to  organ-  , 
ize  in  the  following  manner.

The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  a  Secretary,  which 
being  done,  the  Bishop  or  Preddent  shall  pronounce  the  Con-  , 
vention   duly   organized.      The   Convention  sermon  shall  be  | 
preached  by  the  -Bishop  or  by  some  clergyman  appointed  by  I 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  morning  of  the  j 
fiist  day  of  the  Convention.  ! 
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CANON  X. 

Of  Missions  and  of  Education  for  the  Ministry, 

Skction  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  Mission- 
ary institution,  and  every  part  thereof  pledged,  by  the  Chris- 
tian profession,  to  the  support  of  the  Missionary  work  ;  and  the 
education  of  young  men,  for  the  ministry,  being  necessary  to  the 
II  ftirtherance  of  the  gospel,  in  the  same  work — it  is  solemnly 
urged  upon  every  member  of  the  church,  that  he  consider  his 
Christian  profession  as  involving  direct  obligation  to  promote 
, ,   these  objects. 

j'  Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  diocese, 
I"  to  instruct  the  people  of  his  charge,  in  relation  to  these  objectB. 
j  And  it  is  recommended  to  every  member  of  the  church,  to  lay 
I  by  him,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  store,  for  these  purposes 
i'  as  God  has  prospered  him,  according  to  the  Apostolic  uirec- 
1"  tion.  It  is  recommended  that  there  be  in  every  parish  in  this 
diocese  a  montlily  collection  on  Sunday,  the  avails  of  which 
'i  shall  be  forwarded  quarterly  by  the  wardens  thereof  to  the  treas 
I'  urer  of  the  Missionary  and  Educational  Committee. 
j  Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
i  tion  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diucese,  ex- 
officio,  and  four  other  members — two  clerical  and  two  lay,  elect- 
ed by  ballot,  to  be  called  the  Missionary  Education  Committee  ; 
to  which  shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and  regulation  of 
beneficiaries,  the  appointing  of  missionaries  and  missionary  sta- 
tions, and  making  of  all  appropriations  of  money  for  cither 
object ;  and-  no  money  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  but  by 
an  order  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  desig- 
nate to  which  purpose,  and  also  to  which  branch  of  the  mis- 
sionary cause,  if  such  be  the  designation,  their  contribution 
shall  be  applied.  If  no  designation  be  made,  it  shall  be  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  Bishop  of  the  diocese  shall  presiile  in  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Committee,  when  he  is  present,  if  absent,  a  chair- 
man pro  tern,  shall  be  appointed.  The  Committee  shall  ap- 
point a  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually  at  the  place  and 
on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  diocese,  and  at 
such  other  times  and  places  as  the  president  may  from  time  to 
time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found  convenient  on  their  own  ad- 
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journment.  Three  attending  mcmbcrfl  shall  be  a  qnorun},  and 
every  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Sec.  7.  No  beneficiary  or  missionary  shall  be  appointed  with- 
out the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  ;  or  in  case 
there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  same, 
which  consent  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

Sec.  8.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  same  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of 
the  year,  then  terminated,  which  with  the  Treasurer's  report  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  shall  be  laid  before  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  9.  Vacancies  in  the  Committee,  occurring  during  the 
recess  of  the  Convention,  may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee. 

CANON  XL 

Of  the  Pension  tund, 

S>x:tion  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  having 
char^i^o  of  a  parish  in  this  diocese,  and  of  the  wardens  where 
there  is  no  clergyman,  to  make  a  collection,  annually,  at  Christ- 
mas, for  creating  a  permanent  fund  in  aid  of  aged  and  infirm 
clergymen,  together  with  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased 
cleiirymen.  •    /  i 

Sko.  2.  All  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  given  in  charge  to  a  ! 
Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  Bishop  shall 
be,  ex-qfficio^  President,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  President 
of  tlie  iStanding  Committee.  This  Board  shall  exercise  a  sound 
discretion  in  the  appropriation  of  pensions,  and  shall  appoint 
one  of  their  own  number  Treasurer,  to  whom  all  contributions  > 
shall  be  forwarded. 

CANON  XII. 
Of  the  Secretary  of  the   Convention. 

Sec  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  transmit  annu- 
ally to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  I 
in  the  Unit(Ml  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last  house  of 
the  clerical  and  lay  Deputies  in  the  General  Convention,  to  the 
Conservattjr  of  ecclesiastical  documents  appointed  by  the  gene-  j 
ral  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Con-  I 
vention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  ;  and  shall 
request  the  last  to  send  copies  of  their  respective  Journala  in 
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exchange.  He  shall  also  transmit  a  copy  to  each  clerg^'man 
and  each  lay  deputy  attending  the  Convention,  and  forward  by 
mail,  unless  otherwise  directed,  ten  copies  to  each  church  in  the 
diocese. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  oflSce  of 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve 
upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  S.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  sev- 
eral sections  of  th^^  Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent 
fund  of  the  diocese. 

CANON  XIII. 
Of  El-ections, 

Section  \ .  All  the  officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot ;  but  elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  failure,  or  omission  to  elect  officers  by 
the  Convention,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  in  office 
until  others  be  chosen. 

CANON  XIV. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  in  this  Diocese  to  make  a 
collection  on  Easter-day  of  each  year,  or  in  case  of  there  being 
no  service  on  Easter,  then  on  the  next  Sunday  on  which  service 
may  be  held,  towards  creating  a  permanent  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate. 

The  Convention  shall  appoint  three  Laymen  to  act  as  trustees 
of  the  Episcopate  fund,  to  whose  hands  the  ftmd  thus  collected, 
shall  be  entrusted,  with  any  other  moneys  or  property  which 
may  be  given  by  bequest  or  otherwise,  for  this  purpose. 

The  trustees  of  this  fund  sliall  safely  invest  the  same  for 
accumulation  until  it  shall  reach  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars,  when  the  interest  of  the  same,  or  income  therefrom, 
shall  be  applied  to  the  annual  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

CANON  XV. 

Sbo.  1.  No  proposed  alteration  or  addition  to  the  Canons 
shall  hei-eafler  be  considered  by  the  Convention,  unless  at  least 
one  dav*8  previous  notice  be  given  thereof  in  open  Convention, 
nor  unless  by  unanimous  consent,  until  such  alteration  or  addi- 
tion shall  have  been  referred  to  and  reported  upon  by  a  commit- 
tee of  at  least  two  presbyters  and  one  layman. 
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Sec.  2.  Any  Canon  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  unan- 
imous consent. 

CANON  XVI. 

Whenever  a  clergyman  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  discharge 
any  duties  growing  out  of  an  appointment  under  these  Canons, 
without  assigning  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  sufficient  and 
satisfactory  reasons  for  such  neglect,  he  shall  be  liable  to  eccle- 
siastical proceedings  or  censure. 

CANON  XVII. 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  repealing  clause  in  any 
Canon,  and  the  said  Canon  shall  be  repealed,  such  repeal  shall 
not  be  a  re-enactment  of  the  Canon  or  Canons  repealed  by  the 
said  repealing  clause. 

Sec.  2.  The  provisions  of  this  Canon  shall  also  apply  to 
Canons  heretofore  passed  having  repealing  clauses. 

CANON  XVIII. 
All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed. 
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ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION   IN    FORMING  CHURCHES. 

Extract  from  the  Journal  of  Convention  ^1830. 

Resolved^  That  it  be  recommended  to  each  congregation  of 
this  dioceeo  now  existing,  and  also  to  each  congregation 'which 
may  hereafter  be  formed,  before  it  shall  be  received  into  union 
with  this  convention,  to  adopt  articles  of  association,  declara- 
tory of  the  objects  of  the  congregation,  and  for  increasing  the 
facilities  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  ;  and  that  the  fol- 
lowing form  be  adopted  as  near  as  circumstances  will  allow. 

Fo)'m  of  Articles  of  Association  for  Congregations. 
Whereas,  the  following  named  persons,  citizens  of and 


its  vicinity,  in  Tennessee,  viz: 


together  with  others, 


have  associatetl  together  for  the  purpose  of  forming  and  estab- 
lishing a  church  in  which  the  worship  of  God  shall  be  con- 
ducted according  to  the  faith  and  discipline  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  have 

for  that  purpose  formed  a  congregation  at ,  now  at  this 

date  worehipping  in .  They  do  hereby  declare  the  follow- 
ing to  be  the  objects,  articles,  and  conditions  of  their  associ- 
tion : 

1.  The  name  of  the  association  or  congregation  shall  be  the 
Rjctor,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of church 

2.  This  church  acknowledges  itself  to  be  a  member  of,  and  to 
belong  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Ten- 
nessee, and  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America.  Afe  such  it  accedes  to,  recognizes,  and 
adopts  the  Constitution,  canons,  doctrines,  discipline,  and  wor- 
ship of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  acknowletlges  their  authority  accordingly. 

3.  Any  member  of  this  church  or  association,  who  shall  dis- 
claim, or  refuse  conformity  to  the  said  authority,  shall  cease  to 
be  a  member  of  this  association,  and  shall  not  be  elected  or  vote 
in  the  election  of  Vestrymen,  or  exercise  any  office  or  function 
in,  concerning  or  connected  with  the  said  church  or  association. 

4.  The  rents  and  revenues  of  this  association  shall  be  from 
time  to  time  applied  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the 
rector,  ministers  and  officers  of  the  said  church,  and  of  the 
church,  church-yards,  and  parsonage  house,  and  other  houses 
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I  which  now  do,  or  may  hereafter  belong  to  the  said  association, 
[  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

6.  The  said  association  or  church,  or  tnistees,  in  whose  name 
I  their  property  shall  be  vested,  shall  not  by  deed  or  by  any  other 
means,  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
:  Episcopal  Church,  in  whose  diocese  this  church  shall,  for  the 
I  time,  canonically  be,  under  his  hand  ;  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy 
I  in  the  Episcopal  office,  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  said 
I  diocese,  by  a  major  number  thereof,  under  their  hands,  pre- 
I  viously  had  and  obtained,  gi*ant,  alien,  or  otherwise  dispose  of, 
i  any  land,  messuages,  tenements,  or  hereditaments  in  them 
I  vested  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  church  or  congrega- 
1  tion,  nor  charge  nor  incumber  the  same  to  any  person  whomso- 
ever. 

6.  The  Kector  of  this  church  shall  be  etected  by  the  wardens 
j  aifd  vestrymen  in  open  meeting,  duly  convened  for  that  pur- 

l)Ose.     The  vestry  of  this  church  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
five,  nor  more  than  eleven  persons,  members  of  the  said  church, 
who  shall  continue  in   office  one  year,  and  until  others   be 
j  chosen;  and  the  election  ot  said  vestrymen  shall  bf*  made, 
I  annually  on  Easter  Monday,  by  a  majority  of  persor.d,  worship- 
;  pers  in  the  said  church,  and  not  disqualified  under  the  second 
i  of  these  articles,  as  shall  appear  by  the  vestry  books  to  have 
I  paid  two  successive  years,  immediately  preceding  the  time  of 
'  the  election,  the  fiiU  rent  of  a  pew  or  seat  in  the  said  church, 
or  contributed  in  any  other  regular  way  towards  the  support  of 
the  church  or  ministry ;  provided^  that  until  the  expiration  of 
two  years  from  Easter  Monday  next,  after  the  opening  the  said 
,  church  edifice  for  regular  worship,  any  worshippers  in  the  said 
j  congregation  who  shall  have  contributed  and  paid  any  sum  to 
j  the  support  of  the  Rector  or  minister  thereof,  and  not  disquali- 
;   fied  as  above,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  of  the 
vijstrymen.     And  if  the  election  of  vestrymen  should  not  be 
effected  on  Easter  Monday,  it  may  take  place  on  any  subse- 
quent day,  notice  to  that  effect  being  given  publicly,  to  the  con- 
gregation on  the  Sunday  immediately  preceding  the  same. 

7.  No  person  shall  be  rector  or  minister,  or  assistant  minis- 
ter of  this  church,  or  allowed  to  execute  any  of  the  ftinctions  of 
the  same,  unless  he  shall  be  recognized  by  the  Bishop  in  whose 
diocese  this  church  shall  canonically  be,  or,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  then  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  church  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  as  a  minister  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  church,  in  good  standing. 
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8.  The  said  vestrymen  shall  have  power  to  elect  two  church 
wardens,  and  such  other  oflScers  as  may  be  required  by  the  can- 
ons of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  or  by  the  constitution  and  canons  of  the  said  church 
in  Tennessee,  or  shall  seem  to  them  to  be  necessary — ^they  shall 
exercise  all  other  powers  customarily  beloneinff  to  their  office, 
and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  rectorship,  snail  exercise  all  the 
powers  by  these  articles  vested  in  the  rector,  wardens,  and  ves- 
tiymen.  Provided  always^  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  wardens  and  vestrymen  to  elect  another  rector  to  supply 
such  vacancy  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be. 

9.  In  case  of  the  dissolution  of  this  association  for  any  cause 
whatever,  the  lands,  tenements,  and  other  estate,  real  or  per- 
sonal, if  such  there  be,  shall  vest  in  the  Bishop  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  church,  in  whose  diocese  this  church  may  at  the 
time  be,  and  his  canonical  successors ;  to  be  by  him  and  them 
held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  a  future  congregation  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Protestant  Eoiscopal  church,  which  may  be  formed 
in  the  same  vicinity,  and  upon  the  same  principles  as  the  pres- 
ent church,  and  this  association.

The  following  resolution  was   offered  by  the  Rev.    Mr.    '

the  impaired  health  of  many  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States,  that  the  amount  of  toil    i 
and  labor,  travel  and  fatigue,  arising  from  the  extent  and    i 
largeness  of  their  Dioceses,  is  much  greater  than  can  be  well    I 
endured  in  the  proper  and  faithful  discharge  of  their  holy 
office ;  and  it  is  also  manifest  that  the  exigencies  of  the  times 
require  frequent,  prompt,  and  protracted  visitations  among    1 1 
the  churches  already  organized,  and  that,  if  parishes  are  to     j 
be  rapidly  and  permanently  established,  in  places  now  desti-    ; 
tute  of  the  One  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  the 
Bishops,  after  the  custom  of  the  Apostles,  of  whom  they     | 
are  the  successors,  must  go  as  leaders  and  advisers  of  their   j 
presbyters,  that  the  Church  may  be  felt  in  her  strength  and    j 
power,  and  seen  in  the  beauty  of  her  holiness ; 
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Besolved,  therefore,  That  the  Lay  and  Clerical  Delegates  of 
the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  to  the  General  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  which  is  to  convene  at  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  October  next,  are 
hereby  earnestly  re(jtce$ted,  if  any  opportunity  whatever  affords, 
to  use  their  power  and  influence  to  reduce  the  geographical 
boundaries  of  the  Dioceses,  and  thereby  increase  their  num- 
ber ;  that  the- Anglo- American  Church  may  be  rendered  more 
efficient  in  the  great  work  which  she  has  to  accomplish,  and 
approximate  more  closely  to  the  form  and  usages  of  the  Church 
Catholic  in  her  primitive  and  pure  days. 

The  resolution  was  lost. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ridley  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
prevailed  unanimously : 

Whereas,  It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  the  legislation  of 
the  Church  should  be  confided  to  members  of  the  body  of 
Christ;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  Vestries  within  the  Diocese  be  re- 
quested to  send  hereafter  as  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Convention 
none  other-but  communicants,  if  practicable. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  next  Annual  Convention  be  held  in 
Columbia,  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  May,  1860. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Schetky  oflfered  the  following  resolutions, 
which  were  adopted : 

Mesolved,  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  this  Convention  be 
and  are  hereby  returned  to  the  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestry 
of  St.  John's  Church,  Knoxville,  for  the  liberal  and  convenient 
arrangements  made  for  the  accommodation  of  the  members  of 
this  Convention. 

Hesolved,  That  this  Convention  cannot  terminate  its  present 
session  without  expressing  a  grateful  sense  of  the  delightful 
hospitality  extended  by  the  people  of  Knoxville  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Convention,  ana  that  the  Rector  of  St.  John's 
Church  give  such  publicity  to  this  resolution  as  he  may  deem 
expedient. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  five  hundred  copies  of  the  Journal  be  printed, 
with  the  proposed  Constitution  and  the  newly  adopted  Canons 
appended,  and  distributed  under  the  direction  of  the  Secre- 
tary.

The  House  then,  on  motion,  resolved  to  adjourn,  after  the 
usual  devotions.

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Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

In  the  good  providence  of  God,  we  are  permitted  to  meet 
together  again  in  council  and  form  the  Thirty-first  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee.  In  laying  before  you  the  Report 
which  is  called  for  by  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  I  am  re- 
minded, in  reviewing  the  labors  of  the  past  year,  of  sad 
events  which  have  marked  its  successive  periods. 

Two  of  those  who  assisted  at  my  consecration  to  the  office 
of  Bishop,  a  little  more  than  twenty -five  years  ago,  have, 
in  the  wisdom  of  God,  been  called  from  the  scene  of  their 
earthly  labors  to  enter  upon  the  realities  of  the  eternal  world. 
I  refer  to  the  decease  of  Bishops  H.  U.  Onderdonk  and  G. 
W.  Doane.  They  were  both  of  them,  emphatically,  men  of 
mark,  and  have  left  an  abiding  impress  of  their  individual 
character  upon  their  respective  fields  of  labor. 

The  sound,  logical  mind  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, fitted  him  in  a  peculiar  manner  to  deal  successfully 
with  those  questions  of  ecclesiastical  polity  whose  proper 
treatment  and  adjustment  are  so  necessary  to  the  peace  and 
harmony  of  the  Christian  world.  These  questions  must  be 
met  fairly  and  discussed  temperately,  in  order  to  reconcile 
the  variant  opinions  and  the  diversified  practices  of  Christians, 
and  so  promote  the  unity  of  the  Church  of  Christ ;  or  they 
must  be  altogether  ignored,  thereby  giving  opportunity  for 
unbelief  and  schism  to  triumph,  and  so  bring  reproach  on  the 
cause  of  Christ.  It  is  believed  that  the  labors  of  Bishop 
Onderdonk  have  been  eminently  useful  in  this  respect,  and 
that  they  will  prove  a  rich  contribution  to  the  theology  of  the 
Church.  He  died  at  an  advanced  age,  in  the  midst  of  his 
family  and  friends,  honored  by  their  love,  and  by  the  confi- 
dence of  the  community  in  which  a  large  portion  of  his  active 
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life  was  passed.  It  is  to  myself  a  cause  of  grateful  remem- 
brance to  reflect  that  the  remission  of  the  ecclesiastical 
sentence  to  which  he  had  meekly  submitted  for  twelve  years, 
was  moved  by  myself  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  that  the 
only  cloud  which  seemed  to  obscure  the  brightness  of  his 
setting  sun,  was  thus  removed  by  the  suffrages  of  a  very  large 
majority  of  my  brethren. 

The  other  Rt.  Rev.  brother  to  whom  I  have  referred — the 
Bishop  of  New  Jersey — preached  the  sermon  at  my  conse- 
cration ;  and  now,  after  an  interval  of  more  than  a  quarter  of 
a  century,  it  seems  to  me  that  I  can  recall  to  mind  the  glow- 
ing words  of  earnest  warning  with  which  he  enforced  the 
obligations  of  duty,  and  almost  hear  the  thrilling  tones  of  en- 
couragement by  which  he  sought  to  animate  me  to  fulfil  the 
office  and  work  of  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God. 

It  is  next  to  an  impossible  thing  that  a  man  in  his  position 
can  escape  misrepresentation ;  that  earnestness  and  zeal  like 
his  should  not  provoke  opposition  ;  that  his  aims  and  objects 
should  not  be  pronounced  preposterous  and  foolish  by  an  age 
which  appears  almost  to  abandon  itself  to  the  idolatry  of 
wealth-worship — in  a  country  where  every  man  feels  at  liberty 
to  pronounce  judgment  upon  the  wisdom,  piety,  and  virtue 
of  his  neighbor ;  and  where,  consequently,  the  most  excellent 
plans  for  promoting  the  best  interests  of  the  Church  and  of 
society  are  liable  to  be  defeated  by  envy,  hatred,  and  preju- 
dice, or  other  low  and  debasing  passions.  Whatever  may 
have  been  the  errors  and  mistakes  of  Bishop  Doane — and 
doubtless  they  were  many,  as  observation  generally  demon- 
strates to  be  the  case  with  men  of  earnest  minds,  noble 
conceptions,  and  intent  upon  accomplishing  the  greatest 
amount  of  good  in  their  day  and  generation — ^the  large  ma- 
jority of  those  among  whom  he  lived  and  labored  will  grant 
that  he  was  a  man  of  extraordinary  endowments,  of  large 
heart,  unselfish,  self-sacrificing,  devoted  to  his  friends,  and  so 
full  of  the  gentleness  of  Christ  that  he  never  deported  himself 
as  an  enemy  to  any  man.  Nobly  did  he  wage  the  battle  of 
life.  Its  close  was  marked  by  a  strength  of  faith  and  hope  in 
God  through  Christ,  which  the  most  confident  of  us  all  might 
well  pray  for  as  the  allotment  to  our  own  final  hour ! 
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It  18  said  that  "Death  loves  a  shining  mark ;"  and  the  cases 
on  which  we  have  remarked  do  seem,  indeed,  to  verify  the 
truth  of  the  saying.  But  his  victims  are  more  numerous 
among  the  far  greater  multitude  of  the  humble  and  obscure 
in  our  world.  Since  our  last  Convention  our  own  little  circle 
of  the  ministry  has  been  further  contracted,  by  the  removal  of 
one  of  our  number.  The  Rev.  Joseph  Gray,  ordained  to  the 
office  of  permanent  Deacon,  in  July,  1857,  departed  this  life 
at  Clarksville  during  the  past  winter,  in  hope  of  a  joyful 
resurrection  in  the  day  when  Christ  shall  "come  to  judge  the 
quick  and  the  dead !" 

Thus,  brethren,  we  are  yearly  admonished,  by  the  departure 
of  those  in  conspicuous  elevations,  as  of  the  lowly  and  humble, 
to  "be  ready  for  the  coming  of  our  Lord;"  "and  if  he  shall 
come  in  the  second  watch,  or  come  in  the  third  watch,  blessed 
are  those  servants  whom  he  shall  find  watching.*' 

The  Report  of  the  last  year's  services  brought  the  detail  of 
my  official  acts  to  the  16th  of  May. 

Sunday^  3Ia)j  SOth. — I  administered  the  Holy  Communion 
in  Immanuel  Church,  La  Grange,  to  a  large  number  of  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  at  the  Convention,  and  on  the 
same  day  confirmed  nine  persons. 

Ju7ie  2d.  —  I  confirmed  one  person  in  Calvary  Church, 
Memphis. 

June  5th.  —  I  visited  the  congregation  of  St.  Thomas' 
Church,  Somerville,  in  charge  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Rogers,  and  at 
night,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Harris  and  the  Rector,  I 
preached  to  a  large  congregation. 

Sunday^  June  6th, — Morning  prayer  was  celebrated  by  Rev. 
Messrs.  Rogers  and  Harris,  and  I  preached  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  after  the  Litany 
was  said,  I  confirmed  fourteen  persons  and  preached.  At 
night,  after  prayers,  I  again  preached  and  confirmed  one  per- 
son. The  congregations  were  so  large  during  the  day  as  to 
crowd  our  place  of  worship  to  its  utmost  capacity,  thus  prac- 
tically demonstrating  the  great  necessity  of  a  church-building. 
It  is  cause  of  much  satisfaction  to  learn  that  this  work  has 
been  begun  with  every  prospect  of  success. 
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Prom  the  10th  of  June  to  the  22d,  I  was  absent  in  North 
Carolina.  The  special  cause  of  my  journey  to  that  State,  at 
a  time  when  private  cares  and  official  duties  made  it  very  in- 
convenient for  me  to  leave  home,  was  a  call,  which  I  did  not  feel 
at  liberty  to  disregard,  to  officiate  at  the  reinterment  of  the  re- 
mains of  my  much-loved  friend  and  preceptor,  the  late  Dr.  Elisha 
Mitchell,  Senior  Professor  in  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 
The  circumstances  of  his  tragical  end  by  a  fall  from  a  preci- 
pice forty-four  feet  high,  near  the  base  of  the  Black  Mountain, 
the  highest  land  in  the  United  States  east  of  the  Mississippi 
river,  are  too  well  known  to  require  repetition.  He  was  a 
gentleman  distinguished  for  many  excellences  of  character, 
of  high  attainments  in  science,  and  his  death  produced  a  pro- 
found sensation  of  sorrow  throughout  the  country.  He  had, 
many  years  ago,  ascertained,  by  measurement  and  observa- 
tion, that  the  Black  Mountain  was  the  highest  point  of  the 
Blue  Ridge,  and  it  was  while  engaged  in  surveys  to  verify 
this  fact  that  he  lost  his  life.  He  now  lies  interred  on  the 
highest  pinnacle  of  the  great  Apalachian  range,  which,  rising 
above  the  clouds  and  tempests  of  the  lower  world  into  the 
clear  and  pure  atmosphere  above,  perpetuates  the  memory  of 
his  name  and  death. 

During  my  absence  I  preached  twice  at  Ashville,  North 
Carolina,  in  the  church  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  J. 
Buxton ;  and  also  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  church  at 
Greenville,  in  this  State.  This  parish  has  been  now  for  a 
year  or  two  without  any  pastoral  oversight.  It  is  feeble  in 
numbers  and  resources,  and  all  the  eftbrts  I  have  made  to 
procure  the  services  of  a  minister  have,  up  to  this  time,  been 
unsuccessful. 

I  reached  Nashville,  on  my  return  from  North  Carolina,  on 
Thursday,  June  24th.  The  next  evening  preached  for  the 
congregation  of  the  Advent. 

Sunday^  21ih, — After  prayers  in  the  congregation  of  the 
Advent  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Lee,  Quintard,  and  Harris,  I  preached 
to  a  large  congregation,  confirmed  a  class  of  sixteen  persons, 
^nd  addressed  them.  At  half-past  five  P.  M.,  I  preached  at 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  after  the  Litany  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Quintard,  and  confirmed  two  persons.    At  night,  the  Rev.  L. 
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L.  Smith  read  prayers  in  Christ  Church ;  I  preached,  and  then 
confirmed  seven  persons. 

Tuesday  J  2^th, — After  prayers  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Quintard  and 
Sandels,  at  eight  P.  M.,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Franklin. 

The  bih  and  6th  days  of  July  I  was  with  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  University  of  the  South,  assembled  at  Beersheba 
Springs,  according  to  previous  notice.  The  proceedings  of 
this  body  have  been  published  and  widely  distributed  through 
the  Diocese,  so  that  there  is  no  need  that  I  should  remark 
particularly  upon  its  business.  The  most  important  matters 
considered  and  acted  on  were  the  appointment  of  Committees 
to  procure  deeds  of  conveyance  for  lands  donated  to  the  Uni- 
versity, a  Committee  to  draft  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for 
the  government  of  the  institution,  two  Commissioners  to 
collect  funds,  and  the  acceptance  by  the  Board  of  the  Charter 
of  incorporation  granted  by  the  Legislature  of  Tennessee. 
Very  gratifying  information  has  recently  reached  us  of  the 
favor  with  which  the  application  of  our  Commissioners  to 
procure  funds  for  an  endowment  has  been  received  by  the 
people  of  the  South.  It  is  understood  that  three  hundred  and 
twenty  thousand  dollars  have  been  pledged  for  this  purpose  by  a 
comparatively  small  number  of  persons.  The  eftbrts  of  the 
Commissioners  have  been  heretofore  confined  almost  exclu- 
sively to  the  State  of  Louisiana.  The  very  liberal  contribution 
made  in  that  State  ought  surely  to  encourage  and  provoke 
the  people  of  Tennessee  to  imitate  and  emulate  this  liberality, 
especially  when  they  remember  that  the  site  of  this  University 
is  within  the  bounds  of  their  own  State  sovereignty,  that  the 
Institution  holds  its  charter  from  their  own  Legislature,  and 
that  none  can  share  more  largely  in  its  advantages  and 
privileges  than  their  own  fellow-citizens. 

Language  can  scarcely  magnify  beyond  due  bounds  the  value 
and  importance  of  this  enterprise,  if  successfully  accomplished, 
to  the  citizens  of  the  ten  States  confederated  for  the  projected 
work.  It  ought,  therefore,  to  be  pushed  forward  with  all  the 
energy,  zeal,  and  disposable  means  which  our  Lay  brethren  can 
command  for  its  completion.  I  say  Lay  brethreiiy  because  with 
them  it  rests,  (by  supplying  or  withholding  the  means,)  whether 
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the  object  proposed  shall  be  attained  or  not.  It  is  for  their 
benefit  chiefly  and  directly  that  it  has  been  projected,  and  to 
them  will  accrue  the  greatest  advantages  if  it  succeeds. 

Sunday^  July  llih. — In  the  congregation  of  Grace  Church, 
Memphis,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Schetky,  I  preached  and 
confirmed  six  persons. 

Tuesday^  August  M. — ^I  confirmed  fxe  persons  in  St.  Mat- 
thew's Church,  Covington,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  J.  T.  Pickett, 
and  sermon  by  Rev.  G.  P.  Schetky.  Services  were  held  three 
times  to-day  in  this  church,  and  on  each  occasion  large  con- 
gregations attended. 

Wednesday^  iih. — At  9  A.  M.,  morning  prayer  was  said  by 
Rev.  Messrs.  Rogers  and  Harrison,  when  I  delivered  an 
address  to  a  very  large  congregation,  upon  the  doctrines, 
worship,  etc.,  of  the  Church ;  after  which  I  laid  the  corner- 
stone of  the  new  church  since  erected  in  Covington,  and 
which  is  now  ready  for  consecration,  or  nearly  so.  In  the 
afternoon  I  went  with  several  of  the  clergy  into  the  country, 
and  baptized  a  sick  child  and  confirmed  two  persons,  and  re- 
turning had  prayers  and  sermon  at  night. 

Sunday^  8ih. — Prayers  were  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Harrison 
and  Pickett,  in  Trinity  Church,  Tipton  county ;  Mr.  Whee- 
lock  baptized  two  adults.  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons, 
and  administered  the  holy  communion.  In  the  afternoon  the 
house  was  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity  by  the  black  people,  so 
that  there  was  not  any  more  room  even  to  stand ;  when  Mr. 
Wheelock  said  prayers,  and  Mr.  Hines  preached.  The  neces- 
sity for  more  ample  accommodations  begins  to  be  seriously 
felt  in  this  congregation,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will 
erelong  either  enlarge  their  present  building  or  erect  a  new 
church. 

Monday,  IQth. — In  Zion  Church,  Brownsville,  after  prayers 
at  night  by  Rev.  Mr.  Collins,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two    , 
persons. 

Sunday^  September  5th. — I  read  prayers  and  preached  in    | 
the  forenoon  in  a  meeting-house  in  the  country,  in  the  vicinity 
of  which  there  are  found  several  families  belonging  to  the 
Church.    At  night  I  returned  to  Memphis,  and,  after  prayers   i

I  r    Church,  Fredericksburg,  Virginia,  and  to  assist  in  the  solemni- 
ties paid  to  the  memory  of  one  of  the  most  faithful  and  be- 
I    loved  of  the  ministers  of  our  Church. 

Wednesday^  Thursday,  and  Friday,  the  ISih,  14th,  and  15th 
of  October. — I  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
in  Christ  Church,  Baltimore.  An  account  of  its  proceedings 
has  been  published  and  distributed  through  the  Spirit  of 
Missions. 

Sunday,  11th. — Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Baltimore,  in 
the  morning,  and  at  night,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Dr.  Batch ; 
and  in  the  afternoon  at  Grace  Church,  after  prayers  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Cox. 

Sunday,  2ith. — Having  reached  Chattanooga  on  Friday 
night  on  my  return  from  Baltimore,  I  employed  yesterday  in 
making  inquiries  into  the  condition  of  the  congregation,  and 
this  day  in  preaching.  The  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church 
was  kindly  tendered  to  our  use,  and  at  11  A.  M.  a  very  large 
congregation  filled  the  house,  and  many  went  away  for  want 
of  seats.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Sandels  read  prayers,  and  I  preached. 
The  people  seemed  very  attentive,  and  some  of  them,  I  have 
reason  and  good  hope  to  believe,  were  so  impressed  as  to 
resolve  on  a  new  life,  or  at  least  to  give  more  attention  to 
heavenly  and  eternal  things.    At  night  we  again  had  an  over- 
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flowing  congregation,  and,  after  prayers  by  the  Rev.   Mr. 
Sandels,  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

Notwithstanding  the  favorable  appearances  which,  last  Fall, 
gave  promise  of  the  growth  of  this  congregation,  I  am  sorry 
to  be  obliged  to  report  that  these  bright  hopes  have  been 
darkened  by  disappointment.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Sandels  resigned 
his  charge  at  Chattanooga  last  March,  and  removed  to 
Arkansas.  I  learn  from  a  member  of  the  Vestry  that  a 
contract  was  entered  into  last  year  with  a  builder  to  erect 
a  suitable  house  of  worship ;  that  this  contract  was  based 
upon  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  made  by  an  architect 
from  the  city  of  Nashville,  and  that  there  was  an  error  in  the 
estimates  for  the  brick- work,  making  a  difference  of  eleven  or 
twelve  hundred  dollars  in  the  cost  between  the  estimate  of 
the  architect  and  the  measured  work.  The  consequence  is 
that  the  builder  retains  a  lien  upon  the  house,  has  sued 
for  payment,  and  the  Vestry  have  no  means  to  meet  it  It  is 
very  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  such  things  are  of  so  fre- 
quent recurrence  among  us,  showing,  as  they  do,  great  care- 
lessness or  neglect  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  the 
charge  of  such  business,  and  bringing  reproach  upon  the 
Church. 

Tuesday^  26ih. — In  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  after  prayers 
at  night  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Quintard  and  Harris,  I  preached,  and 
confirmed  three  persons. 

Wednesday^  21tL — At  night  prayers  were  said  by  Rev. 
Messrs.  Smith  and  Sandels  in  the  Hall  used  for  worship  by 
the  congregation  of  the  Advent,  when  I  preached,  and  con- 
firmed Jive  persons,  and  delivered  an  address. 

Thursday,  28th. — Prayers  were  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Smith 
and  Quintard  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  at  night, 
when  I  preached,  and  confirmed  thirteen  persons. 

Friday,  30/A. — ^Part  of  this  day  was  employed  in  the  examin- 
ation of  Rev.  George  C.  Harris  for  admission  as  a  candidate 
for  Priest's  Orders,  which  being  satisfactorily  sustained,  he 
was  admitted,  and  enrolled  on  the  list  of  such  candidates. 

At  night  prayer  was  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Royce,  and  I  preached 
in  St.  PauPs  Church,  Franklin. 

Sunday^  21st — Catechized    the    children  of  the  Sunday- 
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school,  and  preached  in  the  morning  and  at  night  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  after  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Royce. 

Tujtsday^  2d  of  November. — ^After  morning  prayer  in  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  I  preached  to  a  small  congre- 
gation. 

Wednesday^  Zd. — ^Rev.  Mr.  Hildebrand  read  morning  prayer 
for  a  small  congregation,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Ashwood, 
after  which  I  preached,  and  confirmed  a  colored  man. 

Thursdayy  ith. — ^Prayers  were  read  at  night  in  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Columbia,  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Lee  and  Quintard.  I 
preached  to  a  large  congregation,  and  confirmed  six  persons — 
all  of  them  except  one  being  members  of  the  Columbia  Female 
Institute. 

Sunday^  7th. — Morning  prayer  was  read  by  Rev.  Messrs. 
Shindler  and  Harrison  in  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Somerville, 
after  which  I  preached,  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. A  large  number  participated  in  this  sacrament, 
besides  five  clergymen.  In  the  afternoon  the  Litany  was 
said  by  Rev.  Mr.  Lawson.  Mr.  Wheelock  preached,  and 
I  confirmed  three  persons. 

From  the  middle  of  November  to  the  Ist  January,  1859, 
I  was  engaged  in  a  visitation  of  the  Churches  and  Missionary 
Stations  in  Arkansas,  undertaken  at  the  instance  of  the  Right 
Rev.  Dr.  Brownell,  Presiding  Bishop,  and  of  which  a  report 
has  already  been  made  to  the  Domestic  Committee  of  Mis- 
sions. This  arrangement,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  is  merely 
temporary,  and  was  entered  into  with  the  expectation  that 
permanent  provision  would  be  made  for  the  Episcopal  super- 
vision of  Arkansas  by  the  next  General  Convention. 

Sunday,  January  2rf,  1859. — In  Grace  Church,  Memphis, 
Rev.  Mr.  Hines  read  prayers  at  night,  after  which  I  preached, 
and  confirmed  six  persons,  and  delivered  an  address. 

Wednesday,  19th. — ^I  left  home  to  pay  a  visit  to  Winchester, 
where  I  had  engaged  to  meet  the  Rev.  Thomas  A.  Morris,  of 
Alabama,  with  a  view  to  making  arrangements  for  his  settle- 
ment at  that  place.  Although  there  are  but  few  members  of 
the  Church  there,  yet  the  prospect  seemed  encouraging 
enough  to  justify  efforts  to  build  up  a  congregation  there  in 
the  principles  of  our  faith  and  worship;  and  Mr.  M.  has 
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accordingly  removed  with  his  family  to  that  point,  and  com- 
menced his  labors  without  the  promise  of  any  compensation 
from  those  whom  he  serves.     The  Eev.  J.  B.  T.  Smith  has    , 
joined  him  in  this  effort,  and  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Morris    I 
expects  to  officiate  as  opportunity  may  serve  at  Fayetteville, 
Shelbyville,  and  some  other  of  the  towns  and  villages  situated    | 
on  or  near  the  line  of  the  railroads  which  thread  the  middle 
portion  of  the  Diocese. 

During  my  visit  to  Winchester,  I  preached  twice,  and  de-    j 
livered  an  address  setting  forth  the  distinctive  character  of  our 
ecclesiastical   organization,   government,   and  worship.      In    i! 
these  services  I  was  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Morris. 

Saturday^  March  19/A,  and  Sunday^  20th. — I  read  prayers  in 
Forest  Chapel,  and  discoursed  at  large  upon  the  subject  of  our  I 
ministry,  worship,  etc.  I  was  led  to  do  this  in  consequence  | 
of  certain  misrepresentations  made  about  our  Church,  and  the  ' 
refusal  of  the  Methodist  minister  to  permit  us  to  use  the  house  i 
for  administering  the  rite  of  Confirmation,  on  the  ground  that 
it  was  an  erroneous  and  heretical  practice  ! 

Sunday,  21  iL— At  Trinity   Church,  Tipton   county.     This     ' 
was  the  negroes'  Sunday,  as  it  is  termed,  when  the  Rector  of  1 1 
this  parish  preaches  to  the  black  people  exclusively.     He  read 
a  portion  of  the  morning  prayer,  including  the  Creed,  Epistle,   |  i 
and  Qospel :  on  this  last  he  commented,  and  then  baptized 
two  adults.      I  then  discoursed  on  1  Cor.  xv.  1-12,  and  con-  |  j 
firmed  eight  persons — all  colored  people.     In  the  afternoon  I  ' 
rode  some  seven  or  eight  miles  to  the  house  of  Mr.  Malone,   | ' 
and  after  conversation  confirmed  an  old  negro  man,  who  had 
been  freed  by  his  master,  in  consequence  of  his  long  and  faith-    i 
ful  service.  I 

Left  home  on  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  March  80th,  for  [ ; 
Clarksville,  Tenn.,  which  place  I  reached  on  the  evening  of 
Friday,  April  1st. 

Saturday,  2d.  —  Heavy  showers   of  rain   fell  continuously 
through  the  day.     At  11  A.  M.,  after  prayers  by  Dr.  R.,  I 
preached  in  Trinity  Church.     At  night,  after  prayers  by  Dr.   i 
Ridley,  I  preached  and  confirmed  vine  persons.  i  | 

Sunday,  Sd, — Dr.  R.  read  morning  prayers ;  I  preached  and  1 1 
administered  the  Lord's  Supper.    All  of  those  confirmed  the  i  \ 
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night  before  partook  of  it.  In  the  afternoon  Dr.  R.  read  the 
Litany,  and  I  preached.  At  night  I  preached  again  after 
prayers  by  Dr.  R.,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

Moiulay^  4th. — At  11  A.  M.,  prayers  by  Dr.  R.,  and  sermon 
by  myself.  At  night  Dr.  R.  said  prayers,  and  I  preached,  and 
then  confirmed  one  person,  making  thirteen  in  all  during  this 
visit  to  Clarksville. 

On  my  return  from  Clarksville  I  stopped  at  Nashville  three 
days,  partly  to  visit  an  old  friend  who,  I  learned,  was  in 
the  extremity  of  sickness,  and  whom  thirty  years  ago  I  had 
presented  to  Bishop  Ravenscroft  for  the  rite  of  Confirmation. 
My  presence  in  his  sick-chamber  waked  up  old  memories,  and 
stirred  recollections  of  spiritual  struggles,  earnest  resolves, 
and  hearty  efl^brts  to  live  the  life  of  a  Christian;  and  this 
aged  man,  shattered  by  disease,  and  tortured  by  pain,  wept 
like  a  child.  It  was  my  privilege  again  to  preach  Christ  to 
him  as  an  all-sufficient  Saviour  to  the  believing  and  penitent 
soul,  as  made  of  God  unto  us  "  wisdom  and  righteousness, 
and  sanctification  and  redemption.*'  In  company  with  his 
pastor  I  administered  to  him  and  his  family  the  sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  as  I  trust,  to  the  strengthening  of  his 
faith,  the  comforting  of  his  hope,  and  the  increase  of  his 
charity.  He  died  a  few  weeks  after.  He  was  among  the  ear- 
liest, most  steadfast,  and  liberal  friends  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese.  He  was  the  first  white  child  born  in  Sumner  county, 
and  the  second  in  Tennessee,  west  of  the  Cumberland  Moun- 
tains. 

Sunday^  lOih, — ^I  preached  three  times  to-day  in  the  room  in 
the  Court-house  at  Winchester,  fitted  up  for  our  worship, 
after  prayers  on  each  occasion  by  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  B.  T. 
Smith  and  T.  A.  Morris.  On  the  last  occasion  I  confirmed 
three  persons. 

During  the  remainder  of  this  month,  after  reaching  home 
on  the  12th,  I  was  confined  to  my  house  by  a  violent  attack 
of  illness,  and  was  able  to  do  very  little  service. 

Sunday,  24th.  —  Easter-day.  I  confirmed  ten  persons  in 
Calvary  Church,  Memphis.  Prayers  by  Dr.  "White ;  sermon 
by  Dr.  Page. 

Monday,   25tL — After   prayer  at   Grace    Church   in   the 
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morning  by  Mr.  Schotky  and  Dr.  Page,  I  confirmed  seven 
persons. 

Sunday^  May  IsU — In  St.  Luke's  Church,  Jackson,  after 
morning  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wheelock,  and  sermon  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Pickett,  I  confirmed  five  persons. 

Friday^  6tL — ^I  confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private  at  Mem- 
phis, and  the  next  day  administered  to  him  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

Sunday  J  8tL — In  St.  James'  Church,  Bolivar,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Pickett  read  morning  prayer,  and  after  sermon  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Harrison,  I  confirmed  nine  persons — one  of  them  a  colored 
woman. 

Sunday  J  June  5tL — At  Eylau,  in  Haywood  county,  the  resi- 
dence of  Dr.  Samuel  Oldham,  I  read  morning  prayer,  preached, 
and  confirmed  one  person.  I  remained  with  this  hospitable 
gentleman  several  days,  realizing  thereby  a  great  improve- 
ment in  health  and  strength.  ♦ 

Thursday^  Qth. — ^Left  for  Clarksville,  and  arrived  there  Sun- 
day morning. 

Whitsunday,  12/A. — The  Rev.  Dr.  Ridley  having  been  sum- 
moned to  the  country  to  officiate  at  a  burial,  I  read  morning 
prayer  in  Trinity  Church,  preached,  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  I  rode 
into  the  country  to  Whitehall,  the  residence  of  Mrs.  L. 
Williams,  read  prayers,  and  preached  to  a  considerable  con- 
gregation. A  project  is  now  on  hand  to  erect  a  chapel  in 
this  neighborhood,  and  from  the  zeal  of  those  engaged  in  the 
enterprise,  I  think  they  will  succeed.  At  night,  having  re- 
turned to  Clarksville,  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  after 
prayers  by  Rev.  Dr.  Ridley. 

Tuesday,  14:ih. — Prayers  were  read  at  night  by  Dr.  Ridley, 
when  I  preached,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

Friday,  llth, — I  arrived  at  Ashwood,  via  Nashville,  and, 
after  prayers,  preached  to  a  small  congregation  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Ashwood,  Maury  county. 

Sunday,  19/A. — In  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  morning 
prayers  were  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Hildebrand,  assisted  by  Rev. 
Messrs.  Lee  and  Pise,  when  I  preached,  and,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Pise,  administered  the  Holy  Communion.    At  night, 
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!    after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Lee,  I  again  preached,  and  con- 
firmed six  persona — ^four  of  them  being  pupils  at  the  Columbia 
I    Female  Institute. 

This  school,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  say,  appears  to  be  ful- 
'    filling  more  perfectly  than  at  any  time  since  its  foundation 
I    the  aims  and  purposes  of  its  founders,  by  establishing  a  better 
I    system  of  intellectual  training,  and  by  inculcating  more  con- 
'    stantly  and  faithfully  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  pupils 
thft  cardinal  doctrines  of  the  gospel.     The  patronage  of  the 
I    school  is  not  equal  to  the  expectations  of  its  friends,  and  is 
'    insufiicient  to  maintain  it  on  its  present  foundation  of  enlarged 
;    accommodations  and  means  for  thorough  education.    Under 
these  circumstances,  it  is  matter  of  surprise  and  regret  to  learn 
that  many  members  of  our  own  Communion  overlook  all  the 
I    advantages  of  this  seminary,  and  send  their  daughters  to 
distant  places  at  an  ipcreased  expense,  where  they  almost  in- 
evitably mingle  with  persons  and  form  associations  unfriendly 
to  the  sentiments,  institutions,  and  habits  of  life  to  which  they 
are  accustomed  at  home. 
I        Tuesday^  21sU — ^In  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  read  evening 
prayer  and  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Franklin.     The 
next  day  I  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
!    to  a  sick  member  of  our  Church,  then  thought  to  be  in  ex- 
tremis. 

Friday^  24th. — ^At  Nashville,  examined  Wm.  C.  Gray,  can- 
didate  for  Deacon's   Orders;    and  at  night,   after    prayers 
1    by  several  of  the  Clergy,  I  preached  and  confirmed  sixteen 
I    persons  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity.     This  congre- 
gation is  ministered  to  by  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Harris,  (Deacon,)  and 
seems  to  be  greatly  increasing  by  his  labors. 

Saturday^  25lh. — ^At  night,  after  prayers  in  Christ  Church 

by  Rev.  L.  L.  Smith,  assisted  by  Rev.  J.  B.  T.  Smith,  I 

preached  and  confirmed  ten  persons. 

Sunday^  2Gth.  —  In  the  morning,  in  Christ  Church,  prayer 

I    was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Smith ;  Rev.  Dr.  Pise  preached ; 

I    after  which  Wm.  Crane  Gray  was  presented  for  Orders  by 

Rev.  Dr.  Ridley,  examined  in  open  Church,  and  then,  by 

imposition  of  my  hands,  was  solemnly  set  apart  to  the  office 

of  a  Deacon  in  the  Church  of  God. 
3 
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In  the  congregation  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent  at  night, 
Rev.  Dr.  Quintard  and  Rev.  Wm.  C.  Gray  read  prayers,  after 
which  I  preached  to  a  very  large  congregation  and  confirmed 
sixteen  persons.  This  congregation,  by  its  Vestry,  have  taken 
measures  to  erect  a  church  edifice,  the  need  of  which  begins 
to  be  sorely  felt.  ■ 

Monday^  27th. — Arrived  with  several  of  the  Clergy  at  Win-     ' 
Chester,  on  our  way  to  the  Diocesan  Convention.    At  night 
prayers  were  read  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Pise  and  Quintard,  when 
I  preached  in  the  Court-house  room  fitted  up  for  worship,  and 
confirmed /owr  persons.  I 

From  the  foregoing  statement,  it  will  appear  that  I  have  | 
held  confirmation  on  thirty-seven  occasions  since  the  last  j  i 
Convention,  and  confirmed  two  hundred  and  tliirty-five  per-  i  | 
sons,  being  an  increase  of  one  hundred  and  two  over  the 
number  reported  the  last  year.  The  whole  number  reported 
is  less  than  that  added  by  confirmation  in  a  year  to  some  of 
the  congregations  in  our  large  cities,  and  consequently  appears 
to  be  very  inadequate  to  the  labors  bestowed  for  such  fruits. 
But  we  must  remember,  my  brethren,  that  we  work  a  very 
different  soil  here  in  the  West,  and  that  we  encounter  obsta- 
cles to  our  growth  of  which  our  Eastern  brethren  know 
scarcely  any  thing.  The  fact  of  increase  as  stated  is  certainly 
matter  of  encouragement  to  us  to  be  more  abundant  in  our 
labors;  and,  above  all,  let  us  remember  that  "it  is  God  that 
giveth  the  increase;**  and  that  whether  the  seals  of  our 
ministry  be  many  or  few,  we  shall  be  held  accountable  only 
for  faithfulness  in  our  ministry.  j

'    Rev.  George  C.  Harris,  Deacon  to  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  Nashville.     The  Rev.  B.  S.  Judd  resides  at  Win- 
chester. 
I        By  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Gay  and  Sandels,  the 
congregations  at  Loudon  and  Chattanooga  are  left  without 
i    ministerial  care. 

At  Loudon  a  church  and  parsonage  were  erected  at  a  cost 
of  several  thousand  dollars,  obtained  chiefly  out  of  the 
Diocese ;  and  having  been  left  by  the  incumbent,  there  exists 
scarcely  a  remote  probability  that  a  congregation  of  the 
Church  will  ever  be  gathered  there  again. 

The  Rev.  R.  Shepherd,  after  having  collected  ove?  a  thou- 
sand dollars  outside  of  the  Diocese  to  aid  in  the  construction 
of  a  church  at  Louisville,  on  the  Tennessee  river,  loaned  the 
money  to  some  connections  of  his  own,  took  notes  payable  to 
himself,  and  then  without  leave  departed  for  England,  where  he 
is  now  understood  to  be  acting  as  a  curate  under  the  authority 
of  the  Bishop  of  Durham.  I  shall  again  lay  his  case  before 
the  Bishop  of  Durham,  and  if  he  does  not  require  him  to  make 
amends  for  his  unclerical  behavior,  I  shall,  as  far  as  in  my  power, 
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enforce  the  discipline  of  the  Church  upon  Mr.  Shepherd, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  our  own  Canons. 

The  candidates  now  belonging  to  the  Diocese  since  the 
recent  ordination  of  Mr.  Gray,  are  George  H.  Hunt  and 
James  Vaulx,  students  at  Nashotah,  Wisconsin;  George  S. 
Blackie,  M.  D.,  and  Professor  in  the  Nashville  University, 
studying  with  Rev.  L.  L.  Smith;  Mr.  George  James,  with 
Rev.  Mr.  Royce ;  Mr.  William  Bowers,  with  Rev.  George  P. 
Schetky;  Mr.  William  Adams,  with  Rev.  Dr.  Ridley;  Mr. 
Ed.  W.  Gilliam  has  been  transferred  to  the  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina. 

I  have  received  notice  from  several  other  young  men  of 
their  wish  and  intention  to  take  orders  in  the  Church.  Of 
these,  some  are  preparing  by  study  to  become  candidates  at 
one  or  other  of  our  theological  seminaries ;  others  are  study- 
ing in  private,  and  others  again  teaching  school  to  procure 
means  for  the  prosecution  of  their  studies.  It  is  matter  of 
profound  regret,  not  to  say  mortification,  that  we  have  no 
funds  provided  in  the  Diocese,  with  its  immense  resources,  to 
aid  such  aspirants  to  the  holy  office  of  the  ministry  in  securing 
to  themselves  the  advantages  of  theological  training  and  asso- 
ciations at  our  schools  of  divinity.  The  number  of  those 
offering  themselves  for  the  clerical  profession  would  encour- 
age us  to  hope  that  God  is  indeed  answering  the  prayers  of 
his  Church,  which  have  gone  up  for  years  past  from  every 
part  of  the  land,  beseeching  Him  to  raise  up  faithful  men,  to 
become  diligent  pastors  of  the  flock  of  Christ.  But  how  is 
such  a  hope  shaded  in  its  brightness,  when  we  realize  the 
little  interest  manifested  by  our  people  in  this  work,  and  how 
inadequate  the  means  provided  by  them  for  the  proper  educa- 
tion and  due  preparation  of  the  young  men  of  the  Church  for 
this  holy  and  responsible  calling !  Great  reason  have  we  yet 
to  prefer  and  urge  the  prayer  of  God's  prophet,  "  O  Lord ! 
revive  thy  work  in  the  midst  of  the  years,  in  the  midst  of  the 
years  make  known  ;  in  wrath  remember  mercy." 

I  have  to  report  to  the  Convention,  that  the  Trustees  of 
Ravenscroft  College  during  the  past  year  held  a  meeting,  and 
upon  deliberation  passed  an  order  to  sell  the  property  held 
by  them  in  trust,  and  directed  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
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thereof  should  be  returned  to  those  who  had  contributed  the 
money  with  which  the  property  had  been  acquired,  consisting 
of  about  ten  acres  of  land  and  a  house — ^the  returns  to  be  in 
proportion  to  the  sums  contributed.  The  sale  was  accord- 
ingly made,  and  notes  for  a  few  hundred  dollars  placed  in 
my  hands  as  representing  a  large  number  of  donors  of  small 
amounts,  and  to  whom  it  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible, 
now  to  make  return  of  their  contributions.  The  proposal  has 
been  submitted  to  me  to  give  the  pro  rata  portion  thus 
assigned  to  me,  to  liquidate  a  small  debt  due  from  the 
Columbia  Female  Institute,  and  so  bring  that  Institution 
under  the  control  of  the  Convention.  I  do  not  think  that 
I  have  any  authority  to  do  this,  and  I  prefer  that  the  Con- 
vention, if  it  please,  would  take  the  responsibility  of  its  dis- 
position. 

Upon  reviewing  the  last  year's  work  as  exhibited  in  the 
foregoing  statements,  and  such  as  will  appear  from  reading 
the  parochial  reports,  we  have  certainly  cause  to  "thank 
God,  and  take  courage."  The  middle  and  western  parts  of 
the  Diocese  present  many  indications  of  progress  onward. 
It  is  only  in  the  eastern  part  that  the  Church,  which  some 
years  ago  seemed  to  give  so  rich  promise  of  increase,  now 
appears  to  languish,  and  her  life,  except  in  this  parish,  to  be 
dying  out.  I  am  constrained  to  believe,  and  to  say,  that  very 
much  of  the  discouragement  and  misfortune  which  now  over- 
shadow several  of  our  stations  that  once  promised  well,  are 
attributable  in  some  instances  partly,  and  in  others  almost 
wholly,  to  the  carelessness,  negligence,  and  inefficiency  of  the 
ministry. 

The  affairs  of  the  Church  in  Chattanooga  and  Loudon, 
from  all  I  can  learn,  have  been  left  in  a  deplorable  condition ; 
and  the  end  must  be  most  disastrous,  as  already  intimated, 
unless  the  few  friends  of  the  Church  left  shall  exert  them- 
selves vigorously  to  find  and  apply  a  remedy.  What  that 
remedy  is  I  am  really  unable  to  say,  unless  it  be  united  and 
vigorous  effort  to  employ  a  zealous  and  faithful  clergyman  to 
rally  the  remaining  members  and  supporters  of  the  Church, 
and  direct  their  efforts  to  the  accomplishment  of  feasible  and 
not  impracticable  objects.  The  ill  consequences  of  attempt- 
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ing  to  build  houses  of  worship  before  worshippers  have  been 
gathered  into  congregations  united  for  regular  worship,  have 
been  so  forcibly  demonstrated  in  the  past  history  of  the    i 
Diocese,  that  the  seal  of  consummate  folly  will  surely  be 
stamped  on  all  such  attempts  hereafter. 

Prom  the  Rev.  Mr.  Downing  I  learned  that  he  had  at- 
tempted to  establish  a  school  and  the  worship  of  the  Church 
at  St.  Andrew's,  Eiverside,  last  year.  He  and  the  proprietor 
of  Riverside  very  soon  disagreed  beyond  reconcilement,  as  ; 
was  to  have  been  expected,  and  he  has  taken  letters  di- 
missory. 

The  General  Convention  meets,  as  you  are  aware,  at  Rich- 
mond next  October.  It  devolves  upon  this  body  to  elect  four  '. 
clerical  and  four  lay  deputies  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  that 
Convention.  Bishops  have  been  elected  for  the  Dioceses  of  , 
Texas  and  New  Jersey,  and  an  assistant  Bishop  for  Ohio. 
To  the  General  Convention  will  be  referred  the  decision  of 
all  questions  connected  with  the  consecration  of  the  Bishops 
elect.  You  should,  therefore,  in  view  of  these  and  other  im- 
portant matters  which  will  come  before  that  Council  of  the 
Church  for  deliteration  and  advisement,  exercise  a  prudent 
discretion  in  selecting  wise  and  sober-minded  men  for  your 
representatives. 

It  is  cause  of  devout  gratitude  to  God — ^the  God  of  peace 
and  love — that  he  vouchsafes  His  blessing  in  still  giving  to 
the  Church  the  spirit  of  peace  and  quietness,  and  that  our 
Communion  in  particular  is  not  agitated  by  any  distracting 
questions  threatening  to  rend  that  unity  which  Christ  prayed 
might  bind  together  his  disciples  in  one  holy  fellowship, 
thereby  evidencing  to  the  world  that  the  Father  had  sent  him. 
May  the  Spirit  of  love  and  peace  rest  upon  and  abide  with  us 
for  ever !

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate  without 
permission  from  the  President ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  every  member  choos- 
ing to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

I  6.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  not  again  be  brought  before  the 
House,  unless  on  a  motion  for  reconsideration  made  by  one  of  the  majority. 

I  7.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be  seconded, 
and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

8.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken  immediately 
and  without  debate. 

9.  The  order  of  doing  business  in  the  Convention,  after  its  organization, 
shall  he  as  follows : 

(1.)  The  appointment  of  the  Committees  of  the  Convention,  and  of  Special 
Committees. 

(2.)  The  Annual  Address  of  the  Bishop. 

(3.)  Reports  from  the  Committees  of  the  Diocese. 

(4.)  Reports  from  the  Treasurers. 

(5.)  Reports  from  Committees  appointed  at  the  last  Convention. 

(6.)  Election  by  ballot  of  Treasurers,  Standing  Committee,  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention,  and  Trustees  of  the  University.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIETY  FOR  INCREASE  OF 
MINISTRY. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
on  the  importance  of  assisting  young  men  in  their  efforts  to  obtain  a  thorough 
Theological  training,  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  the  subject  is  one  that  commends  itself  to  the  most  prayerful  con- 
sideration of  the  members  of  this  Convention.  It  seems  impossible  for  us  in 
our  own  Diocese  to  project  and  carry  forward  any  efficient  organization,  or  to 
secure,  by  individual  contributions,  funds  at  all  adequate  to  our  necessities. 
The  Committee,  therefore,  commend  most  cordially  the  Society  for  the 
Increase  of  the  Ministry,  of  which  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  of  Tennessee  is  a 
patron,  to  the  support  of  the  several  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  as  the  most 
feasible  way  of  securing  the  important  end  in  view.  The  Society  for  the 
Increase  of  the  Ministry  is  in  no  degree  sectional ;  it  embraces  the  whole 
Church  in  the  United  States,  from  Maine  to  California,  and  from  Florida  to 
Oregon. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  an  annual  sermon  be  preached  on  the  duty 
of  young  men  to  give  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  that  a  col- 
lection be  made  in  the  several  parishes ;  and  that  such  other  means  be  adopted 
for  securing  contributions  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  by  the  Clergy,  and  that 
when  assistance  shall  be  needed  a  request  for  such  aid  shall  be  presented  to 
the  Society,  through  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHURCH  BOOK  SOCIETY. 

July  2d,  1859. 
Pursuant  to  notice,  the  general  meeting  of  the  Church  Book  Society  of  the 
Diocese  of  Tennessee  assembled  in  St.  John's  Church,  Knoxville,  after  morn- 
ing service.

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Columbia,  was  called  to  the  chair ;  and  the  Rev.  George  C.  Harris,  Minister 
of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Nashville,  was  appointed  Secretary. 

The  Rev.  George  P.  Schetky,  B.  D.,  Secretary  and  Agent,  made  a  verbal 
report,  embracing  the  following  statements :

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respecifuUy  report : 

That  from  the  Bishop's  Address,  and  the  Parochial  Reports,  they  find  thai 
daring  the  past  Conventional  year  there  have  been,  as  reported  horn  the 
parishes,  216  confirmations,  to  which  must  be  added  from  the  Bishop's  Address 
19  more,  making  the  total  number  of  confirmations  235,  being  an  increaae  of 
103  over  the  number  reported  last  year.  The  whole  number  of  baptisms  re- 
ported by  16  parishes  is  484.  The  number  of  communicants  added  anew 
260,  making  the  whole  number  reported  1252.  There  are  12  parishes  in  which 
there  are  Sunday-schools,  reporting  125  teachers,  and  725  catechumens;  not  as 
many  teachers  by  21,  nor  as  many  catechumcDs  by  70,  as  reported  last  year. 
There  have  been  76  marriages  and  137  funerals  reported.  Contributions  are 
reported  to  the  amount  of  $25,421  94 ;  of  which  $5854  25  are  communion 
alms,  $3776  75  weekly  offertory,  and  $15,790  95  other  contributions.  Four- 
teen Rectors  report  the  amount  of  salary  each  is  entitled  to  receive,  amount- 
ing in  the  aggregate  to  $18,850.  Two  Rectors  report  arrears  of  salary 
amounting  to  $1013  64.  Four  report  indebtedness  of  parishes  amounting  io 
$8448  89.  There  are  6  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  belonging  to  the  Diocese. 
Four  Clergymen  have  been  transferred  to  other  Dioceses,  and  7  have  been 
received  by  letters  dimissory  into  this.  One  person  has  been  ordained  to  the 
Diaconate.  The  comer-stone  of  1  church  has  been  laid,  and  the  house  will 
soon  be  ready  for  consecration.  There  are  no  reports  from  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Williamsport,  Immanuel  Church,  LaGrange,  St.  Paul's,  Randolph,  Si  Paul's, 
Chattanooga,  and  St.  James',  Greenville. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  express  the  opinion,  that  it  would  be  satisfac- 
tory if  Parochial  Reports  would  show  the  number  of  colored  baptisms  and  con- 
firmations, that  it  may  be  seen  what  is  done  by  the  Church  for  the  spiritual 
welfare  of  that  race.  It  is  much  to  be  feared  that,  considering  our  opportuni- 
ties, much  less  is  done  for  them  than  might  be  expected  from  the  zeal  of  the 
members  of  the  Church. 

They  trust  that  the  members  of  the  Convention  will,  in  their  several  spheres, 
urge  forward  the  Christian  instruction  of  the  colored  class,  so  entirely  com- 
mitted by  Providence  to  the  superintending  care  of  the  educated  members 
of  the  Church,  and  so  dependent  upon  their  benevolence  and  Christian  love. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  beg  leave  to  express  their  deep  sense  of 
gratitude  to  God  for  the  numerous  blessings  vouchsafed  to  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  and  for  its  present  peace  and  prosperity.

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  offertory  has  been  abandantly  sufficient  for  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  Parish.  The  reported  indebtedness  has  been  created  by  extra- 
ordinary outlays — the  Vestry  having,  during  the  past  year,  purchased  a  fine 
Harmonium  for  the  choir,  besides  spending  several  hundred  dollars  in  fitting 
up  and  decorating  a  hall  for  a  temporary  church. 

The  Vestry  have  been  so  far  successful  in  obtaining  subscriptions  tovrards 
building  their  new  church,  as  to  enable  them  to  purchase  a  large  and  con- 
veniently situated  lot,  sufficient  in  sixe  for  a  church  edifice  and  a  rectory. 
They  have  procured  plans  for  the  building,  and  hope  to  have  the  corner-stone 
laid  vnthin  a  month  of  the  meeting  of  this  Convention. 

The  Rector,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harris,  has  held  regular  weekly 
services  in  Edgefield,  where  a  Parish  has  been  organixed  under  the  name  of  St 
Stephen's.  There  being  as  yet  no  suitable  place  for  worship,  the  congregations 
have  been  assembled  in  private  houses;  but  a  lot  having  been  provided, 
through  Uie  munificence  of  the  late  Dr.  Shelby,  and  about  92OO0  sub- 
scribed to  build  a  church,  we  haye  confident  hope  that  by  the  next  Conven- 
tion this  congregation  may  be  ex\abled  to  worship  in  a  consecrated  building 
of  their  own. 

Services  have  been  held  on  Sunday  afternoon  at  the  State  Prison  as  often  as 
circumstances  would  allow,  and  there  has  been  one  baptism  among  the 
convicts. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  last  Convention,  the  Rector 
has  made  visits  to  Lebanon  and  Shelbyville ;  at  both  places  the  congregations 
have  been  large  and  attentive.  One  adult  from  Lebanon  has  been  received 
into  the  Church  by  baptism,  and  three  persons  have  been  confirmed.  Services 
have  also  been  held  at  the  Hermitage,  Washington  College,  Minerva  College, 
and  at  the  NashviUe  University.

I  have  had  services  once  a  month  at  Ripley,  DurhamviUe,  CoTington,  Ran- 
dolph, and  RaTensoroft  Chapel.  At  the  first-named  place  we  have  organized 
a  Parish  to  be  called  Immanuel  Church,  to  which  Samuel  Oldham,  Sen.,  M.  D., 
has  given  a  beautiful  lot  of  four  acres  and  a  liberal  subscription.  The  Vestry 
are  now  erecting  a  neat  frame  church,  thirty  feet  by  sixty.  There  b  a  good 
prospect  for  the  Church.  DurhamviUe  is  connected  with  Ripley,  being  only 
seven  miles  distant.  Several  persons  at  this  point  are  very  desirous  for  regu- 
lar services,  and  will  be  liberal  towards  building  a  church. 

At  Covington  we  have  put  up  a  neat  frame  church,  twenty-five  feet  by 
sixty,  which  is  nearly  completed.  This  Parish  is  weak,  and  will  be  thankful 
for  any  assistance  rendered  to  it. 

The  town  at  Randolph  has  gone  down,  »nd  with  it  the  Parish.  The  pros- 
pect is  rather  gloomy,  and  yet  it  is  sad  to  abandon  the  few  who  remain. 

At  Ravenscrofl  Mr.  J.  Alston  is  building  a  new  church  and  a  rectory. 
The  congregation  is  chiefly  composed  of  black  people,  among  whom  Mr.  Gil- 
liam had  a  large  and  interesting  Sunday-school  during  the  past  year. 

There  are  about  twenty  persons  in  the  above-named  places  desiring  the  rite 
of  Confirmation.  The  results  of  my  labors  as  a  Missionary  of  the  Church  have 
been  gratifying,  and  yet  are  not  as  large  as  1  desired.  The  feeble  have  been 
edified,  the  poor  have  had  the  gospel  preached  unto  them,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
God  will  give  the  increase  for  the  sake  of  his  dear  Son.

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CONSTITUTION 

OV  THB 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

OF  TENNESSEE. 


The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
cause  of  Religion  and  Piety,  establishing  order,  and  securing 
to  themselves  and  posterity  the  advantages  of  the  ministry 
and  ordinances  of  the  Church,  do  ordain  and  establish  this 
Constitution. 

Article  1.  The  Diocese  shall  be  known  and  distinguished 
by  tlie  name  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

Art.  2.  The  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  is  hereby  acceded  to 
and  adopted,  and  its  authority  fully  recognized  and  acknow- 
ledged. 

Art.  3.  A  Convention  of  the  Churches  of  this  Diocese 
shall  be  held  annually,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  last 
preceding  Convention  may  appoint ;  and  the  Bishop,  or,  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  for  any  good 
or  urgent  cause  moving  thereto,  may  change  the  time  and 
place  appointed ;  and,  whenever  he  or  they  may  deem  it  ex- 
pedient, may  call  a  Special  Convention  at  such  time  and  place 
as  he  or  they  may  think  suitable;  giving  always  not  less 
than  four  weeks'  notice  previous  to  the  day  appointed. 

Art.  4.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Clergy 
and  Lay  Delegates,  constituting  one  Deliberative  Body.  All 
ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  canonically 
resident  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Con- 
vention. Each  Church  in  union  with  this  Convention  may 
send  three  delegates,  any  one  of  whom  may  represent  it  in 
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Convention.    But  no  person  under  Ecclesiastical  censure  or 
process  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  Convention. 

Art.  5.  Five  members  of  the  Clerical  and  five  of  the  Lay 
Order,  from  different  congregations,  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business ;  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn. 

Art.  6.  In  all  matters  that  shall  come  before  the  Conven-  ' 
tion,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and  | 
the  concurrence  of  a  majority  shall  give  validity  to  any  mea-  j 
sure ;  but  when  two  members  require  it,  there  shall  be  a  vote  I 
by  Orders.  ! 

Art.  7.  The  Bishop  shall  be,  ex  officio,  President  of  the 
Convention.  He  may  make  any  motion,  but  shall  not  enter 
into  debate ;  and  he  may  deliver  his  sentiments  on  any  sub- 
ject after  it  has  been  discussed,  and  before  any  vote  thereon.  , 
If  there  be  no  Bishop  present,  a  President  shall  be  appointed 
from  the  Order  of  the  Clergy.  ' 

Art.  8.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected  annually,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  record  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  to  notify 
the  Churches  generally  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  to  preserve  its  Journals  and  Eecords,  to  attest   ^ 
the  public  proceedings  of  the  Body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into    , 
the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the 
concerns  of  the  Convention  which  may  be  in  his  possession. 
A  Treasurer  shall  also  be  elected  annually,  whose  duty  it    | 
shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  the  funds  of  the  Convention,    ; 
by  the  order  thereof.     He  shall  render  an  account  of  his 
transactions  to'  each  Annual  Convention.  j 

Art.  9.  A  Standing  Committee  of  five  persons,  three  i 
Clergymen  and  two  Laymen,  (who  shall  be  communicants,)  , 
shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  | 
with  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  Body,  and  generally  to  ' 
perform  all  other  acts  which  may  be  required  of  them  by  the 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  or  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese. 

Art.  10.  Each  congregation  shall,  on  Easter  Monday  (or  j 
as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be)  in  each  year,  elect  a  Vestry,  ■ 
consisting  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  eleven  persons,  | 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  to  the  temporal  concerns  of  i 
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the  Church.  They  shall  appoint  two  Wardens  out  of  their 
own  Body,  who  shall  be  communicants;  a  Secretary  and 
Treasurer ;  also,  delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Convention ;  and 
exercise  all  other  powers  vested  in  them  by  the  usages  of  the 
Church ;  and  they  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  new  Vestry 
is  chosen.  In  all  meetings  of  the  Vestry,  the  Kector  shall 
preside;  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Senior  "Warden,  or  one 
appointed  by  the  Body. 

Art.  11.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be 
by  nomination  of  a  majority  of  the  Clergy  in  Convention  assem- 
bled, who  shall  have  been  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese 
for  the  space  of  six  months  immediately  preceding ;  and  if 
such  nomination  be  confirmed  by  a  majority  of  the  Laity  in 
said  Convention,  the  person  thus  chosen  shall  be  declared 
duly  elected.  But  no  election  shall  be  considered  legal, 
unless  a  majority  of  all  the  congregations  shall  be  present  by 
their  delegates,  and  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
Convention. 

Art.  12.  Any  proposition  for  the  alteration  and  amend- 
ment of  this  Constitution  must  be  made  in  writing,  and 
assented  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  in  Convention.  It 
shall  then  lie  over  for  consideration  until  the  next  Conven- 
tion, and  shall  require  for  its  adoption  the  suffrages  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present.

Of  the  Admission  of  New  Churches. 

Whenever  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  ten,  shall 
associate  to  form  an  Episcopal  Church,  they  shall  adopt  Arti- 
cles of  Association  for  their  government,  in  which  they  shall 
acknowledge  and  accede  to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  Doc- 
trine, Discipline,  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ten- 
nessee; they  shall  assume  a  suitable  name  by  which  their 
Church  or  Parish  shall  be  designated,  and  shall  appoint  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  eleven  Vestrymen.  A  certified 
copy  of  the  Articles  of  Association,  and  of  the  proceedings  at 
their  adoption,  shall  then  be  laid  before  the  Convention  for 
approval,  and  also  a  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case 
of  his  inability  to  act,  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  a 
majority  of  the  Standing  Committee,  that  notice  was  given 
him  or  them,  at  least  three  months  before  the  Convention,  of 
the  organization  having  taken  place,  and  of  his  or  their 
approval  of  the  same.  Delegates  from  the  Church  or  Parish 
may  then  take  their  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  the  Church  '  j 
shall  be  considered  as  united  to  the  Convention,  and  subject  j 
to  its  decisions.  I 

When  Articles  of  Association  shall  not  have  been  expressly 
adopted  and  laid  before  the  Convention,  the  Form  of  Arti- 
cles of  Association  for  Congregations,  recommended  by  the 
Convention  of  1830,  shall  be  the  Articles  of  Association  for 
the  Churches  to  be  admitted,  and  all  other  Churches  in  union 
with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese ;  and  such  Articles  shall 
not  be  changed,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Convention. 
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CANON  n. 

Of  the  Reception  of  Clergymen  into  this  Diocese. 

No  Clergyman  shall  be  admitted  to  the  pastoral  charge  of 
I  any  Congregation  in  this  Diocese  without  producing  to  the 
Vestry  thereof  a  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Committee,  that 
he  has  produced  to  him  or  them  testimonials  of  his  religious 
and  moral  conduct,  as  prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention. 

CANON  m. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

Section  1.  The  trial  of  a  Clergyman  in  this  Diocese  shall  be 
on  written  presentment  made  to  the  Bishop,  (or,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee,)  specifying  the  offences 
of  which  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable 
certainty  as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances,  and  signed  by 
the  party  making  it.  And  every  presentment  of  a  Clergy- 
man shall  be  either  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  by  the 
Vestry  and  Church  Wardens  of  the  Parish  to  which  such 
Clergyman  may  belong,  or  by  one  or  more  Presbyters  of  the 
Church,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the 
Bishop  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergj^man  is 
under  the  imputation  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offence  or 
misconduct,  for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the 
interest  of  the  Church  requires  an  investigation,  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  appoint  three  persons,  one  of  whom  at  least  shall 
be  a  Presbyter,  to  examine  the  case ;  and  if,  after  such  ex- 
amination, they  shall  decide  that  there  is  sufficient  ground  for 
presentment,  they  shall  present  the  Clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec  3.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the  mocles 
above  prescribed,  the  Bishop  may  dismiss  it,  if  the  facts  stated  in 
the  presentment  do  not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute 
an  offence ;  or  he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  resi- 
due, if  some  of  the  facts  stated  in  it  constitute  an  offence  and 
others  do  not;  or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.    When

it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole,  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause 
a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused ;  and  shall  also  nomi- 
nate six  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention,  and  not  parties  to  the  presentment,  three  of 
whom  shall  be  selected  by  the  accused,  and  their  names 
notified  in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  within  thirty  days  after  he 
shall  have  received  a  list  of  the  nominees ;  and  if  he  shall  fail 
to  give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty 
days,  the  Bishop  shall  select  three,  and  the  Presbyters  so 
selected  shall  form  a  Board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and 
shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct, 
and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from 
place  to  place,  (but  always  within  this  Diocese,)  as  they  shall 
think  proper. 

Sec  4.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first 
meeting  shall  be  served  on  the  accused  at  least  thirty  days 
before  such  meeting ;  and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making 
the  presentment. 

Sec.  5.  If  the  whole  number  of  three  shall  not  attend  at 
the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  two  of 
them,  if  present,  may  adjourn  fr^m  time  to  time ;  and  if,  after 
one  adjournment  or  more,  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable 
that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time, 
then  the  accused,  or  (if  he  fail  to  do  so)  the  Bishop,  shall 
appoint  another  of  the  six  Presbyters  nominated  to  complete 
the  Board,  who  shall  then  proceed  to  the  trial;  and  a  ma- 
jority of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  6.  If,  before  the  appointment  of  a  Board  for  his  trial, 
the  accused  shall  acknowledge  the  truth  of  the  facts  alleged 
in  the  presentment,  the  Bishop  shall  at  once  proceed  to  pass 
sentence.  A  failure  to  make  such  an  acknowledgment  shall 
be  regarded  as  a  denial  of  the  facts  alleged. 

Sec.  7.  If  the  accused,  after  having  received  due  notice  of 
their  time  and  place  of  meeting,  shall  not  appear  before  the 
Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board  shall 
proceed  nevertheless  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  there  be 
some  good  cause  for  their  adjourning  till  another  day. 

Sec  8.  "When  the  Board  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall 
hear  such  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
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shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses 
respectively ;  and,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  sworn  to  or 
affirmed  by  the  witnesses  respectively,  before  the  President  of 
the  Court.  But  should  the  accused,  at  the  time  of  trial,  or 
during  its  progress,  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated 
in  the  presentment,  the  Board  may  dispense  with  hearing 
further  evidence,  and  proceed  at  once  to  state  to  the  Bishop 
what  sentence  they  think  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sec  9.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
he  may  appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  any 
material  witness  who,  he  is  satisfied,  cannot  be  procured 
upon  the  trial.  Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  Clergy- 
man or  a  Layman,  and  the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to  the 
other  at  least  six  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking 
the  testimony.  And  if  the  person  on  whom  the  notice  shall 
be  served  shall  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of 
examination,  an  additional  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for 
every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance ;  and  both 
parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness ;  and  the  ques- 
tions and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by 
the  witness,  and  certified  by  the  Commissary  and  enclosed 
under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Board,  who  shall  re- 
ceive them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  before  such 
Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  by  him. 

Sec.  10.  The  Board,  having  deliberately  considered  the 
evidence,  shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in 
the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is 
guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively ;  and  also 
stating  the  sentence  which,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  pro- 
nounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be  without  delay 
communicated  to  the  accused.  And  the  original  decision, 
together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop, 
who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear 
to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in 
severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Board ;  and  such 
sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any  sentence, 
the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused  and  any  two  or  more 
of  the  Clergy  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  he  may  appoint. 
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and  in  such  churcli  as  he  may  designate,  wliich  shall  be 
thrown  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to 
attend;  and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly 
pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  if  he  is  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it; 
in  which  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed, 
the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  before 
mentioned. 

Sec.  11.  All  fiotices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon, 
may  be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed 
for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificates  of  such 
service  shall  be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any 
other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such 
person.  A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or 
left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
service  of  such  notice  or  paper ;  provided,  however,  that  the 
service,  if  not  personal,  shall  be  a  notice  of  at  least  sixty  days. 

Sec.  12.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by 
counsel;  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not 
otherwise,  the  presenters  shall  also  have  the  like  privilege ; 
which  counsel  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  members  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  13.  The  record  of  all  the  proceedings  upon  the  pre- 
sentment of  a  Clergyman  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  and  for  that  purpose  shall,  after  a  final  decision, 
be  delivered  to  their  Secretary. 

CANON  IV. 

Tlie  Clergy  required  to  aitetid  the  Meetings  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy 
at  the  Meetings  of  the  Convention  is  of  essential  import- 
ance to  the  interests  of  the  Church,  this  duty  is  hereby  en- 
joined on  them. 

Sec  2.  And  whereas  it  is  often  found  necessary  to  travel 
a  considerable  distance  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  several  Parishes  to 
make  provision  for  the  expenses  of  their  Clergy  in  attending 
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Convention,  either  by  a  collection  in  church  on  Sunday,  or 
by  some  other  mode. 

CANON  V. 

Ministers  of  Parishes  to  keep  a  Reghier. 

Section  1.  The  Parish  Register  required  by  Canon  XXIX. 
of  the  General  Convention  of  1832,  shall  specify  the  name 
and  the  time  of  the  birth  of  the  child  baptized,  with  the 
names  of  the  Parents  and  Sponsors ;  the  names  of  the  adults 
baptized,  and  the  witnesses ;  the  names  of  the  parties  mar- 
ried, and  of  two  or  more  special  witnesses  of  the  same,  and 
the  place  where  .the  marriage  was  solemnized;  the  names 
of  the  persons  buried ;  and  also  the  time  at  which  each  rite 
was  performed.  It  shall  also  contain  the  names  of  persons 
confirmed,  and  a  list  of  the  communicants.  These  Registers 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister  in  a  suitable  book  to  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Vestry,  which  book  shall  be  the  Parish  Register, 
and  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records 
of  the  Church. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to 
the  Bishop  (or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the 
Convention)  a  Report  of  his  oflicial  acts  during  the  past  con- 
ventional year.  Ministers  in  charge  of  Parishes  shall  give  a 
statement  of  the  number  of  persons  baptized  and  confirmed 
in  their  Parishes  since  the  last  Annual  Convention ;  the  num- 
ber of  those  who  partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  specifying  the 
additions  and  removals  that  have  taken  place,  and  the 
number  of  marriages  and  funerals.  Also,  the  number  of 
pupils  and  teachers  connected  with  the  Sunday-schools ;  and 
the  amount  of  the  "  Ofterings  of  the  Church,"  stating  the 
objects  to  which  such  ofterings  are  appropriated,  and  what 
has  been  done  in  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  the 
Convention.  Also,  the  name  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  Ves- 
tries or  Congregations  with  which  they  may  be  connected  as 
Rectors  or  officiating  Ministers.  The  Parochial  Report 
may  also  present  concisely  any  other  matters  of  fact  which 
show  the  state  of  the  Parish. 
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Sbc.  3.  In  every  case  where  a  Parish  is  destitute  of  a 
Minister,  the  Register  contemplated  in  this  Canon  shall 
he  kept  hy  some  person  appointed  hy  the  Vestry  for  that 
purpose. 

CAIS^ON  VI. 

Delegates  to  he  cliosen  to  represent  (he  Diocese  in  General  Con- 
vention. 

The  Convention  at  each  Annual  Meeting  shall  choose 
Delegates  to  attend  the  General  Convention.  And  should 
the  delegation  elected  to  represent  the  Diocese  in  General 
Convention  he  unahle  to  attend,  then  the  Bishop  (or,  if  there 
be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee)  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  delegate  or  delegates  in  behalf  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  vn. 

Certificaies  to  be  required  of  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Con- 

vention. 

The  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  Rector,  or 
"Warden,  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  of  the  proper  Church. 
And  no  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  Lay  Delegate  in  this 
Convention  who  is  not  entitled  to  vote  for  Vestrymen  in  the 
Parish  which  he  claims  to  represent.  Should  none  of  those 
appointed  by  the  Vestry  to  represent  the  Congregation  in 
Convention  be  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the 
Rector  of  the  Parish  may  appoint  one  belonging  to  his  Parish, 
who  shall  act  as  the  delegate  thereof. 

CANOK  vm. 

Cf  Lay-Readers. 
No  person  shall  act  as  Lay-Reader  in  this  Diocese  without  a 
license  from  the  Bishop. 

CANON  IX.  I 

Parochial  Assessments.  : 

Section  1.  At  each  Annual  Convention,  assessments  shall 
be  laid  upon  the  several  Parishes,  to  provide  for  the  support 
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of  the  Episcopate  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  meet  the  con- 
tingent expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

Ssc.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
to  collect  by  draft  upon  the  Treasurer  of  each  Parish,  or 
otherwise,  the  amount  of  its^assessment,  in  four  quarterly  in- 
stalments, viz.,  on  the  first  of  August,|first  of  JTovember,  first 
of  February,  and  first  of  May. 

Sec.  8.  In  order  to  secure  the  punctual  payment  of  these 
assessments,  it  shall  be  the  ^duly  of  tliej  Minister  of  each 
Parish,  or  (in  case  the  Parish  be  destitute  of  a  Minister) 
of  the  Senior  Warden,  to  make  provision,  by  collection  or 
otherwise,  at  least  one  week  previous  to  the  time  each  quar- 
terly payment  fails  due,  for  meeting  the  drafts  or  calls  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sko.  4.  The  Treasurer  sball  regularly  'charge?^  the  said 
assessment  on  his  books  against  each  Yestry,  crediting^the 
same  with  payments  when  made,[and  shall  report  annually 
to  the  Convention  the  state^of  his  accounts^with  each  Parish, 
which  report  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

CAMJN  X. 

'The  Mtxie  of  Organizing  the  Convention, 

The  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Morning  Prayer, 
and  a  Sermon  delivered  by  a  Preacher  appointed  at  the  pre- 
ceding Convention  by  the  Bishop.  A  list  of  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  seats  shall  then  be  called.  The  Bishop,  or  the 
President,  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  two  Clergymen  to 
examine  the  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates,  who  shall  report 
thereupon  the  names  of  such  persons  as  are  entitled  to  seats. 
The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  a  Secretary, 
which  being  done,  the  Bishop  or  President  shall  pronounce 
the  Convention  duly  or^nized. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Pension  Fund. 

Section  1.  It  is  recommended  to  every  Clergyman  having 
charge  of  a  P-arish  in  this  Diocese,  and  to  tiie  Wardens, 
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where  there  is  no  Clergyman^  to  make  a  collection  annually, 
at  Christmas,  for  creating  a  permanent  fond  in  aid  of  aged 
and  infirm  Clergymen,  together  with  the  widows  and  orphans 
of  deceased  Clergymen. 

Sbc.  2.  All  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  given  in  charge 
to  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  two  Clergymen  and  twa 
laymen,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Convention,  of  which  Board  the 
Bishop  shall  be,  ex  officio.  President,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee.  This  Board  shali 
exercise  a  sound  discretion  in  the  appropriation  of  pensions, 
and  the  Convention  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  whom  all 
contributions  shall  be  forwarded.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Pen- 
sion Fund  shall  also  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund; 
and  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  a  Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Bishop,  or  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  xn. 

0/  the  Episcopate  I\(,ni. 

It  is  recommended  to  every  Parish  in  this  Diocese  to  make 
a  collection  on  Easter-day  in  each  year,  towards  creating  a 
permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate.  The  Con- 
vention shall  appoint  three  laymen  to  act  as  Trustees  of  said 
fund,  to  whose  hands  and  those  of  the  Treasurer  the  funds 
thus  collected  shall  be  intrusted,  with  any  other  moneys 
or  property  which  may  be  given  by  be(juest  or  otherwise  for 
this  purpose. 

The  Trustees  of  this  fund,  or  the  Treasurer  under  their 
direction,  shall  safely  invest  the  same  for  accumulation,  until 
it  shall  reach  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  when  the 
interest  or  income  shall  be  applied  to  the  annual  support  of 
the  Episcopate. 

All  collections  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Convention. 

CANOK  xm. 

Of  JMissixms  and  of  JEHucadon  for  the  Mmstry. 
Section  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  Mis- 
sionary institution,  and  every  part  thereof  pledged,  by  the

Christian  profession,  to  the  support  of  the  Missionary  work ; 
and  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  being 
necessary  to  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel  in  the  same  work ; 
it  is  solemnly  urged  upon  every  member  of  the  Church  that 
he  consider  his  Christian  profession  as  involving  direct  obli- 
gation to  promote  these  objects. 

»  Sec,  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  in  this 
Diocese  to  instruct  the  people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to 
these  objects.  And  it  is  recommended  to  every  member  of 
the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in 
store  for  these  purposes  as  God  has  prospered  him,  according 
to  the  Apostolic  direction.  It  is  recommended  that  there  be 
in  every  Parish  in  this  Diocese  a  monthly  collection  on  Sun- 
day, the  avails  of  which  shall  be  forwarded  quarterly  by  the 
Wardens  thereof  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  and  Edu- 
cational Committee. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be,  at  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Convention,  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  ex  officio^  and  four  other  members — ^two  clerical  and 
two  lay — elected  by  ballot,  to  be  called  the  Missionary  Educa- 
tion Committee ;  to  which  shall  be  committed  the  appoint- 
ment and  regulation  of  beneficiaries,  the  appointing  of 
Missionaries  and  Missionary  Stations,  and  making  of  all 
appropriations  of  money  for  either  object;  and  no  money 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  but  by  an  order  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  de- 
signate to  which  purpose,  and  also  to  which  branch  of  the 
Missionary  cause,  if  such  be  the  designation,  their  contri- 
bution shall  be  applied.  If  no  designation  be  made,  it  shall 
be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  6.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  in  all 
meetings  of  the  Committee,  when  he  is  present ;  if  absent,  a 
Chairman  pro  tern,  shall  be  appointed.  The  Committee  shall 
appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually  at  the  place 
and  on  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese, 
and  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  the  President  may  from 
time  to  time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found  convenient  on  their 
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own  adjournment.  Three  attending  members  shall  be  a 
quorum,  and  every  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Sec.  7.  No  beneficiary  or  Missionary  shall  be  appointed 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese ; 
or,  in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  same,  which  consent  shall  be  entered  on  the 
minutes. 

Sec  8.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the 
Secretary  of  the  same  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions 
of  the  year,  then  terminated,  which,  with  the  Treasurer's 
report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Convention. 

Sec.  &.  Vacancies  in  the  Committee,  occurring  during  the 
recess  of  the  Convention,  may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee. 


CANON*  xrv. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Qmvention. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  transmit 
annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
last  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  the  General 
Convention,  to  the  Conservator  of  Ecclesiastical  Documents 
appointed  by  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary 
of  every  Diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention ;  and  he  shall  request  the  last  to  send  copies  of 
their  Journals  in  exchange.  He  shall  also  transmit  a  copy  to 
every  Clergyman  and  Lay  Deputy  attending  the  Convention, 
and  forward  by  mail,  unless  otherwise  directed,  ten  copies  to 
every  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

Sbc.  2.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve 
on  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the 
several  sections  of  this  Canon,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
Contingent  Fund  of  the  Diocese.

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CANOIT  XV. 
Of  Mections. 

Section  1.  All  the  Officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot ;  but  elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed 
with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

Sec  2.  In  all  cases  of  failure,  or  omission  to  elect  officers 
by  the  Convention,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue 
in  office  until  others  be  chosen. 

CANON  XVI. 

Section  1.  No  proposed  alteration  or  addition  to  the 
Canons  shall  hereafter  be  considered  by  the  Convention,  un- 
less at  least  one  day's  previous  notice  be  given  thereof,  in 
open  Convention,  nor,  unless  by  unanimous  consent,  until 
such  alteration  or  addition  shall  have  been  referred  to,  and 
reported  upon  by,  a  committee  of  at  least  two  Presbyters  and 
one  layman. 

Sec  2.  Any  Canon  may  be  suspended  temporarily,  by 
unanimous  consent. 

CANON  xvn. 

Section  1.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  repealing  clause  in 
any  Canon,  and  the  said  Canon  shall  be  repealed,  such  repeal 
shall  not  be  a  reenactment  of  the  Canon  or  Canons  repealed 
by  the  said  repealing  clause. 

Sec  2.  The  provisions  of  this  Canon  shall  also  apply  to 
Canons  heretofore  passed  having  repealing  clauses. 

CANON  xvm. 

All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed.

that  the  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  appUcatioiL 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Athens,  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Edgefield,  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  Murfreesborough,  and  Trinity  Church,  Win- 
chester, for  admission  into  Union  with  this  Convention,  and  find 
that  the  canon  for  admission  of  churches  has,  in  each  case  been 
complied  with ;  the  committee  therefore  beg  leave  to  offer  the  fol- 
lowing resolution :  Resolved,  That  the  aforesaid  Churches  be  and 
they  are  hereby  admitted  into  Union  with  this  Convention. 

Sev.  Dr.  Qaintard  gave  notice  of  a  canon  which  he  intended 
to  introduce.

The  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  that  pai't 
of  the  Bishop's  address  referring  to  the  endowment  of  the  Epis- 
copate, beg  leave  to  report  that  it  is  a  subject  which  dcmi^nds 
«rompt  and  energetic  action  on  the  part  of  this  Convention. 
'he  sentiment  is  believed  to  be  almost  unanimous  in  the  parishes 
generally,  that  the  measures  hitherto  puraued  have  not  only  been 
m  a  lamentable  degree  inadequate,  but  injurious  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  church.  It  is  now  more  than  twenty  j'ears  since  tho 
Convention  of  this  Diocese  recognized,  in  the  most  emphatic  man- 
ner, the  importance  of  creating  a  fund  fbr  the  endowment  of  the 
Episcopate,  and  inaugurated  measures  looking  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  that  object.  Bepeatedly  the  subject  has  been  brought 
forward  in  Convention,  and  in  every  instance  the  measures  pro- 
posed have  resulted  essentially  in  failure.  At  the  Convention  oi' 
the  church  held  in  La  Grange,  in  May,  1858,  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  consider  this  subject.  That  committee  recommended 
the  following  resolutions,  which  were  adopted : 

1.  Resolved^  That  anv  surplus  that  may  remain  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Covention  at  the  close  of  each  financial 
year,  (after  paying  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  and  defraying  the 
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contingent  ezpenseB  of  the  chnrck,)  shall  be  paid  into  the  handu 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  to  be  invested  a»  other 
moneys  are. 

2.  Besolved,  That  the  standing  committee  of  the  diocese  be  au- 
thorized to  appoint  some  suitable  person  as  agent,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  solicit  donations  of  land,  moneys  or  other  property  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate ;  to  preserve  the  deeds  of  land  so 
donated  to  the  Convention ;  to  pay  the  taxes  on  said  lands ;  to 
make  contracts  for  the  renting  of  the  same,  and  to  transact  any 
other  business  in  connection  with  said  lands  that  the  interests  of 
the  church  may  require :  Provided  the  lands  so  donated  shall  not 
be  sold  unless  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

The  committee  acknowledge  the  practical  wisdom  of  these 
resolutions,  but  still,  from  one  cause  or  another,  they  have  not  been 
effectually  acted  upon.  The  committee  therefore  begs  leave  to 
recommend  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  Bev.  J.  Thomas  Pickett  be  appointed  the 
agent  of  this  Convention  to  solicit  lands,  money  and  other  proper- 
ty for  the  creation  of  a  permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate,  and  that  the  clergy  throughout  the  diocese  be  called 
upon  to  cooperate  with  him  in  securing  said  fund,  and  further,  that 
the  expenses  be  provided  from  the  fund  so  collected. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  received  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

The  committee  on  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address  relating 
to  the  Columbia  Female  Institute,  made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  raised  upon  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  address 
as  relates  to  the  Columbia  Female  Institute,  are  happy  to  state 
that  the  property  is  relieved  from  embarrassment  by  the  assump- 
tion of  tne  balance  due,  by  the  Principal,  W.  H.  Hardin,  Esq., 
and  that  the  Trustees  are  now  ready  to  convey  it  to  the  Diocese 
of  Tennessee. 

Your  committee  cheerfully  adopt  the  language  of  the  Bishop 
giving  expression  to  the  high  estimation  in  which  the  institution 
isi  deservedly  held,  and  commend  it  to  the  favor  ahd  patronage  of 
south-western  Episcopalians  as  a  nui*sery  for  their  daughters  and 
wards,  wherein  their  intellectual,  moral  and  religious  characters 
will  be  guarded  and  properly  developed.  It  eminently  merits  the 
confidence  and  support  of  the  church,  and  your  committee  respect- 
fully bespeak  for  it  an  enlarged  measure  of  church  patronage. 
We  propose  the  following  resolution : 

Be&olved,  That  Mr.  John  Baird,  of  Columbia,  be  appointed 
agent  of  this  Convention  to  receive  the  conveyance  of  the  Colum- 
bia Female  Institute,  and  that  it  be  filed  away  in  the  archives  of 
the  diocese,  and  that  no  debt  be  allowed  to  be  incurred  upon  the 
property  hereafter  forever,  and  that  the  present  trusteea  oe  con- 
tinued. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

resolution  as  an  authority  for  tnat  purpose. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  So- 
ciety be  instructed  to  collect  the  amount  due  this^  diocese  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Crcssey. 

On  motion,  balloting  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Trustees  of 
the  University  of  the  South  were  elected,  which  resulted  in  the 
choice  of  the  Trustees  of  the  last  year  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

On  motion,  balloting  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Trustees  of 
the  General  Theological  Seminary  were  elected.  The  Trustees  of 
the  last  year  were  reelected. 

On  m6tion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  next  meeting  of  this  Convention  take  nlaco 
at  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Somerville,  on  the  3d  Wednesday  in  May. 
1861. 

The  Bishop  recommended  the  Church  Intelligencer,  a  paper 
printed  at  Raleigh,  N.  C,  to  the  patronage  of  the  clergy  and 
laity  of  his  diocese. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  White  introduced  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Church  Intelligencer  be  recommended  to 
the  patronage  of  the  church  of  thitf  State. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Craighead  gave  notice  of  a  proposed  amendment  to 
Canon  V. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow 
morning  at  eight  o'clock. 
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May  19,  8  o  dock,  A.  M. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order.  The  Secretary 
called  the  roll.    The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Harrison  was  appointed  Secretary  pro  tempore.  N. 
Edwin  Perkins  was  reported  as  a  lay  delegate  from  Si.  Paul's, 
Franklin.      Mr.  Perkins  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

Mr.  Fogg  moved  the  adoption  of  the  canon  introduced  by 
him  yesterday,  entitled  *'A  Canon  for  the  filling  of  vacancies 
during  the  recess  of  the  Convention,"  viz  : 

Resolved^  That  where  there  is  any  vacancy  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  otherwise,  in  any  office  where  the  officer  is  elected  by  this 
Convention,  the  Bishop  shall  make  an  appointment  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy until  the  next  session  of  the  Convention.

The  canon  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Stephens  was  substituted  for  Dr.  L.  Shanks  on  the 
committee  to  which  Dr.  Quintard's  proposed  canon  was  referred. 

On  motion,  the  committee  on  the  state  of  the  church  had 
leave  to  retire. 

Rev.  Mr.  Harris  introduced  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  proceedings  of  the  Church  Book  Socict}' 
be  entered  in  the  Appendix  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

(  Vide  Appendix  F.) 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Section  4  to  Article  V,  as  proposed  by  Mr.  Craighead,  was  then

The  committee  on  the  following  proposed  canon,  of  parishes 
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not  entitled  lo  representation,  reported,  through  their  chairman, 
the  Eev.  Dr.  Quintard,  as  follows : 

"When  any  parish  shall  fail,  for  three  successive  years,  to 
elect  or  appoint  a  delegate  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  or  shall  be 
in  arrears  to  the  Episcopate  for  three  successive  years,  or  shall  fail 
for  three  successive  years  to  make  a  report  to  the  Convention 
through  a  minister  or  some  person  appointed  by  the  vestry,  such 
parish  may,  upon  a  resolution  of  the  Convention,  be  declared  not 
to  be  entitled  to  a  representation  in  the^Convention,  and  shall  so 
continue  until  otherwise  declared  by  the  Convention." 

The  canon  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  Craighead's  proposed  amendment  to  Canon  VII,  by  the 
addition  of  the  words  "  and  who  is  not  a  communicant  of  the 
church,"  w^as  then  introduced. 

There  was  a  motion  made  to  lay  the  amendment  on  the  table, 
which  was  rejected. 

Rev.  Mr.  Eoyce  called  for  a  vote  by  orders  on  the  proposed 
amendment.      The  Secretary  was  requested  to  call  the  roll. 

Of  the  Clergy  the  following  voted  in  the  affirmative :

Rev.  Mr.  Humes,  Mr.  Pickett,  Mr.  Rogers,  Mr.  L.  Ik  Smith, 
Mr.  Webb  and  Dr.  White. 

The  following  parishes  voted  in  the  affirmative : 

The  Church  of  the  Advent,  Nashville ;  Holy  Trinity,  Nash- 
ville ;  St.  Stephens,  Edgefield ;  St.  Paul's,  Franklin. 

The  parishes  which  voted  in  the  negative  were 

Christ  Church,  Nashville;  St.  Peter's,  Columbia;  Trinity 
Church,  Tipton  county;  St.  Luke's,  Jackson. 

The  amendment  was  rejected  by  the  non -concurrence  of  the 
laity. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ridley  offered  the  following  standing  resolution, 
to  be  printed  with  the  canons  : 

"Whereas  it  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  the  legislation  of 
the  church  be  confided  to  members  of  the  body  of  Christ,  there- 
fore, Be  it  resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  congregations 
of  this  diocese  to  elect  none  but  communicants  as  vestrymen  when 

f)racticable,  and  that  the  vestries  send  none  but  communicants  as 
ay  delegates  when  practicable." 
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On  motion,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Rev.  Mr.  Humes 
and  Messrs.  Fogg  and  Craighead. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  half  past  four 
o'clock,  p.  M. 


Half  past  4  o'clock,  V.  M, 
1?he  Bishoi>  culled  the  Convention  to  order.     The  Secretary 

called  the  roll. 

The  committee  on  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  referrin/;^ 

to  the  Pension  Fund,  made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  on  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  addres>,  referring' 
to  the  Pension  Fund,  beg  lekve  to  report  that  they  deem  it  most 
advisable  to  continue  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  present  Treas- 
urer. 

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Bev.  Mr.  Hines  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  and  arc 
hereby  returned  to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St.  Pctcr'B 
Church,  Columbia,  for  the  liberal  and  convenient  arrangements 
made  for  the  accommodation  of  the  members  of  this  Convention. 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  cannot  terminate  its  present 
session  without  expressing  a  grateful  sense  of  the  delightful  hos- 
pitality extended  by  the  people  of  Columbia  to  the  members  of 
this  Convention,  and  that  the  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church  give 
such  publicity  to  this  resolution  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

Ballots  being  dispensed  wiili.  Messrs.  G.  M.  Fogg,  J.  B.  Craig 
head  and  John  Baird  were  elected  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate 
Fund. 

The  auditing  committee  made  the  following  report: 

The  auditing  committee  respectfully  report  to  the  Conven- 
tion that  they  have  examined  the  following  accounts :

And  they  find  the  same  to  be  correct. 

They  have  also  examined  the  account  of  AV.  B.  Bichniontl, 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  A.  0.  Harris,  Treasurer  pro  lew. 
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They  sco  no  error  in  these  accounts,  except  so  for  as  they  report 
a  deficit  against  St.  Peter's,  Columbia.  From  papers  exhibiteaby 
the  Treasurer  of  that  church,  the  committe  are  satisfied  that  a  mis- 
take has  been  made  by  the  Treasurer  or  pro  tern.  Treasurer,  and 
that  there  is  but  a  small  balance  owing  by  that  church — say  sixty- 
three  dollars  and  forty-two  cents.

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

After  chanting  the  ^^Oloria  in  Excelsis^''  on  motion,  the  Con- 
vention adjourned  sine  die. 
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Brethben  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

The  report  of  my  official  duties,  performed  since  the  adjourn- 
ment of  our  last  Annual  Convention,  dates  from  the  6th  Novem- 
ber, 1859. 

On  that  day,  with  the  customary  services  on  such  occasions,  I 
laid  the  comer-stone  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Somerville,  Fayette 
County,  and  delivered  an  Viddress.  Sunday,  6th,  in  the  forenoon, 
after  prayers  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Fagg  and  Hines,  I  preached  to  a 
large  congregation  in  the  room  used  by  the  cougi*egation  of  St. 
'  Thomas'  Church  as  a  place  of  worship,  and,  assisted  by  the  clergy 
present,  administered  the  holy  communion. 

In  the  aftern:oon  the  Litany  was  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Burton  of 
Louisiana,  and  a  sermon  preached  by  Rev.  Mr.  Harrison,  after 
which  I  confirmed  fdat  persons. 

At  night,  prayers  were  read  and  a  sermon  preached  in  the 
same  place. 

Nov.  12.  At  the  house  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Alston,  in  Tipton  county, 
after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Lawson,  and  an  address  by  myself,  I 
confirmed  iiiM'peTmii& — all  negroes  but  one. 

Sunday,  Nov.  13.  Accompanied  by  ^v.  Mr.  Lawson,  I  pro- 
ceeded to  Covington,  at  which  place  we  arrived  too  late  (in  conse- 
quence of  the  badness  of  roads)  for  morning^service.  The  church, 
of  which  the  foundation  was  laid  in  August,  1858,  is  not  yet  finished, 
and  I  was  pained  to  learn  that  in  consequence  of  some  misunder- 
standing with  the  contractor  or  builder,  there  was  a  debt  incurred 
for  which  no  provision  had  been  made  or  was  likely  to  be  made. 
In  consequence,  the  building  was  liable  to  be  sold.  lam  not  in- 
formed that  any  arrangement  has  yet  been  made  to  relieve  the 
building  and  secure  it  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  intended. 
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These  repeated  disasters  in  attempting  to  build  churches  are  well 
calculated  to  bring  discredit  upon  our  communion.  It  is  surpri- 
sing that  persons  can  be  found  to  engage  in  such  enterprises,  call 
upon  the  friends  of  religion  to  contribute  money  for  their  prose- 
cution, and  then  stand  tamely  by  and  see  the  whole  work  involved 
in  irretrievable  ruin,  without  seeming  to  realize  that  they  them- 
selves share,  by  the  judgment  of  the  public,  in  the  disgrace  of 
such  failures.  It  is  surely  better  not  to  begin  to  build  until  the 
means  are  provided  and  secured  to  finish ;  and  certainly  no  man  who 
regards  a  good  repute  among  his  fellow  men,  ought  to  take  it  upon 
himself  to  make  contracts  in  behalf  of  the  church,  unless  he  is 
prepared  to  give  attention  to  the  work  and  see  it  faithfully  execu- 
ted. I  understand  that  the  old  building  at  Covington,  used  by  us 
as  a  house  of  worship,  the  cost  of  which,  independent  of  repairs 
and  additions,  was  three  hundred  dollars,  has  been  sold  for  fifty 
dollars  —  by  who*  authority  and  for  whose  benefit  I  know  not. 
The  property  belonged  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  an  incor- 
porated body,  and  I  trust  it  will  take  measures  to  vindicate  its 
rights  and  discharge  its  trust. 

The  case  at  Covington  stands  not  alone  in  its  singularity  or 
disreputable  character.  Nearly  the  same  thing,  only  on  a  larger 
scale,  has  taken  place  at  Chattanooga.  The  effort  to  build  a  church 
there  has  resulted,  afler  an  expenditure  of  four  thousand  dollars 
or  more,  in  saddling  the  congregation  with  a  debt  of  two  thousand 
dollars.  If  I  were  called  on  to  name  the  catlse  which  has  most 
retarded  the  gi*owth  of  the  church  in  this  diocese,  I  should,  with- 
out hesitation,  say  it^was  the  burden  of  debt  incurred  by  clergy- 
men and  vestrymen  in  building  and  furnishing  churches.  And 
yet  there  is  not,  perhaps,  another  diocese  in  the  Union,  of  the  same 
age,  that  has  so  little  to  display  in  the  number  and  costliness  of  its 
<:hurch  buildings.  It  is  scarcely  to  be  expected  that  people  will 
readily  attach  themselves  to  a  congregation  which  they  hear  is 
struggling  with  debt.  And  hence  even  worldly  prudence  would 
dictate  the  propriety  and  wisdom  of  avoiding  such  an  incumbrance. 

In  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  the  13th  November,  a  consider- 
able congregation  assembled  in  the  unfinished  church  at  Coving- 
ton, and  after  prayers  by  Eev.  Mr.  Lawson,  I  preached.  The 
severity  of  the  cold  forbade  service  at  night. 

Nov.  23,  at  mommg  praj-er,  in  Calvary  Church,  I  confirmed 
one  person. 
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Sunday,  27th,  I  preached  in  Calvary  Church  after  morning 
prayer,  and  confirmed  eight  persons. 

Christmas  Day,  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  aft»r  morning  prayer 
bj^  the  Rector,  I  preached,  confirniod  f^pvni  persons,  and  adminis- 
tered the  holy  communion. 

At  night,  in  Grace  Church,  after  prayers  b}'  the  Rector,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  one  pei'son. 

January  15,  after  praj^ers  by  the  Rector,  in  Grace  Church,  I 
preached,  confirmed  six  persons,  and  administered  the  holy  com- 
munion. 

March  10,  after  prayers  at  night  by  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Gray,  our 
missionar}',  I  preached  to  a  hiri^o  congregation  assembled  in  the 
court-house  at  Trenton. 

March  11.  Preached  in  the  forenoon  and  afternoon  at  the 
same  place,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Gray,  and  on  the  last  occa- 
Hion  I  confirmed  three  persons. 

March  15.  In  Zion  Church.  Hrownaville,  evening  prayer  was 
read  bj'  Rev.  Messra.' Coll  ins  and  Gray,  after  which  I  preached  and 
confirmed  four  persons. 

March  18.  The  morning  prayer  was/oad  in  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Jackson,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Harrison,  after  which  I  preached  and  ad- 
ministered the  holy  communion.  At  4,  p.  m.,  in  the  same  church, 
after  prayers  by  the  Rector.  I  preached  and  confirmed  seven  per- 
sons. 

March  19.  In  St.  James'  Church,  Bolivar,  after  prayers  at 
night  by  the  Rector,  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

3Iarch  25.  I  held  a  special  ordination  in  St.  Mary's  Church, 
Memphis,  and  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  priesthood,  the  Rev. 
George  C.  Harris,  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Nashville. 
Morning  prayer  was  ^aid  by  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Pickett,  who  also  pre- 
sented the  candidate.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Helmuth,  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Nash  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  were 
present  and  took  part  in  the  services. 

March  27.  After  morning  prayer  in  Calvary  Church,  I  con- 
firmed two  persons. 

March  31.  At  Knoxville,  in  St.  John's  Church,  afl^er  prayers 
by  Rev.  T.  W.  Humes,  the  Rector,  I  preached  at  night. 

April  1,  Sunday.  After  prayers  in  the  morning  and  at  night, 
in  the  same  church,  by  the  Rector,  I  preached,  and  on  the  last  oc- 
casion confirmed  eight  persons. 
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April  2.  Preached  in  St.  James'  Church,  Greenville,  at  night, 
after  prayers  by  the  Eev.  Mr.  Mowbray. 

April  3.  The  Eev.  Mr.  Mowbray  read  evening  prayer  in  the 
Methodist  Church  at  Jonesborough.  I  baptised  two  adulta,  and 
after  sermon  confirmed  one  person. 

^    April  4.     Preached  in  St.  James'  Church,  Greenville,  after 
prayars  at  night  by  Mr.  Mowbray,  and  confirmed  eight  persons. 

April  6 — Good  Friday.  Morning  prayer  was  read  in  the  Meth- 
odist Church  at  Athens,  by  the  Eev.  Mr.  Lawson,  after  which  I 
preached  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

At  night,  having  traveled  during  the  daj'  from  Athens  to 
Cleveland,  the  Eev.  Mr.  Lawson  read  prayers  in  the  Cumberland 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  I  preached. 

April  7 — ^Easter  Even.  In  the  same  place,  after  morning 
praj'er  by  the  Eev.  Mr.  Lawson,  I  discouraed  to  a  small  congrega- 
tion on  the  Intermediate  State  —  a  doctrine  of  which  they  seemed 
never  before  to  have  heard. 

April  8 — ^Easter  Day.  The  new  church  building  in  Chattanooga 
having  been  prepared  partially  for  the  reception  of  a  congrega- 
tion, a  considerable  number  assembled  in  it  at  11  a.  m.  for  worship. 
Morning  jirayer  was  read  by  Eev.  Mr.  Lawson.  I  preached,  and, 
assisted  by  Mr.  L.,  administered  the  holy  communion  to  ten  or 
twelve  persons. 

At  4  p.  M.,  in  the  same  place,  prayers  were  read  by  Eev.  Mr. 
Lawson.  I  baptized  three  children,  preached  and  confirmed  one 
person. 

April  9  and  10.  At  Winchester.  After  prayera  by  Beverend 
Messrs.  Morris  and  Judd,  I  preached  to  large  congregations  two 
nights  successively,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 

April  11  and  12.  I  preached  three  times  during  my  visit  to 
Shelby ville — the  missionary  station  of  Eev.  J.  B.  T.  Smith — who 
also  read  prayers.  On  the  night  of  the  12th  I  confirmed  seven 
persons. 

April  13  and  14.  At  Murfreesborough  I  preached  to  large 
congregations  after  prayers  by  Eev.  Mr.  Webb,  missionary,  and 
confirmed  six  persons. 

April  15 — Sunday.  Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Nashville, 
after  morning  prayer  by  the  Eector.  At  night,  in  the  same 
church,  after  prayers  by  the  Eev.  Messra.  Harlow  and  Harris,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  eight  persons. 
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April  19th.  In  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville,  at  night,  after 
prayers  by  the  Eector,  I  preached  and  confirmed  ten  persons. 

The  night  following,  the  Eector  being  necessarily  absent,  I 
road  prayers,  preached  and  confirmed  one  person. 

^pril  22 — Sunday.  In  the  congregation  of  the  Church  of  the 
Advent,  Nashville,  worshipping  in  Odd  Fellows'  Hall,  after  prayer 
by  Bev.  Dr.  Quintard,  I  preached  and  co^fii'niod  twenty-two  per- 
sons. I  also  confirmed,  at  2^  p.  m.,  in  the  Penitentiary,  three  of  the 
prisoners  prepared  for  that  rite  by  Eev.  Dr.  Quintard ;  and  at  4  p. 
M.,  confirmed,  in  private,  a  person  belonging  to  Rev.  Mr.  Smith's 
congregation.  At  night  I  attended  a  meeting  at  Odd  Fellows'  Hall 
in  behalf  of  Missions.  Prayers  were  offered  by  Rev.  Messrs. 
Smith  and  Harris,  and  addresses  made  by  Rev.  Mr.  McCoy,  of  La., 
and  by  myself.  The  collection  made  for  Home  Missions  amount- 
ed to  twenty -six  dollars. 

April  23.  At  Lebanon,  whither  I  was  accompanied  by  Rev. 
Messrs.  Quintard  and  Smith,  of  Nashville,  we  had  services  at  night 
on  the  23d  and  on  the  morning  of  the  24th,  in  the  Methodist  Church. 
On  both  occasions  I  preached  to  large  and  apparently  deeply  i]\- 
terested  congregations,  after  the  usual  prayers  by  the  clergy  pres- 
ent. 

April  25.  At  night  divine  worship  was  celebrated  by  Rev. 
Messrs.  Harlow,  Quintard  and  Smith  in  the  Church  of  ithe  Holy 
Trinity,  Nashville,  after  which  I  preached  and  confirmed  fen  per- 
sons. 

April  26.  To-da3%  at  4  p.  m.,  with  the  usual  solemnities,  I  laid 
the  corner-stone  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Edgefield.  Addresses 
were  delivered  by  Dr.  Quintard  and  myself. 

At  night  on  the  same  day,  aft^er  prayers  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Smith 
and  Harris,  I  preached  for  the  congregation  of  St.  Stephen's,  and 
confirmed  five  persons. 

April  28.  Prayers  were  said  in  the  forenoon  by  Messrs.  Har- 
ris and  Royce,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Franklin,  when  I  preached  and 
confirmed  one  person. 

April  29. — Sunday.  Preached  morning  and  afternoon  in  St. 
Peter's  church,  Columbia,  aft»r  prayers  by  the  Rector. 

May  6th — Sunday.  In  Calvary  Church,  Memphis,  I  read 
prayers,  preached,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper.  In  the 
afternoon,  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pickett  read 
prayers.      I  baptized  four  children  and  preached. 
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May  10.  In  Immanuel  Church,  La  Grange,  after  prayers  at 
night  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Fagg  and  Gray,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
fmr  persons. 

During  the  past  summer,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Cobbs,  of  Ala- 
bama, while  on  a  visit  tp  Winchester,  confirmed,  at  my  request, 
ten  persons.  These,  added  to  those  reported  by  myself  at  other 
places  of  the  diocese,  make  the  number  of  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  persons  confirmed  since  the  last  Convention.  There  are 
some  others  in  this  parish  and  in  other  parts  of  the  diocese  who 
arc  only  awaiting  an  opportunity  to  be  confirmed. 

The  following  named  persons  are  candidates  for  holy  orders 
in  this  diocese,  viz  :  George  H.  Hunt,  George  N.  James,  Wm.  H. 
Bowers,  James  J.  Vaulx,  G.  W.  Southwell,  Jos.  Wood,  Jr.,  Lucius 
N.  Voigt,  John  M.  Schwrar — making  nine  in  all.  Of  these, 
Messi*s.  Hunt,  James,  Yaulx  and  Wood  are  connected  with  the 
Theological  School  at  Nashotah,  in  Wisconsin.  Mr.  Hunt  expects 
to  present  himself  for  examination  for  Deacon*s  orders  in  July. 
Of  Ml'.  Bowers  I  have  no  rei)ort  to  make.  Mr.  G.  W.  South- 
well is  pursuing  his  studies  under  the  advice  of  Rev.  T.  W.  Humes, 
at  KnoxvUle ;  Mr.  Voigt  with  Dr.  Ridley,  at  Olarksvillej  and  Mr. 
Schwrar  with  Mi\  Hines,  at  Memphis. 

Mr.  Wm.  Adams,  a  candidate  last  year,  has  been  transferred, 
at  his  own  request,  to  Mississippi. 

The  clerical  changes  made  in  the  diocese  during  the  year 
past  are  the  following :  My  parochial  relations  to  Calvary  church, 
Memphis,  terminated  on  the  18th  of  last  January.  The  Rev.  G«o. 
White,  D.  D.,  was  elected  Rector  from  that  date,  on  the  24th  Oct, 
1859.  The  Rev.  W.  B.  Webb,  from  the  diocese  of  Virginia,  the 
Rev.  Ed.  McClure,  from  the  diocese  of  Illinois,  and  the  Rev.  W. 
D.  Harlow,  from  the  diocese  of  Alabama,  have  been  received  into 
this  diocese  upon  letters  dimissorj*.  The  Rev.  Mr.  McClure  has 
taken  charge  of  Grace  church  congregation,  Memphis,  as  Rector; 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Harlow  of  St.  Stephen^s  church,  Edgefield,  near 
Nashville ;  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Webb  has  been  appointed  missionary 
to  Mui"freesboro'  and  Lebanon.  The  Rev.  J.  B.  T.  Smith  has 
removed  from  Winchester  and  taken  the  missionary  station  at 
Shclbyville.  The  Rev.  Wm.,  Mowbray,  having  met  with  the  se- 
rious misfortune  of  losing  his  dwelling  and  other  buildings  by 
fire,  on  Walden's  Ridge,  has  removed  to  Greenville,  East  Tennes- 
see, and  ofRciates  in  connection  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Humes,  of  Knox- 
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ville,  for  the  Congregation  of  St.  James'  Church,  Greenville.  Mr. 
Humes  also  extends  his  care  to  the  congregation  of  St.  PaulV 
Church,  at  Athens.  The  Bev.  Thos.  B.  Lawson  lias  resigned  his 
missionary  charge  in  the  Western  District  and  taken  the  mission 
to  Chattanooga  and  Cleveland.  The  Eev.  Wm:  C.  Gray  has  be- 
come the  itinerant  missionary  in  Mr.  Lawson's  pUce,  in  the  West- 
ern District.  The  Rev.  R.  D.  Shindler,  received  upon  letters  dimis- 
Bory  from  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  has  taken  charge  of  a  Female 
Academy  at  Ripley,  and  officiates  at  that^  place.  The  Rev.  J.  T. 
Hildebrand  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  JohnV  Church,  Ash- 
wood,  and  taken  dimissory  letters  to  the  Bishop  of  Jamaica,  West 
Indies.  The  Rev.  George  P.  Schetky  has  resigned  the  Rcctoi-ship 
of  Grace  Church,  Memphis,  and  been  transferred  to  the  diocese  of 
New  Jersey.  The  Rev.  Moses  S.  Royce  has  resigned  the  Rector- 
ship of  St.  Paul's  church,  Franklin.  The  Rev.  J.  A.  Wheelock  has 
been  transferred  to  Alabama. 

•  I  submit  to  the  Convention  the  propriety  of  either  modifying 
or  repealing  the  twelfth  canon,  respecting  the  Episcopate  Fund. 
In  all  cases  where  laws  become  inoperative,  through  neglect  or 
otherwise,  the  retention  of  them  works  injury.  It  is  certainly  a 
matter  of  great  importance  to  the  interests  of  the  church  in  this 
diocese,  that  its  episcopate  should  be  endowed ;  and  there  can  be 
but  little  doubt,  I  suppose,  that  if  the  Convention  will  appoint 
suitable  agents  to  solicit  sub.scriptions  to  that  end  in  the  three 
grand  divisions  of  the  State,  the  measure  can  be  accomplished. 
This  diocese  contains  a  population,  probably,  of  one  million  and  a 
quarter  of  inhabitants.  The  dioceses  south  of  us,  with  a  far  less 
number  of  people,  have  so  far  succeeded  in  endowing  their  Epis- 
copates as  to  relieve  their  congregations,  to  a  considerable  extent, 
from  the  burden  of  annual  assos.sments  by  their  Conventions.  It 
is  not  likely  that  this  can  he  done  during  the  life-time  of  the  pre- 
sent Bishoj)  of  this  diocese,  and  in  urging  the  Convention  to  begin 
this  work,  it  is  with  no  expectation  that  he  will  derive  any  benefit 
from  its  succc5?sful  accomplishment.  But  we  have  all  seen  the 
great  inconvenience,  trouble  and  difficulty,  to  say  the  least,  en- 
countered in  the  sui)port  of  the  Episcopate  bj'  our  present  mode 
of  annual  assessments,  and  it  is  certainly  the  interest  of  all  that  it 
should  be  changed  as  soon  as  it  can  be. 

In  regard  to  the  Easter  collection,  appropriated  to  the  endow- 
ment of  the  Episcopate,  it  is  only  necessary  to  remark  that  it  is 
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forgotten  in  a  majority  of  the  parishes,  or  neglected,  and  eonse- 
quently  the  additions  made  to  it  from  year  to  year  increase  but 
very  little  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  Episcopal  fund. 

I  submit  also  to  the  consideration  of  the  Convention,  the  pro- 
priety of  merging  our  Pension  Fund  into  that  of  the  "Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased 
clergymen,  and  of  aged,  and  infirm,  and  disabled  clergymen  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America." 
The  charter,  constitution  and  by-laws  of  this  board  were  ratified 
and  approved  by  our  late  General  Convention  at  Richmond.  Ac- 
companying this  report,  I  shall  lay  on  the  Secretary's  table  a  copy 
of  the  charter  and  by-laws,  as  thus  ratified  and  approved,  for  the 
information  of  any  committee  appointed  by  this  body,  should  it 
deem  the  subject  worthy-  of  its  consideration. 

I  beg  leave  again  to  commend  earnestly  to  the  favor  of  the 
clergy  and  laity  throughout  the  diocese-,  the  Bishpp  White  Prayer 
Book  Society,  the  Bishop  White  Library  Association,  Philadelphia; 
the  Episcopal  Ftmale  Prayer  Book  and  Tract  Society,  and  the 
New  York  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book  Society.  From  each 
of  these  societies  the  clergy  and  congregations  of  this  diocese  have 
repeatedly  received  liberal  donations.  If  each  congregation  would 
contribute  the  collection  of  one  Sunday  only  to  each  of  these  soci- 
eties in  the  course  of  the  year,  it  would  greatly  encourage  their 
managers  in  their  good  work,  and  be  returned  to  us  four  fold  in 
the  value  of  their  donations.  Let  any  one  of  our  congregations 
make  the  trial,  and  I  am  confident  they  will  require  nothing  more 
to  be  convinced  of  this. 

I  again  call  upon  all  the  members  of  our  communion  in  the 
diocese  to  remember  the  cause  of  missions.  With  the  increase  of 
our  population  and  the  development  of  our  resources,  is  demanded 
a  corresponding  increase  of  eftbrt  to  provide  means  for  the  reli- 
gious instruction  of  the  people.  With  this  cause  are  identified 
both  public  and  private  interests.  It  is  mortifying  to  reflect  how 
lightly  it  is  regarded.  Last  fall  I  addressed  a  pastoral  letter  to  the 
members  of  our  communion  in  this  diocese,  calling  for  aid  in  sup- 
porting our  diocesan  missions,  and  to  assist  some  of  our  candidates 
for  orders,  in  their  theological  education.  In  response  to  my  ap- 
peal, I  received  the  sum  of  twenty -five  dollars  for  diocesan  mis- 
sions from  a  daughter  of  the  church,  who  for  many  years  past  has 
been  deprived  of  its  privileges  without  forgetting  their  value ;  and 
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from  another,  five  dollars,  for  the  benefit  of  our  candidates! 
Ought  it  not  to  tinge  the  cheeks  of  many  among  us  with  the  blush 
of  shame  to  see  such  a  record  on  our  journal  ? 

During  the  month  of  February  last,  I  attended  the  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  convened 
on  the  8th  of  that  month  in  New  Orleans,  to  receive  the  report  of 
the  committee  appointed  to  draft  a  constitution  and  statutes  for 
the  government  of  the  Univeraity.  The  committee  had  discharged 
their  duty  in  a  most  efficient  and  satisfactory  manner,  and  their 
report,  with  the  constitution  and  statutes  recommended,  were  ac- 
cepted and  adopted  with  scarcely  any  amendment  other  than  a' 
few  verbal  alterations.  Every  indication  at  present  gives  promise 
nf  the  entire  and  successful  accomplishment  of  this  great  and  glo- 
rious work. 

The  Columbia  Female  Institute  is  pursuing  its  work  quietly 
but  efficiently,  and  proving  its  claim  to  confidence  and  to  the  cor- 
dial support  and  patronage  of  Christian  people  by  the  thorough 
mental  discipline  and  excellent  moral  training  given  to  its  pupils. 
Steps  have  been  taken  to  liquidate  its  small  remaining  debt,  and 
the  property  will  then  pass  under  the  control  of  the  Convention 
if  it  choose  to  accept  of  the  trust.  It  is  only  necessary  for  the 
members  and  friends  of  the  church  in  this  diocese  to  give  it  the 
patronage  which  it  most  justly  deserves,  to  make  it  all  which  its 
warmest  friends  anticipated  in  its  establishment  by  their  former 
cares,  labors  and  sacrifices. 

Since  we  were  last  together,  our  General  Convention  has  met 
and  transacted  the  business  committed  to  it  by  the  constitution 
and  canons  of  the  church.  It  devolved  on  me  to  preach  the  open- 
ing sermon  before  that  body,  which  duty  I  performed  on  the  first 
day  of  its  session,  after  morning  prayer  by  the'  Eev.  C.  T.  Quin- 
tard  and  Bev.  B.  Hines,  two  presbyters  of  this  diocese,  in  St.  PauFs 
church,  Bichmond,  Va. 

Among  the  most  important  works  of  the  Convention  was  a 
revision  and  classification  of  the  canons  of  the  church  and  the 
election  of  two  Missionary  Bishops  —  one  for  the  south-western 
and  another  for  the  north-western  missionary  parts  of  our  coun- 
try, which  were  left  unprovided  with  Episcopal  supervision.  The 
Bev.  H.  C,  Lay,  D.  D.,  was  consecrated  for  the  south-west  the  Sun- 
day after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  and  the  Bev.  Jos. 
C.  Talbot,  D.  D.,  at  a  later  day,  for  the  north-west.    Thus  the

whole  extent  of  our  territory  embraced  within  our  civil  jurisdic- 
tion, from  "rtc  great  river''  to  both  oceans,  on  the  east  and  on  the 
west,  have  been  placed  under  the  Episcopal  supervision  of  active, 
energetic  and  faithful  men  —  men  who  have  proved  themselves 
worthy  —  who  deserve  cordial  support  and  confidence,  and  who 
will  not  hesitate  to  risk  their  lives,  if  need  so  required,  for  the 
€ause  of  Christ  and  his  church.  Bishops  were  also  consecrated 
during  the  session  of  the  General  Convention  for  the  dioceses  of 
New  Jereey  and  Texas,  and  assistant  Bishop  for  Ohio.

House  unless  on  a  motion  for  reconsideration  made  by  one  of  the  majority. 

7.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be  seconded, 
and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

8.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  ^hull  be  taken  immediately 
and  without  debate. 

9.  The  order  of  doing  business  in  the  Convention,  after  its  organization 
shall  be  as  follows: 

(1.)  The  appointment  o^  the  Committees  of  the  Convention,  and  of  Special 
.Committees. 

(2.)  The  Annual  Address  of  the  Bi:$hop. 

(3.)  Reports  from  the  Committees  of  the  Diocese. 

,(4.)  Reports  from  ihe  Treasurers. 

,(5.)  Reports  from  Committees  appointed  at  the  last  Conveutien. 

(6.)  Election  by  ballot  of  Treasurers,  Standing  Committees,  Deputies  to  tho 
^General  Convention,  and  Trustees  of  the  University,  and  of  the  Episcopate 
.and  Pension  Funds.

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The  committee  regret  that  bo  little  interest  is  felt  in  our  congregations  on 
the  subject  of  diocesan  mrssions.

to  bo  paid  annuflYIy  to  tho  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Society,  we  are  convinced 
that  the  amount  raiHod  for  missions  would  be  quadrupled.  We  would,  accord- 
ingly, earnestly  recommend  such  a  course  to  every  Rector.  But  while  so  much 
lets  has  been  done  than  might  have  been  done,  we  feel  it  to  be  a  subject  of  con- 
gratulation that  so  much  more  has  been  done  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year 
than  was  ever  done  in  it  before  in  tho  same  period  of  time.  Fonr  new  churcheu 
have  been  added  to  our  number,  and  in  one  of  the  four,  a  church  edifice  is  in 
proc&4s  of  erection,  which  will  be  completed  during  the  coming  summer. 

We  would  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  all  the  churchea  to  the  remarks  of 
the  Bishop,  in  his  address,  on  the  subject  of  debt.  We  .believe  it  to  be  tho  true 
policy  of  church  extension  never  to  spend  one  dollar  beyond  what  has  been 
received.  There  is  no  greater  incubus  on  churches  or  individuals  than  debt. 
Let  us  avoid  it  as  we  would  the  plague.  The  sad  experience  of  too  many 
churches  in  our  own  diocese  and  elsewhere,  teaches  that  money  may  be  raised 
far  more  easily  for  any  other  purpose  than  to  pay  oflf  an  old  debt. 

We  make  no  comments  on  the  relative  condition  of  the  church  as  com- 
pared with  that  of  former  years,  as  the  above  tabular  statement  will  speak  for 
iteelf.

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REPORT  OF  Rey.  T.  B.  LAWSON,  Missionary. 

Last  summer  and  fall  I  spent  in  the  Western  District,  laboring  for  the 
church  and  the  salvation  of  souls  at  Ripley,  Burhamsville,  Covington,  Ran- 
dolph and  Ravenscroft.  At  these  places  I  baptized  four  adults,  twelve  chil- 
dren, buried  two  and  presented  to  the  Bishop  nine  candidates  for  confirmation. 

The  work  which  you  had  entrusted  to  my  care  was,  by  the  blessing  of  God, 
steadily  advancing,  and  I  was  looking  onward  with  hope  to  the  consummation 
of  your  wishes,  when  all  was  arrested.  The  causes  which  led  to  my  removal  to 
East  Tennessee  were  no  less  unfortunate  for  the  church  than  unpleasant  to  my- 
sel.    "  Man  is  born  to  trouble." 

In  this  wide  field,  and,  for  the  church,  barren  country,  I  have  held  services 
at  Loudon,  Cleveland  and  Chattanooga;  baptized  five  children  and  presented 
one  adult  for  confirmation.  The  families  of  the  latter  place  number  seven  — 
the  other  two  have  none. 

I  deeply  regret  the  necessity  (the  debt  on  the  church  edifice  at  Chattanoo- 
ga) which  caused  me  to  be  absent  from  the  Convention.  The  feeble  condition 
of  this  parish  and  its  utter  inability  to  pay  off  the  amount  ($2500)  which  it 
owes,  forced  me  to  visit  several  cities  of  the  South  to  solicit  funds ;  and  although 
not  yet  successful,  1  still  hope,  by  the  blessing  of  God  and  the  assistance  of  the 
faithful,  finally  to  succeed.  Those  of  my  brethren  who  feel  (and  I  believe  all 
do)  an  interest  in  St.  Paul's,  Chattanooga,  cannot  do  a  better  work  for  the 
church  than  contribute  to  this  unfortunate  parish. 

I  have  not,  as  you  will  perceive,  accomplished  much,  owing  largely  to 
things  which  I  could  not  control ;  yet  I  have  sown  "good  sped,*'  taken  from 
the  granary  of  truth — ^the  church ;  and  although  it  has  fallen  upon  a  soil  cold, 
schismatical  and  worldly,  yet  God  will  bring  from  it  "an  hundred  fold."  East 
Tennessee,  so  beautiful  in  valleys,  mountains  and  rivers,  will  not  remain  dead 
and  leafless,  but  "  rejoice  and  blossom  as  the  rose." 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF   THE 

PROTESTAA^T   EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

OF  TENNESSEE. 


The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  State  of  Tennessee,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  cause  of 
Religion  and  Piety,  establishing  order,  and  securing  to  themselves 
and  posterity  the  advantages  of  the  ministry  and  ordinances  of 
the  Church,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution: 

Article  1.  The  Diocese  shall  be  known  and  distinguished  by 
the  name  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

Art.  2.  The  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America  is  hereby  acceded  to  and  adopted, 
and  its  authority  fully  recognized  and  acknowledged. 

Art.  3.  A  Convention  of  the  Churches  of  .this  Diocese  shall 
be  held  annually,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  last  preceding  Con- 
vention may  appoint;  and  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee,  for  any  good  or  urgent  cause  mpving 
thereto,  may  change  the  time  and  place  appointed ;  and,  whenever 
he  or  they  may  deem  it  expedient,  may  call  a  Special  Convention 
^at  such  time  and  place  as  he  or  they  may  think  suitable — giving 
always  not  less  than  four  weeks.'  notice  previous  to  the  day  ap- 
pointed. 

Art.  4.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Clergy 
and  Lay  Delegates,  constituting  one  Deliberative  Bpdy.  All  min- 
Uters  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  canonically  resident  in 
this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention.  Each 
Ghnrch  in  union  with  this  Convention  may  send  three  delegates, 
any  one  of  whom  may  represent  it  in  Convention.  But  no  person 
ander  Eeclesiastical  censure  or  process  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
this  Convention. 

•    Art.  5.    Five  members  of  the  Clerical  and  five  of  the  Lay 
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Order,  from  different  congregations,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn. 

Art.  6.    In  all  matters  that  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  i 
the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and  the  concur- 
rence of  a  majority  shall  give  validity  to  any  measure :  but  when 
two  members  require  it,  there  shall  be  a  vote  by  Orders. 

Art.  7.  The  Bishop  shall  be,  ex  officio.  President  of  the  Con- 
vention. He  may  make  any  motion,  but  shall  not  enter  into  de- 
bate ;  and  he  raa}'^  deliver  his  sentiments  on  any  subject  after  it 
has  been  discussed,  and  before  an}'  vote  thereon.  If  there  be  no 
Bisho])  present,  a  President  shall  be  appointed  from  the  Order  of 
the  Clergy. 

Art.  8.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected  annually,  who.se  duty  it 
shall  be  to  record  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  to  notify  the 
Churches  generally  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  to  preserve  its  journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  pub- 
lic proceedings  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands 
of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of 
the  Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  possession.  A  Treasurer 
shall  also  be  elected  annually,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive 
and  disburse  the  funds  of  the  Convention,  by  the  order  thereof 
He  shall  render  an  account  of  his  transactions  to  each  Annual  Con- 
vention. 

Art.  9.  A  Standing  Committee  of  tive  persons,  three  Cler- 
gymen and  two  Laymen,  (who  shall  be  communicants,)  shall  be 
chosen  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  with  power  to 
fill  vacancies  in  their  body,  ^nd  generally  to  perform  all  other  acts 
which  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, or  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

Art.  10-  Each  congregation  shall,  on  Easter  Monday  (or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  be)  in  each  year,  elect  a  Vestry,  consisting 
of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  eleven  persons,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  to  the  temporal  concerns  of  the  Church.  They 
shall  appoint  two  Wardens  out  of  their  own  body,  who  shall  be 
communicants;  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer;  also,  delegat<3S  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention ;  and  exercise  all  other  powers  vested  in  them 
by  the  usages  of  the  Church ;  and  thej*  shall  continue  in  office  un- 
til a  new  Vestry  is  chosen.  In  all  meetings  of  the  Vestry,  the 
Rector  shall  preside;  or  in  his  absence,  the  Senior  Warden,  or  one 
appointed  by  the  body. 

Art.  11.     The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  by 
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nomination  of  a  majority  of  the  Clergy  in  Convention  assembled, 
who  shall  have  been  eanonieally  resident  in  the  Diocese  for  the 
space  of  six  months  immediately  preceding ;  and  if  such  nomina- 
tion be  confirmed  by  a  majority  of  the  Laity  in  said  Convention, 
the  person  thus  chosen  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  But  no 
election  shall  be  considered  legal,  unless  a  majority  of  ^11  the  con- 
gregations shall  be  present  by  their  delegates,  and  of  all  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  Convention. 

Art.  12.  Any  proposition  for  the  alteration  and  amendment 
of  this  Constitution  must  be  made  in  writing,  and  assented  to  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  in  Convention.  It  shall  then  lie  over 
for  consideration  until  tlio  next  Convention,  and  shall  require  for 
its  adoption  the  sutfrui^es  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 
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CANON  I. 

Of  the  Admission  of  New  Ghurches, 
Whenever  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  ten,  shall 
associate  to  fprm  an  Episcopal  Church,  they  shall  adopt  Articles  of 
ABSOciation  for  their  government,  in  which  they  shall  acknowledge 
and  accede  to  the  Constitution.  Canons,  Doctrine,  Discipline  and 
Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States, 
and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee;  they  shall  assume  a  suitable 
name  by  which  their  church  or  parish  shall  be  designated,  and 
shall  appoint  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  eleven  Vestrymen. 
A  certified  copy  of  the  Articles  of  Association,  and  of  the  pro- 
ceedings at  their  adoption,  shall  then  be  laid  before  the  Conven- 
tion for  approval,  and  also  a  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case 
of  his  inability  to  act,  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  a 
majority  of  the  Standing  Committee,  that  notice  Avas  given  him 
or  them,  at  least  three  months  before  the  Convention,  of  the  organ- 
ization having  taken  place,  and  of  his  or  their  approval  of  the 
same.  Delegates  from  the  church  or  parish  may  then  take  their 
seats  in  the  Convention,  and  the  ctiurch  shall  be  considered  as 
united  to  the  Convention,  and  subject  to  its  decisions. 

When  Articles  of  Association  shall  not  have  been  expressly 
adopted  and  laid  before  the  Convention,  the  Form  of  Articles  of 
Association  for  Congregations,  recommended  by  the  Convention  of 
1830,  shall  be  the  Articles  of  Association  for  the  churches  to  bo 
admitted,  and  all  other  churches  in  union  with  the  Convention  of 
this  Diocese ;  and  such  Articles  shall  not  be  changed,  except  with 
the  consent  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  II. 
Of  the  Reception  of  Clergymen  into  this  Diocese, 

No  clergyman  shall  be  admitted  to  the  pastoral  charge  of  any 
congregation   in  this  Diocese  without  producing  to  the  Vestry 
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thereof  a  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  has  pro- 
duced to  him  or  them  testimonials  of  his  religious  and  moral  con- 
duct, as  prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  m. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

Section  1.  The  trial  of  a  clergyman  in  this  Diocese  shall  he 
on  written  presentment  made  to  the  Bishop,  (or,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee,)  specifying  the  offences  of 
which  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty 
as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances,  and  signed  by  the  party 
making  it.  And  every  presentment  of  a  clergyman  shall  be  either 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  by  the  Vestry  and  Church  War- 
dens of  the  parish  to  which  such  clergyman  may  belong,  or  by  one 
or  more  Presbyters  of  the  Church,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop 
shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  clergyman  is  under  the  im- 
putation of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offence  or  misconduct,  for 
which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church 
requires  an  investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  three  per- 
sons, one  of  whom,  at  least,  shall  be  a  Presbyter,  to  examine  the 
case ;  and  if,  after  such  examination,  they  shall  decide  that  there 
is  sufficient  ground  for  presentment,  they  shall  present  the  clergy- 
man accordingly. 

Sec.  3.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the  modes 
above  prescribed,  the  Bishop  may  dismiss  it,  if  the  facts  stated  in 
the  presentment  do  not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute  an 
offence;  or  he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  residue,  if  some 
of  the  facts  stated  in  it  constitute  an  offence  and  others  do  not ;  or 
he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  When  it  shall  be  allowed  in 
whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served 
on  the  accused ;  and  shall  also  nominate  six  Presbyters  of  this  Di- 
ocese entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  parties  to  the 
presentment,  three  of  whom  shall  be  selected  by  the  accused,  and 
their  names  notified  in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  within  thirty  days 
after  he  shall  have  received  a  list  of  the  nominees ;  and  if  he  shall 
fail  to  give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty 
days,  the  Bishop  shall  select  three,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected 
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flliall  form  a  Board  for  the  trial  of  tlie  accused,  and  shall  meet  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place,  (but 
aluraj's  within  this  Diocese,)  as  they  shall  think  proper. 

Sec.  4.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first 
meeting  shall  be  served  on  the  accused  at  least  thirty  days  before 
such  meetinc:;  and  also  on  one  of  the  persona  making  the  pre- 
sentment. 

Sec.  5.  If  the  whole  number  of  three  shall  not  attend  at  the  . 
time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  two  of  them, 
if  present,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  and  if,  after  one  ad- 
journment or  more,  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that  the 
whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then  the  ac- . 
cused,  or  (if  he  fail  to  do  so)  the  Bishop,  shall  appoint  another  of 
the  six  Presbyters  nominated  to  complete  the  Board,  who  shall 
then  proceed  to  the  trial ;  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  decide  all 
questions. 

Sec.  6.  If,  before  the  appointment  of  a  Board  for  his  trial, 
the  accused  shall  acknowledge  the  truth  of  the  facts  alledgM  in 
the  presentment,  the  Bishop  shall  at  once  proceed  to  pass  sentence. 
A  failure  to  make  such  an  acknowledgment  shall  be  regarded  as  a 
denial  of  the  facts  alleged. 

Sec.  7.  If  the  accused,  after  having  received  due  notice  of 
their  time  and  place  of  meeting,  shall  not  appear  before  the  Board 
of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board  shall  proceed  nev- 
ertheless, as  if  he  were  present,  unless  there  be  some  good  cause 
for  their  adjourning  till  another  day. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  , 
to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively;  and,  at  the 
desire  of  either  party,  sworn  to  or  affirmed  by  the  witnesses 
respectively,  before  the  President  of  the  Court.  But  should  the 
accused,  at  the  time  of  trial,  or  during  its  progress,  confess  the 
truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board  may 
dispense  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  proceed  at  once  to 
state  to  the  Bishop  what  sentence  they  think  ought  to  be  pro-  > 
nounced. 

Sec.  9.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
he  may  appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  any  mate- 
rial witness  who,  he  is  satisfied,  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial. 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and 
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the  party  80  applying  shall  give  to  the  oth^r  at  least  six  days* 
notice  of  the  time  and  plaee  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served  shall  reside  more  than 
forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  days'  j^io- 
tice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance;  an^  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness  l 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witness,  and  certified  by  the  Commissary  and  en- 
closed under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Board,  who  shall 
receive  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  before  such  Com- 
missary may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  by  him. 

Sec.  10.  The  Board,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of 
such  charges  respectively ;  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which,  in 
their  oi)inion,  should  be  pronounced  ;  and  a  copy  of  such  decision 
shall  be  without  delay  communicated  to  the  accused.  And  the 
original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall 
appear  to  him  to  be  pro2)er,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in 
severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Board  j  and  such  sen- 
tence shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop 
shall  summon  the  accused  and  any  two  or  more  of  the  clergy  to 
meet  him  at  such  time  as  he  may  appoint,  and  in  such  church  as 
he  may  designate,  which  shall  be  thrown  open  at  the  time  to  all 
persons  who  may  choose  to  attend ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop 
may  grant  a  new  trial  ta  the  accused,  if  he  is  satisfied  that  justice 
requires  it ;  in  which  case  a  new  Boar-d  of  Presbyters  shall  be  ap- 
pointed, the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  before 
mentioned. 

Sec.  11.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon 
may  be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for 
the  purpose  by  the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificates  of  such  service 
shall  be  evidence  thereof  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person, 
the  fact  shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written 
notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  ot  left  at  his  last  place  of 
residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or 
paper;  provided,  however,  that  the  service,  if  not  personal,  shall 
be  a  notice  of  at  least  sixty  days.  ' 
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Sec.  12.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing 
by  couDbH)l  J  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not 
otherwise,  the  presenters  shall  also  have  the  like  privilege;  which 
counsel  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church. 

Sbc.  13.  The  record  of  all  the  proceedings  upon  tlie  present- 
ment of  a  clerg3'man  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, and  for  that  purpose  shall,  after  a  final  decision,  be  delivered 
to  their  Secretary. 

CANON  lY. 
The  Clergy  Required  to  Attend  the  Meetings  of  the  Convention. 

Section  I.  Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Convention  is  of  essential  importance  to  the 
interests  of  the  Church,  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  on  them. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas  it  is  often  found  necessary  to  travel  a 
considerable  distance  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  several  jmrishes  to  make  provi- 
sion for  the  exi)enses  of  their  clergy  in  attending  Convention,  either 
by  a  collection  in  church  on  Sunday,  or  by  some  other  mode. 

CANON  V. 

Ministers  of  Parishes  to  keep  a  Register. 

Section  1.  The  Parish  Register,  required  by  Canon  XXIX  ol 
the  General  Convention  of  1832,  shall  specify  the  name  and  the 
time  of  the  birth  of  the  child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  pa- 
rents and  sponsors  j  the  names  of  the  adults  baptized  and  the 
witnesses ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  and  of  two  or  more 
special  witnesses  of  the  same,  and  the  place  where  the  maiTiage 
was  solemnized ;  the  names  of  the  persons  buried ;  and  also  the 
time  at  which  each  rite  was  performed.  It  shall  also  contain  the 
names  of  persons  confirmed,  and  a  list  of  the  communicants. 
These  registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  minister  in  a  suitable  book  to 
be  provided  by  the  Vestry,  which  book  shall  be  the  Pai*ish  Regis- 
ter, and  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Yestry  us  a  part  of  the  records 
of  the  church. 

Sec.  2.  Every  minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop 
(or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention)  a 
report  of  his  official  acts  during  the  past  conventional  year.     Min- 
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isters  in  charge  of  parishes  shall  give  a  statement  of  the  number 
of  persons  baptized  and  confirmed  in  their  parishes  since  the  last 
Annual  Convention ;  the  number  of  those  who  partake  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  specifying  the  additions  and  removals  that  have 
taken  place,  and  the  number  of  mari'iagcs  and  funeral?^.  Also,  the 
number  of  pupils  and  teachers  connected  with  the  Sunday  Schools ; 
and  the  amount  of  the  "  Offerings  of  the  Church,"  stating  the  ob- 
jects to  which  such  offerings  are  appropriated,  and  what  has  been 
done  in  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  the  Convention.  Also, 
the  name  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  vestries  or  congregations  with 
which  they  may  be  connected  as  Eectors  or  officiating  Ministers. 
The  Parochial  Report  may  also  present  concisely  any  other  mat- 
ters of  fact  which  show  the  state  of  the  parish. 

Sec.  3.  In  every  case  where  a  parish  is  destitute  of  a  minis- 
ter, the  register  contemplated  in  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  some 
person  appointed  by  the  Vestry  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  4.  The  salary  of  the  Bishop,  and  all  financial  rei)ort8  to 
be  made  to  the  Convention,  shall  close  with  the  diocesan  year, 
which  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  May  and  end  with  the 
last  day  of  the  following  April. 

CANON  VI. 
Delegates  to  be  chosen  to  Represent  the  Diocese  in  General  Convention^ 

The  Convention,  at  each  annual  meeting,  shall  choose  Dele- 
gates to  attend  the  General  Convention  ;  and  should  the  delegation 
elected  to  represent  the  Diocese  in  General  Convention  be  unable 
to  attend,  then  the  Bishop  (or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing 
Committee)  shall  have  power  to  api>oint  a  delegate  or  delegates  in 
behalf  of  the  Diocese. 

'  CANON  VII. 

CertificaUs  to  be  required  of  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  Rector,  or  Warden,  or 
the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry  of  the  proper  church.  And  no  per- 
son shall  be  admitted  as  a  Lay  Delegate  in  this  Convention  who  is 
not  entitled  to  vote  for  Vestrymen  in  the  parish  which  he  claims 
to  represent.  Should  none  of  those  appointed  by  the  Vestrj"  to 
represent  the  congregation  in  the  Convention  be  present  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  Rector  of  the  parish  may  appoint 
one  belonging  to  his  parish,  who  rtliall  act  as  the  Delegate  thereof. 
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CANON  VIII. 
Of  Lay   Readers. 

No  person  shall  act  us  Lay  Eeader  in  this  Diocese  without  a 
license  from  the  Bishop. 

CANON  IX. 

Parochial  Assessments. 

SocTioN  1.  At  each  Annual  Convention,  assessments  shall  be 
laid  upon  the  several  parishes  to  provide  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  meet  the  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
to  collect  by  draft  upon  the  Treasurer  of  each  parish,  or  otherwise, 
the  amount  of  its  assessment,  in  four  quarterly  instalments,  viz : 
on  the  first  of  August,  first  of  November,  first  of  February,  and 
first  of  May. 

Sec.  3.  In  order  to  secure  the  punctual  payment  of  these 
assessments,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ministev  of  each  pai-ish,  or 
(in  case  the  parish  be  destitute  of  a  minister)  of  the  Senior  War- 
don,  to  make  provision,  by  collection  or  otherwise,  at  least  one 
week  previous  to  the  time  each  quarterly  payment  falls  due,  for 
meeting  the  drafts  or  calls  of  the' Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  regularly  charge  the  said  assess- 
ment on  his  books  against  each  Vestry,  crediting  the  same  with 
payments  when  made,  and  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conven- 
tion the  state  of  his  accounts  with  each  parish,  which  report  shall 
be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  X. 
The  Mode  of  Organizing  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  morning  prayer,  and  a 
sermon  delivered  by  a  preacher  appointed  at  the  preceding  Con- 
vention by  the  Bishop.  A  list  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  shall 
then  be  called.  The  Bishop,  or  the  President,  shall  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  two  clerg}'men  to  examine  the  certificates  of  Lay  Dele- 
gates, who  shall  report  thereupon  the  names  of  such  persons  as 
are  entitled  to  seats.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  elect 
a  Secretary,  which  being  done,  the  Bishop  or  President  shall  pro- 
nounce the  Convention  duly  organized. 
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CANON  XI. 
Of  the  Pension  Fund, 

Section  1.  It  is  recommended  to  every  clergjrman  having 
charge  of  a  parish  in  this  Diocese,  and  to  the  Wardens,  where  there 
is  no  clergyman,  to  make  a  collection  annually,  at  Christmas,  for 
creating  a  permanent  fund  in  aid  of  aged  and  infirm  clergymen, 
together  ^with  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergymen. 

Sec.  2.  All  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  given  in  charge  to  a 
Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Convention,  of  which  Board  the  Bishop  shall 
be,  ex  officio,  President,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee.  This  Board  shall  exercise  a  sound  dis- 
cretion in  the  appropriation  of  pensions,  and  the  Convention  shali 
appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  whom  all  contributions  shall  be  forwarded.. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  Pension  Fund  shall  also  be  Treasurer  of  the 
Episcopate  Fund  ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  a  Treasurer  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  XII. 
Of  the  Episcopate  Fund. 

It  is  recommended  to  every  parish  in  the  Diocese  to  make  a 
collection  on  Easter-day  in  each  year,  towards  creating  a  perma- 
dent  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate.  The  Convention 
shall  appoint  three  laymen  to  act  as  Trustees  of  said  fund,  to 
whose  hands  and  those  of  the  Treasurer  the  funds  thus  collected 
shall  be  intrusted,  with  any  other  moneys  or  property  which  may 
be  given  by  bequest  or  otherwise  fcr  this  purpose. 

The  Trustees  of  this  fund,  or  the  Treasurer  under  their  direc- 
tion, shall  safely  invest  the  same  for  accumulation  until  it  shall 
reach  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  when  the  interest  or  in- 
come shall  bo  applied  to  the  annual  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

All  collections  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Convention. 

CANON  XIII. 
Of  Missions  and  of  Education  for  the  Ministry. 

Section  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  mission- 
ary institution,  and  ever>'  part  thereof  pledged,  by  the  Christian 
profession,  to  the  support  of  the  missionary  work :  and  the  edu- 
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cation  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  being  neeessary  to  the  fur- 
therance of  th«  gospel  in  the  same  work ;  it  is  solemnly  urged 
upon  every  member  of  the  Church  that  he  consider  his  Christian 
profession  as  involving  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 
Ssc.  2.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  Diocese 
to  instruct  the  people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects. 
And  it  is  recommended  to  every  member  of  the  Church  to  lay  by 
him,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  store  for  these  purposes,  as 
God  has  prospered  him,  according  to  the  Apostolic  direction.  It 
is  recommended  that  there  be  in  every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  a 
monthly  collection  on  Sunday,  the  avails  of  which  shall  bo  for- 
warded quarterly  by  the  Wardens  thereof  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Missionary-  and  Educational  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, a  Committee,  eonaisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  e.r 
officio,  and  four  other  members — two  clerical  and  two  lay — elected 
by  ballot,  to  bo  called  the  Missionarj'  Education  Committee ;  to 
which  shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and  regulation  of  ben- 
eficiaries, the  appointing  of  missionaries  and  missionary  stations, 
and  making  of  all  appropriations  of  money  for  either  object ;  and 
no  money  shall  be  paid  by  the  Trea.surer  but  by  an  order  of  the 
Committee. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  dcsig- 
nalte  to  which  purpose,  and  also  to  which  branch  of  the  missionary 
cause,  if  such  bo  the  designation,  their  contribution  shall  be  ap- 
plied. If  no  designation  bo  made,  it  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  TI\e  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  in  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Committee,  when  he  is  present ;  if  absent,  a  Chairman 
pro  tern,  shall  be  appointed.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer.  * 

Seo.  6.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually  at  the  place  and 
on  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  at 
such  other  times  and  places  as  the  President  may  from  time  to 
time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found  convenient  on  their  own  adjourn- 
ment. Three  attending  members  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  every 
meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Sec.  7.  No  beneficiary  or  missionary  shall  be  appointed  with- 
out the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese ;  or,  in  case 
there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  same, 
which  consent  shall  be  eptered  on  the  minutes. 
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Sec.  8.  At  overy  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Sec- 
rntarj  of  the  same  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the 
year  then  terminated,  which,  with  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention. 

Sec.  9.  Vacancies  in  the  Committee,  occurring  during  the 
recess  of  the  Convention,  may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee. 

CANON  XIV. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  transmit 
4innually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  the  General  Convention, 
to  the  ConserA'ator  of  Ecclesiastical  Documents  appointed  by  the 
General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Con- 
vention, a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention;  and  he  shall 
request  the  last  to  send  copies  of  their  Journals  in  exchange.  He 
shall  also  transmit  a  copy  to  every  clergyman  and  lay  deputy  at- 
tending the  Convention,  and  forward  by  mail,  unless  otherwise 
directed,  ten  copies  to  every  church  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  on 
the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  sev- 
eral sections  of  this  Canon,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent 
fund  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  Elections, 
Section  1.    All  the  officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot ;  but  elections  by  ballot  may  be   dispensed  with  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  failure,  or  omission  to  elect  officers  by 
the  Convention,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  in  office.' 
until  other»»be  chosen. 

CANON  XVI. 

Section  1.  No  proposed  alterations  or  additions  to  the  Canons 
shall  hereafter  be  considered  by  the  Convention,  unless  at  least 
one  day's  previous  notice  be  given  thereof  in  open  Convention,  nor. 
unless  by  unanimous  consent,  until  such  alteration  or  addition  shall 
have  been  referred  to,  and  reported  upon  by  a  committee  of  at 
least  two  Presbyters  and  one  Layman. 
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Sec.  2.  Any  Canon  may  be  suspended  temporarily,  by  unan- 
imous consent. 

CAKON  XVII. 

Section  1.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  repealing  clause  in  any 
Canon,  and  the  said  Canon  shall  be  repealed,  such  repeal  shall  not 
he  a  reenactment  of  the  Canon  or  Canons  repealed  by  the  said 
repealing  clause. 

Sec.  2.  The  provisions  of  this  Canon  shall  also  apply  to  Ca. 
nons  heretofore  passed  having  repealing  clauses. 

CANON  XVIJJ. 

All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  rej)caled. 

CANON  XIX. 

Fillimj  Vacancies  during  Recess  of  Convention, 
Where  there  is  any  vacancy  bv  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise, in  any  office  where  the  officer  is  elected  by  this  Convention, 
the  Bishop  shall  make  an  appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the 
next  session  of  the  Convention.  This  Canon  shall  apply  to  Trus- 
tees of  all  literary  institutions  as  well  as  to  the  officers  elected  by 
the  Convention.  This  shall  only  apply  in  cases  not  provided  for 
by  the  Constitution,  or  Canons  already  established. 

CANON  XX. 

J  Of  Parishes  not  entitled  to  Representation. 

When  any  parish  shall  fail,  for  three  successive  years,  to  elect 
or  appoint  a  delegate  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  or  shall  be  in 
arrears  to  the  Episcopate  for  three  successive  years,  or  shall  fail 
for  three  successive  years  to  make  a  report  to  the  Convention 
through  a  minister  or  some  person  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  such 
parish  may,  upon  a  resolution  of  the  Convention,  be  declared  nc^t 
to  bo  entitled  to  a  representation  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  so 
continue  until  otherwise  declared  by  the  Convention. 

STANDING   RESOLUTION. 

Whereas  it  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  the  legislation  of  the 
Church  be  confided  to  members  of  the  body  of  Christ,  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved^  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  congregations 
of  this  Diocese  to  elect  none  but  Communicants  as  Vestrymen  when 
practicable,  and  that  the  Vestries  send  none  but  Communicants  as 
Lay  Delegates  when  practicable. 
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
